Committee of Secrecy, 

The Ninth of June, 1715. 

THE Committee of Secrecy appointed to Examine the feveral Books 
and Papers to them referr'd, and to Report to the Houfe what they 
fhould find Material in them, having examin'd and confidw'd the fame, 
have agreed upon the following Report, to be made to the Houfe, 
Containing fuch Fads and Papers as appear d to them to be moil Material, and 
of the higheft Importance, together with the Reafons that indue'd the Commit- 
tee to lav them before the Houfe for their further Confederation. . » 

The feveral Books and Papers referr'd to the Committee chiefly relate to the? 
late Negotiations of Peace and Commerce > To the intended Demolition of 
Dunkirk; To the obtaining and difpofing of the jtfliento Contract) To forae 
Negotiations concerning the Catalans; and Secret Tranfa&ions relating to the 
Pretender. 

The Committee was in hopes, in fo Voluminous an Inquiry, to have been able 
to Trace out all the Steps, and the whole Progrefs of thefe Negotiations j but to 
their Surprize they find a want of feveral Books, Letters and Papers, mentioned 
and referr'd to in thofe that have been deliver'd to them, and frequent and long 
Interruptions of fome very material Correfpondenccs that were carry 'd on : Buc 
being inform'd, that thele Accounts are all, which have any way come to the 
Hands of thofe who have the Honour to ferve his prefent Majefty, the Com- 
mittee proceeded t© draw up the following Report, warranted and founded up- 
on fuch Authorities, as the Perfons conccrn'd vouchfafed not to fupprefs. 

The firft material Paper is Entituled, the fir ft Propofitions of France, fign'd 
by Monfieur de Torcy, jjpiil zi, 171 1. N. S. and is here annex'd, No. (1 *.) To 
whom thefe Propofitions were directed, what previous Steps had been made on 
the part of France, or what Encouragement had been given on the part of En- 
gland, docs not appearj but it is evident that they arc conceiv'd in very loofe and 
general Terms ) that from the beginning thcDcfign of Francs was to fecure Spain 
and the Weft- Indies to King Philip; to create Jealoufies among the Allies ) and 
that France ofFer'd to Treat with England and Holland either by thcmfelves, or 
jointly with the Reft of the Allies, which is lefc to the Choice of England. 

On the 27th of Jlfiil, 1 7 1 1 . O. S. J Mr. Secretary St. John tranfmits thefc Pro- 
pofitions to Lord Raby, the Queen's Ambafl'ador at the Hague, with Orders to 
Communicate them to the Pcnfionary, « to afiiire that Minifter the Queen was 

* rcfolv'd in making Peace, as in making War, to Aft in perfect Concert with 

* the States, and defircs the Secret may be kept among as few as poflible j 

* he confefles that the Terms of the feveral Propofitions are very general, thac 
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' there is an Air of Complaifancc fliown to England, and the contrary to Holland 
' which might be of ill Confequence, but can be of none, as long as the Queen 

* and States take care to underfhnd each other, and to aft with as little Re- 
\ ferve as becomes two Powers fo nearly ally'd in Intereftj and defires the Pc»- 
' lionary to be aflur'd, that this Rule {hall on our Part be inviolably obferv'd. 

Lord Raby by his Letters of May the irth and irfth, 171 1. N. S. to Mr. St. 
John, in anfwer to thefe Orders and Afluranccs, acquaints him, * « That the Pcn- 
' fionary had, with thofc of that Sute who had been formerly cmploy'd in the 
' Negotiations of Peace, confidcr'd Monfieur de Torcy's Propofitions, and the ob- 
' liging Manner in which her Majcftv was plcas'd to Communicate them ; that 
' they thank'd her Majefty for her Confidence in them, and afl~ure her, that 

* theirs is reciprocal > and that as her Majefty had promis'd, (he will make no ftcp 
c towards a Peace but in concert with them, they defire fhe may be aflur'd of 
' the fame on their Part, and that they will make no ftep in that, or any other 

* kind of Negotiation, which regards the mutual Interefts of both Nations, but 

* in Communication and Concert with her Majefty j they urge the Ncccflky 
' of an entire Cenfidcncc one with the other, at this Critical Jun&urej they dc- 
' clare themfelves weary of the War, which they endeavour to conceal from 
' the Enemy, leaft he mould make his Advantage by itj and that they are rea- 

* dy to join in any Meafures, which her Majefty (hall think proper, to obtain a 
« good Peace. But they look upon thefe Propofitions as yet, in the fame manner 
' as the Secretary does, to be very dark and general, and defign'd to create Jca- 

* loufies between her Majefty, that Republic!, and the Allies j but they depend 

* upon her Majefty's Juftice and Prudence, to prevent any fuch ill EffccT:, and 
' hope (he will make the French explain, more particularly, the feveral Points 

* contain'd in them. 

After thefe mutual Afluranccs had palled betwixt England and Holland, the 
Committee is furpriz'd to find not the leaft Communication to the States of the 
Negotiations that were carrying on, for above five Months together, betwixt 
England and France, 'till after the fpecial Preliminaries were fign'd, and the (even 
general Preliminaries were concluded and fent to them. 

In the mean time Lord Raby, not being as yet let into the Secret, freely de- 
clares, f ' He thought it advifoable, and neccftary, to go open with the States in 
' this Matter of the Propofitions} % acquaints the Secretary that all the Letters 

* from France agreed, that all the Hopes the French had was to fow Jealoufies 
' among the Allies. And H repeats his Advice, ' That we mail a£k cautioufiy 

* with them (the States) that they may have no rcafon to accufc us, for taking 

* the kaft Meafures without them. 

But it was not long before Mr. Secretary St. John prepared his Excellency to 
have other Sentiments of the manner of carrying on this Negotiation, and in 
his Leeter of the 29th of May § acquaints him with the agreeable News, 4 That 
« it was her Majefty's Pfcafure, that his Excellency fhould make all pofliblc haftc 
' to come over, fince her Service may better difpenfe with his Abfence at this 
' Point of time, than it will perhaps do at another, and fince we muft now ex- 

* peer to have very foon upon the Tapis, many Intrigues, concerning which 

* the Queen thinks it expedient that he fhould confer with the Minirtcrs here* 
1 acquaints him, that her Majefty defign'd, upon his arrival, to give him the Pro- 

* motion in the Peerage, which he had defired. And then, that his Excellency 
might begin to have forme Notions agreeable to the Scnfe of our Miniftcrs, 
Mr. St. John in anfwer to fome very long Letters of his Lordfhip's, full of his 
own Reafonings, and the repeated AtTurances of the Miniftcrs of the States 
to a& in perfect Concert and with an entire Confidence in her Majefty, tells 

^ him in thefe Words, ' That Britain had gone fo much too far in weaving her In- 
' tereft int« that of the Continent, that it would prove no eafic Task to difen- 
' tangle our Affairs without Tearing or Rending. 

But this work of Tearing and Rending did not at all difcourage his Excellency, 
who waiting then for feveral Pofts from England, ftop'd by contrary Winds, and 
beginning to fufpect that the courfe of the Negotiation was turn'd into another 
Channel, that the Miniftry here might be fatisfy'd that his Lord (hip could with- 
out much difficulty depart from his own Opinion, he declares in his Letter of 
June the itfth, 171 r, N.S. to Mr. St. John; * You may be afTured,! will venture 

* any thing and undertake any thing to ferve the Queen, you may venture bold-

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* ly to truft me with the real Intentions, and be ajfur'd, I will not make further 

* ufc of them, than aeoording to my Inftru&ions. He tells him, if the thing k 
« actually gone no further than it appears, and France has not yet explain'd, and 
« he has a mind, that he Ihould come over for the Queen's Service, he is ready 
« to come in a Yatcht, Frigat, Packct-Boat, or any way; and concludes in ftiorr, 
' Difpofc of me how you plcafc, for all my defire is to fervc her Majefty to her 
« Satisfaction, and I mall never grudge any Danger and Pains. 

This voluntary and frank Declaration his Excellency defires in a particular 
manner, may with his humble Compliments be communicated to the Duke of 
Shrewsbury and Mr. Harley. 

It has been already obferv'd, that all Correfpondcnce betwixt England and HtU 
landy concerning the prefent Treaty, ended with the Communication of the firft 
Propofitions of France; if the Duteb had made any Attempt to wreft the Nego- 
tiation out of the Hands of the Queen, if they had enter'd into any feparateMea- 
fures, or taken any Steps that might give juft Occafion o/ Offence or Sufpicion 
to England, 'tis very probable the Accounts of any fuch Proceedings would 
have been left by the Miniftry, for their own Juftification j but the Committee 
do not find the lead intimation of this kind, and are at a lofs to know upon what 
Pretence fuch folemn Afliit ances were difpens'd with as foon as made, and the 
Honour and Name of the Queen facrificed to the private views of her Miniftcrs. 

All Tranfa&ions betwixt England and France during this time, except two or 
three Papers, arc entirely fuppreis'd, which in Lord Strafford's Inftru&ions ©f O- 
ftober the ill, 171 1, * are faid to have been carry 'd on by Papers fent backward 
and forward, and much time fpent therein the firft Paper, that is found, is 
call'd, f Private Propofitions fent by Mr. Prior from England, dated July 1. No. (2.) 

The next is a Paper call'd, J Mr. Prior's Authority; this is fign'd, Anne R. at 
the top, and A. R. at the bottom, not counterfign'd, and is without a Date, and 
the Contents are, Mr. Prior is fully Injlrufted and Authorized to communicate f 
France our Preliminary Demands, and to bring us back the Anfwer. 

Thcfe two Papers together muft be underftood to be Mr. Prior's Powers and 
Inftru&ions, or are at Icaft all that are found in the Office, or given in by himj 
but by an Entry in Lord Strafford's Book fubjoin'd to thele private Propofitions 
carry'd over by Mr. Prior, it appears that Mr. Prior had Orders to fee if Franc* 
had full Powers from Spain. 

Thefe Propofitions, which were form'd here, leave no room to doubt of the 
little Concern the Miniftry had to make good the repeated Afliirances, that had 
been given to the Allies, in the Queen's Name, to make the French more plain 
and particular, fince in all things that concern the Allies the Englijb Propofals 
arc as dark and general, as thofe that came from France; and if this ftill could be 
any Queftion, it is fufficicntly clear'd up in a third Paper, entituled, $ Draught of 
Anfivers upon the Conference with Monfieur Mefnager, wherein the Britijb Miniftry 
is much furpriz'd to find 4 That Monfieur Mefnager had Orders to infift that the 

* Queen fhould enter into particular Engagements upon divers Articles which 

* depend not upon her, and which regard the Intcrcft of the Allies} they appeal 
' to all the Papers which had been fent backwaxd and forward during this Ne- 
« gotiation, and to that which was carry'd by Mr. Prior, that the Principle up- 
' on which they had treated all along was, That France mould content to adjuft 

* the Interefts of Great Britain in the firft Place. This is a Principle from which 
< the Queen can never deparr, and that it was abfolutely ncccflary to remit the 

* Difcullion of the particular Intereft of the Allies to general Conferences. 

By this it appears, that the Miniftcr of France was inftru&ed to treat of the 
Interefts of the Alhcs, which the Englijb Miniftry would by no means confent to. 

By Monfieur forcy's Propofals, France offcr'd to Treat with England and Holland^ 
either by themfelves, or jointly with the reft of the AHies, not conceiving that 
Holland could poflibly be excluded from the Negotiation j but it is determin'd by 
the Englijb Miniftry to carry on a fcparate Negotiation with France, cxclufive of 
all the Allies, and in their private Propofitions, an Exprcls Article is inferred, 
« That the Secret ftiould be inviolably kept, 'till allow'd to be divulg'd by the 
« Confent of both Parties } and thereby England put] the Negotiation into a Me- 
thod more Ad vantagious fox France, than France had propofedor could hope for. 

The Committee think it proper to infert here ij the firft Part of the Eighth Ar- 
ticle of the Grand Alliance, wherein it is ftipulated, Neutri partium fas Jit, Belb 

femet

cum altera Parte. What will be thought of fo manifcft a Violation, as this whole 
Proceeding appears to be, of the Grand Alliance, the Committee will not take 
• upon them to determine* but this Step being once taken, and Secret Prelimi- 
naries fign'd Upon this Foot between England and France, before any thing had 
been finally Treated and Concluded for the Security of Gnat Britain, what fa- 
tal Confequences did happen to her Majefty's Kingdoms, and what Advantages 
accrued to the common Enemy, fecms t» deferre the molt mature Confide ra- 
ti on. 

Before we leave thefe Propofitiora it muft be obferv'd, that here, in the very- 
Infancy of the Negotiation, the Trade of the World, and the entire Spanifb Mo^ 
narchy, which had coft fo many Millions, and the Effufion of fo much Blood, 
without being once infifted upon, contrary to the repeated Addrefles of fevcral 
Parliaments, and the declar'd Senfe of the Queen, are given up by the Englijb 
Miniftry to the Houfe of Bourbon, for Verbal Affurances that the Crowns of 
France and Spain (hall never be United ; and that this was done fo early, will be 
Ncceflary to be rcraember'd in the further Progrcfs of thefe Tranfa&ions. 

There is no Account given of any Corrcfpondence with Mr. Prior during" 
this his Sray in France, nor does the certain time of his Continuance there appear. 
Upon his Arrival in France, Monf. de Torcy in his Letter of the jd of Juguft,* 
%jn,N.S. tcllsMr.5/.7«*»/hefaw with great Pleafurc Mr. Prior return after an 
'interval of fo many Years > that he could have wifh'd,he had had greater Liberty 
« to employ thofe Talents which he wasperfuaded he would have made a good Ule 
4 of, but he hopes Monf. Mefnager will tiipply what he could not do. Upon his 
Return he was attended by Monf. Mefnager, a Minifter of Frame, Vcftcd with 
full Powers in due Form, and + dated jfuguft 171 1. to Treat, Negotiate, Con- 
clude, and Sign with fuch Minifters, as ihould be authoriz'd in due form, not by 
Britain only, but any of the Princes or Eftates then in actual War with France. 

That Monf. Mefnager, upon his Arrival here, frequently conferred with the 
Queen's Minifters, appears by many Inftances j but the fubject Matter of thefe 
Conferences, the Times, Places, and particular Perfons with whom he Treated, 
or by what Authority, the Committee find no Account of, till the 20th of Sep' 
t ember, 171 1 • 

By a Letter of Mr. Secretary St. John, then at London, of that date to the 
Queen at JVindfor, No. % (*.) it appears, that the Lord treafurer, Lord Chamber- 
lain, Lord Dartmouth, and Mr. St. John met Monf. Mefnager that Evening ac 
Mr. Prtor's Houfe } which Meeting, as Mr. St. John fays, was by Order of the 
Lords of the Committee of Council, but feems unknown to the Queen, until the 
Secretary acquainted her with it by this Letter. 

At this Meeting Monf. Mefnager dcliver'd to the Britijb Minifters the Anfwer, 
fign'd by the King of France, to the Demands laft fent over by England; which 
Demands and '■Anfwers were made the Secret Preliminary Articles betwixt Great 
Britain and France, and were fign'd as fuch, September ij, 171 1. by Monf. Mef- 
nager on the Part of France, and the Acceptation of them by Lord Dartmouth, 
and Mr. St. John, on the Part of Great Britain. No. % (4.) 

Mr. St. John, in this Letter, reprcicnts it to the Queen, as the Unanimous 
Opinion of htr Servant?, then prefent, that a Warrant and full Powers ihould 
be prepar'd that Night, and tranftnitted to her Majefty to be fign'd, in Order 
to pafs the Great Seal the next Day, whereby the Earl of Oxford, the Duke of 
Buckinghamshire, the Bifhop of Brijlol, the Duke of Shrewsbury, Earl Poulett, Earl 
of Dartmouth, Henry St. John, and Matthew Prior, Efqrsj were to be Confticuted 
Plenipotentiaries, to meet and treat with Monfieur Mefnager', which Warrant, 
and a Tranflation of the full Powers, were fent to the Queen. No. (f .) $ 

This Warrant under the Signet appears fign'd by the Queen, directing the 
Lord Keeper to affix the Great Seal to an Inftrument thereunto annex'd, con- 
taining her Commiffion to himfclf, and others, therein nam'd, to meet and treat 
with the Sieur Mefnager j but it does not appear, that any fuch Inftrument did 
pafs tha Great Seal, the Warrant remains not counterfign'd, and is endors'd Not 
ufed. 

This Warrant is dated the 17th of September, although 'tis manifeft, by Mr. 
St. John's Letter, it was not prepar'd, nor thought of, 'till the zoth. 

This antedating feems defign'd, to juftifie the Minifters, in their meeting and 
conferring with the Queen's Enemies, previous to the Warrant ; which never 

paffing 
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palling intd a legal Authority, it appear* that thefc Seeret Negotiations betwixt 
Ftai.ce and the Queen's Minillers here, were begun and carry'd on from the 
nth of" Jprii to the ifth of September, 171 1, when the Warrant to Lord 
Dartmouth^ and Mr. St. 7*6* was lign'd, without any Powers or written Autho- 
rity from the Qiieen j and it is very obffcrvablc that the Queen was brought in- 
to thefc Meafures, by its being reprelented to her by the Secretary of State as 
the unanimous Opinion of all her Minillers, to which alone the Affent of the 
Queen is to be alcrib'd. 

But what is mon flrange, is, that after Mr. St. J$bn had reprcfented it to the 
Queen, as the unanimous Opinion of her Minillers, that full Powers mud im- 
mediately pafs the Great Seal to Authorize them to meet and treat with the 
faid Monf. Mefniger, thefc Powers fhould be laid afide: And the Acceptation of 
the Preliminaries lign'd by Lord Dartmouth and Mr. St. Job*, by Venue of a 
* Warrant dne&td to them two only, fign'd by the Queen at top and bottom, 
and countJifign'd by no Body. N«. (6.) 

Where the Oblhu&ion arofe to the palling thefe Powers, docs not appear 
to the Committee but thofe Minillers feem Confcious to themfelves of what 
was doing, who fo readily concurr'd in privately meeting, conferring and treat- 
ing with the Minillers of France, till this feparate Negotiation was brought to 
Maturity ; but avoided to become Parties when the Treaty was to be lign'd and 
executed. 

This great Care and Caution for their own Pcrfons, and little Regard for the 
Honour and Interefl of their Queen and Country, appears through this whole 
feparate Negotiation : It being very remarkable that there is not one Paper of 
Powers or Inllru&ions throughout the whole Affair counterfign'd by any one 
Miniller, but the Queen's Name expos'd to cover all j which looks as it thejr 
flatter'd themfelves, that this O million of their Duty would be fufHcient tp 
skreen them from the Jullice of the Nation, if thefc Matters ihould ever come 
to be enquir'd into. 

After fuch a Sacrifice made of the general Intereft of Europe, fuch a direct Vi- 
olation of the Grand Alliance, and fuch unwarrantable and illegal Steps taken iu 
tranla&ing and concluding thefc Special Preliminaries between England and France, 
it had been but rcafonablc to expedl in them fome very particular Advantages 
and Concefliore made to Great Britain, to attone for fuch unprecedented Trans- 
actions-, but it is allonilhing to find how infignificant all the Demands are, that 
„were made on the Part of Great Britain and, inconfidcrable as they were, how 
ineffe&ual they have fincc been rendred. 

Nothing poflibly could be faid lefs with Regard to the Succeflion, than what 
is here demanded in the fit ft Article. The Queen not yet acknowledge by 
France, nor defign'd to be lb, 'till the Conclufion of the Peace, as France* after- 
wards explain'd this Article at the General Congrds j not a word of removing 
the Pretender, nor any Engagcnacnt not to fupport him in any Attempt he might 
make upon the Nation. 

The fecond Article offers a Treaty .of Commerce, in fuch doubtful Words, as 
France only could make Advantage of. 

In the Article of Dunkirk, the Equivalent is exprefs'd in fo ftrong a 

manner^ 

and the Demolition fo very loofely, as could not but bring certain and great Pre- 
judice to our Allies, with very little Profpecc of Advantage to our fervesj and 
fatal Experience has coovine'd us, what Security is procur'd for our Navigation 
by this third Article. But the Hiftory of this will be further explain'd in its 
proper Place. . ' 

The fifth and feventh Articles chiefly regard the /ffitento Contract; what a 
National Advantage that is like to be; is now too well underflood to want 
much Explanation : But with what Views the M milters were fo fond of this, as 
to make it their chief Care and Concern, will no longer be a doubt when it (hall 
appear that this part of the Treaty was calculated only for private Advantage. 

What the Minilby themfelves thought moll valuable in thefc Articles, was 
that Part of the Seventh which grants us an Advantage of if per Cent, upon our 
Manufactures lent to Spain : Hut this great Advantage loon vanilh'd into nothing 1 
and wis given up by our Miniftry here. The Bilhop of Brijhl fays indeed of it, 
in his Letter of tie 17th otAuguft, ijit, T That it was granted by the French with 
a Defign eirher^o inflame things bctwocn us and thcDuttb, or 10 give the French 
, C a

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t pretence to ftipula'te for themfclves fueh particular Advantages in the Spanifb 
Trade as may be the Ruin of ours. 

But what is mod Remarkable in the Seventh Article is the Introduction to 
it, in which the Miniftry confefs themfclves to have been impos'd upon by France ; 
for they declare that from the firft Propofels of Monf. deTorcy to that time, they 
always underftood that by the real Securities promis'd in thofe Propofals, were 
meant Places j which now was ablblutely refus'd » and they confent to take for ^ 
TcA Securities what they confefs is none, but what a Love of Peace may induce 
them to accept as an Equivalent. 

W hat was really of moft Importance to England was the Eighth Article, which 
relates to Hudfon's-Bay and Newfoundland * but the Mini ft ry fuffcr'd themfelves 
to be fo grofly impos'd upon in this Article, that they directly give to France all 
they wanted, which was a Liberty of taking and drying their Fifhj whilft France 
gives nothing at all to us, but refers our moft valuable Interefts to the general 
Conferences: Which was but another manner of denying them, as the Event has 
fumciently lhown. 

We demand in the Sixth Article, that we (hall have all the Privileges that 
have been or (hall be granted by Spain to the Subjects of France, or any other 
Nation. Whereas the Minifters ought to have infilled that France mould not 
upon any Pretence whatfoever be permitted to Trade to the Spanijb Weft-Indies, 
which they would not have omitted, if they had had the lead regard to the Trade 
of Great Britain, or had not entirely forgot the eighth Article of the Grand Al- 
liance i wherein it is exprefly ftipulated, as a Condition without which no Peace 
fhall be made, neque ipfis ibidem (that is the French in the Spanijb Weft-Indies) 
Naiigatio Mcrcatur* exercend* cousin fub quocunque pr*textu, dtretJe vel indireclc per- 
mit tatur. One thing further is to be oblerv'd of thefe Articles, that fuch of them 
as any way relate to Spain are exprefly granted in the Name and by Vertue of 
Powers given by King Philip, and yet after this, all Intentions of leaving any part 
of the Spanijb Monarchy to King Philip ispublickly difavow'dj as will afterwards 
appear. 

This fhort view of thefe Special Preliminaries fufficiently demonftrates that the 
Intereft of Britain was not the Inducement to our Minifters to proceed in this 
extraordinary manner. Yet trivial as thefe Advantages arc, France is prefs'd that 
rhey may be firft adjufted j to what ufc and purpofe is fully cxplam'd in the 
Draught of Anfvoers upon the Conferences "with Monfieur Mefhager, ' That our 
' Minifters may be enabled to engage the Queen to make the Conclufion of the 

* general Peace eafie to France. 

It is declared, That to fettle the Interefts of Great Britain in the firft place is 
a Principle from which the Queen can never depart > th is Plea was made ulit of, to „ 
defer the Interefts of all the Allies to be difcufs'd at general Conferences j but 
the Turn given to it here was to amufe the People, by perfuading them that the 
Englifb Miniftry was contending for great and particular Advantages and Concef- 
iians to be m45c to Great Britain, that might make us fome Amends for that 
great and unequal Burthen which we had lam under through the whole courfe 
of the War. 

But the Englifb Miniftry having thought fit every- where to extol and raagni- 
fic the vaft Advantages that were granted to Great Britain, France refolved to 
snake a proper ufe of it, and declar'd thefe Articles were an eventual or conditi- 
onal Treaty enly j and that the King of France would not be oblig'd to make 
them good, but in cafe of the figning of a general Peace j in this Seme Monfieur 
Mefnager fign'd them, and with this Condition they are accepted on our Part. 
Hard Terms! That fuch Coriccflions as thefe were not to be purchased at a left 
Price than forcing upon our Allies fuch Conditions of Peace as France fhould M 
plcas'd to impofcupon them} and this the Miniftry were fully apprized of fome 
time before they were accepted, for in preffing to fettle and adjuft fingly and 
feparatcly the Interefts of Great Brit*ia,they enforce it by faying ' France can run 

* no Risk in fuch Engagements, fince the Special Preliminaries will have no Effect 
' till a general Peace fhall be fign'd. J j 

. By thefe means the Committee obferve to how fatal a Dilemma the Queen 
was brought by her Miniftry fhe mull either now go on through all Advent 
turcs in the Mcafures of France, or they had it in their Power, by divulging the Se- 
cret and cxpofing fuch a notorious Breach of National Faith, to mate what Ad- 
vantage they thought fit of it among the Allies, who muft from this time think 

them- 
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themfelves difcngaged from the Queefi, if they could find their own Account by 
looking after themfelvcs. 

And that the French were neither fo ignorant, nor wanting to themfelvcs as to 
mils fuch an Opportunity, appears above three Months before thefe Articles were 
fign'd. When Lord Raby in his * Letter of the zoth of June, 1 7 1 1 , N. S . to Mr. St. 
John, acquaints him, 4 That both the Penfionafy and Monfieur Pander Duffen had fecn 
' a Letter from Monfieur de forcy, giving an Account that they had begun a 

* Negotiation in England. 

By this Management the Engtijb Miniftry had, under Colour of the Queen's 
Authority, and the pretence of treating of a Peace, put it in the Power of 
France to diveft the Queen of all her Allies, and given them greater Advantages 
than they could any other ways have hoped for. 

On the fame Day that the Special Preliminaries betwixt Great Britain and France 
were fign'd, which it was a fundamental Condition fhould be conceal'd with the 
utmoft Secrecy, another fett of General Preliminaries on the part of France, 
No. (7.) f was fign'd by Monfieur Mtfnager only i which Mr. St. John, in his Letter 
to the Queen, fays, were to be fent into Holland, as the Foundation of a Ge- 
neral Peace, in which my Lord Treaferer had made fome Alterations to make 
the whole more palatable abroad. And on the fame Day, a feparate Article was 
fign'd in favour of the Duke of Savoy, which is here annex'd. \ No. (7.) 

From this time a perfect Confidence was eftablifhed between the two Mini- 
ftries of England aad France \ and in the Letters written in the Month of Oblober, 
a mutual Sincerity is recommended and engag'd for, and that a perfect Unani- 
mity be maintain'd for accomplifhing the Work in hand. 

Lord Strafford's Inftructions in order to his immediate Return into Holland 
were now preparing, and dated Off. 1. O. S. 171 1. And as an early proof of the 
Confidence which Mr. St. John repos'd in the French Minifter, he acquaints Mon- 
fieur de Torcy by his Letter of October t, O. S. that the Earl of Strafford was go- 
ing for Holland ; and fays,|| * Your Minifter, (meaning Monfieur Mefnager, who was 
'then going back to France and carried this Letter,) is fully inform'd in what the 

* Earl of Strafford is to propofe to the States. 

Such Intelligence of the Queen's Counfels, which Mr. St. John confefTes he 
had given to the Mini Iters of the Queen's Enemies, feems very extraordinary > e- 
fpecially if it be confider'd, than Lord Strafford was fent over to prefs the open- 
ing the General Conferences, with AfTurances of the greateft Friendfhip and Con- 
cern for the Interefts of the States, on the part of the Queen, and by her Au- 
thority to procure from France juft Satisfaction for all her Allies j and in his In- 
ftructions is likewife directed to propofe to the States a new Scheme for carry- 
ing on the War, and to acquaint them with fuch Rcfolutions as the Queen had 
taken concerning it. 

Lord Strafford?* Instructions are hereunto annex'd, No. (8.) % wherein almoft every 
Article is a Specimen of the Sincerity with whioh our Minifters intended to treat the 
Allies. He is Inftructcd that it mull be the moft careful Endeavour and fix'd Prin- 
ciple of all the Confederates to hold faft together i and this immediately after a 
feparate Treaty had been fign'd by Us ana if th« Minifters of Holhnd mould ex- 
prefs any Uneafinefs at their Apprehcnfions of any fuch private Agreement, he is 
order'd by cvafive Anfwcrs to avoid giving them Satisfaction concerning it. But 
his chief Bufinefs was to deliver to the States the Propofitions fign'd by Mon- 
fieur Mefnager, as the Foundation of a general Peace, and as the whole of what 
had been Tranfacted j and to acquaint them that France had propos'd Utrecht, Ni- 
meghen, Aix la Chapelle, or Liege, to be the Plaee for opening the Conferences ; to 
prds the States to fix upon One of thefe Places, and immediately to grant Paf- 
fports to the French Plenipotentiaries to come thither and open the General Con- 
fcrenccs. 

Thefe Propofitions, fo very general and uncertain, did extreamly alarm the 
States, as not being a fufficient Foundation upon which a Negotiation might 
be hazarded j they dreaded the fatal Confequences of opening the General Confe- 
rences, before the Articles offer'd by France were expiain'd, and made Specifics, 
and efpecially before they knew at all what they were to truft to, for their own 
Barrier, and for their Commerce. 

Thefe Confederations made them for fbme time decline granting the Pa&portsj 
and in order to prevail with the Queen to have fome regard to her faithful Allies, 
and particularly in the two great Articles of their Barrier, and Commerce, they 

fene 
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fcnt over Monfieur Buys to tntercced with her Majcfty to alter her Rcfolti- 
tions* they make the fame Reprefcntations to the Earl of StrafvJ, but all to n/> 
Purpofe. For as Mr. St. John declar'd in his* Letter to my Lord Stratford of Goo- 
ber the ^th, * certain it is that her Majcfty has fo far detcrmin'd upon her Mea- 

* lures, thac thole will deceive; themfclvcs who may imagine by delay or other Ar- 

4 tifices to break them. And AgunNotember the 2d, to LntaStratford, f * The Queen A 

* will not finally concert a Plan for the Prolccution or the War with the States, un- 
' til rhey join with her in agreeing to open the Conferences of Pe-acc. And Lord 
ftr^m/acauaints Mr. St. John, November the ifth, f 4 that he had now told them 

* her Majcfty's Order to him was to Declare, That {heihould look upon any delay 
'as a Refulal to comply with her Propofitions. 

In thefe Circumftances the Dutch at laft comply to grant the Palsports, and a- 
gree to open the general Conferences at the time fix'd by the Queen, January 
the ift, 1711-11. 

The Resolution of the States General upon this Occafion is hereunto annex'd, || 
No. (p) as a Paper that muft have mov'd any feu of Men, not already determin'd 
to hear no Reaton but what came from France ; for altho' the Reprefcntations 
made by the States, on both fides the Water, had made fome Imprelfiont, as is 
evident by a $ Memorial deliver'd by Mr. St. John to the Abbot Gaultier, Otlober 
the 20th, 171 1, No. (10) and by Mr. St. John's Letter to Monfieur de forcyoi 
the fame date, No. (y 1) that accompany 'd it > yet 'tis in the Memorial declar'd 'that 
4 the Queen remains firm in her fir ft Refolutionof caufing the Conferences to be 
' opened upon the Articles fign'd by Monf. Mefnaget. The lame Memorial declares, 
4 it was abfelutely neceflary that the mod Chriftian King Ihould give to bor Ma- 
4 jefty the Queen, fuch Explications of his Intentions in refpe& to the particular 
4 Interelb of the Allies, which he lhall think proper to engage them to come more 
4 eafily into the general Negotiation. So that hitherto 'tis plain, our Mtniftcrs 
were entirely Ignorant even of the King of France's Intentions with regard to the 
Allies. And again 'tis faid, * If her Majefty wilhes the moll Chriftian King would 
4 give an Explication to the aforefaid Demands, &V. his moft Chriftian Majefty 
4 mayalTure himfclf, theQueen will make no other ufe of the Truft the King mall 
4 repofc in her, but to advance the Negotiation, in feckingthe ihorteft means, and 
,* the moft cffc&ual, to obtain a Peace fo much coveted. 

It is therein again acknowledged, that the Dutch have nothing in view but their 
Barrier and Commerce} and provided the Queen can, without fear of being diSx- 
row'd, Specific fomewhat near the Barrier that France will confirm to yield to 
them, and to afiurethem of the Tariff of 1664, there's no room left to doubt that 
the States General would come without any further Hefitation into the Nego- 
tiation, in the fame manner as it had been concerted. 

But lcaft all thefe Arguments Ihould "have no effect, Mr. St. John in his Letter 
to Monfieur de Torcy, fays, ' Thefe Explications will diflipatc all Clouds, and 
« you may believe wc will make ufe thereof with great Rcfcrve, when I allure 

* you, that if the King would offer a Plan of Specifick Preliminaries, thf Queen 

* will never Communicate it to her Allies j he concludes, If the Sicur G a til tier re- 
' turns with thefe marks of Confidence, you will fee our Parliament as much in- 

* clineable to Peace as ever it was to War. 

Here the Committee cannot but oblcrvethc EngliJIi Miniftry begging: of France^ 
after they had been feven Months treating with them, that they may nave fome 
Intimations at leaft of what was defign'd for the Allies j cxprcfling their fear or being 
difavow'd by France, after they had gone thefe lengths with them declaring the 
Dutch would come into the Queen's Meafures if they could but know any thing 
■ear the Barrier (hat was defign'd them, and have Security about their Com- 
merce } perfifting ftill, without any fuch Satisfaction in the Meafures prefcrib'dby 
France, refolv'd to force the Allies into general Conferences upon loofc and un- 
certain Articles, and promifing if they could hut have fo much Credit with France 
as to be truftcd at alt, they would ufe it with the greateft Rcferve, and never 
communicate it to any of the Allies i for whpfe Satufa&ion only it is pretended 
all this Submiflion was made. 

The Return made by France is to be feen in a Paper call'd, *f Jnftticr to the 
Memorial brought by Monfieur Gaultier, November the iStb v 171 1. No. (\ 1.) This 
Memorial is accompany'd with a *J Letter from Monfieur Torcy to Mr. St. John, 
of the fame date, wherein he tells him « h« Majefty wholly depends upon the Se- 
• crecy and good ufe you will make of the entire Confidence he tcftafics to the 

4 Qizce* 
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' Queen of Great Britain, and the King of France extols the Firmnefs of the 

* Queen, and fees with great Pleafure the new Marks of Refolution (he (hews. 
a The Committee think it needlefs to enter into a particular Difquifition of this 

Memorial } but obferve in general, that nothing had at this time been demand- 
ed of France concerning the Difpofal of the Netherlands » and that the King of 
france, not fatisfy'd with having fecur'd Spain and the Wefi-Indits to his Grand* 
fort, propofes to ftrip the Emperor of all his Dominions in Italy, and to impofe 
upon him much worfe Terms than he afterwards procured for himfelf, wnea 
left to carry on the War alone. The Dutch may have the Tariff of 1664, 
(bme Exceptions, if they confent to this Scheme} if not, they are to be punilhcd 
with the Lofs of their Trade, and to be reduced to the Tariff of itfpp. 

But, extravagant as this Scheme was, it is received by the Englifh Minifter*, 
without any Surprnc orRefentrnentjand Mr. St. John, in his*Letter of the zjtk 
of November, 1 71 1, ' thanks Monficur de Torcy for the Communication of it } pro- 

* mifes to make a difcreet Ufe of it, and to keep the Contents with an inviolable 
*■ • Secrecy, and that the utmoft Efforts (hould be ufed by England to fix the Pre- 

* tendons of the Allies* he reprefents it as neceflary, that all thofe who wUh for 

* Peace may mutually help one another, and endeavour to finilh the Treaty fo 
c fbon, as not to be expos'd to another Campaign. 

It is indeed no Wonder, that this Plan was never communicated to the Allies, 
which muft at once have broke off all the Conferences} and determin'd them ra- 
ther to run all Hazards, than treat upon fb ruinous a Foundation} but tis a 
Wonder that the Engiijh Miniftry were not ftartled when they faw fuch a Scene 
open'd : But this (hews with what Juftice the Miniftry complain'd, that the Al- 
lies would not enter into the Queen's Meafurcs, when they never were iaform'd 
what the Queen's Meafurcs were. 

Pursuant co the Refolution of the States-General upon the preffing Inftanccs 
of the Queen, Pakports for the French Plenipotentiaries arc fent to Monfieuf 
Buys, and delivered to Mr. St. John. Utrecht is agreed upon here to be the 
Place for the general Conferences. 

The Bi(hop of Briftol, then Lord Privy- Seal, and the Earl of Strafford, are 
appointed her Majefty's Plenipotentiaries. 

December the ijd, 171 1. her Majefty's Infractions to her (aid Plenipotentiaries 
are fettled and Sign'd, and are hereunto annexed. + No. (ti.) 

The Committee think fit to make one Obfervation upon thefc general Inftru- 
ftions, wherein the Plenipotentiaries arc ordcr'd, «That if it (hall be thought pro- 

* per to begin by the Difpofhion of the Spanijb Monarchy, you are to inuft that 

* the Security and reafbnable Satisfaction which the Allies expect, and which hi» 

* moil Chriftian Majefty has promis'd, cannot be obtain'd, it Spain and the fVejt 

* Indies be allotted to any Branch of the Houfc of Bourbon-, fo that hitherto the 
Queen thought fit to declare in all Publick Acts, that Spain and the Weft- Indies 
ought by no means to be left in the PofTeffion of the Houfe of Bourbon \ altho' 
in the Special Preliminaries, fign'd by the Earl of Dartmouth and Mr. St. John, 

. on the 17th of September preceding, the King of France did exprefly promife to 
make good the uxth Article for himfelf, and for the King of Spain, purfuant tb 
rite Powers which were then in his Majefty's Hands. 

On the ifth of J anu a r y, i7ii-iz,the Britijb Plenipotentiaries arrive ix.Utrecht\ 
who by their general Inftructions bebg order'd to conceit Meafurcs with the 
Minifters of the Allics,and at the Beginning purfuing thefc Directions } Monficur 
de Torcy, on the 31ft of January, writes to Mr. St. John, f and tells him, ( heper- 
« ceives there was not fo perfect a Confidence eftablUh'd between the Plenipoten- 
« tiaries of France tad Great BrHain,e& was to be defir'd : He believes therefore he 
' will think it proper to fend to the Bifhop of Briftol and the Earl of Strafford 

* more precife Inftructions, concerning the manner, in which they were to con- 

* cert their Proceedings with the King's Plenipotentiaries. Ana in the Anfwef 
to the Memorial fent by Monficur Gaultier, % March the 28th, 171 1 } it is dela- 
ted, ' the principal Order that the King had given to his Plenipotentiaries, when 

* they fet out for Utrecht, was to cftablifh a drift Intimacy between them and 
« the Miniftcrs of the Queen of Great Britain. 

On the ipth of January, at the Firft General Conference, Lord Strafford took 
occafion to Declare, That the Queen had receiv'd the General Propofitions as 
a Foundation for a Negotiation of Peace: but that they were binding to France 
only, and not to the Allies} to which the French Minifters readily aflentotL But 
it is to be obferv'd through the whole Proceeding, that this is meant of the 
Propofitions fign'd by Monficur Mefnarer only, the Congrcfs not having theleaft 
Notice or Cognizance of what was fign'd, both on the Part of France and E*t> 
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/.Wtoe; which had been hitherto coneeal'd, and aeon atl Occafiotfs publickly 
difownU 

On the nrfi of February 171 i-i z,the Frw^dcliver'd* afpecifick Explanatiaa 
of the General Preliminaries, fign'd by Monlieur Mefnager. No. (13.) 

It mud be obferved that the King of Franee here make*, as well as in the 
Special Preliminaries, his firft Offers, in the Name and by Vertue of Power* from 
his Grandfon as King of Spain; how the Britijh Plenipotentiaries could reconcile 
this to their I ail ructions, and how their Behaviour upon it is to be jullify'd,i$ * 
not very clear. ^ 

This Explication was received by all the Allies with the greateft Indignati- 
on, and decpeft Concern j which had fueh an Effect, that Lord Strafford in his 
t Letter of the i<5th of February, I7ii-i2,fays, 'the/rww&Minifters arc inorrify'd 

* at the general Difcontcnt thefe Offers gave \ and (eem to wifli they had put iii 
' Toumay for the Dutch, and St. Vtnant to be dernoliflied, to have foftned the 
« Matter at its firft coming out. 

Nor were our Plenipotentiaries without their Uneafincfles : They had done all 
they could, Lord Strafford fays, to perfwade the French to be as ample in the Ex- 
plication as they could, being that is, what wiH have a great Effect, and ftrike 

* the Minds of unthinking People, and make foaie Work for Reflection for the 
' Faction. The Plenipotentiaries complain, they arc under great Difficulties on 
all Hands, for both Buys and Mefnager think they come fhort of what had been 
told them in England; and the Allies then forming their respective Demands ia 
concert with each ether, they want further Orders : The Plenipotentiaries arc 
at a great Lofs how to behave about Spain, both in regard to the particular Ad- 
vantages that were to be ask'd on the behalf of Great Britain, and the general 
Difpofition of it. 

But Mr. St. John foon fends them Words of Comfort, ff that Mr. Harley wiVi * 
fee out in a few Days, who is fully inftructed in all the Queen's Views and De- 
fires $ * That it were to be wiih'd this Gentleman could have been fooner fenr, 

* but the Hurry which we have been for forac time in is inexpreflible ; and he 

* was too ufcful to be fpar'd, 'till the Houfe of Commons was perfectly fecur'd 

* to the Queen's Intcreft, and to the Meafures of Peace. I think I 'may (ay 

* they are abfolutcly (b now. He confefleth the French Plan to bctoo (canty. 

* That they mull let the French Mini (ten know, that the whole turns upon their 

* Mariner of Proceeding, her Majefty having gone further than could have beea 
' expected from her in promoting the Peace. 

The Committee cannot but take Notice of the Reflection that is caft here up- 
on that Houfe of Commons j as if they were fecur'd to the Queen's Interelt, 
and the Meafures of Peace, by the Management of a Secretary to the Trcafury, 
a near Relation and a trufty Agent of the Lord Higb-'freafurtr. 

For whofe Ufe and Service Mr. Harley had been fo well employ'd at home, 
and was now to be fent Abroad, cannot be a Doubt, fince Mr. St. John thought 
it neccllary to give Monfieur de Torcy an immediate Account of his fuccefsful En- 
deavours here, and the Bufinefs he was fent abroad to manage. 

In his $ Letter of March the 4th, to Monfieur dt Torcy, he tells him, « He had 
' deferred Writing of late, 'till he might write with certainty ; 'till the necefla- 

* ry Difpofitiom were made among our People at home $ and 'till the Queen had 
' taken the only Refolution, which could bring us in a fliort time to a good and 
4 folid Peace. I have now the Satisfaction to tell you that this Refolution is 
4 taken, and that Mr. Harley will carry with him this Night, or to Morrow 
' Morning, the, final Inftructions of the Queen to her Plenipotentiaries. I refer 

* my felf to Monfieur Gaultier to explain to you more at large the Subject of this 

* Gentleman's Com mi (lion $ and what the Queen hopes his meft Chriftian Ma- 

* jefty will do to cooperate with her. . ; 

Thefe Inftructions of Mr. Hatley do not appear, but it (earns the Subject of 
them was not proper to be committed to Writing % for which Reafon, as in al- 
moft all Matters relating to the Pretender, it is referred to Monfieur Gaultitr to 
explain them j but what is meant by the neccnary Difpofitions made among our 
People here at home, is pretty well cxplain'd by Monfieur de torcy, in a ej Memo- 
rial dated the 18th of March 17 iz, in Anfwer to what was brought by Monfi- 
eur Gaultier, wherein he commends the prudent Conduct of the Court of Bri- 
tain, in managing the Houfe of Commons, and in particular their wife Conduct 
in making known to the Houfe of Commons that the Nation was abus'd by its 
Allies ; and lays, ' the King of France allures himfclf that thofe who now manage 
« with fo much Capacity the Affairs of the Queen of Great Britain, know how to 
« curb the Paffion of the turbuleat Party in the other Houle. 

I« 
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In the mean time the Allies having each of them drawn up flheif rcfpc&ive De- 
mands at Utrecht met together on the 4th of March, N. S. to communicate them to 
each other, as had been concerted, and likewife agreed that a Claufc Ihould be inlcr- 
ecd in their refpedtive Demands, for a juft and reafonable Satisfaction for all the reft. 
Count Z'tnzendwff further infilled that the Reftitution of the whole Sp*nijb Monar- 
chy mould be cxprefly mcntion'd. The Dutch declare they were refolv'd to make 
good all their Treaties, made on occafion of this War, as well thofe that related to 
Spain and the Indus, as thofe made with Portugal. 

What the Behaviour of the Britijh Minifters was upon this occafion, will beft ap- 
pear by an Extract of their own Letter of March 6", * wherein they give an Account 
of the whole Proceeding, No. (14.) They were the only Mmifters that did not make- 

.any mention at all of Spain and the Indies j and were fenfible of the difadvantageous 
Confcquences of being fe; they were defirous to take off this Odium, by fecming to 
iky fomcthing, and in reality to fay nothing ;> which they do by a general Declaration 
concerning the juft and reafonable Satisfaction for the Queen's Albcs, in Conformity 
to her Alliances* and humbly hope what was faid, will not be found contrary to what 
has hitherto been declar'd. 

On the f th of March the Ipccifick Demands of the Allies were delivered to the 

.French Plenipotentiaries in Writing j they promifc to explain themfclvcs further upon 

-them at the next Conference, which was to be the oth, and then defired a further 

; time to the 30th. 

,, On the joth the Trench Plenipotentiaries declare they were ready to proceed in th* 
. Negotiation by debating with the feveral Allies j but would give no Anfwer in writing. 

This was a great Surprize* to all but the Britijh Minifters, whom the French had 
.beforehand advis'd with. The Allies ftill refolv'd to prefs the French to anfwer in wri- 
ting, and follicite the Britijh Minifters to join with them in it j who, that no Mark oi 
Dilagrecmcnt might appear (as their Lordlhips exprefc themfelves in their Difpatcfy 
of the 1 ft of AprU,ijn,\) did finally confent to an Inftance that was to be made the 
next Day, to require an Anfwer in wrtting. 

. , But Lord Strafford had before given Mr. St. John an account of bis Opinion in his 
Letter of the zfth of March wherein he fays, ' I can't help faying I believe the French 
' have taken the wifeft Party not to anfwer in Writing, tho' moftof the Minifters of 
-' the Allies will be furpriz'd, expecting they (hould } and fays further, I believe it is 
' beft they (hould firft begin in the open Congrefs to realbn upon fomc of the Allies 
4 Demands, which will occafion fo much difficulty that the Minifters of the Allies 

* will propofe debating feparately, which had better come from them than any one elle. 
The French Minifters ftill pcrfift in their Rcfufal, upon which the States came to a 

Refolution at the Hague not to treat unlets an Anfwer was given in writing- 

However the French continue obftinatc. £ord Strafford fends an Account that a Re- 
folution was taken at the Hague to carry Things to an Extremity} upon which Oc- 
cafion Mr. St. John expreftes himfelf in this manner, April y, 171 z, H * That he hopes 
1 the Refolution taken at the Hague to cany Things to an Extremity, was the fall 
' convulfive Pang pf an expiring Faction* and yet this Refolution was no more than 
to infill on a Demand, in which all the Allies were unaaimous r and in which the 
Britijh Plenipotentiaries had themfelves concurr'd. 

But what made the French thus pcrfift in the Refolution of giving no Anfwer ia 
writing, is accounted for in Lord Strafford's Letter of the zjth of April, 1711,$ where- 
in he lays the Penfionary was extreamly defirous the French would anfwer in writing, 
which ('tis hisLordihip's Opinion) they will evade 'till they lee what Success Gaultter 
has had at London and in his Letter of the 30th, 'The French will avoid giving their 

* Anfwer in writing, 'till they lee all agreed betwixt their Court and ours. 

And to (hew that the French were very well fatisficd with the method their Bu finals 
was in, the Plenipotentiaries in their Letter of April 15, 171 z, fay, « They do net 
1 find the French are much convine'd of the neceluty of Difpatch,and when any thing 

* is let fall of breaking off the Conferences, they fcem to take it with a great Air of 
« Indifference, well knowing their Bufincfs was not to be done at Utrecht, but by a 
' Negotiation carry 'd on directly betwixt London and Verfailles. 

About the beginning of April, Mr. Harley and Monf. Gaultier arrive at Utrecht \ ia 
a very few Days after, the French Plenipotentiaries communicate to the Lord Privy- 
Seal and Earl of Strafford a Plan for a general Peace, to which they had added by 
Way of marginal Notes, in a diftinct Column, what they are told will be abfolute- 
ly neceffary in order to a general Peace : But this is entrufted to them under the 
higheft Obligation of Secrecy, to difcover nothing of it to the reft of the Allie*. 

Our Plenipotentiaries accept this Plan as a Mark of the great Confidence France had 
iathem ; and readily engage that the Allies fhould not be permitted to know a Word 
•fits and under the fame Caution fent it to the Secretary. But there is no room to 

doubt • 
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doubt, bat this Plan that was tranfmitccd to England as a great Difcftvery, 
certed here, and fart by Mr. Harley to Utrecht, and by Abbot Gaultier to France. 

Mr. St. John * much conecrn'd at the Behaviour of the Allies, and the Dutch io par- 
ticular, thinks it proper to make one Attempt more, as he calls it, to gain them » and 
therefore orders tne Plenipotentiaries to acquaint them, 'that her Majefty will confent 

* to their having Dendermmd and Ghent, and at the fame time depart from her Preten- 
< Hons to Ofiend, and is willing that the Trade to Spain and the Stanijb Indies be fct- 
« tied upon the fame Foot as it fub filled at the Death of the late King of Spain, in all 

* refpects, except the Afiento -, and their Lordfliips are order'd to tell them in very plain 

* Terms, that her Majefty's Meafures will be taken according to the Return they 

* make to the Queen on this Occafion. 

But at the fame time no Communication at all is made to the States, of the gene- 
ral Plan of Peace laft delivcr'd by Monf. Gaultier, as there never had been of any o- 
ther, altho* in this laft the Interefts of all the Allies were fettled and determin'd be* 
tween Great Britain and France. 

And to ihow how candidly we dealt with the Queen's Good Friends and Allies, the, 
Dutch, as her Majefty was pleas'd to ftile them, the if per Cent, upon all the Goods 
and Manufactures of Great Britain, which was offer'd at firft as one of the chief 
Bribes to England to come into this dettructive Peace, Monf. Me/nager had now ex« 
plain'd away, and confin'd to fuch Goods as were carry'd not to Spain, but to the 
Spani/b fVejl- Indies only * and our Minifters finding that France would not make thin 
Effectual, Mr. Hartey is order'd to let it drop. But fee the Ufe that is to be made of 
thislnfincerity of the French } at the fame time that Mr. St. John acquaints our Pleni- 
potentiaries with her Majefty's Confent to give this up, he tells them, f«but you will 

* take care to do this in fucn a manner, as not only to get fomething for it another 
« way, but alfo to render this Conceffion of the Queen's a means of bringing the 
« Dutch to reafon, and to a Compliance with her Majefty's Meafures. 

Lord Privy-Seal, April the apth, 171a, % acquaints Mr. Secretary, our Negotiation is 
nt a (rand, till the French Minifters are ready to return one Anfwer or other; and May 
the 10th, 1 711, the Plenipotentiaries fay, * The French tell us they can't think of gi- £?: 

* ving in their Anfwer to the Allies till they hear from England the fuccefs of Monf. 
c Gaultier, and you may believe we wait for it with no lefs Impatience than they do. 

Mr. 5"/. John, May the 3d, 1711, |] acquaints their Excellencies, « I hope in a 
« few Days my Difpatches will become more material, and that we (hall be able ei- 
« ther to fatishe our Friends at Utrecht, or not have Reafon to be much concern'4 
1 at their Uncafinefs. 

This ends in Lord Strafor<?s being fent for into England, and the following Of» 
ders ire fent to Lord Privy-Seal for his further Conduct ; $ * You are to flop all In- 
« fiances for procuring the Tariff of 1664 to the Dutch} you are to decline abfolute* 
« jy to confer any further with them upon any matter, till you receive the Queen's 

* Plan from hence, and that you will not, I hope, be long in Expectation of ^ and 
« her Majefty finds fo ill a Return made by the States to her Condefcention towards 
' them, that (he likewife orders your Lordfhip to take the firft folemn Opportunity, 
« of declaring to the Dutch Minifters, that all her Offers for adjufting our Diffc- 
4 rences were founded upon this cxprefs Condition, that they came immediately into 

* the Queen's Meafures, and acted openly and fincerely with her* and that (he looks 

* upon her felf, from thsir Conduct, now to be under no Obligation whatfoever to 

The Summary then of this whole Proceeding at Utrecht in one (hort View appears 
to be this ; a CoogTefs for general Conferences was neceffary to be open'd, that the 
Allies might in Appearance, agreeable to the Grand Alliance, have the Opportunity 
ot treating and adjufting their feveral Pretentions. 

Our Minifters were by their Inftructions to act in Concert with the Allies } but 
Ihcy really acted in Concert with the French Plenipotentiaries. 

The Allies giving in their Specifick 'Demands was not to be avoided; but the 
French were to gain as much time as they poffibly could, by unneceffary Delays } and at 
laft infift vpon fuch a Method of anfwering thefe Demands, as they knew the Allies 
could not comply with. In the mean time the Negotiations were carrying on direct- 
ly between England and France, or rather all the Conditions dictated and prefcrib'd by 
France* whilft the Allies were amus'd with a Difpute about the method of anfwering, 
from which France would not, and they could not poffibly depart j in which England 
terced with the reft of the Allies. All Particulars tnat concern'd even the Intereft of 
the Allies were tranfacted betwixt the Minifters of England and France, under thehigh- 
eft Obligations of Secrecy: The Dutch are prefs'd to come into die Queen's Mea- 
fures, without being acquainted what the Queen's Meafures were > and becaufe they 
would not confent to they knew not what, as foon as it was refoiv** to fend Orders 
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to the Duke of Orvtond not to engage in either Siege or Battle, and the great Pro- 
jects were raady to be executed on the other fide ot the Water ; the Queen declare* 
flie looks upon her lelf now from their Conduct, to be under po Obligation vrhatfoc- 
ver to the States General; and thus the Alliance betwixt Great Bri$ m&(QX lf\ her prin- 
cipal Alii? is declared to be diifalv'd and canceU'dj before any thing was finally agreed 
and concluded betwixt us vc\d France ; or wc had the Icaft Security for our own Trade 
and Commerce, or any other Advantages that were to acrue to Great Britain. 

During theTc Negotiations at Utrecbt , and the Difputcs that had been induttrioufly 
rais'd ana kept on iootj the two great Points of the Renunciation of the Spanijk 
Monarchy, and of the CcfTation of .-\rrns, had been upon the Anvil. 

The firlf. mention that is made of the Renunciation in order to be treaccd of, is 
found in a Memorial dated Match the 28th, 171 1, # entitukd 'the Anfwer to the Me- 
morial brought by Mr. Gaultier the 2jd of March 1711-1*1 this Memorial which 
was rcceiv'a in France the lid of March is fiipprcfs'd, but the Contents of it may in 
great meafure be collected from the Anfwer that was given to it. Thus much ap- 
pears certain, that as the general Propofal that the Crowns of France and Spain lhould 
never be united arofe firft from England, and was made an Article in the private Pro- 
portions fent over by Mr. Prior j fofrora that time to this, the method of preventing 
that Union does not appear to have been once mentioned. The Scnfc of France and 
Spain upon that important Article was not known, nor fo much as ask'd -, altho' in 
every ftep France had given plain Indications, that the Crown of Spain was to remain 
to King Philip-, and the Committee is furpriz'd to find the Miniltry had gone fuch 
Lengths in promoting the Meafures of France, without taking the Icaft Precaution, or 
having any Satisfaction concerning the Monarchy of Spain; wherein the Intcrcft 0/ 
Great Britain was by their own Confenjon more immediately concevn'd, than in all 
their other Articles of the Peace put together. 

But it is plain that in this Memorial Tent from England, the Scheme for prevent- 
ing this Union was firft propos'd by England, and that the Expedient was a Renun- 
ciation j and as this is a matter of Juch Importance as defcrves the greateft Attentions 
that it may be fecn in its true Light, the Committee have annex'd the Extract of the 
Anfwer to the faid Memorial, and the fcveral Letters that pafs'd betwixt MonGcur 
it torcy and Mr. St. John upon this Subject, No. (if.) f 

In this Memorial Monfieur de Torcy declares in the ftrongeft Terms, « That the 
« Renunciation defired would be null and invalid by the fundamental Laws of France, 
' according to which Laws th« moil near Prince to the Crown is of necefluy the Heir 
« thereto j 'tis an Inheritance that he receives neither from the King his Prcdeceflbr, 
« nor from the People, but from the Benefit of the Law, fo that when one King 
' dies, the other fucceeds him forthwith, without asking the content of any Perfon 

* whatfoever. He fucceeds not as Heir, but as the Matter of the Kingdom, the Scig- 
1 nory whereof belongs unto him, not by Choice, but by Right of Birth only. 

' He is not beholden for his Crown either to the Wi.l of his Prcdeceflbr, or to 
« any Edict, nor to any Decree, nor to the Liberality of any Perfon, but to the Law. 

* This Law is look'd upon, as the Work of him who hath cftablilhed all Moaarchies, 

* and we are pcrfuaded in France, that God only can aboli/h it. No Renunciation 
.* therefore can deftroy it, and if the King of Spain lhould renounce for the fake of 

* Peace, and in obedience to the King his Grandfather, they would deceive themfelvss 

* that receiv'd it as a fufheient Expedient to prevent the Mifchicf we propole to avoid. 
Then he gives an account of the Difpofition made of the Succedton to the Crswn 

•f Spain by King Philip, and regifter'd in the Councils of Spain \ which Difpofition 
lie propofes may be confirm'd by the prefent Treaty of Peace, and ratified by the 
Cortes or States of the Kingdom of Spain; 

Mr. St. John in his \ Anwcr, March \yii-it,O.S. rejects this Propofal, and not 
at all convine'd by what Monfieur de torcy had fo ftrongly urg'd concerning the nul- 
lity of the Renunciation, infifts ftill upon iti ' We arc ready, (ays he, to believe you 
are perfuaded in France, that God alone can abolilh that Law, upon which your 
Right of Succelfion is founded j but you will give us Leave to be perfuaded in Great 
Britain, that a Prince may depart from his Right by a voluntary Ceflion, and that 
he in Favour of whom that Renunciation is made, may be juftly fupported in his 
Pretenfions by the Powers that become Guar ran tecs of the Treaty. Jn lhorr, Sir, 
the Queen commands me to tell you that this Article is of fo great Confluence 
as well for her (elf as for the reft of Europe, for this prefent Age as for Pofterity, 
that fhe will never agree to continue the Negotiations ef Peace, unlefs the Expedi- 
ent flie has propos'd he accepted, or fome ether equally folid. 
Monfieur de torcy in anfwer to this Letter, April the 8th, N.S. || begins to think ic 
cannot be impoffible te find an Expedient to fettle this great Affair ; and he propo- 
fes that when the King of Spam flull become either immediate Succeflbr, or prefum- 
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ptive Heir to the Crown of France, he ftiall then declare the Choice he intend* p 
make; cither to maintain his Right to the Crown or* France, or keep that of Spj;,-.- t 
that King Philip ftiall become Party to the Treaty, wherein the hucceffion to the 
two Crowns (hall be likewife fettled, and that all the Powers of Europe fbal! enter in- 
to an Engagement wi<h France to maintain it. 

Mr. St. John, April the 6th, O. S. * reafons agiinft this laftPsopofuJ,and tlie feveul 
Projects contained in Monsieur de forcf% laft Letter-, infills that no Expedient can ef- 
fectually fecurc Europe from the Dangers wherewith it is rhrcuten'd by the Union of 
the two Monarchies, unlefs the Prince, who is at prefent in PofTcffion of 5^//;, mulcts 
his Choice at this very Instant } and upon * Suppofition that the Crown oi Spain 
would be his Choice, that this Declaration ftiould be made during the Congrcfs at 
Vtr.cht. 

April 16. N. S.f Monfieurajf Torcy feeming always to comply with what was defired, 
agrees that the Catholick King muft calm the UneaGnefs of Europe, in declaring from 
the prefent time what Part he will take, if ever the Succeflion of France is open in 
his Favour. That the Inconvenlencics arifing from hence, must fubmit to the Pyb- 
lick Good. * Thus, Sir, fays Montieur it Torcy to Mr. St. John, the King appro-' 

* ving your PropoGtion, dispatches a Courier to Spain, and writes to the King his 

* Grandfon, to let him know the Neceflity of refolving on the Choice he lhall make » 

* and to declare it, to the end it may be infested in the Treaty of the General Peace, 
« and be made a Condition of it, whereof all Europe (hall be Guarantee : And promi- 
fes to ufc all poffible Means, even Force, if it were nccefliry, to make the Kit:g 
of Spain agree to it. He hopes this Proposition will in a great Meafurc remove all 
Difficulties > and as they muft expect new Obstructions from thofc who would wil- 
lingly break the Conferences, he believes the beft way to difappoinc their Defigns, 
would be, for the Queen of Great Britain to propofc immediacy a Sufpcnfion of 
Arms* for they ground their Hopes upon the Event of the Campaign. 

April the zpth, O. S. $Mr. St. John anfwers this Letter, and treats this Propoful as 
liable to all the Objections of the former, and argues thus upon it. * Altho' the. 
4 King of Spain ftiould at this Inftant declare his Choice v what greater Security will 
' Europe have if the Execution of that Choice be defcrr'd to another time? In offer- 
' ing that he ftiall be oblig'd to declare his Choice at this prefent time, you agree, 

* that neither the Stipulations of a Treaty, nor the Guarantee of the Powers engag'd 
' in the prefent War, would be sufficient to fecure that the Choice {hall be made 5 
' how then can we conclude that they will be sufficient to fecure that when the 
' Cafe ftiall happen, he ftiall quit one Crown to accept of the other, according to 

* the Choice which he ftiall now make? He goes on, The Queen has often declar'd, 

* that it will be im poffible for her to be content with any Expedient which (hall not 

* be very folid, upon an Article of fo great an Importance as the Re-Union of the. 
4 two Monarchies. This would be to lofe the Fruit of all the Blood which the Al- 

* lies had fpilt in the Courfe of this War; this would be to betray the common Caufe 

* of Europe 1 and to expole both the prefent Age and Pofterity to greater Dangers. 

* than 'tis poffible to imagine. In fhort, he infills that they muft take Care that the. 

* time ftiall never be, when the fame Prince fhall have the Crown of Spain upon his 

* Head, and the Succeffion to the Crown of France open to him. He at laft propo- 

* fes, if the King of Spain pre fen the Expectation of the Crown of France, to theprc- 

* fent Pofleffion of Spain, in fuch Cafe he fhall withdraw forthwith with his Family 

* out of Spain, the PosTeffion of which, and the Indies, (hould be given to the Duke of 
4 Savoy 1 that King Philip ftiould have the Kingdom of Sicily and the Hereditary 
< Dominions of the Duke of Savoy, together with the Monferat and Mantua, all which 

* Dominions he ftiould remain ooflets'd of, tho' he became King of France j cxccpc- 

* ing Sicily, which in that Cafe ftiould return to the Houfc of Aufiria. 

May the 18th, N. S. jMonfieur it Torcy fti\\ yielding and complying with the Vea- 
fures of Et^lani, ftiows the great Hardftiip the King of Spain muft undergo, in facri- 
ficing his own and the Interest of his Family, for the Eftabliftiing a General Peace; 
however the King of Frame would fend to him to know his Mind upon the two Al- 
ternatives. In the mean time the King of France promifes that the Treaty of Peace 
ftiall be made, upon the Foundation of one of thefe two Propositions j either that 
the King of Spain ftiaH renounce his Right to the Crown of France, and keep Spun 
and the Indies j or if he prefers his Expectation upon France, he ftiall quit Spain and 
the Indies to the Duke of Savoy, in exchange for the prefent Dominions of the Duke 
of&myj&e.aspropoa'dby Mr.St.Jobn. He hopes by this Promiic of the King ofFrance, , 
all Uncertainties are rcmov'd > and submits to the Queen's Wifdom, to conlider what 
Method would be the mod conducive to the General Good. * It would be very un- 

* happy if any Event during the Campaign, ftiould fall out to disturb the good Dif- 

* positions that are feen at prefent for Eftabliftiing the Publick Repofc. 
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This Corri<?ondence between the two Secretaries for preventing the Union of the two King' 
doms csrry'd on from about the middle of March to the i9t^ of May, 1712, ended at laft, juft 
as it began , and King Philip chofe to make ihe Renunciution. The French Miniller giving us 
fnch early Notice, and telling ai lb very plainly, that what we a»k'd Was utterly fnlufScicnt, and 
would be for ever deem'd by the unalterable Laws of France null and void, is vety remarkable. 
His Dexterity in managing that part of the Negotiation, in teeming always to comply, and detirou* 
to come as near as pHlible to the Propofals made from hence, and fobmitting at laft, noce we * 
would have it fo, to the Renunciation fo peremptorily ifjtilled on, is no lefs obfervahle. 

But it is unaccountable how the Euglijb Miniftry, when they were exprcfiy told thofe would 
deceive themlelves, who (hould accept of a Renunciation as a fufficient Expedient to prevent rtic 
Reunion of the two Monarchies; when they laid it down thenafelves as a Principle never to -be 
departed from, that the Union of the two Munarch/ei would be the grcuuMt Mifchief that 
could poflibly happen to all Europe, and to Great Britain in partiojla- ; (hould (fill perfevere in 
relying upon this Expedient of a Renunciation. And it cannot I* forgot, that no Care was taken 
to render effectual the two only Expedients, that were ever propos'd for adding any degree of real 
Security to the Renunciation : Which were,«o have it folemnly accepted by the States of France, 
and to have it confirm'd by a Getitral Guaranty of all the Powers of Europe engag'd in the pre- 
fect War. Thetirft was ask'd indeed , but upon the Rcfufal of France was entirely gtveu up by our 
Mmittry : The lecond, by our Method of Negotiating, and ouf Treatment of the Allies, was from 
that very time rend red Impracticable; as the Frenth cotx\d not but forefee. It muft be remembred, 
that a few Days after this Anfwer of Monf. de Torcy was receiv'd, Mr. St. John lent Orders to the 
Britifi Plenipotentiaries to declare to the States General, The Queen was now under no further 
Obligations whatfoever to them, who with the reft of the Allies were to be Guarantees of this 
Treaty. 

The Committee think it proper to men- '01 here a Paffsge in a Letter from the Lords Plenipo- 
tentiaries to Mr. St.Jobn, February the »6th, 171 i-tx, N. S. * who acquaint him.that in fomeDif- 
courle with the Marefchal UUxellet u, on occalion mf the Death of the Paupbtm, they defiVd to 
know of him, what thofe Mealures are which Prance offers to take in Order to prevent the Uni- 
on of the two Kingdoms ; and whether they were to conlift in real or verbal Securities ; the French 
Minifter pretended to know no other but of th« latter Sort. And then they fuggeft to Mr. St. 
John, that an Obligation upon King Philip to Renounce the Regency as well as the Gown of 
France, for himfelf and his Pofterity, would amount to fume degree at' real Security. But no En- 
deavours were ufed to obtain this, nor any mention made of it, as far as appears. 

Mr. St. John, as Searetary of State, tranfacted this Affair with MonH de Torcy; hut as it can't 
eatily be fuppos'd, that he did this without the Advice and Approbation of the Lard Trtafurer, it 
iiOi Minifter ; fo it appears, that at the fame time a Correfpondence was held betwixt the Lord 
'Freafurer and Monf. deTorty: Mr. St. John fays in his Letter of the 14th of April, 171 1, f He 
was fore'd to Hop the Courier which he defign'd to difpitch the Day before, to wait for • 
Letter which my Lord Treasurer writes to Monf. de Torcy ; $ and April the t ith, be was oblig'd 
to ftop the Courier till to Day, in hopes that Lord Treafurtr would be in a Condition to an- 
fwer M on lieu r deTorey % % Letter, but the Defluxion in his Eyes, which has binder' J him for five 
Days, (till continues. And April the 16th, \ Monf. de Torcy is very much concerned for the In- 
difpofhion of my Lord Treafurtr, and ardently wiflies he may fooo recover. 4 It is very Impor- 
« tant, fays he, that thofe who, like yo» and him, have had the principal Share in the Work of 

* Pea«e, ihould have the Glory of finishing it. , ' 

Menf. de Torcy\ Letter of the 18th of May, N. S. «J was receiv'd by Mr. St. Join the 9th of 
May, O. S. and the Promife of the King of France to oblige his Grandfon to accept the Alternative 
of the two Kingdoms had fo good and fudden an Effect, that the Day following, without waiting 
the Return of the Courier from Madrid, to know whether King Philip did confent or not to the 
Proposal ; |! * Order* are fent to the Duke of Ormond by Mr. St. John to avoid engaging in any 

* Siege, or hazarding a Battel till further Order. And he is directed to difgaife the Receipt of this 
1 Order. Her Majefly thinks he cannot want Pretences for conducting himfelf fo as ro anfwer her 
4 Ends, without owning that, which at prefent might have an ill Effect if it>ere publickly known.

Upon thefe Conditions your Committee cannot tat obferve, That eaho' it was daily inflillVl 
into the Minds of the People, that the great Advantages in Trade and Commerce fecur'd 
to Great Britum, were the chief Inducements to the Mrniftry to engage in thefe Mea Hires with 
France, it is here declared they were more intent upon the General Peace, than any particular Ad- 
vantages. And whereas it was laid down as a Principle from which the Queen would never de- 
part, that die Interefts of Greta Britain Ihoold in the firft Place be adjufted; and the grac Advan- 
tages ftipolatidforthefeNations, before the G>re^^ ,11 , ne 
Steps that were taken to procure it ; it is now Evident that no mentis w» made of cur Trade in 
Sf""*i end for our Commerce in General, the fettling of that was poftpon'd, and all Points iu 
Difpute betwixt Grrer Bri0n and Prune, were to be referred to CommUTarics ; which Proportion 
was not demanded, but voluntarily offer'd by Mt.St.Jebn. 

On the 8th of June, N. S. Monf. air Tarry fends an Account, * • That the King of Spain

He takes Notice, 4 That the Letters from the Army mention aDeftgn to Inveft Qnefnoy, in order 
•to btflege it; but the King cannot rhink that the Queen approves of fuch an Undertaking, moots 
•left that her Troops (ha I be employ'd to render it Succefstol : He concludes, that if a Sufpeniton

N. S. tyit. inverted} and 
though he huii nothing to do in the Operation, he could not refute fui mill- 
ing lome Troops in the States Pay, but had avoided giving any in the Queen's 
whole Pay. 

We arc now come again to the 7th of June, 0. $. when Mr. St. John lent to 
the Duke of Vrmond his Letters of the 6th and 7th to Monf. deTorcj, and the lad 
Articles propofed by Qreat Britain for a Sufpenfion of Arms f and it is to be ob- 
fcrved, that hitherto it was an entire Secret between the Englijb and French Courts 
and their Two Generals, that neither Siege or Battle was to be engaged in by the 
Duke of Qrmond. Phnce Eugene and the whole Confederacy were as yet arnufed 
with Hopes that the Duke of Ormond might be permitted in fome Degree to com- 
ply with his initru&ioas and the fblemn and repeated Afluranccs that had been 
given, to act in Conjunction with the reft of the Allies: But the Time was now 
come, when the Secretary's Care and Prudence was to deliver the French King 
from the Apprehenfions under which MonC de Torcy hid fo often declared him to 
be for the Events of this Campaign: And altho* the Sufpenfion of Arms was 
prtfs'd and infilled upon by France, and was to be granted pu r ely for the lake and 
PrefeTvation of the French Army, which in all rcafon mould have brought them 
to a Compliance with the Demand* fent from England; yet to very tractable did 
our Miniilry prove, that France's refilling the Conditions at firft proposed for 
granting a Sufpenfion of Arms, had no other lifted but to make u- iower the 
Terms upon which they were to accept what could be no Advantage Cj England, 
but was of the highelt Importance to France. 

When thefe lalt Condi. ions were fent to the Duke of Ormond, with the Or- 
ders that attended them, it is to be obferved, that Mr St. 'John decbred the Queen 
infilled on the Execution of the Article relating to Spam, uod on 'he Delivery of 
Dunkirk^ as Points without which fhe would not declare for a Ceffation of Arms: 
So that if thefe Conditions were not abfolutely confenrtd to, if the Anfwer from 
France, which w.is to determine the Duke of OtmontTs, Meafurcs, w.t$ not figned 
b> Monf. de Torcy, and Dunkirk was n t put into the PofleiHon of the Duke of 
Ormond, his Grace was at entire Liberty toad ag inft France : but upon thefe 
Conditions the Duke of Ormond was ordered immediately to declare a Ccfiation 
of Arms. 

The Committee cannot but think this Order in itfelf of a very extraordinary 
Nature, altho' conditional \ and th Miniftry feem in very great Hade to give all 
up into the (lands of France , when the Queen's General, at the Head of a Con- 
federate Army in the Field, ar that Time covering a Siege, which the Allies were 
engaged in, fhould be ordered to govern himfelf according to fuch Significations 
as fhould come from the Court of France, and thofe rr ntmitied him by ihe Ge- 
neral commanding the Ivncmy's Army, whofc Duty i was by Force or Stratagem 
to raife the Siege, or gain any Advantage he could over the Allies. 

On the aid of June, N. S. $an Anfwer to thePropofals laft fent over was tranf- 
roittcd to Mr. St John, Ggned by Monf. ieTorcy, with Two Alterations, one no 
lefs material, than whereas it was demanded thai the Renunciation fhould be rati- 
| fled in the mod folemn Manner by the States of France, which had been mention- 
ed before as one of the chief Securities to make it as effectual as any thing could, it 
is here fubftituted, that it {hall be regiftcr'd in the feveral Parliaments : And to 
the Article of Dunkirk is added, That all the King's Officers, borh Land and Sea 
Officers, <hall have Liberty to ftay at Dunkirk, and to execute their >veral Offices. 
And on the fame Day MonC de Torcy writes || Two Letters to Mr. St. John the one 
a pub'.ick Letter, explaining at large the Alterations t the other a private Letter to 
prevail with him to confent to thefe Alterations. And it may be here obferved, 
that there are feveral Inftances of fuch a private Correfpondcnce cury'd on between 
the Two Secretaries. 

At the f»me time, a Copy of the Memorial and the Anfwer was fent to the Mv 
Tefchal Vtim$, who with his} Letter of the X4th of June,N S. fends rhe Copies to 
the Duke of Ormond, and tells him the Originils were lent 0 ' ngland; and doubts 
not but the Sufpenfion of Arms would immediately take Ei£&.

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But k appears the Duke of OrmmaTs « Letter to Mtrefohal WUis of thee 
2f th of That thefe were only Copies and not fign'd, for his Graoo: 
fays, It were to be wUh'd that the Marquis de Terey had given himfelf the 
trouble tough them, as being more agreeable to his Grace's Inftru&ions, but- 
that he may not ftop ib gooa a Work by* Difficulties and Scruples, he will noti 
infill upon Formality : He promifes to go immediately to Prince Eugene, and 0 
the States Deputies, taperfwade them to abandon the Enterprise upon £*tf- 
najy and to declare; That in cafe ofla Refufal, he ihali be oblig'd to widiw 
draw the Queen's Army ; and as loon 'as the Troops which he ftould detach 
for that Purpofe had taken Pofleffion ohDunkltk, the Sufpenfion of Arms fliaU> 
cake pUcft* • < ;.r : , l.r.r ..' „M. 

, On the a7thof June, the D. of Ormond gives Mr. St. John an * Account, That 
he had been with Priricc Eugene, and the States Deputies, and had acquainted 
them, that ihe French King having 'agreed to feveral Articles demanded by: 
the Queon as the: Foundation of • a CeiTBtion of Arms, he could no longer- 
cover the Siege of Jfyefvo? but. was oblig'd by his InftrueYions to march with 
the Queen's Troops, and thole in Her Ma jelly's Pay, and to declare aCefiV 
tion of . Arms as foonas the* Town of Dunkirk was deiiver'd up. 
. The Duke of Ormond having; had' this Conference with Prince Eugene, and 
the States Deputies, according to his Promife, fends a- fecond * Letter to Ma- 
refchal VilUrt^i the feme Dare, and tells him, He apprehends that the Gene- 
rals of the Auxiliaries paid by the Queen, will not leave Prince Eugene's Army, 
without particular Orders from their respective Matters. 

An Account of this being fent to the Court of France, Monfieur deTorcy. 
difpatches an 6 Exprefs June the 27th, N. 5. and declares if the Foreign Troops 
in Englifb Pay did not abandon Prince Mugenes Army, the Condition upon 
which Dunkirk was to be deiiver'd being not pcrform'd, it would be unreafon-4 
able for England to infift that Dunkirk Ihould be given into their Hands ; and 
appeals to the Title of the-Memorial* that imported a Ceflation of Arms be- 
tween the two Armies, in the Netherlands : He infifts, that pofitive Orders bo 
fent to the Duke o& Ormond to wichdraw all the Troops in Englifb Pay ; and 
when thefc Orders fliall have been pun&ually comply'd with, the King will 
perform his Promife of delivering Dunkirk. 

The Duke of Ormond having already declared abfolutely to the Allies, that 
he could no longer cover the Siege of Quefncy, remains in a State of Inaction, 
though 'tis plain by his Orders he was now free from all Reftraint, die An- 
fwer not being fign'd by Monfieur it Tor&f, as was exprefly requir'd, forae 
material Alterations being made in the Conditions relating to Spain, which his 
Grace had then no Notice that the Queen had confented to, and Marefchal ViL 
lars refuting to give him thePofielfion of Dunkirk, which were declar'd Points 
without which the Queen would not confent to a Ceflation of Arms. 

And that the Duke of Ormond was himfetf of this Opinion, is evident from 
his own c Letter to Mr* St. John of June the 29th ; wherein he excufes his der 
ferring Separating the Troops, ' and marching towards Dunkirk, until he had 
fufficient AlTurance that Place would be furrender'd to him ; and then his Grace 
fays the contrary appears 1 flow fo evidently, that I would look upon my (elf im- 
mediately at Liberty to a& in Gonjun&ion with the Allies j but I do not take 
upon me to make a Step of fuch confequence without the Queen's particular 
Orders, which I (hall ex pect with the greateft Impatience. 

Thefe unexpected Resolutions of the Foreigners in the Queen's Pay not to 
abandon their Allies, and leave them at the Mercy of the French Army, very 
much difconcerted our Meafures here for a fliort time ; but on June 20, O. S. 

(27) Mr. St. John writes to Monfieur de Tarty , f That the Accounts from 
the Duke of Ormond were conformable to what he had lent, which gave the 
Queen a fenfible Difpleafure ; but as Her Majefty had taken a firm and unal- 
terable Refolution not to yield to any Difficulties, he doubts not to fucceed, 
and believes . Monfieur de Tory will be convine'd of this Truth when he has 
read over this Letter : That he had juft then told the Minifters of thole Prin- 
ces who have Troops in the Queen's Pay, that unleis they obey the Duke of 
OrmanS s Orders, Her Majefty will take it as a Declaration againft Her, and 
from that Time they (hall not be paid : That if the French King will deliver 
Dunkirk, the Duke of Ormond (ball retire with the Etiglijh Troops, and all thole 
Foreigners that will obey him, and declare the Queen will act no longer 

G againft 
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sgunft Franti, nor pty thofc that will, and will make no Difficulty to con- 
clude immediately a feparate Peace with timet, leaving the Allies a Time 
wherein they may have Liberty to fiibmlc to fuch Conditions as fhalj.be agreed 
upon betwixt the Qpeenand the Molt Chriftian King. See, Sir, the Peace 
In the King's hands ; if the Duke of Ommmd's whole Army contents to the 
Sufpenfion of Arms, our firft Project proceeds ; if they will not content, the 
Vmh Troops will withdraw, and leave the Foreigners to feek for their Sub- 
fiftence from the States, who very far from being able to furnifa new Expen- 
ces, are not capable to fupport what they have already upon their hands. In 
fhort, Britain retiring from the Theatre of the War, and leaving it to thole that 
are in no condition to make head againft France, the Peace may be concluded 
between the two Crowns in a few Weeks. Thefe, Sir, are the Proportions 
which the Queen commands me to make, and believes the King of France will 
find his Account at leaft as much the laft Way as the firft. He once more de- 
fires him to fend an Exprefs to the Duke of Ormond, that he may know how to 
regulate his Conduct ; and if he fignines to him that the King has given Orders- 
to the Governor of Dunkirk to admit the Englfi, his Grace will immediately do- 
all that he has laid. He acquaints him further, That the Queen was re- 
IblvM to lend the Earl of Strafford immediately to the Army. On the lame 
Day Mr. St. John fends * a Copy of this Letter to the Duke of OntonA * ami to 
Ihew his own Opinion of this extraordinary Piece in a Poftfcript, he fays, I 
need not caution your Grace that the inclos'd for Monfienr de Tvrcy is fit to 
rail under the Eye of no Peffon whatfoever but your Grace : As for his In- 
ftrudions at this critical Conjuncture, they are fuch as Her Majefty thought 
deferv'd lending the Earl of Strafford on purpofe to the Army; and his Grace is 
ordered to give Marefchal l r $Uar$ an Account of the Endeavours the Queen had 
us'd to fubdue the Obftinacy of thole who refus'd to obey, and of his Expeaa- 
tions to hear from him on an Exprefs fent to France • and a fecond time, accord- 
ing to what was laid to Monheur de Ttrcj, his Grace is order'd, if he receives 
an Account from the Court of France that Her Majefty's laft Propofals are 
agreed to, and Orders difpatch'd for the Surrender of Dunkirk, without any 
more to do, to declare the Sufpenfion between Great Britain and France y and to 
keep the whole Body that (hall obey his Orders entire, and to withdraw in 
the be ft manner his Circumftances will allow. 

This Offer was no fooner received in France, but without the Lois of one 
Moment's time accepted and confented to, as k Monfieur de Tvrey acquaints 1 
Mr. St. Jobm, Jnly the fth, N. S. He takes care to mention very particularly 
all the Reafbns and Engagements which had been fo plainly and explicitly pro- 
pos'd ; and upon Condition that the Queen does immediately make a feparate 
Peace, keep no Meafures with Her Allies, but only leave them a Time to fub- 
mit to the Conditions that IhaU be agreed upon for them between France and 
Bngpmd, the King of France hath determin'd to lend his Orders to permit the 
EngHfk Troops to enter into Dunkirk ; and at the lame time a Courier was difl 
patch'd to Marefchal Man to carry him thefe Orders. And as a general Cefla- 
tion from all Hoftihttes both by Land and Sea between the two Nations, had 
been propos'd by England 'till their Treaties could be finifh'd, the King of 
France with the fame Readinefs confents to that. 

This Account was no fooner receiv'd in Englandjout frefh c Ordersare fent to 
the Duke of Ormond, as (bon as he (hall hear that the Governor had receiv'd 
Orders to evacuate Dunkirk, and to admit the Queen's Troops into the Place, 
without lofing a moment, if he had not already done it, to declare a Sufpenfion 
of Arms ; and to withdraw all the Englifli Troops, and fuch others as would 
obey his Orders ; and leaft any Accident might ftill obftruct this Project, his 
Grace by Mr. St. John is told, He muft obferve that the Order is pofitive, and 
that no Cafe can poffibly happen in which Her Ma jefty will allow that any 
other Meafure fhould be taken ; and Mr. St. John is much concern'd that the 
Earl of Strafford will arrive at the Army later than was to be wifh'd, from 
whom his Grace was to receive thole Lights and Informations for his Gui- 
dance in this nice Conjuncture, that he is amply inftruded to give him. 

On the 12th of July, N. S. Lord Strafford arrives in the Camp; on the 14/ 
'Prince Eugene fends the D. of Ormond Word by an Aid de Camj>, That he in- 
tended to march the next Morning with a Defign, as was fuppos'd, to attack 
Landuq. The Duke of Ormond is much furpriz'd at the Meflage ; refufes to 

_ 1 ,^__„_ - ._ march 
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march with him, or to give him any AfCftance from the Queen's Troops,- 
but lets the Prince know, that when he march'd, his Grace (hould be ob- 
lig'd to take the beft Care he could for the Security of the Queen's Troops, 
and to change his Camp in Order to it. . , 

On the fame* Day Marefchal ViUars giving the Duke of Ormmd an Account, 
that he had fent by Colonel Uojd Orders for the Delivery of Dunkirk, hys, 
Permit me Sir to have the Honour co tell yon, tho' it be very advantage-' 
ous not to be obliged to engage the braveft and boldeft of our Enemies, yet 
'tis very important to know thofe that remain fo, and I take the Liberty tr» 
defire you will dp me the Honour to fend me Word what Troops and 
wha"t Generals will obey your Orders, becaufc the firft Attempt the Enemy 
makes, I will not lofe one Moment to meet them : The King gives me a 
Liberty to fight, .which Nothirig but the Negotiations has hitherto prevent- 
ed, and which the Army under my Command has a great Defire to make 
ufe of. I think the' Work is fintfb'd if the Army which is under your Or- 
ders obeys them.'" This then, Sir> is no indifcreet Curiofity, that I prefume 
to defire you to give me fome Lights upon. the. Doubts which I am in. 

I fhall be very much obliged to you Sir, if by the Return of this Trum- 
pet you'll honour me with one Word of Anfwer; upon the Lights which 1 
have defired of you. 

You'll give me Leave to join to this Pacquet a Letter for my Lord 

Strafford. j< *.*,-; 

On the »cth of July, the b Duke of Ormmd in Anfwer to this Letter fays, 
I fhould be glad l were at prefent in a Capacity to give you all the In- 
fight you defire, but it is yet impoffibte for me. Notwithstanding I was 
unwilling to delay fending back the Trumpet, to let you know I am well 
aflured, I lhall be capable of telling you co morrow, particularly what 
Troops will remain under my Command, i 

As to the Sufpenfion of Arms you already know, Sir, that according to 
my Orders I cannot declare it in Form, 'till 1 am aflured the Governour of 
Dunkirk fiiall have executed all the King's- Orders for the Evacuation of the 
Place. His Grace adds, In the mean Time you will agree with me Sir, 
that the (aid Sufpenfion has already its EffeA on my Side, fince I have 
juft now inform'd Prince Eugene and the States Deputies, that in Cafe they 
mould undertake any new Operation, I could not give them any Afliftance 
with the Queen's Army. 

On the 1 6th, the c Duke of Ormmd writes again to Marefchal FiBars, and 
fays, Your Trumpet juft now put into my Hands the honour of your Let- 
ter of the ifth, and I am now to acquit my.felf of the Promile I made 
yem yefterday. Prince Eugene is march'd this Morning, and all the foreign 
Troops have quitted us except one Battalion and four Squadrons of 
Holfteih, and two Squadrons of Walef. He adds, Things having pafled as t 
have the Honour to tell you, I thought my fclf oblig'd to acquaint you 
of it as fbon as poffible, and as I obferved to you yefterday, the Sufpenfion 
of Arms has already its Effed on my part by the Separation I havo made 
of the Queen's Troops, and all her Artillery, from thofe of Prince Eu£ene i 
and by my declaring to him , I could give him no Afliftance , and 
that the Payment of the foreign Troops is ftopp'd, and that by Confcquence 
there is fallen upon the Emperour and Holland a Burthen they will not 
be long able to iupport ; I truft, Sir, to your good Faith, and lhall to mor- 
row make a Movement to put my felf into another Situation, and I hope 
I (hall have News from Dunkirk, that will authorize me to declare the Snf- 
penfion of Arms. 

On the fame Day * Marefchal ViSars acquaints the Duke of Ormonde that 
the Governour of Dunkirk was making the neceflary Preparations to eva- 
cuate that Place : He tells his Grace, For my part, Sir, as 1 already reckon 
you for our Ally, I am not at all in hafte to have you further off, you ard 
at your own Liberty to come near us, and encamp on the King's Terri- 
tories, where-ever you (hall think proper. Upon this the Duke of Ormond 
.e Day after order'd a Ceftation of Arms to be proclaim'd by Sound of 
Trumpet. 

Had 
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Had the firft Deiign taken Effect, which was depended upon by Fnnct, 
and fo far prefum'd by EngUnd as to be undertaken for, that all the 
Foreigners in the Queen's Pay, that compos'd the Duk* of OrmomTi Army, 
fhould feparate and withdraw from the reft of the Allies, it is notorious, 
chat from that Inftant Prince Eugene's whole Army, unlefs they fubmkted 
to the fame Meafures, had been left at the Mercy of the French Army to 
be cut in Pieces, or made Prifoners at the Will of Mare/clial Mian, which 
had left the Queen's Troops in no better a Condition than to have the 
Privilege of being laft deftroy'd ; yet all the Allies, whofe Honour and 
Confcience would not permit them to abandon their Confederates^ and 
leave them as, a Sacrifice to France, were punifh'd by England with the Lofs 
of their Pay and Subfidies, which was all. that was in the Power of the 
Miniftry to do, to fhew their Refinement at this great Difappointment to the 
Meafures of France. 

* This March of Prince Rugate Lord Strafford thought might be turn'd up- 
on them, and he ptevail'd with the Duke ot.Qrmond in a Mcffage to Prince 
Eugene to fay his Marching without Concert with us, and all the Queen's 
Auxiliaries marching from us, expos'd usfo, that we have been obliged to 
fend to the French to declare with us a CefTation of Arms j nothing left 
could put the Queen's Troops in Safety ; for though Matters fell out fb 
pat, without this we rauft have declar'd for the CefTation, yet why 
fhould we not turn all this Matter upon them ? 

The Committee had. not thought it worth their while to take^Noticc of 
fuch an idle Attempt to impofe upon the Senfe* of Mankind, if they had 
not been indue'd by another Paffage in the fame Letter to think ic defend 
fbme Obfervation j where Lord Strafford giving an Account of whatpafc'd 
upon the Separation fays, All the Englifh feem rejoye'd to march off, being 
weary of the Situation they were in, and the Reproaches they met with in 
the great Army ; There are two or three Faces very four, they figh and 
wifii the Hanoverians had not feparated from us, but I fhall tell them per- 
haps it may be better. He may fee by this Time the wrong Advice he has 
follow'd, fince all muft lay the Blame of the Separation upon him. But 
this is not the only Inftance of the Scorn and Contempt which his Lordfhip 
was ready to exprefs upon the like Occafions ; for July the 16th, 1712, 
b giving an Account of a Converfaricn with Monfieur Bulow J the Ele&or 
oxHiwer's General, wherein his Lordfhip declar'd, that the Queen had 
vet neither made Peace nor Truce, which Declaration was made near a 
Month after the Articles for a Sufpenfton of Arms were fign'd, and 
his Lordfhip reprefenting the great Dangers the Queen's Troops were 
expos'd to by being left alone in their Camp when Prince Eugene 
march 'd, and Monfieur Bulaw replying, in cafe of any Attack they 
had been fure of their Affiftance and Protection, his Lordfhip fays, 
My Anfwer was in a difdainful way, it would be a very odd thing, 
when an Elector of the Empire fhould be a fufficient Protection to Great 
Britain j and December the 14th, 1712, Lord Strafford in his c letter to Mr. 
St. John fays, Count Zinxsndorf own'd, it was impoflible to carry on the 
War alone, efpecially fince the Elector of Hanover, who was the greateft 
Hero for the War, has threatned the States to recall his Troops, if they did 

not pay him the Queen's Share of the Subfidies ; In fhort, Count Zinzem- 

dorf himfelf could not but laugh at the ridiculous way of proceeding of 
that Court. 

The Annies being now feparated, and the Sufpenfion of Arms declar'd, 
your Committee think it neceffary to recapitulate in what manner, and by 
what Steps, this fatal CefTation was procur d. 

That it was of infinite Advantage and abfolutcly Neceffary to the Affairs 
of France, and therefore infifted on by France is very evident ; and it is as 
certain, that the Engtijh Miniftry gave early into it, if they were not the 
firft Advifers of it ; for which no other Account need be requir'd, but that 
as all their Meafures tended to advance the Intereft of the Queen's Ene- 
mies, they could not fail to be zealous in a point which contributed more 
to thofe Views than any one Occurrence during the whole Negotiation ; 
but as they all along wanted Appearances, and confultcd them more than 
any real Advantages to the Kingdom, they thought it neceffary to annex 
4 fome 
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fome Conditions to this important Article, that might pafs upon the deluded 
People as a Justification of this unprecedented Treachery. 

The Demolition of Dunkirk was always fo popular a Paint, that nothing 
could ftrike the Imaginations of the People more, than to be told that this im- 
portant Place was deliver/d into the Queen's Pofleffion : This Step they thought; 
Wettimprovd, would recommend the Peace itfelf, atleaft juftifie the Ceflation: 
And as the Nation had Nothing more at Hearty than the Wpofition of tho 
5p«w/^ r ^!bharchy^ after the Renunciation had been induftrioufly cry'd up, and 
the Queen had declar'd from the Throne, that Franc* and Spain were thereby 
more effeduaUy divided than ever^ ThefeTwo Articles were made the effen- 
tial Conditions of granting a Cc flation of Anns : For the letter, France eafily 
conferred to it, having declar'd it to be null and void by the fundamental Laws 
of France, For the firft, 'tis evident how unwillingly Frante was brought to fiir- 
render Dunkirk^ but thts the Miniftry were refalvd to purchafe at any Rate, 
as What' Would moft eftHy amufe, and, (enfiblyafgd the Nation ; and therefore; 
to obtain this, they engage not only to grant a CeffatiQn of, Arms, but to con- 
clude a Separate Peace. 

The Profpect of concluding^ a Separate Peace, and the Qbtaining immediately 
a Ceflarjon of Arms, which anfwerd all the ^urpofes of France almoft as well 



as a Separate Peace, by leaving the whole Confederacy in their Power, and 
at their, Mercy, were lb great Temptations to France, that the Surrender of 
Dunkirk is agreed to ; but if we come to confider what England gain'd by grant- 
ing this, jatal Ccflation, we (hall find the Demolition of Dunkirk fupplyM by 



a new Canal more beneficial to France, and formidable to the Navigation of 
Great Britain, than Dunkirk ever was ; and for the Renunciation, We were, told 
by France, we mould deceive our fclvcs if we accepted it as an Expedient to 
prevent the Union of the two Monarchies. 

Your Committee cannot clofe their Obfcrvations upon this memorable Cam- 
paign of 1712, without inferring another Letter that was wrote by the Duke of 
Ormond to my Lord Bolingbrokt. The Dutch it fecms, encourag'd by the Suc- 
cefs of their Enterprife upon Fort Knocqut, had form'd a Defign for furprifing 
Newport or Furnei, which his Grace having Intelligence of, thought proper to 
write the following a Letter, October the a 1 ft, 1712, to my Lord Bclingbroke. 
' I tike this Opportunity of an Exptefs which brought me fome Letters 

* this Morning from Qfiend, and is returning thither, to acquaint your Lordfhip 
' with an Affair which has been communicated to me by a Perfon who is 
4 very well inclin'd to her Majefty '6 Service ; your Lordfhip will bell judge 

* of the Importance of it, and the Ufe that is to be made of it, when I tell 
' you, that the Succefs of the Enterprife upon Knocejue has encourag'd the 
' forming a Project, for furprifing Newport or Fumes, and that the fortifying 

* Dixmule is made ufe of as a Pretence for drawing together a Body of Troops 

* fufftcient to put the Defign in Execution ; if it be thought more for her Ma- 

* jefties Service to prevent it, I am humbly of Opinion fome Means fhould 
' be found to give Advice of it to Marefchal ViUart, who may poffibly 
' think we owe him that good Office, in Requital of fome Informations your 
1 Lordfhip knows he has given me, with a Defign to ferve her Majefty and 
1 the Nation : I am not yet at Liberty to acquaint your Lordfhip with the 
' Name of my Author, who defires the whole Matter may be manag'd with 
1 the greateft Secrecy, which is a Caution I know I need only mention to your 
1 Lordfhip. 

The great Step of the Ceflarion was no fooner taken, the Sufpenfion de- 
clar'd, and Dunkirk delivered up, but b Monfieur dt Tarty calls upon Mr. St. John 
to perform his Promife of concluding a Peace between France and Great Bri- 
tain in a few Weeks, which he thinks can meet with no Difficulties, all the 
Conditions of Peace with England being regulated, and the Intentions of the 
King touching the General Peace known to, and he thinks he may fay ap- 
prov'd by, her Britannick Majefty. Monfieur de Torcy then propofes the Me- 
thod of regulating the Sufpenfion by Sea, and infifts, that duringthe Sufptfrv 
(ion, either General or Particular, the Tranfportation of neitherTroops, Am- 
munition, nor Provifions, (hall be allow'd into Portugal, Cntalonia, or any otru r 
Place where the War continues. Pacquet-Boats between Dover and Gala* are 
to be immediately fettled for the general Eafe of Correfpondence. and the 
1 H Sufpenfion 
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Sufpeofion of Arms to be publifh'd in Portugal and Catalonia, without waiting 
'till it fhall be fettled at Utnebt . 

All thefe Propofals from France are very readily affented to, and » Mr. St. John 

* thinks the Queen in a Condition not to loft a Moment's Time in concluding 
' with the Minifters of Prance the Convention for a general Sufpenfionof Arms, 
' both by Sea and Land, and even the Treaty of Peace between Great Britain 
k tad France. 

Mr. St. John then opens to him the Meafures that had been here concerted 
for the Duke of Savoy ; ' Of all the Allies, fays he, there is none whofe In- 

* tereft the Queen ha* fo much at Heart as the Duke of Savoy's : He hopes 
' the Moil Chriftian King will aft in Concert with her Majefty, and omit 

. • Nothing that may engage his Royal Highnefs to come into all our Meafures, 
' and that may proceft him from the Infults of the Imperialifts for fo doing j 
' and among other Advantages propos'd for him, he lays it down as a Prio- 
' ciple, that it is neither for the Intereft of Great Britain nor France, that the 
' Kingdom of Sicily (hould be given to the Houfe of jiuftria, and therefore 
' demands it for the Duke of Savoy> and declares the Queen will sot defift 
' from this Demand. 

Thi* Concern of the Britifh Minifters for the Duke of Savoy t who is re- 
prefented as the AMy, whofe Intereft the Queen hath moft at Hearty >our 
Committee is at a Lois to account for. The French, as appears by a b Letter of 
the Bifhop of Briiol to Mr. St. John, of the 26th of April, 171 2, had actually 
offer'd Sicily to the Emperor. The Duke of Savoy himfelf did not relifli this 
Propofirion, as appears by Lord Peterborough's c Letter to Mr. St. John of the 24th 
of September, 1712, in which his Lordfhip reprefenrs the Duke of Savoy ex- 
preffing, That he was not fo vainly impatient of the Title of King, as to 
loft or hazard any real Intereft for an empty Name, but that he thought it 
much more extraordinary, that a Prince beaten Ten Years together by his 
Enemies, mould remain at laft with the Prize contended for, and which fo 
often by Parliament had been declared the juft and unavoidable Motive of the 
War : Again in Lord Peterborough's d Letter of November the 16th, 1712, to Mr. 
St. John, he affirm'd, That Nothing can reprefent the Uneafinefs of Mind of 
the Duke of Savoy, after thefe Offers had been made him : To calm this Un- 
eafinefs, and to fix his Royal Highnefs in the Meafures of the Miniftry, it 
was ncceffary the Lord Peterborough mould in a r Memorial given to him repre- 
fent, That his Royal Highnefs in refufing thefe Offers muft fall out with the 
Queen, and the Englifk Minifters, whom his Lordfhip endeavours to excufe 
from the Reproaches caft directly upon them, as if they were Perfons devo- 
ted to France. That for the Support of what was propos'd, a fufficient Fleet 
(hould be furnifh'd either by England, or France, or by both Powers jointly, 
and that his Royal Highnefs mould be guarantee'd and protected againft any 
Power that fhould oppofe this Project, or fhould infult him for having ac- 
cepted thefe Offers. The Arguments of the Englijli Minifters did at length 
prevail with his Royal Highnefs ; and if the View of the faid Minifters was 
cfFe&ually to difable the Emperor from fupporting himfelf againft France after 
our Separation, by forcing into the Intereft of France an Ally fb confide rablc 
as the Duke of Savoy, it muft be confefs'd thefe Meafures were extremely 
well calculated for fuch an End, but it does not appear to your Committee 
how England came to be fb far concern'd in this Matter as to offer its Gua- 
rantee for Sicily, which naturally muft have engaged us in a War againft the 
Emperor. This Forwardnefs of the Miniftry in offering to make England Gua- 
rantee for Conditions advantageous only to France, fcems the more extraordi- 
nary, when they obferve, that, during the whole Courfe of this Negotiation, 
they find no Endeavours us'd to procure a Guarantee of our Confederates to 
fecure the Proteftant SuccefEon, which had been addrefs'd for by both Houfes 
of Parliament ; nor do they obferve, that the King of Sicily, for whom fo much 
was done, was ever requefted to be Guarantee for the faid Succeflion. 

The dreadful Confequences of the Separation of the Armies were now 
fenftbly felt in the unfortunate A&ion at Denain, where Marefchal Villars on 
the 24th ofjgfy, N.S. e attack'dLord Albemarle's Camp, which he fore'd, took 
himPrifoner, and entirely defeated all the Troops under his Command: V 
de Tercy immediately fends an t Account to Mr.St.Jobn of this agreeable New*. 

and 
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and fays, * The King of France is perfuaded, that the Advantage, which his 

* Troops have obtain d, will give the Queen fo much the more Pleafure, as \ 

* it may be a new Motive to overcome the Obftinacy of the Enemies to Peac«. , 
Your Committee could not with Patience read a Letter from a Minifter ofr 

France, declaring to the Secretary of State of England,That a Vidory obtain'd by 
the Queen's Enemies over Her good Allies, mult be a Pleafure or Satisfaction to 
Her Majefty. But at that time the French thought themfclves fo fure of the Britijh 
Miniftry, that they depend upon their Afliftance to pufti this Advantage againft 
the Confederates ftill further; and Monf deTorcy /ays, ' he hopes the Queen wil| 
c effectually bring them to Reafon in agreeing immediately with the King,thc laft-. 
' Meafures that are to be taken fornnifhing this Work- She has the Means in Her : 
f own Hands, if She will m;\ke ufe of Ghent Bruges, which Her 'troops poflefs, 
' and cfpecially of Ghent ; for it depends upon whofoever is Matter of that Place, 

* to make all the Defigns of the Enemies Generals mifcany, and to give Law 
' to the Dutch. : ■. 

Neither was Monf de Tarty Angular in his Opinion about the Action at Dentin}, 
Marefchal Millars would not lofe a Moment in giving the Duke of Ormond an Ac- 
count of this News j he afcribes the Vi&ory to the Separation of the brave Eng- 
HJh, and infults the Allies as common Enemies, that muft now be fenfible what 
wrong Meafures they had taken : In this Manner, and to this Effect, Marefchal 
VtUdrs thinks proper to write to the Duke of Ormmd ; and at the fame rime the 
Marefchal delireshis Grace to tranfmit this Account to the jVeac/fcJPlenipotentia- 
ries at Utrecht, and to make a thoufand Compliments from him toLd. Strafford. 

And that there might be no Part of the World where it was in the Power of 
the Englijh Miniftry to aflift their new Friends the French, at the Expence of their 
old Allies, Monf deTorcy further propofes, That the Queen fhould put a Stop to 
Count Starcmbergs Projects in Catalonia, by fending Orders to Her Troops in 
'Tarragona not to let the Germans into that Place ; and not content with being 
aided and affifted all that was poffible by Land, he further defires that exprefs 
Orders might be fent ( and thorough France, as the fhorteft Way ) to the Englijh 
Men of War that were then cruifmg in the Mediterranean, to fuller the French 
Ships that were then returning from the Levant, to pafs unmolcfted j which was 
no fboncr ask'd than comply'd with. 

But the taking Poffeffion of Ghent and Bruges was not only the Defire of Monf 
de Tercy, but was fupported by the Advice of :he E. of Strafford ; who in his a Let- 
ter to Mr. St. Jcbnof the 17th of July 1711. (ays, ' I am for having the D. of 

* Ormond fend fome Party on purpofe to march through fome of their Towns, to 

* fee whether or no they would rcfufc them PafTage ; if they did, that might au^ 

* thorize us the more to do a Thing very agreeable to the Queen's Troops, and 
1 what I believe you would approve of. ' His Lordfliip adds, f He ( meaning 

* the D. of Ormond) is very hearty in every thing, but really is under Difficulties 
' with thofe about him ; thofe that are able, are not yet entirely to be rely'd up- 
' on, and thofe that might be trufted, are not capable of giving Advice. 

And that there might be no Doubt of his Lprdfliip's Meaning in what he had 
before advis'd, July the 2 1 ft, he tells Mr. St. John, fc f The Meafures I mention'd 
' would not be difagreeable to you, was that of marching to Ghent, which we 
c have now fo well executed that we are within two Days March of it, and the 
• f Englijlt are entire Mafters of the Citadel, as likewife of all the Gates of the 
f Town, and have Orders to be upon their Guard ; not to let themfclves be 
c furpriz'd by two Battalions, one of Dutch and one of Walloons in the Town, 
' nor any Troops fent from any other Place. This is a Coup de Torts for the 
' States who did not expect it, elfe they would not have behaved themfelves 
' with the tiautenr they lately did ; the Thing was fo well and fecretly ma- 
' nag'd, that all Preparations were made to march about? to Warneton between 

* Lijle and lyres, to have liv'd upon the French Country, and 'till we had 
f march 'd a Day's March on this Side the Scarp, the fiutcb and their friends 
■ did not perceive our Dcfign, which as foon as they did, their Surprife and 

* Uneafinefs were equally great. 

« The D. of Ormond having given an Account of his Marching his Army to- 
v irds Ghent and Bruges, A L. Boiingbroke commends his Conduct, and tells him, 
.he Methods he hadpurfued were fo well adapted tothejprefent Conjuncture of 

* Affairs, that they anfwer in every Point what they would have wifli'd : That the 
' News of Dunkirk could not have been follow'd by any more agreeable than that 
' of his Grace's having directed his March towards Ghent. And 
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And on the .aid of July, 0. 5. his I.ordfliip tells his Grace, 1 That* taking Pof-; 
£ffion of Ghent and Bruges had improv'd Her Majefty's Views, which he'is or-' 
der'd to fecure in the beft manner he was able, and doubts not but ir will have' 
a good Effed upon the Condud of the Allies. 

On the 17th of July, 0. 5. in a fc Letter to Monf de Tprcy, Lord Bcltngbrcke reca- 
pitulates what he laid before concerning the D. of Savoy; and as a farther Mo- 
tive to induce France to comply with his Demands, he reprefents that it will be 
very important to have his Concurrence both in the Sufpenfion of Arms, and the 
Treaty of Peace, which in all probability will be made between Britain, Fraud 
and Spain, without the Intervention of the other Allies and that Savo/s decla- 
ring for us will be a decifivc Stroke, and the more neceffary, becaufc the King of 
Trufliai Condud has not anfwcr'd the Queen's Expedations. 

Before this Letter was difpatch'd, the Lord Bolingbrckt receives Monf.' de Tarcys 
of the 26th, N.5. In anfwer to which, July the 18th, 0-5. he infills further in 
behalf of the of Savoy, tells him with great Satisfaction, c That the Duke 
oiOrmmd was poffefs'd of Ghent and Bruges, and had Orders to be upon his Guard, 
and lecure thole Polls ; and as the Queen embrae'd with a great deal of Sattf- 
fa&ion every Opportunity that offer'd to do the King a Plcafure, pofitivc Orders 
are fent to Admiral Jennings to fuffer the French Ships coming from the Levant, to 
pafs freely. 

It is almoft incredible that the Englijb Miniftry, however derermin'd they were 
to give up the fclonour of the Queen, and Intereft of their Country, in following 
the Dilates of France, mould venture to do it in this open Manner. All that had 
been hitherto declar d, was a Sufpcnlion of Arms in Flanders, and that ourTroops 
were to ad no longer againft Frame: But here by the Advice of the Earl of Straf- 
ford, at the Dcfire of Monf] dctorey, they are to keep PolTcflion of Ghent and Bruges 
in order to difappoint the Deligns of the Enemies of France, and the Allies of the 
Queen ; and altno' the Sufpenfion of Arms extended as yet no furri>« than to the 
two Armies in Flanders, and the general Sufpenfion by Sea and . ' ;vai not 
fign'd till the 19th of Auguft, N. S. the I ord Bolingbroke on the 1 tc! «. 0. 5. 

declares he had then fent very pofitive Orders to the Queen's Admiral nor to in- 
tercept the French Fleet coming from the Levant. 

Thefe conftant Compliances in the- EngHjh Miniftry encourag'd M mf de Tcrcj 
to believe they would now ftick at nothing that could be propos'd. d He preflls 
again the concluding the Separate Peace between England and France, as what 
they both agreed in to be the moft effedual Way to make the reft of the Allies 
comply. He defires that the Troops in Flanders under the Command of the D.' of 
Ormmd, may be left there to make a good Ufc of the Towns which he was in Pof- 
fellion of; but as the King of Franct could not confent to the D. of Savoy's ha- 
ving Sicily except the Eledor of Bavaria has alio the Netherlands befides his Electo- 
rate, he thinks the Queen's having a good Army in Flanders under the Command 
of the D. of Ormond, may render this very pradicable ; and as the Queen has done 
a great deal for her own ungrateful Allies, it will be for Her Glory now to con- 
tribute to the Good of a Prince of Co much Merit as the Elc-ror of Bavatia, 
whole Acknowledgments will be equal to the Benefits he fhall receive 

But this would not pafs even upon the * Miniftry of Great Britain ; The giving 
Flanders to the Eledor of Bavaria, was not only contrary to all the Proportions ot 
Peace that had been made and pafs'd between England and France, but was what 
would abfolutely engage us in a new War,, to oblige the Imperialijls and Dutch to 
agree to it ; and they could not think it for the Honour or Intereft of the Queen 
to make War upon Her Allies, as ungrateful as they had been, in Favour of the 
Eledor of Bavaria-, and efpecially confidering, that altho' we could fecure Ghent 
and Bruges for him, the Allies had yet an Army in Flanders fo confiderable both for 
the Number and Goodncfs of their Troops, that they were able to defend the 
Conqucfts they had made. And to give him Sicily, which was likewife demanded, 
I- BoUngbrck? hopes it will not be infifted on, 1 Bccaufe it might be the occafionof 

* continual Jealoufics; it might in particular be the Source of Difputes and Quar- 
f rels betwixt England and France, whofc ftrid Union and indiflbluble Friendihip 
' were the Points in view to which all our Mcafures had been direded for To long 
e a time.' The Queen's Miniftcrs think when the King of Franct has made all 
reafon able Efforts for His Allies, he muft do fomething for the Love of Peace, 
and that a particular Intereft ftwuld yield to the general * You cannot, fays my 
' L. BoKnghckt, but feel the Force of this Argument, becaufc you are not at all 

* ignorant that this Negotiation was begun and carried on upon a Suppofition, 

>.».-• ' that 
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' that the Queen mud defift from many Conditions, which in rigour She was oblig'd 
' to procure for Her Allies. ' He very ftrongly urges the fseedfiry of concluding 
immediately the Peace between England, France and Spjin; but ablolutely inhfts upon 
Sicily for the Duke of Savoy. 

But altho' this Negotiation was carry'd on upon a Suppofition,That the Queen was 
to depart from fcveral Things, which in Juflice ought to have been procur'd for Her 
Allies, ■ the King of France thought himfelf under no tiich Obligation ; His Honour to 
an Ally, whofe Fidelity was without Reproach, was not to be difpens'd with • and 
therefore to latisfy his Engagements to fo good an Ally, was aPoinr from which the 
K. of Frame would never depart. But to (hew the King's good Difpolitions to the 
Peace, he at laft contents to the D. of Saw-)'* having Sicily upon ceitain Conditions j 
wherein very ample Provifion is made for Satisfaction to the Elector of B.ivati.t ; and 
ene ex pre Is Condition is, That a Peace be concluded between England, Fr«»cc, Spain 
and Savoy. 

In anfwer to this Letter, b Lord Bdinghroke acquaints Monf Je Tarry, That he had 
recciv'd the Queen's Orders to go immediately to France, and he hop'd under the 
Aufpiccs of the Abboc G^uluer in a Week's time to falute him at Fmtainhleau. 

Wiiilft ihefe great Points were tranfacTmg, and carrying on directly betwixt France 
and England, it is not to be iuppos'd, that any Thing very material pafs'd at Utrecht ; 
fome few Paiftges only concerning fuch Communications as were thought neceflary tor 
be made to keep up the Form of a Negotiation, may not he improperly taken notice of. 

The Advice of theD. of Ormcnds Orders to engage in neither Siege or Battel, gave 
great Alarm ; the States delirc the British Minifters to give them fome Satisfaction con- 
cerning a Matter wherein they thought Religion, Liberty, and all that is valuable, 
was fo nearly concern'd : To which they could obtain nothing but very general An- 
fwcrs. Upon which they expreffing their Difcontent to be kept entirely in the Dark, 
without the Icalt Knowledge of what was done or intended to be done, the c Bifhop 
took that Opportunity to put an End to their Curiofity by executing the Orders be- 
fore-mentioned, Thac the Queen thought Herfelf now under no Obligation whatlb- 
cver to the States. 

This Declaration is grounded upon the Behaviour of the Stares ; but it muft be re- 
membred, that this Order is dated very few Days after the Orders to the D. of Or- 
mond not to engage in Siege or Battel. And in the fame Letter the B. of Briftol, giving 
an Accoutit of a Conference between l is Lordfhip and Mr. Construct, the Emperor's 
Minifter, the Bifhop fays, * He was very defirous to know, and I was as unable to inform 
' him of the Particulars wherein the Care of the Emperor's Intere ft did confift. 

The Dutch did likewife fend an Exprefs to their Minifter at London, with a long and 
molt moving Letter to the Queen, to remonftrate againft this Proceeding, JV"(;6.) 
but he could obtain no Anfwer at all ; a ' Mr. St. John thought the Queen intending 
' that Week to lay before the Parliament the Plan of the Peace, the Proceedings of the 
f Two Houfes on that Occafion, would be a more feafonable as well as a more deciiive 
' Anfwer to the States than any he could return. 

The Queen having communicated to the Parliament how far the French are already 
come, in their Propofals for fettling a General Peace, the e B. of Briftol is directed to 
difcourfe with the Minifters of the fcveral Allies as foon as pofttble, agreeable to the 
Plan contain'd in Her Ma jelly's Speech ; but before his Loidfhip makes this Step, 
Mr. St. John tells him, It will be proper that he fpeaks firft with the French Plenipo- 
tentiaries upon this Subject, and enquire of them whether they will be willing, and 
in what Manner they will be willing to give this Communication to the Allies : But 
the f B of Briftol gives an Account on the 28th of June, N. S. * That the French Plenipo- 
tentiaries declar'd they had no fuch Orders, and without them they could not do ic : 
And the Bifhop finding it might be of fome Service, and that it was look'd upon at 
the Hague as a Step that might facilitate the Sufpcnfion of Hoftilities, his Lordfhip did 
again prefs the French Minifters to know, whether they were willing to declare in a 
lolemn Conference, that the Particulars declar'd in the Queen's Speech are the King 
their Matter's Offers to the Allies, and that he will make them good in the Negotia- 
tion. The French again refus'd to make any fuch Declaration ; and in this Opinion 
they perfifted even after the Dutch Minifters confented to accept the Contents of h Her 
Majefty's Speech pre materid tra&andi, if the French would at the fame time acknow- 
ledge them to be their Mafter's Offers, and negotiate upon them in order to make 
them good. But the French Plenipotentiaries were fo far from agreeing to this, that 
they demanded of our Minifters to know the Queen's Mind upon the feveral Parts of 
the laft general Plan brought over by Monf Gadder, and which are not cxplain'd in 
Her Majefty's Speech j faying, Their King expected it, and they do not know how to 
I _ proceed 
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proceed till thofe Points be ftated ; and the utmoft they were to be brought to, was, 
that it was not to be understood to exclude their Mafter from making lome Demands 
for the E.of Bavaria, and that Lijlt was to be reftor'd over and above the two or three 
Places excepted in the Queen's Speech. Thefe Paflages are here mention'd as fal- 
ling in, in point of Time, but will be more properly confider'd afterwards. 

At the fame time that Mr. St. John communicated the Queen's Speech to the B. of 
Brtftol, he orders him to let the Dutch Minifters know, That the Queen thinks a Sufpen- 
fion of Arms, at leaft in the Netherlands, to be abfolutely neceuary. And here your 
Committee mud obferve, that thefe Orders to propofe to the States a Sufpenfion, arc 
dated June 1 1 th, O. S. which was the very Day the Articles for a Sufpenfion were fign'd 
by M. de Torn, and had been fign'd by L. Bdin«broke five Days before. 

In feveral Letters that follow'd from the B. of Bristol, f *He gives an Account of the 
' general Diflatisfa&ion of all the Allies, and theinexpreffible Confternation they were 
' all in ; that they reprefented our Proceedings as the unavoidable Ruin of Europe ; 
' Religion, Liberty, the Faith of Treaties, are urg'd to (how the Enormity of our U- 
' fage : His Lordfhip does not know what he may expe&from the unmeaiurable Rage 
' ofthe People, nor where it will end ; fc that the Dutch feem to be uneafy on no ac- 
' count fo much, as that they cannot come to the Knowledge of what is to be their 
' Lot : Their Concern is chiefly, that they cannot know the Particulars of what is de- 
' fign'd for them, efpecially c what Species are to be excepted out of the Tariff of 1664. 
' and what Towns out of the Barrier. On which Occafton the B. ofBrifiol did, as with 
' the greatefl: Truth, aflure thcm,That he knew nothingeither of the one, or theother- 

Bot the Reception that thefe Reprefenrations met, feems to your Committee as 
unaccountable as any Thing that happened : d Mr. St. John, June the 20th, O.S. fays, 
' They are not furpriz'd at the Clamours and Rage of the Dutch, which they forcfaw 
' and were prepar'd for : It is certain wc run great Hazards, but it is as certain their 
' unaccountable Folly is the Occafton of it : He cannot imagine theBifliop mould be 
' in any Danger, his Character is facred in a double Manner ; and befides, I have rea- 
' fbn to think that tho' they kick and flounce like wild Beafts caught in a Toil, yet the 
f Cords are too ftrong for them to break j they will foon tire with ftruggling, and 
1 when they are tirM grow tame. 

This is the Treatment and Language which the Queen's Secretary thinks fit to be- 
flow upon Her Allies : Their defiring to have fome Satisfaction in what moft nearly 
concern'd them, is call'd unaccountable Folly, that had drawn all thefe Mifchiefs up- 
on them ; and if any Refentment is mown, they are wild Beafts ; but the Cords of 
the Toils which England and France had caught them in, were too ftrong for them to 
break. But L. Strafford is not content with hard Words only, * e He is glad that 
' Orders were given to ftop the Pay of the Foreigners, of which they complain hor- 
' ribly, but it will make them humble and (harp ; handling does better with thefe 
* People, than the beft Words. 

On the 24th of June, O. S. f Mr. St. John writes a long Letter to the Lord Privy-Seal, 
and inftru&s him to lay the entire Blame of all that has happen'd, upon the Dutch ; 
and that the Want of Concert, is only to be imputed to thole who are at the head of 
Affairs in Holland ; however, that Her Majefty is ftill ready for their Sakes, and for the 
Sake of the Common Intereft of Europe, to forget all that is paft, and to join with them 
in the ftri&eft Terms of Amity and Confidence. This Farce was ftill to be carry'd 
on in Holland, and thefe Profeflions made in the Name of the Queen, when it is no- 
torious that four Days before, on June the 10th, O. S. Mr. St Jcbn had in the ftrong- 
eft Terms promis'd in the Queen's Name to Monf de Torcy, to conclude a Separate 
Peace with France on Condition Dunkirk w;v? d .liver d to the Engtifi; and that this 
Offer of a Separate Peace made by England, ruoie from the French s refufing to deliver 
Dunkirk upon the Conditions firft agreed toon, al.l.orrh at the fame time the Queen's 
Plenipotentiaries are directed in a moft public!: Mannei to lay the Blame of all our 
Meafures at the door of the States General. 

But whatever Meafures were carrying on elfc where, and altho' in all the Letters 
that pafs'd upon that Subject between I . Bolingbrohe and Monf. de Torcy, the conclu- 
ding a Separate Peace is treated as a Thing fettled on both Sides ; the Plenipoten- 
tiaries at Utrecht arc order'd to proceed upon another fV *t ; md in a 1 Letter from 
L. Bolingbrokc of July the 16th, O. S. ro the Plenipotentia. ic jointly, upon a Suppo- 
fkion, that L- Strafford was then got back again to Utrecht, they are ordered to lofe 
no Time in fettling ths Conventions for a Sufpenfion of Arms between Great Britain 
and France, both by Sea and Land ; and when that is brought 10 Perfection, to call 
anon the Allies to enter again upon the Negotiations on the Foundnrion of the Plan., 
laid down in the Queens Speech j and it is defired their Lordfhips will appear felici- 
tous 
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tous in this Matter, and affect to be the Aggreflbrs, and to prefs the Allies to give iri 
Categorical Anlwers. By this means the Negotiations were fcemingly fet on foot 
again ; and whether the Allies did or did not comply, our Miniftry were ready to 
make their ufe of it either way ; if they did comply, the Scandal of a Separate Peace 
would be avoided ; if they did not, the Blame was to be imputed to their Obftinacy. 

The Treaty being left upon this Foot at Utrecht, with a poffibility of being car- 
ried on or dropt, as fliould be found convenient, and the King of France having, as 
was before obferv'd by M de Torcys Letter of Augujl the 4th, N. S. confented to the 
Demands made by England on Behalf of the Duke of Savor, but among others up- 
on thefe two cxprefs Conditions, That a Sufpenfion of Arms both by Sea and Land 
be immediately granted, and that a Separate Peace between England France, Spain, 
and Savoy, be forthwith concluded, k is thought proper and neceffary, that Lord 
Bol'tngbroke fhould go himfelf to France, finally to adjuft and fettle the great Points 
in Difpute. 

His Powers arid Inftructions are hereunto annexed, 1 No. (;f .) 
' The Subftance of his Inftructions was in fhort to remove all Difficulties and Dif- 
' ferences that might obftruct the general Sufpenfion of Arms between England and 

* France from taking Place, or fettling the Treaty of Peace in fhch a Courfe, as may 
' bring it to a happy and fpeedy Conclufion. But to declare, that he does not 
' imagine there will be any poffibility to prevail with the Queen to fign the Peace 
1 with France and Spain, unlcls full Satisfaction be given to his Royal Highneft, the 

* Duke of Savoy, and unlefs they on take him alon^ with them in the doing thereof. 
' He is therefore to take particular Care to fettle his Barrier, and to procure Sicily for 
f him ; to fettle the Renunciation in fiicha manner, that there may be as little room 

* left as poffible for Difpute or Delay ; that the Elector of Bavaria m \y have Sar- 
' dinia, and be reftot'd to his Dominions in the Empire, except the Upper Palatinate 

* and the firft Electorate ; aad when he has had Satisfaction in thefc Points, he is to 

* proceed to fpeak to fiich Articles as relate particularly to the Intereft of Great Bri- 
' tain, and endeavour to have fuel) of them, as there may appear to be any Doubt 
' concerning, explain'd in the mod advantageous Manner. And then he is to do his 

* beft to difcover upon the fcveral Parts of the General Plan of Peace, what the real 
' Ultimatum of France may be ; and when the Peace between England and France fhall 
' be fign'd, that it may be expedient to fix the Allies a Time to come in, wherein 
' the Queen will ufe her good Offices, but will not be under any Obligation to im- 
' pofe upon the Allies the Scheme offer'd by France, or to debar them from obtain- 
' ing better Terms for themfelves. 

By thefe Inftructions it appears, that Lord Bolingbroie was impower'd to conclude 
si Separate Peace with England, France, Spain, and Savoy ; that at this time there was 
fome Doubt concerning leveral Articles relating to the particular Interefts of Great 
Britain, which he was to endeavour to get explain'd j but no Inftruction, if his En- 
deavours prove ineffectual in Behalf of Great Britain, not to conclude the Treaty, # 
which in thefe very Inftructions is exprefly provided for in Favour of Savoy ; and 
his Lordfhip is ordered to do his beft to difcover the Ultimatum of France, which 
hitherto it ieems the Miniftry were ignorant of ; but whether France condefcended 
fo far or not, as to let his Lordfhip into this Secret, our Treaty was to be concluded; 
and the Miniftry feem to think, they had fufficicntly difcharg'd their Duty in de- 
clining to be engag'd to impofc what Terms France fhould think proper upon the 
Allies, thofe Allies to whom the Queen was bound by the Faith of Treaties, and 
all the mod folemn Engagements and publick Declarations, to procure all juft and 
reafonable Satisfaction, according to their feveral Alliances. But now it ieems fuf- 
ficiem that we did not debar them from the Liberty of endeavouring to obtain ftill 
better Terms for themfelves. 

With thefe Inftructions Lord Bolinghreke goes to France, and for his Proceedings 
the Committee referr'd to his Lordfhip's own Account in his fc Letter to the Earl ef 
Dartmouth, Aug. 22. N.S. 17 1 2, N° (37.,) and without entring at prefent into any 
further Particulars, the Convention for a General Sufpenfion of Arms between Great 
Britain and France for four Months was fign'd at Paris by Lord Bolingbrokt and Mon- 
fieur de Torcy, Mgufi the 2 2d, N. S. 17 12, as his Lordfliip fays, but dated Jngufi the 
19th, N. S. N'(2 9 .) 

France was now become entire Mafter of all future Negotiations, and did not fail 
to make Ufe of the Power that was put into their Hands ; an early Inftance will 
be feen of this in the Affair of Tournay : But being now come back to Utrecht, it 
will be neceffary to mention an Incident that happen'd there, the Difpute between 
Count Recbteren and Monfieur Mefnager ; which is taken notice of only as a Pretence 

r that 
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that was made u(c of by the French to keep the Negotiations in Sufpence as long as 
it ferv'd their purpofe, and in this England concurr'd, as will appear afterwards. 

On the 20th of Auguft * the firm]?? Plenipotentiaries acquaint LordBolingbroh, that 
in fome Difcourfe with the Minifters of the Allies they had carried Matters fo fax 
as to tell them, that tho* her Majefty will endeavour to promote their Incereft in a 
Peace, and obtain for them the beft Terms that (hall be poflibic, vet if thole En- 
deavours mould not procure more than the Contents of her Majefty s Speech, or 
even in fome Degree full (hort of that Plan, the Fault will be entirely theirs, who 
have render'd Things difficult and uncertain, which othcrwife would have been 
eafie and practicable : And having thus far complied with their late Orders to lay 
all the Blame upon the Allies, they further inform his Lordfliip, that they had how- 
ever obtain'd the Content of the Minifters of the Allies to come to a Conference 
with thole of France in order to renew the Negotiations j the time to be fix d be- 
tween the Britifi and French Plenipotentiaries ; who meeting to have fome Difcourfe 
previous to the General Conferences, parted without coming to any Conclufion. 

The Occafion of their Difference, that prevented renewing the Conferences, a- 
rofe upon Propofals made by the Brhjfh Minifters in relation to Tturnaj. Their 
Lordfhips in their b Letter of the ad of September, N.S. to Lord Bolingbnke ftate the 
Cafe in this Manner. 

* In her Maieftics Speech it is exprefs'd,That the Dutch are to have the entire Bar- 
' rieras demanded in 1709, except two or three Places at mod. 

' The French Minifters infill, that they muft have Lijle as an Equivalent for Dunkirk* 
' and that the fame is not to be underftood as one of the three Places mentioned in 
' the Speech, and confequcntly that they muft, in all, have four of the Places menti- 
' on'd in the Demands of 1 709. 

' This to us appears to be altogether inconfiftcnt with what her Majefty has dcclar'd, 
' and we accordingly think it contrary to our Duty to bring on a Conference in 
' which fuch an Explication is to be made# * 

' The French Minifters on the other Hand have Ihew'd us their Orders, which po- 
' fitively require them to infift upon the Rcftitution of Teurmy as well as VJle ; and 
' that they can by no means confent to the Ceftion of Maubtuge or Condi. 

' The Britifh Minifters then prefs'd the French to fpeak at fit ft in Terms as general, 
' as their Propofal was conceiv'd in ; but the French thought it neceflary to be par- 
' ticular and exprefs in that Point above all others, becaufe they (hall otherwife have 
r tied themfelves up, and given the Dutch an Advantage. 

' The Refult of this Debate was not to proceed to a Conference 'till this Point 
' be determine! ; the French infifting, that their Orders were fo plain as neither to need 

* or admit any Explication, and the Britijl Minifters thinking the Matter as plain on 
' their Side 

' They hope their Zeal for her Majefty's Honour will be gracioufly approv'd, and ♦ 
' defire to be directed what further they are to do in this Matter, which they appre- 
4 hend to be of a decifive Confequence, becaufe they find even thofe among the 
' Dutch, who appear to be moft cordially difpos'd to fuch a Peace as may re-eftablifli 

* a good Harmony between her Majefty and the States, as absolutely neceflary for 
' their mutual Preservation, fully refol v'd, either to retain Tun- nay and have Condi yield- 
' ed to them, or to take one of thtfc two Courfes, either to conic into any Terms 

* that France offers, or to continue the War at all Hazards. 

In the fame Letter our Plenipotentiaries give an Account, that the French Minifters 
by an Order from their Mafter did infift, that the States-General fhculd in a publick 
manner dilavow C. Rtchtertn for the Affront done to M. Ah finger, and then remove 
him from the Congrefs, and this Satisfaction to precede any further Negotiation. 

c The Language which our Plenipotentiaries had us'd to the Allies is very much ap- 
prov'd by L. Bolinghroke y who fays they had fpokc the Sentiments of the Queen's 
Heart in what they declar'd the ;oth of Augufl, N. S. and thar if the Allies did fall 
fhort of the Plan laid down in the Queen's Speech, the Fault was entirely their own. 
His Lordfhip fays, ' furc it is, that this Plan was nothing more than the Ultimatum 
' of what France would offer, but he wiftfd that the Imperial and Dutch Policy had 
' not render'd it the Ultimatum of what France will grant. The lame general Re- 
' flection may be applied to the particular Cafe mentioned in your Lordfhip's laft 
4 Letter. France would have yielded Tottmay, tho' much againft the Grain. If France 

* has now any Advantage, and refufes flatly to yield what fhe only begg'd to have 

* reftor'd, the Fault is entirely theirs. 

But the Difpatch of the Plenipotentiaries of the id of September, relating to Tw* 
naj s having not yet been confider'd by the Lords of the Council, his Lordihip could 
m _ not 
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not give any pofitivc In ft r unions about it 'till the ne:t Opportunity, but in the 
mean time recommends to them two Considerations ; that the keeping of the Dutch 
in hopes of Her Majefty's good Offices, will prevent them from taking any defperate 
Refolution ; and the French infilling to have Count Recbteren difavow'd before any fur- 
ther Treaty, will put off lor Come rime the Decilion of that great Point- 
Lord Strafford in the mean time, by his" Letters of the ijth and i6th of Septtm- 
btr, N. S. 4 reprcfented the States as mightily funk with their Misfortunes, and not 

* knowing well what Meafures to take, but that they infifted upon Tournayasfo effen- 
' «ial to their Barrier, that rhey actually had none without it j and his Lordfhipisfo 

* much of that Opinion, chat he wifhes they might have Toumay, though they were 
c fore'd to truck Ifrts lor it ; that if he could pofitively allure them they fhould have 

* Tan-nay, he believed they would fubmit to the Plan of the Queen's Speech. 

This Opinion of his Lordfhip is not very eafity to be reconciled to what he af- 
terwards wrote to Mr. Trior upon this SuSject, Ottober the 4th, 17 12. * ' If we had 

* a Mind to have Nick Frog fign with us, we might, for he is ready to do it for Tom- 
' nay ; which, if we fign together, we can't well rcfule him, but I expect you will 
' cut that Matter fhort, and I long to hear from you. 

But this Affair of Toumaj was not lb foon fettled here, altho' the Difficulty does 
not feem to be, whether the French or Dutch were to have it, but in what mannor 
it was to be procur'd for France, without a manifeft Contradiction to what was 
laid by the Queen in her Speech concerning the Barrier. 

L. Bol'mgbrohe, September the 10th, O. S. writes Three Letters upon this Subject to 
Monf de Torcy, to Mr. Prior, and to the Plenipotentiaries, which being upon an Af- 
fair of this Nicety are all annex'd, c N" (55, ;2, 31.) 

In the A Letter to Monf de Torcy, * L. Bolingbroke dc fires him to remember the Pro- 
' pofition which was often laid down by him when in France, and infilled upon as 
' a Fundamental in all their future Proceedings upon the General Peace ; that the 
** Conduct of the Queen in regard to the Interefts of her Allies was in a great mea- 

* fure determined by their*Behaviour ; that the violent Meafures which they had 
' taken to obftruct the Peace had put the Queen in a Condition to make her Peace 
** without waiting for their Concurrence, in which Cafe the Queen would declare 

* that (he had fign'd the Treaty with France and Spain, and would propofe the Plan 
*" brought over by Abbot Gaultier, and deliver'U the 29th of April, 1712, for the Al- 
r lies to treat upon, and could do no more than by her good Offices, as a common 
*' Friend to both Parties. But in Cafe the Dutch in particular, or the other Allies, 

* fhould before the Conclufion of her Peace with France enter into Concert with 

* her Majefty, we fhould have more Meafures to keep with them, the Compaflion 

* of our People would be mov'd in their Behalf, and the Queen's Minifters be ob- 
c lig'd to make fome Steps, which orherwife they would ablblutely refufe to do. 
' Upon this Foundation, fays L. Bolmgb'oke the King's Minifters feem to exact fome- 
' thing more, when they infift the Queens Minifters fhould propofe the holding a 
' Conference, in which the firft Proportion ftarted would appear in fome meafurc 
f contrary to what the Queen faid in her Speech, touching the Barrier of the States. 
' The Point in Difpute between your Plenipotentiaries and ours is not to know, 
' whether Tournay fhall be reftor'd to the King, or not ? For to obtain that Place, 
' it is nor necenary that you fhould begin by making this Specifkk Declaration, 

* but the Queftion is, whether the Queen ought formally, and at prefenr, to declare 
f that Toumay fhall be reftor'd to France ? Which would be to content to the Expla- 

* nation which your Minifters give to this Article of the Queens Speech. He then 

* fays, not to fwell my Letter too much, which may already feem tedious, I refer 
' my felf to what Mr. Prior fhall have the Honour to explain to you upon this Point, 
' and I fhall content my felf with faying, that as it is not difficult to find a Tempe- 

* raracnt, I hope we fhall avoid all Things that may occafion a Difpute between 
' the Minifters of Great Britain and France. 

' This Temperament is to be found in his Lordfhip's Letter to Mr. Trior of the 
' fame Day, which his Lordfhip fays is to be look'd upon only as a Letter from 

* Harry to Mat. and not the Secretary to the Minifter. He fends him enclos'd an 

* Extract of his Letter to Monfieur de Tony, which, he fays, relates to a Matter that 

* has given Lord Irtafmtr and himfelf no fmall trouble in Cabinet ; he likewife 
' fends him a Copy of the Plenipotentiaries Difpatch of the ad of September upon the 

* fame Subject ; wherein, as he will obferve, their Lordfhips are very warm about 
e the Difpute. He can ajTurc him, we have thofe here, who are not a jot cooler. His 

K ' Lordfhip 
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' Lordfhip goes on j the Solution of this Difficulty muft come from you, which is 

* a matter of Management and Appearance, more than of Subftance. 

* The Method of doing it is by making Monf de Torcy fenfible of the Propofition 
' fettled between them in France , ■ That the Queen can never do any Thing which 
' (hall look like a direct Reftraint on Her Allies from demanding what they judge necef- 

* lary ; but as long as they aft the Part which they now do, She can very juftly be pafc 
' five and neuter, as to their Interefts. 1 his his Lordfhip thinks is Advantage enough 
' for France, and fuch a one, fairly fpeaking, as a Year ago they would have given more 
' than Tomnaj to be fine of They muft not therefore prefs us to go further than this, 

* nor to do any Thing which may feem contradictory to what the Queen deliver'd 
r from the Throne. 

* In a word, The Ufe which the French will make of the unaccountable Obftinacy 

* of the Dutch, and the other Allies, may in feveral Refpe&s, and particularly, for ought 
' I know, in the Inftance of loumaj, give them an Opportunity of faving and gaining 

* more than they could have hop'd for ; and the Queen may in the prcfcnt Circum- 
' ftances contribute paffively to this End, but actively She never can in any Circum- 
' ftances. 

His Lordfhip then very plainly gives his Advice how this Matter is to be manag'd in 
thefe Words; ' Ithink in my own Opinion, and I believe I fpeak the Queen's upon th* 

* Occafion, it were better the French fhould in the Courfe of the Treaty declare, that 
' whatever they intended to have given the Dutch when the Queen fpokc from the 
' Throne, thV.r Conduct has been fuch, and the Situation of Affairs is fo alter 'd, 
' that the King is refolv'd to have Tourney reftor'd to him : I fay, I believe this were 
' better than to exped that we (hould aflent to an Expofition of the Queen's Words, 
' by which Her Majefty would yield the Town up; let the Conferences begin as 
' foon as they will, I dare fay Bufincfs will not very fpeedily be difpatch'd in them : 
' We fhall go on to ripen every Thing for a Conclufion between us and Savoy, and 
' France and Spain ; and this is the true Point of View which the French ought to have 
' before their Eyes. 

This Scheme being concerted here, and tranfmitted to France, L. Bolingbroke on the 
fame Day writes to the Plenipotentiaries in anfwer to theirs of the 2d of September, N. S. 
upon which he had before told them, He could give no Inftruetions till their Letter 
was confider'd by the Lords of the Council ; neither does his Lordfhip now fend them 
any Directions, but enlarges upon the fame general Topicks of imputing all the Mif- 
chiefs that had happen'd, and in particular this Affair of Tom-nay, to the Obftinacy of 
the Allies. His Lordfhip obferves, ' That in the Plan brought over by Abbot GauU 
1 tier, the K. of France beggM for Teumay rather than infiftcd upon it, but was now en- 

* courag'd to refuie what he only endeavour'd to fave ; and in fhort, that Frame had 
' now gather'd Strength by our Divifions, and was grown fanguine enough to make 

' that Plan the Ultimatum of her Conceffions, which was at firft nothing more than the ♦ 

' Ultimatum of her Offers ; but that the Dutch had no Body to blame for all this but 

' themfelves. ' His Lordfhip adds, * Her Majefty is very fenfible of the Concern you 

' exprefs for Her Honour, and will not, you may be fure, fuffer Herfelf to be a Party 

' to any Thing which may appear contradictory to what She has once advane'd : and 

' altho' perhaps the yielding of Teumay might be reconcil'd to the Terms of Her 

' Speech, yet fhould the Queen confent to this Expofition of it, fuch Confent would 

' be almoft a formal Reftoration of this Place to France ; and this, my Lords, is what Her 

* Majefty will avoid : But, I hope, the Solution of this Difficulty will come from France ; 
' and that when they have fo many other Quarrels to decide, that Court will go back 
' from a Meafure which muft involve them in a Difpute with the Queen. 

The Committee finds a Paper which is faid to be deliver'd among Mr. Priori loofe 
Papers, and feems to be the Draught of a Letter from Mr. Prior to Monf de Torcy, pur- 
fuant to what L. Bollinghrokehad written to him upon the Subject of Teumay ; which is in 
Subftance the fame, and almoft in the very Words of L. Bellingkroke's I etter to Mr. Prior 
of the 10th of September, with this Addition, that it begins thus: ' There is more 
' Appearance than Subftance in this Affair that is now under Agitation at Utrecht, and 
f my LorATrtafurer does not at all doubt but the Court of France will find a Remedy. 

And his Lordfhip was not miftaken in his Expectations, for Monf. de Torcy very rea- 
dily follow'd the Advice that was given by the Englijh Miniftry ; and on the 27th of 
September, N. S. fends to my L. Bolingbroke a " Declaration to be made by the French Ple- 
nipotentiaries at Utrecht, wherein the King's Miniftcrs are order'd to declare to thofe 
of Great Britain, That the King did confent to treat of the Peace upon the Plan laid 
' down in the Queen's Speech to Her Parliament ; but at the fame tine they v. etf 

* to fay, That the Dutch having rcfus'd to conform to the Sentiments of that Princefc, 

having 
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* having re je&ed the Sufpenfion of Arms, and given Opportunity to the feveral Chati- 

* ges in Affairs that had happen'd, it is but juft that His Majefty mould be Tecom- 
' penc'd for the Expence he has been oblig'd to make during the Courfe of thU Cam- 
' paign. Upon this Foundation his Majefty orders his Plenipotentiaries not to fign 
' a Peace but upon Condition, ThatTournay mould be reftor'd to him befidesthe other 
' Places which he has demanded, and which he had reafon to believe the Queen of 

* Great Britain did dcfign to comprehend in Her Speech. 

The Original of this Declaration that came from Frame, is in the Secretary's Office^ 
and was fent by Monf Ae Tarcy to L Bolingbrckt, who tranfmitted a Copy of it to the 
Britifh Plenipotentiaries ; but the Letter of Monf. de Tory, in which it was inclos'd, 
does not appear. 

This Tranfa&ion in rclarion toTcumay, feems of fo extraordinary a nature, as to 
deferve to be fet forth in one fliort View : The Difpute concerning it arofe from the 
French Minifters infilling to be very particular and exprefs in demanding the Reftitu- 
tution of this Place ; which the Britijh Plenipotentiaries conceiving to be inconfiftent 
with what the Queen had declar'd, refufe to open the Conferences until they had fur- 
ther Orders. When this came to be confidcr'd in England, L. Bolingbroke fays, It oc- 
cafiond great Warmth in the Cabinet-Council; buc his Lordfhip inftcad of taking 
Mcafurcs for preferring the Town as Part of the Barrier of the Stares General, which, 
as he confefles, was fo intended in the Queen's Speech, propoles Expedients whereby 
the Town might be reftor'd to France without the Queen's becoming a Party to a 
Thing which was contradictory to what She had once advane'd : And gives his Ad- 
vice to Monf. de Tony, by what Management Tcurnay might be fecur'd to the King of 
France, contrary to the avow'd Scnfe of what the Queen had declar'd in Parliament ; 
and altho' France had confented in a Memorial deliver'd by Abbot Gaultier fo early as 
the 1 8th of November 171 1. not to infift upon Toumay ; and this he does in his private 
Capacity, and not as Secretary of State : But that his Lordfhip was not fingle in his 
Endeavours to aflift France upon this Occafion, appears by the great Trouble that he 
fays this Matter had given both him and my Lord Treafurer in the Cabinet j and if 
any Regard is to be given to * Mr. Prwr's Paper, my Lord Treasurer muft certainly have 
written to Mr. Prior upon this Subject, who could otherwise have had no ground to 
fay, My Lord Treafurer does not at all doubt but the Court of France will find a Re- 
medy : Which is agreeable to what L Bolingbroke faid in other Words when this Ad- 
vice was fent. The Solution of this Difficulty muft come from France. 

What happen'd afterwards in relation to Tcurnay, upon what great Conceflions 
made to F'^nce, together with the advantageous Terms procur'd for the Ele&or of 
Rava-hy the Mcafurcs and Councils relating to this Affair were afrerwards alter'd, 
is not material enough to require a long Detail ; but nothing left than an abfblute 
Concurrence, without any new Objections or further Demands, was to fatisfie for 
the CcfCon of Tournay, and that it was at laft obtain d is owing folely to theFirmnefe 
and Refolution of the States. 

The Difpute between Count Recbte r en and Monfieur Mefnager was ftill kept on 
Foot ; and tho' it was at laft left to Her Majefty to decide upon this Difference. 
There being fome Points relating to Commerce, and North- America, which are of 
very great Confequcnce to the Jntereft of the Queen's Subjects, and the Honour 
of this Treaty ftill to fettle ; b Lord Bolingbroke thinks it neceflary, tho' the Dutch 
may be uneafy that the Affair of the Four Species to be excepted out of the Tariff 
of 1664, fhould ftill be kept in Uncertainty ; and the B'itifh Plenipotentiaries ac- 
cordingly, to gain Time 'till they could know her Majefty 's Pleafure, reviv'd the 
Difference between Count Recbteren and Monf Mefnager ; and hope 'tis for her Ma- 
jefties Service in this manner to ftave off the Conferences. 

The Correfpondcncc carried on between London andUtrecbt about thistime,relating 
to the Differences that arofe concerning the Treaty of Peace, and in particular 
about Our Commerce, is contain'd chiefly in the Fourth Volume; but as it ap- 
pears that all the Matter* in Queftion. being redue'd to as narrow a Compafs as 
was podiblc, were finally to be determin'd at Par// by the Duke of Shrewsbury and 
Mr. Pr»V, the Comniirree think it needlefs to enter into all the Orders and Inftructi- 
ons, Objections and Anfwcrs, that went and came to and from Utrecht, where there 
was indeed but litth more than the Form of a Negotiation ; and conceive that an 
Account of what pafs d between London and France will fet this whole Matter in a 
clear Light. 

Your Committee think it not improper to take Notice here of a remarkable Paf- 
fagc or two, that are found in Lord Bolingbrokts c Letters to Mr. Trior on the 

19th 
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ipth of September, O. S. L. Btlingbrole fends Mr Prior an Account of fomc Advices they bad 
rcceiv'd ofthe Invafion of the Leeward- IJUnds by the French. 

* This, Dear Mm. fays his Lordlhip, proves a very untoward Contretemps; it gives a Theme 
' to the Whigs, and ferves to awaken Paflion* that were almoft Julfd alleep. We expected 
' that Cajfart s Squadron might be gone to the Coalt o( Bra/%, or to Surinam, but wc never itm- 
' gind our Colonies would have been attack'd by him, at the lime when we were knit- 

* ting the Bands of Fricndfhip between the two Nations with all poflible Induftry. Could 
' this ill Opinion of our new Friends have enter'd into our Heads, I do afliirc you he thou Id 

* have been accompanied by a Fleet of the Queen's, which would have kept him in Rcfpect : 

* Compare this Conduct with that of the Queen's, &c. And here follows that Paflagc which 
has been already mentiou'd, wherein his Lordlhip dcclar'd concerning the Order fent to the 
Duke of Ormond. ' I will not fay this Order fav'd their Army from being beat, but I think 
' in my Confcience that it did. 

His Lordlhip goes on. ' In a Word we depended fo much upon the good Under/landing, 
' which we thought eitabliflVd, and were fo earneft to prevent any thing which might break 
' in upon it, that we not. only avoided to fortifte out Squadron as we might have done, 

* but we alio neglected to put in Execution fome Defigns, which would have annoyed both 

* French and Spaniard, perhaps more thm any that have been effected in theCourfe of this War. 
Another Intranet of his Lordlhip's good Difpofition to the French Nation is to be found in 

his * Letter to Mr. Prior of the 29th of* September, wherein he fays, ' I have got at lalt the 

* Affair of the Griffin compounded, not without very great Difficulty ; and tho' the Sum 
' paid to the Captors was lo large as 35000, /. the Ship was plainly Prize, and ihc Pafs lent 
' over hither might have been prov'd to have been numerically one of thofc I deliver'd at 

* Font tin bit an y tour Days after the Griffin was in Sir Thomiu Mardy'f Power ; tho' Gaidtier 
1 was ready to fwear that he rcceiv'd it lome Months before ; which part of the Abbot has, 

* I confefs to you, done him no Good in my Opinion. From whence it appears, tho' this 

* Pais was none of them, that Paflcs had been granted fome Months before the Sufpeuhon 
' was concluded. 

Whilft the Englifh Miniftry are doing thefc good Offices to the Subjects of France, and ta- 
king all Opportunities bo' h publick and private to elpoulc their Intcrclis, your Committee 
is furpris d at the ill Treatment which England receiv'd from France at this Time, and at their 
Backwardnefs in making good the Promilcs and Engagements they were under in fome Points 
that mo(i nearly conccrn'd the Intcrclrs of Great Britain. 

At the latter End of Oilcber Mr. Prior was fent into England, and by what appears left his 
Rtfidcnce in France, without the Leave or any Orders from the Queen his Miltrcls ; but was 
fent over by the King of France as a proper Perfon, whom he thought fit to entrult with the 
great Secret of piev.:i!ing with the Queen by her Credit to obtain what the King demanded 
for the Elector of Bavaria. He brings a Credential Letter from the King of France to the 
Qtic<n, which fecming fomethtng New of the Kind is here annex d. b (38.) 

About the Middle of Novemb. Mr. Prior goes back into France with new Inttructions, 1 wherein 
the Propofcl of a Neutrality in Italy is one of the chiefelt Articles ; and that he might have a. 
perfect Knowledge of the Queen's prefent Relolutions and Councils in relation to the prcfent 
Treaty of Peace, a Copy of the la(t Intiruclions to the Plenipotentiaries at Utrecht is given him, 
that as Occafion ihall require he might act in allThings conformable to the Queens Intentions 
therein cxprels'd. 

He carries Ijkcwife a Letter from the Queen to the King of France, wherein, among othet 
Things, it is laid, That Mr. Prior continuing to behave himfelf lb as that his Conduct may be 
entirely agreeable to the King of France, be does but literally execute the Orders the Queen had 
given him, and is a Proof of his Duty and Zeal for her Service, d N° (39.) After this thott 
Digrcmon, to return back to what was jult now mention'd, it appears that when the 
Treaty of Peace was ready to be concluded, the Advantages Great Britain was to expect and 
reap from the Endeavours of the Britifb Miniftry, to aflilt and lupport the Caufe of Franc\ 
were in a great Mcafurc unfettled and undetermined. France began to cavil, and as Lord 
Btlingbroke faid, go back from what the King had proiniled the Queen. His Lordfliip cannot 
be pcrfuaded, as he tells Mr. Prior, 1 ' That the French act either fairly or wilely, they prefs 

* us to conclude, that they may have others at their Mercy; and at the lame time they Chicane 

* with us concerning the molt effential Article of all our Treaty, and endeavour to elude an 
'Agreemcut made, repeated, confirmed. 

The two great Points of Moment in Difpute, were concerning the Filhcry at Newfonnd- 
land, and in what manner the Ceffion of Cape-Breton was to be made; the other was about 
the Treaty of Commerce. 

As to the firft, it is to be obferv'd, That in the ' Queens Infractions to the Duke oCShrmf- 
Jntry, He is di reeled, to propolc, as the Qiictn's lalt Rclblution, that She will Content to give 
and yield up to His Molt Cluiftian Majctty, the entire Poflcffion and Propriety of thclfland of 
Cape Breton, but with this cxprefs Condition, That his laid Mai'efty thall on his Pan, in con- 
fidcration of the fame, rclinquifh to Her Majefty all manner of Right to*Fiihing and drying 
Filh on the Coalt of Newfoundland, or any Part, rclerv'd to his Subjects, by the Article*) 
Sign'd at London the 1 ' 171 1.

As all thefe publick Traniactions pafs'd through the Hands of Lord Bo- 
iinrhrtkt, who, although he was Secretary of State, aded £*fr*-i>rovincially 
in all his Correfpondence with France *, fo it appears at the lame Time, 
that his Lordfhip was not the only Perfbn • in the Secret -, but that a 
greater Influence chiefly directed and governed all thefe Councils. And my 
Lord Treafurer, as in the great Afiair of Tournay, was in this Tranfaction 
the chief Conductor, as may very reafonably be concluded by fcveral Let- 
ters that Mr. Prior wrote about this Time to my Lord Treafurer, although 
Mr, Prior has not thought fit to produce one Letter from his Lordfhip to 
him. 

It is to be obferv'd, that thefe Letters to my Lord Treafurer, were cnief- 
ly wrote on the fame Days that Mr. Prior fent Difpatcbes to the Secretaries 
of State, giving an Account of his Proceedings, and defiring the Queen's Di- 
rections upon them , but it feems, he thought not that fulHcient without know- 
ing my Lord Treafwreft particular Plea fire upon them.

If yonr Committee had found among the Papers delivered by Mr. Prior %

tand, and the accepting of the> $»» Article of the Treaty of Commerce, was 
owing to his Lordfbip's immediate Orders. It fecras, however, to be a very 
extraordinary Proceeding, that the Queen's Minifters in France, acting by Her 
Authority, and under Her Inftrucrions, fhould apply to my Lord Treafurer. for 
his diftinct and pofitive Orders to releafe them trora the Qneen's Inftrtjctfons;

By good Management, the Difpute raifed ztVtrecht had been foorder'd, that 
the Minifter's of the Allies could not obtain any Conferences with thofe of France, 
till the Points in Difference were ad jutted between England and France ; by which 
Means it was February 1711-13. before, the Dutch and Frenchvitre fuffered to meet: 
And it being now the Bufinefs of France to conclude with England feparately, the 
Temper the French Plenipotentiaries appear'd in, made all Bufinefs fo impracti- 
cable, that the Britijh Plenipotentiaries were under a Neceflity of complaining of 
h to Lord Bolingbroke, and to acquaint him, February the id, 1712-13.' The French > 

* («) appear fo very uncomplying in every Point debated, and fo very forward 

* and pofitivc in their Refufal of a great many things, which the Dutch took to 

* be granted and fettled, as well by Her Majefty's Speech, as the Declarations' 
4 Jatety made by Lord St raford, that the Difappointment they met with, put them 

* ID the greateft Confternation : Keafon wasalfo given us to participate in thefe 
' Difcontents, and to regard fcveral things which appear contrary to what Her 

* Majefry has declar'd, as very unfair; yet all that could be faid prevaiFd not. 
Your Committee is not furpriz'd, that the Inftances of their Excellencies had fo 

little effect with the French Plenipotentiaries,who then expected that Orders fhould 
be fent to the Britijh Plenipotentiaries immediately to fign a feparate Peace,which, 
according to their Expectations, were fent («) Fffc.20.1712-! 3. by Mr*St.Jelm, Bro- 
ther to the Lord Bolingbroke, to Conclude and Sign with France as foon as the Duke 
of Shrewsbury mould fend them Advice that the Proportions he was to make at the 
French Court were accepted j and on the i$th Lord Bolingbroke with the utmoft Joy 
acquaints their Excellencies,* That he had received from the Duke of Shrewsbury the 

* expected Returns; and which he doubted not would have reach'd their Lordfhips. 
'He had therefore, without flaying to enter into any other Detail, difpatch'd a Cou- 
rier tothcm,to renew thofe Inftructions which he hoped were clearly enough figni- 

* fv'rf in thofe Papers which his Brother carried. He acquaints them that the Duke of 
- Shrewsbury had declarM, that their Lbrdfhips had Orders, in Cafe the French com- 
4 ply'd, as they now actually have done, to fign Her Majefty's Peace with France 
4 without further Delay ; and that his Grace had alfo declar'd, that in thisi

On the thy and zoth of March, O. S. (f) Lord Belinpbroh repeats theft pofitive 
Ord< rs, and infifts, that the Peace fhould be concluded with that Precipitation 
which Her Majcfty would have usM. And it is obfervable, that among all the 
Demands that were made, upon Account of any Prince or Potentate, none at this 
Time met with the lcaft Regard ; when*, at the fame time, the Intereft of the Prin- 
ctfsprjini is efpous'd in theftron^cft Terms : And in the fame Letter, March 3. 
O. S. (9) where his Lordfhip, fpeakmg of the Confequence of the Reiteration of the 
Elector of Bavaria to his Electorate, {ays * Her Ma jetty does not much enter ia- 
4 to the Notion of the Degradation of Hanever as a Matter of any Importance. 
His Lordfhip declares, * That the Principality in fomePart of the Stamfh Netktr- 
4 lands, with a Revenue of 30000 Crowns, demanded for the Princels Vrjtni, muft 

* be made to the Emperor, and all Parties cOnccra'd, a Condition, fme qua nets, of 
4 the General Peace.

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But the British Plenipotentiaries, who were to fign, had fome Difficulties ; and { 
they acquaint (r) Lord Bolingbroke ; 4 We could fay a great deal to juflify onr cau- 
1 tious Proceedings with the French ; and are fatisty'd, that your L.ordlhip would | 

* be of the fame Opinion, if you were to fee their Way of negotiating with all j 
4 the Allies \ And how hard it is for us to obtain here what to your Lordlhip 

4 feems impofTible the French fhould make any Difficulty to grant. ' 

The repeated Orders to the Plenipotentiaries prevail d at lafl fo far upon them, 
as to acquaint the Allies, the Queen found it necefl'ary to conclude Her own Peace • , > 

without Delay ; and that Time fhould be allow'd thole that arc not ready : But 
they ftill avoided the aftual Signing till the reft of the Allies, vvhofe Treaties 
were in a Forwardnefs, were ready to fign with them ; and, to jiftify themfelves, 
they acquaint the(j) Duke of Shrewsbury, 1 That, befides other Coufiderations, their 
4 chief Objection was, that though they had Orders to fign a particular Peace, yet 
4 their full Powers under the Great Seal, only Authored them to negotiate, agree, 
' and conclude the Conditions of a Good and General Peace, agreeable to the In- 
4 terefts of all, and each of the Allies. And what made them more averfe, was 
4 the great Importunity with which the French pufh'd them to fign feparately. Wc 
4 are furpriz'd at the Eagernefs of the French Miuifters to have us conclude with 

* them alone, when fo many of the Allies are, in a Manner, ready to join with us ; 
'■ nor an we enough apprehend the Confcquences at Home of doing it alone. 

Lord Bolingbroke, (r) who fays he has not Sagacity enough to find the Objections 
that the Plenipotentiaries had made to their ftrft full Powers, for their Satisfa- 
ction, fends them a new Commiflion, a*nd repeats to them pofitivc Orders to fign 
and conclude with France ; for which Purpofe they were to appoint a Day to dc- 
firc them to be ready; and at the fame time to prefs fuch as could not be rea- 
dy by that Day, to fix fome other on which they will fign- 

By this new Commiflion, his Lordlhip tells them t they have a Power, as before, 
trattandi convtniendiq, the Conditions of a Good and General Peace, which is no 
more than you are to do when you are to offer jointly with the Miniflers of France, 
a General Plan to the Allies. 

Thcfc Difficulties of the Plenipotentiaries made my Lord Treasurer, who ne- 
ver fail'd to exert himfclf when he found it abfolutely neceflary, think it high. 
Time to interpofe his Authority \ and accordingly March JV-i*- O) wrote to 
my Lord Strafford in this Manner , 4 I muft felicitate your Excellency upon the 
4 Succefs of all your Zeal, and the true Love you have fhewn to your Queen, 

* your Country, and Repofe of all Europe. 

4 The remaining Danger is, lea ft wc fhould fuffcr Ship-wreck in the Sight of the 
4 Port. The Nation here are Five Hundred to one for Peace. The Warriours ^ 
1 are driven from their Out-works^ the laft Retrenchment they have is Delay ; and 
4 I muft fay, this operates much here : The Ferment begins to work, and it will

* Delays provoke them further. They all feel how many Hundred Thoufand % 
4 Pounds this needlcfs Protraction cofts them. We now maintain Forty Nine 

* Thoufand effective Men by Land, and Thirty Thoufand, within a Trifle, by 
4 Sea. In the mean Time, the Merchants lie off, and will not come into Port ; 
4 the Amufementof Stories invented by the Faction, and the Corrtfpondencc and 
4 Encouragement that Party gives to their Friends to hold out, and to wait for 
4 . fome unhappy Accident that may unravel all which is done.- Add to this, the 
4 ill Humour which will grow in Members, by being kept fo long to Town idle; 

* and, in one Word, all that has been unfettlcd for many Days, is not worth 
4 one Day's Charge England is at extraordinarily by this Delay. I find this feerrrs 
4 to be the prevailing univerfal Opinion here ; and that France has acquitted her 
4 felf, the only Stop is now at Utrecht. \ But this Stop did not now remain long; 
and as his Lordfhip never yet appeared in vain, all further Obftru&ions at V- 
trecht Were after this foon removed- April thei/f-nri, 1713- the Treaties of 
Peace and Commerce between Great Britain and France were fign'd, between two 
and three in the Afternoon. This Example was follow'd by fcveral of ti c Al- 
lies, who came dropping in one after another : And laft of all, when it was in 
vain to holdout any longer, the Dutch about Midnight figu'd their Treaties of 

Peace , 
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Peace and Commerce ; and the Emperor and Empire alone, chofe 'rather to bear 
the whole Weight of the War, than fubmit to fuch diradvantazebus'and dif- 
honourahfe Terms as had been carv'd out for them by England an$ France. 

The Peace being thus fettled between Great Britain and France, your Committee 
find, from the Negotiation which remained frill to be cajry'd on wtthtyww, that 
the Queen's Plenipotentiaries did faffer a Claufe to be infer ted at the End of: the 
tyh Article of the Peace with Spain, whereby they gay jj a Pretejoice to xhcSpjnp- 



ards to claim a Right to fifli at Newfoundland.

This Claim of the Spaniards is coojtrary to the 7th and tth Articles of the Treaty 
made with that Crown by Sir William Godolphm, Zth-itob Inly 1670.

*tW Committee find themfclves at a Lofs to account for tneReafons that prevailed 
with the Miniftry to admit the Infertion of this Article ; and upon this Occafion 
the^tmriX themfelves oblig'd to acquaint the Houfc, that they find very few Foot- 
fteps remaining of the whole Tranlaction, relating to Commerce with Spain. It 
appears^ that the Management of .it was entrufted with Mr. GtlUngham, an Iri(h 
Papift,' 1 who" was fent thither for that Purpofe •, for which Reafon Lord Ltxingtom, 
in his Letter* to Lord Dartmouth, frequently excufes bjmfelf for .not writing up- 
on tint !_ , .t, Mr. GiBingbam giving fuch full Accounts of the Matter; notwith- 
standing which, no one Letter irom Mr. GtHmgkam to the Secretary Offut can be 
found;, and the Committee are indue'd to believe, that this whole traafeftjon was 
carry 'd on by another Way. From a Letter of Lord Lexington to Lord Dartmouth of 
January the 9th 171I. (n») wherein bis LordAiip, fpeafcingof the Bufinefs of Com- 
mcrcc, fays, ' Mr. GWngham gives an Account of the Steps we have made, fo t 
•jJoftiirouble you with them again ; Jtnowing that what .goes xo myXaj^JV^/W, 
« is/he-frnie as to your fclf. ... \ '■ . '* ■• From 
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From this Paflage it appears evident to your Committee, that a Corrcfpon- 
dence was carry'd on between the Earl of Oxford and Mr. .Gtlliagbam, in relation 
to oar Treaty of Commerce with Spain. But for want of the Papers which pafs'd 
between them upon this Subjcft, your Committee is like wife at a Loft to find 
what Motives could induce the Brihjh Miniftry to admit fo efieotial an Alteration 
of the Treaty of Commerce, Ggn'd by the Queen's Plenipotentiaries, as is made 
by the Three Explanatory Articles, as they are call'd, which are added to the fud 
Treaty, and are, in an unprecedented Manner, inferted in the Ratification of it ; 
nothwithftanding it doth not appear, they had ever been confeoted to, much Ids 
fign'd, by any of the Queen's Plenipotentiaries ; amongft other very material Dis- 
advantages to which thefc Articles (object our Merchants, your Committee is in- 
formal, that, by Virtue of them, Spain does actually at this Time demand of our 
Merchants Fourteen ptr Cent, on Account of Cantos, Miiones, and Jttcavdas y * 
over and above Fifteen per Cent, which they exact for other Duties, (Ab. ,44. ) 
which added to them, amounts to no lefs than Twenty Nine per Cent, whereas, 
'tis notorious, that, during the Reign of King Cnarles II. of Spain, the whole Do- 
ties exacted, and paid by our Merchants for all Goods imported to the fcveral 
Ports of Spain, computed by an Avaiage, did never exceed Ten per Cent, but ra- 
ther fell fhortof it- By what Management thefe Articles were ratified, and how 
legal and warrantable it was to affix the Great Seal to Articles fo pernicious in 
their Contents, and fo irregularly offer'd, your Committee muft (about to the 
Confideration of the Houfe. 

Your Committee having thus gone through the chief Tranfa&ions relating to 
the Negotiations of Peace and Commerce, proceed to offer to the Houfe what 
they have found material in the Papers referr'd to them concerning the Cat 4- ' 
Ions. 

After feveral unfuccefsful Attempts by the Way of Portugal, and the Defigo 
upon Cadiz., to fettle King Charles on the Throne of Spa.n ■, and that the Confede- 
rate Fleet had appear'd before Barcelona in 1704. without the defiVd Succefs ; Her 
Majefiy, in the Beginning of the Year 170c. fent Mr. Crowe asHcr Minifter to Genoa, 
with private Iultruftions which are here anncx'd,(*)f No 45 Jto the following EfTict: 
4 That Her Majefty being inform'd, that the People of Catalonia were enclin'o to caft 
■ off the Yoke impos'd 00 them by the French • and by withdrawing themfelves from 

* the Power of the Duke of Anjon, to return to the Obedience of the Houfe of 
' Anuria, was defirous to maintain and improve that good Difpofition in them \ and 
4 to induce them to put the fame fpeedily in Execution, had made Choice of 

* him to carry on fo great a Work for the Advantage of Her Service, and the 
' Good of the Common Caufe. He is therefore order'd to repair to Genoa, 

' Leghorn, or fuch other neutral Country or Place, as he lhould judge moft proper, ► 

* tor carrying on Her Majcfty's Service in this particular ; and to treat with the 

* Catalans, or any other People of Spain, about their coming into the Intereft of 

' Charles the Third of Spain, and joining with Her Majefty and Her Allies. For that , 

* Purpofe he is to inform himfelf, what Number of Forces they will raife, and 

* what they expert (ball be fent to aflift them : If any of the Nobility infill up- 

* 00 a Sum of Money to be advane'd to them, he muft allure them, he does not 

* doubt but he (hall be impower'd to remit to them whatfoever is necefTary and 

* reafonable for their Support, as foon as they are actually in the Field : That he 
4 fhall give the Catalans, or other Spaniards^ Affurances of Her Majefty's utmoft 

* Endeavours to procure the Eftablilbmcnt of all fuch Rights and Immunities as 

4 they have formerly enjoy'd under the Houfe of Anflria : That She has, for their j 

* further Satisfaction, fent to King Charles the Third, for Powers for confirming 

* the fame to them ; and that She is willing, if they inlift on it, to give Her 4 
' Guarranty that it fhall be done. 

Mr. Crowe had alfo a Commiffion ( y) (No. 46. ) of the fame Date with his Inftru- 
ctions, to treat with the Catalans upon the Terms beforementioned, upon this 
exprefs Condition on their Side, that they (hould acknowledge, and receive 
King Charles as lawful King of Spain, and utterly renounce the Houfe of Bour- 
bon. 

He had with this, credential Letters, (x.) (No. 47.) Sign'd by the Queen, direct- 
ed to the Nobility, Magiftrates, and all Officers Civil and Military, of Cata- 
tonia, defiring them to depend upon the Proraifes he fhould make them in Her » 
Name. 

' The 

(*) 7tb March, I7°4*5- Cataian Bn>^, ftt. Iff. (y) Dn:», ftt. (*) M 
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The Earl of Peterborow, and Sir Chudefly Shovel, by their Inflections, 
N°. (48). dated May 1. 170?. are likewife order'd to ufe their Endeavours*"^;' 
to induce the Catalans to join with them in their Undertakings, and to animate 
that People to profecute their Liberty with more Vigour ; they are empow- 
er'd to allure them of the Queen's Support, and ropromifc them in the Queen's 
Name, that (he will fecure them a Confirmation of their Rights and Privileges 
from the King of Spain, that they may be fettled on a lafting Foundation to 
them and their Pofterities. But left Perfwafions alone fliould not prevail, they 
are ordered, in Cafe the Catalans make no fuitable Return to thefe kind Offers, 
to annoy the Towns on the Coaft of Spain, and to reduce them by Force. 

In Conformity to thefe Inftructions, a Declaration was drawn here, and de- 
liver'd by Mr. Secretary Harky to the Earl of Peterborow, for his Lordfhip to 
publifli in Spain, full of Affurances in the Queen's Name, of Support, and of 
their Liberties on the one hand, and Threats on the other ; which Declaration 
his Lordfhip, on his Arrival in Spain, did accordingly publifli, N* (49). 

The Succefs of that Expedition needs not be here particularly mention'd. 
KingCfcwto, in his Letter to the Queen, oiOthber az. 170c. gives an Ac- 
count of them, and what they were owing to, viz.. " The Anurances of your 
" Majefty's generous Protection, upon which my Subjects in Catalonia expofe 
" their Lives and Fortunes. 

No Want of Fidelity or Zeal for the Common Caufe, during a long War, 
that abounded with extraordinary Turns of Fortune, was ever objected to 
thefe People ,• on the contrary, they received to the laft the Applaufes of the 
Aliies, and All usances repeated to them by every General and Minifter that 
was fent from Great Britain to that Country ,that they (hould never be abandon'd. 

When the Queen enter'd into feparate Meafures of Peace, Lord Lexington 
was fent Ambaflador to Spain, at which time, confidering the Circumftances 
of King Philips Affairs, and the Obligations he had then received from the 
Queen, the Catalan Privileges, if plainly demanded and infifted upon, could 
not have been refufed, and without it, could never be expected to be granted 
to a People fo remarkably zealous for the Common Caufe. 

But his Lordfhip's Inftruftions, N° (yoj, inftead of directing him to infift 9?' J 2*« 
upon this, as a Condition of the Queen's Coming into the Peace, order him J,J " 
only to Reprefmt to the Court of Spain, that k is no lefs for the King s Intereft, 
than for the Queen's Honour, that a general Amnefty without Exception bp 
granted to all Spaniards who have adher'd to the Houfe of Aupia, and in a par- 
ticular manner to the Catalan,, with regard to their Perfons, Eftates, Digni- 
ties and Privileges. 

Thefe Inftructions, tho very defective, were not complied with ; for Lord «••»'• ™*i 
Lexington, in the 1 1 th Article of his Paper, which is call'd Demands, N» (y ij, * '* 9 ' 
dcliver'd to the Court of Spain, upon his Arrival there, exprelTes himfelf thus ; 
" That the Queen prays his CathoHck Majefty, that a general Amnefty with- 
" out Exception be granted ; but leaves out the Words in his Inftruaions witb 
regard to their Perfons, Eftates, Dignities and Privileges. 

The King's Anfwer was, ** That the General Amnefty relating entirely to 
" the General Peace, was not proper for the prefent Treaty ; and therefore he ; " 
u leaves it to be then treated of \ that his Majefty will make Ufe of his great 
* Clemency, provided the Queen will contribute to the Safety, to the Repofe, 
u and to the Interefts of fo many faithful Subjects, who, according to their 
<c Duty, had followed his righteous Caufe in Flanders, and in all the Parts of 
" balj i and that an exprefs Article be inferted in the Peace, wherein it lhall 
" be declared, That all Subjects who have done their Duty, by adhering to 
" his Catholick Majefty, lhall be eftablifh'd in their Eftates and Honours, of 
" what Nature foever they be, which they enjoyed when they were under his 
<c Obedience; and that they may mortgage, exchange or fell, at their Plea- 
M fure and that they lhall have full Liberty to continue in the Service of their 
" King ; and that neither upon this Pretext, or any other whatfoeter, they 
** ftali receive the leaft Prejudice, or the leaft Harm in their Eftates and 
" Honours, or any Moleftation whatever ; and that any Municipal Law to the 
t( contrary (if there be any fuch) (hall be made void by the Treaty of Peace. 

Lord Lexington tranfmits this Anfwer to England, which, tho* containing a 
direct Refufaf at prefent of what was defired, and only General Affurances of 
Clemency from the King, on Conditions that could not poffibly be expe&ed 
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Cat. Book, to be complied with ; yet his Lordfhip in his Letter to Lord Dartmouth, writes 
/•*5. Word, That the nth Article ( which is this about the Catalans) was agreed td 
and thinks what they defireis butjuftice : And then goes on,- " Thus, My 
" Lord, 1 have finilh'd my Negotiation in the beft Manner I could, and 
" hope \i will be to her Majefties Satisfaction. 
U Dm. ^ No Diifatisfaftion was fhewn by the Miniftry in England, either with this 
Letter'! Manner of Negotiating, or the Fruit lefnefs of it, but he is ordered to proceed 
Li Lex- » n tbe Bufinefs, both as it was an A & of Humanity, Which every one to the uc- 
ington. moft of their Power ought to promote j and that the Intereft of the King ot 
Cat.

Lord Lexington is 
hereupon order'd to infift again upon it, in the ftrongeft Manner imaginable ; 
that when the King of Sfain isconvine'd of her Majefty's Steadineis, and the 
Firmnefs of her Refolution to adhere to this Demand, no doubt he will yield 
to what has been fo folemnly promis'd, and is in it felf fo reasonable. That 
the Marquis de Monteleone, being reftrain'd by his Inftructions from treating up- 
on this Point, the Negotiating of it muft entirely lie upon Lord Lexington.

But to return to the Catalans. Nor did the Minifters fhew that Zeal for the 
Queen's Honour as might be expected, but plainly gave this Matter up.

** Privileges, which the King of Spain will give them (in exchange for their

" a Capacity of holding thofe beneficial Employments the King has to beftow 
" in America, which, fays his Lordfhip, are of infinitely greater Value to 
" thofc who intend to live in a due Subjection to Authority. 

Lord Lexington alfo, inftead of Supporting the Catalan Privileges, treated ^ ^ 
the People as Rebels, and to induce Spain to make .Peace with Portugal, pots jngton to 
Monficur Orry in mind of the neceffity Spain is in oT withdrawing their Troops Mr.Oity.

Notwithstanding the King of Spain s former refufal. Lord Lexington is again 
dirc&ed to infill upon the Catalan Privileges, and is again told. That the Co. /• 6» 
Queen thought her felf obliged by the ftrongeft Ties, viz,, thofe of Honour w I 9 ' 
and Confcience, to infift upon it, for a People whom the Neceffity of the War 
had obliged her to draw into her Intereft. His Lordfhip had fign'd the Treaty 
with Spam before thefe Orders to pre lent another Memorial arrived. 

He thereupon acquaints the Marquis of Bedmar, that he was forry he was 
obiig'd to do any thing which he knew was againft the King's Sentiments, 
but having receiv'd exprefs Orders, he muft follow his Duty, and prefenu 
the following Memorial.

Ld Lex- ftry's Attachment to his Interefts, and that the beforemention'd Tics of the 
L<? Dart- Queen's Honour and Confciencc were of no Force with them when oppofed 
mouth, to his Denies, he takes a further Step, and directly propofes to Lord Lexington, 
Do.f.nj. that the Queen would aflGft him with Ships to block up Barcelona. N* (c6). 

His Lordfhip's Anfwer was, That he was affraid this Propofal would meet 
with this Difficulty, That her Majefty would be very unwilling to lend her 
Ships to exterminate a People that had taken up Arms in a great meafure at the 
Inftigation of her Minifters ; and that fhe would thir.k flic had done enough ro 
gTatify the King, in not infilling upon the preferving for them their antienc 
Liberties, without helping to deftroy them. But the Regard the Miniftry had 
to this Requeft of the King, will afterwards appear. 

The French AmbafTadorand the Princefs its Urfitts propofed to Ld Lexington, 
and the Night before he left Afairii, the King fent for him, and engaged him 
to write a Letter, concerted with, and approved by the King, to the Regency 
£>.>./. if 9. of "Barcelona, N° (f 7) advifmgthem to fubmit tbemfelvesto their King. His 
Lordfliip alfures them of his conftant Endeavours to do the beft he could for 
them ; that God had not permitted him to do more than he had done : That if 
they would take their Refolutions foon, before he was out of Spain, he would 
write for them in the manner they fhould defire ; and concludes his Letter with 
new AfTurances of his Concern for their Interefts. 

To make this appear the more friendly to them, he tells them, he had en- 
truftedtheConfulat Meant to get this Letter conveyed to them, uponfome 
Pretence or other ; tho' a Duplicate of it was alfo fent to the Count of Ltebe- 
raine, one of the King of Spain's General's before the Town, with Direction 
to have it fent in as by a Defer ter, without his Knowledge. N° (c 8.) 
- . Mr. Bttreh, his Lordfhip's Secretary, amongft other Reafons, gives this for 
writing this Letter j That if the Catalans had a mind to accommodate, the 
Queen would have the Mediation ; and if they had not, that then the Court of 
Spain would fee,that her Majefty would be always ready to ferve them. N a (c?J. 

But this Artifice to induce the Catalans to abandon their Defence in hopes 
of his Lordfhip's good Offices, had no efteft upon Men determined to die for 
the Liberty of their Country. 

Nothing but Force could extort that from them ; and therefore Sir Patrick 
Dj.f.tisLawlefs, in September, 1713. prefents a Memorial, N°(6o.) to the fame effect 
with what was propofed the Month before to Lord Lexington in Spain, fetting 
forth that the Catalans and ALtjorcans had not fubmitted themfelves to the King's 
Obedience, and interrupted all Commerce and Correfpondencc in the Me- 
diterranean, and fubmits it to the Conflderation of the Queen, not only as 
Guarantee of the Treaty of Evacuation, but as it concerned the Interefts of 
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Gnat Britain, and therefore his Catholick Majefty hopes the Queen wiH order a 
Squadron of her Ships to reduce his Subjects to their Obedience, and thereby cora- 
pleat the Tranquillity of Spain, and of the Mediterranean Commerce. 

As foon as the Seafon of the Year would permit, a Fleet is accordingly fkted out 
for the Mediterranean, under the Command of Sir Janus Wijhart, whofe flrft In- 
ftruAions bear Date 28 Feb. and the Additional 18 March, 1714. by which N'DhtofoL 
(61, & 62.) he is ordered to inforce a ftrie} Obfervance of the Treaty of Evacuati- & 
on in all its Parts, upon any Complaints of the Queen's Subjects, of Interruptions 1 JX " 
of Commerce, or Depredations by the Veffels of Catatonia. Majorca, Sardinia, Na- 
pits, and other Places, to demand Reftirution ; and in cafe of Refufal, to makeRe- : 
prifals. To repair with the Fleet before Barcelona, then befieged by the Enemy and 
demand immediate Payment of the Value of the Queen's Stakes in the Town/ or a 
fufficient Security for Payment in fome reafonable time. To take care to time his 
Arrival before the Town, according to the Advices from Lord Bingley, then de- 
figned to be fent to Spain ; By the ftrongeft Reprefentations to induce the Regency 
ot Barcelona to accept of the Terms that mall be obtained for them. To take all the 
neceffary Meafures purfuant to the Queen's Intention* to put an end to the Confufi- 
onsthat now reign in thofc Parts : And all proper Methods of Perfwafion to induce 
the Inhabitants of Majorca to fubmit to the Terms that (hall be offered them ; and 
in cafe of Refufal, to employ his Squadron in countenancing andafltfting all At- 
tempts which may be made for reducing them to a due Obedience. 

It may not be improper in this Place, to take notice, , 

ifi. That altho'the Queen had engaged her felf by the Treaty of Evacuation, to 
interpofe her good Offices in the moft effeaual manner, to obtain the Catalan/ their 
Liberties, yet inftead thereof the moft effectual Methods wereufed to the contrary, 
and Mr. Prior acquainted Monlieur Torn, that the Queen was aflurcd the Catalans 
would fubmit upon the Terms before offered by the King of Spain, without fo much n 0 r 
as mentioning their antient Privileges any more.

* pretty plain that a reafonable Accommodation might be made, as he expreffes it 
' with thatTurbulent People. N* ( 64.) What was called Turbulency in the Catalans 
may appear by their Anfwer to the Duke of Popoli, the King of Spain's General, who 
fummoned them to furrender. They told him,they would die rather than be Slaves* 
but if their antient Liberties were confirmed to them, they would open their Gates' 
and receive him with all Gladnefs. 

The Houfe of Lords exprefs'd their Concern in a publick Manner for the Mife- 
ries of the Catalans, and by their Addrefs to the Queen, April 1714. made it 
their moft humble and earned Requeft to her Majefty, * Thar She would be gra- 

* cioully pleas'd to continue her Interpofition in the moft preffing manner, that 
1 the Catalans may have the full Enjoyment of their juft and ancient Privileges 
' continued to them. 

Her Mjjeftv's Anfwer was, ' That at the time fhe concluded her Peace with 

* Spain,{hc refolved to ufe her Interpofition upon every occafion for obtaining thofe 

* Liberties, and to prevent, if poffible, the Misfortunes to which that People are 
' expofed by the Conduct of thofe more nearly concerned to help them. 

Hereupon, for Form's fake, and to allay the Indignation conceived againft the A**/'?*' 
Miniftry by the People in general, who compaffionated the Calamities of thofe 
who fought for Liberty, the Demand of the Catalan Privileges is again put down in 
Ld Bingley's loftrudions, who was before ordered to go to Spain, but was never fent. 

So that the only Favour obtained from the Miniftry by this earneft Addrefs of 
the Houfe of Lords, in behalf of the Catalans, was an intimation fent by Lord Baling- J" 
broke to the Admiral, not to appear before Barcelona, nor to attack the Majorcans, till JtuJ 
he fhould hear from Lord "BtngUj, and receive Directions from England. And alfo Wifhart. ' 
a Letter from his Lordfhip to Mr. Grimaldo, above two Months after the Addrefs, Do. f.191: 
tho' the Town was inverted at the Time of making it, wherein he nukes a kind and* n r 
friendlyXomplaint, as he terras it, that the Catalan Privileges had not been yet. 
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grantei them, nor iny reaionable Terms offered, which they muft either have ac- 
cepted, or forfeited the Queen's CompafSon, and that of the whole World. 

The Admiral had alfo his Scruples, whether his Orders, couch'd In ambiguous 
Terms, would juftifie him in attacking Barcelona. He therefore writes to Lord Bolin*- 
Dittgf. ^ rfl 4 e an d Lord B/ag/fy upon it, and mbmits it to Lord Bi«f^;'s Confideration, whe- 
'* ther the Catalans might not refufe Conditions that may be moft advantagious, if they 
find he is not to ad by Force ; and defires that his Orden to act before BarctUma y zi&iev 
by Force or otherwise, may be very plain and clear, aiTuring him that he will moft 
punctually obey thofe already given him, and fuch as he mall hereafter receive. 

When Sir James iVilhart arrived at Cadiz., he gave the Governour a Lift of the Ships 
under his Command lor the Mediterranean Service, who fent ic immediately to Ma~ 
D*.f t99'JriJ j but tho' feveraj Meflages came from Court to the Governour during the Admi- 
ral's ftay there, no one Compliment was made him, to fignifie his Arrival was wel- 
come, or any Queft ion asked, about what Services he was to perform, which a little 
fhrprized him that asfoon as they had an Account at Madrid, of his Arrival at CaJh^ 
Mr.Orr; wasdifpatch'd to Catalonia vrith full Power to treat with tbs»Catalaeu ; fb that, 
fays he, it would appear, that tho' the King of Spain has all the Advantage of the 
Queen's Ships, as much as if they were actually before Barcelona, by reprefenting 
to thofe People, which they very well know, our Arrival in theft Pares, and how 
far we are on our way to the Mediterranean, yet the King would not feem to owe 
the Succcfs of fuch Agreement to the Queen and her Ship;, but to France only. ■, 
But this Negotiation of Mr. Orrj failing of Succefs, by the Catalans refufing to 
fubmit without having their Liberties granted them, obliged the Court of Spam to 
take more Notice than otherwife they were inclined to do of the Admiral, who 
from Alicant writes to Lord BingUj, then expected at Madrid, That he had received 
^/*°J. a very civil Letter from Mr. Grimaldo, who fent hirrythe King's Order for exempt- 
ing the Provifions for the Fleet from paying any Duty. He tells him, that this Ex- 
emption was ufually granted to the Admiral himfelf that commanded, but being a 
Trifle, he fubmits it to his Lordfliip's better Judgment, whether the granting him 
this, might not be a means to prevent any Thing that might be intended by the 
Court at Madrid more to his Advantage, and leaves it to his Lordfliip's Confidera- 
tion what may be moft for his Intereft at that Placej and hopes by his Friendfliip 
to rind fome Marks of Favour from thence, in regard to his Expence in this Expe- 
dition, fo much intended for their Service, and for which he has 00 allowance 
from home but his Pay, which will not defray half his Charges. N° (6f .J 

In another Letter of Sir Janus Wifcart to Lord B'sngky, he acquaints his Lordfbip, 
that tho' he had formerly defired him to move the King of Spain, that the Grant 
of Exemption of Duties for Provifions for the Fleet might be made to himfelf, yet upon 
farther Cohfideration of the Matter, which is but of fmall Moment, and may ap- 
pear greater at the Court of Spain and England than really it is, he defires his Ex- 
cellency, not to take any Notice of it, but let it ftand as it does i and defires hit 
Bo./.toj. Excellency's Countenance and A (fi fiance upon any other Occafion that the Court 
of Madrid might take to exprefs their good Will to him. N 0 (66.) Nor was it long 
before the Admiral gave the Court of Sfain more particular Proofs that he was not 
unworthy of their expected Favours. 

After Barcelona had been invefted a confiderable Time by the Spaniards, and redu- 
ced to great Difficulties for want of Provifions, the French King, tho' engaged with 
the Queen by the Treaty of Evacuation, to employ his good Offices in the moft 
effectual manner, in favour of the Catalan Liberties, thought fit to fend his Troops 
againft them, commanded by Marfhal Berwick, who opened the Trenches before 
Barcelona the firft of July, O. S. 1714. And on the Eighth of the fame Month, 
Sir James fVifhart, in the Queen's Name, writ them a threaming Letter, N* (67) 
f.nj. directed to the Deputies, and others who pofTefs'd the Government there, telling 
them, that Complaints had been made of their difhirbing the Commerce of the 
Queen's Subjects, and that they had infolently prefumed to take, carry up, and 
plunder their Ships, and ufed the Men in a barbarous manner ; he had therefore 
thought fit to fend Captain Gordon with two Men of War, to reprefent to them thefe 
unwarrantable and prefumptuous Proceedings, and by the Queen's Command de- 
mands immediate Satisfaction for the fame, and the Punifhmcnt of the Officers of 
the Ships with the utmoft Severity. If this be not punctually complied with, he 
leaves it to themfelves to judge what the Confequences may be. 

The Deputies returned Anfwer, N° (68) that only .one of thofe Veflels men- 
/• tioned in Captain Gordon's Memorial, was taken by them into Barcelona, being la- 
' den with Salt, for which they paid the Price immediately to the Captain of it ; 
* that being befieged, they thought they might do fo with Juftice, and by the 
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Law of Nations ; that they were far from living like Pirates, as their Enemies 
fuggefted in order to diftrefs them, by preventing any ones coming with Provi- 
fions for their Relief,- that what Englifh Veflels had entred their Port with Provi- 
fions, had been well treated, and had freely fold their Merchandise, and at a 
higher Price than they could have got any where elfe ; that they had paid them 
with their belt fort of Money, and to all their Satisfa&ions j that they had that 
Day publiflied an Order, forbidding upon Pain of Death any of their Ships to 
moleft any Englifh, even tho' they were going with Provifion to the Enemy. 
' They hope his Excellency will be fatisfied with thejr ConduA, which is con- 
formable to the Rights of People that are befieged j alluring him, that when they 
(hall know of any of their Ships, either with Commiffion, or without, that (hall 
have caufed the leaft Damage to any Englifb, they will not only immediately in- 
fli<a a rigorous Punifliment, but repair all the Damage, defiring to live in the good 
Correfpondence they have had with his noble and generous Nation, with the ut- 
moft Deference for the Queen, and ready to obey his Excellencies Orders with 
all Affedion and Refpect, 

The Government of Barcelona, in their Extremity writ another Letter to the Ad- 
miral, dated Jnlj 2;, N° (69) fetting forth, ' That his Excellency very well 
knew that the Engagement Catalonia entred into to receive Charles the Third for 
their King, was founded on the Protedion of the High Allies, but moft particu- 
larly of England, without which they were not capable of undertaking fo great an 
Enterprise. That they had for feven Years together endeavoured to ferve the 
Englifh Nation in every Thing it was poffible for them to doj by contributing 
Troops and confiderable Sums of Money without Intereft. And tho' they had 
pleafed themfelves with the Thoughts of the Happinefs to be always Subjects of 
Charles III. yet by the ordinary Change to which Human Affairs are liable they 
now fee the Troops of the Duke of Anjou aided by the French, Matters of all the 
Principality except Barcelona and Cardona, committing through the whole the molt 
execrable Hottilities, Burnings and Plunderings, without (paring the Effufion of 
innocent Blood, and without DiftinAion of Age or Sex. 
' That for a Year together the Enemies Army had opprefted Barcelona by Sea and 
Land, making them continually fufler the Calamity of fo long a Blocade during 
which Time the Enemies have thrown Fourteen Tboufand Bombsinto the Town, 
which have ruined the greateft part of the Houfes ; that now they expeft to be at? 
tacked in Form, and that in Twenty four Hours the Town will be batter'd in 
Breach. They cannot exprefs their Affliction, to fee the Danger of the Inhabitants 
expofed to be the Victims of that Cruelty with which the Enemy threatens to treat 
them. Having no Comfort left, they fly to the Queen of Great Britain, befeech- 
ing Her Protection by the inclofed Letter to Don Oalanafes, their Envoy at Ian- 
Jon ; and in the mean Time, till an Anfwer can come, they befeech his Excellency 
from their Souls to mediate with the French Troops who oppreft them, for a Suf- 
penfion of Arms, fince the Congrefs at Baden now fitting to conclude of a General 
Peace, may (till determine this Affair ; they doubt not that his Mediation will be 
able to procure them this Relief, fince his Squadron is fuperior to that of the Ene- 
my . They fee no other Remedy in Nature for their Misfortunes, and therefore 
hope his Excellency ^wUl not refufe them, that if Catalonia bas merited any Thing 
by its Services, and4y its Conjunction with the Englijh Nation, this is the Time 
to receive the Fruits of it j that it is worthy of his Excellency to comfort the 
Affli&ed, and not to deny them this Favour in their great Neceffity. / 
How the Admiral was afteded with this Letter may appear by one of his to Lord 
Bi»£/< r , dated Aug. 7. N° (70), wherein he acquaints him, ' That Mt.Grimaldo had c 
fignified to him from the King of Spain, that all the King's Ships of War being 
employ'd before Barcelona, his Majefty could not fend any of them to meet his 
Flota then coming home ; and therefore defired the Admiral to fend three of his 
upon that Service", which was accordingly complied with. Of this he had acquain- 
ted Lord Bolinghroke, and hoped to meet with her Ma jetty's Approbation. 

The Catalans thus abandoned, and given upto their Enemies, contrary to Faith and 
Honour, were not however wanting to their own Defence, but appealing to Heaven, 
and hanging up at the High Altar the Queen's folemn Declaration to protect them, 
underwent the ucmoftMiferies of a Siege, during which, what Multitudes pcrifhed 
by Famine and the Sword? how many have fince been executed? and how many Per- 
form of Figure are ftill difperfed about the Spmifh Dominions in Dungeons, is torn 
well known to need any Relation. 

It is hoped however, that the Calamities of the Catalans, will not be imputed to 
Great Britain in general, abufed by the Miniftry, wkh repeated Affurances, that 
every thing was doing for the Preftrvation of that unfottnnate People. The 
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The Committee find frequent Notice* and Mention made of the Abbot Gault ier, who, 
altho' he does not appear to have had any publick Character, refided in England daring the 
greatefi part of this Negotiation, and upon extraordinary Occafions, wis very often fent 
backward and forward. 

Bat the Share that he bad in the more publick Transitions, was not his only Bufinefs. 
It is evident, that fome Negotiations, which required more than ordinary Privacy, were 
verbally tranlacted, and upon all fuch Occaftons, Abbot Gaultitr was the Perfon to whom 
the French and Engli/b Mini Hers mutually rcferr'd each other. 

And as of Neceffity nothing could be a greater Secret than all Matters relating to the 
Pretender, this Province was particularly allotted to Abbot Gaultitr, that thro' his Hands, 
and under his Conveyance, by French Couriers going continually betwixt France and Eng- 
land, fuch Practice* might be carried on with great Safety, which in any other manner 
bad been too dangerous an Undertaking. 

The firft Time that any fecret Negotiation is ex pre fly referr'd to Abbot Gaultitr, it 
found in a Letter already taken Notice of, where Mr. St. John, March 4. 17-ri- tells Mr. 
Torcy, * He had deferr d writing to him of late, till he might write with Certainty, till 
' the neceifary Difpofitions were made among our People at home, and till the Queen 
' had taken the only Resolution which coold bring us in a (hort time to a good andlblid 
' Peace. I have now the Satisfaction to tell you, that this Refolut ion is taken, and that 

* Mr. /fer/ry will carry with him this Night, or to Morrow Morning, the final Inftru- 

* ctions of the Qjcen to her Plenipotentiaries. 1 refer my felf to Mr. Gaultitr, to explain 

* to yon more at large the Subject of this Gentleman's Commiftion, and what the Queen 

* hopes his moll Chriftian Majefly will do to co-operate with her. 

The Committee having oblerved, at the Beginning of this Report, that feveral Letters 
and Papers are wanting, which by the Circumftances of Time and Matters then depend- 
ing, appear to be of Moment and Confequence : it is not to be expected, that thole who 
have been fo careful to fupprefs Matters of lefs Importance, would leave behind them any 
Transitions that might tend openly and directly to favour and fupport the Caufe of the 
Pretender. 

But as the Committee basobferv'd feveral Pa flages which area plain Indication of the 
Tendernefs and Regard with which the Caufe andPerfon of the Pretender were treated, 
as often as mention^ *, They have thought fit to bring them together, and lay them be- 
fore the Houfe in one View. 
Vol. 8. There is a Piper that was left in Lord B»imgbroke'% Clofet, dated at VerfaiUei, the 24/ip 
fd. 24. of September, 1711. cndors'd, as other Office-Papers ufually are. It gives an Account, 
that the Pope's Nuntio had in his L a it Audience of the King made the following Declaration. 
' The Court of Rome being fully inform d, that France was endeavouring to procure a 
4 Peace upon the raoft advantagious Terms that was pofiiblc, and being perfwaded, that if 
1 the Peace Ihould be made, England would not fuller that the King of Franct ffiould per-. 

4 mit the Prince of Walts to continue in bis Realms \ the Court of Rome offlrs to the 
1 King of Franct to give this Prince an Azylum at Rome, or in any other Part of the Ecde^ 
' fiaftick Dominions. 

Tel j. To which the King of France return'd in anfwer, * That an AxxUm for the Prince of 

* Wales would be no Obftacle to the Peace. That if the Allies did truly defign to make 
' a Peace, he would accept of any reafonable Propofuions they ffiould make, and in this 
« Cafe an Article for the Prince of Wales would be inferred in tbe Treaty. 

June 7. 1 71a. The Biffiop of Bnfiol giving an Account to Lord Bolingbroke of fome Dip- 
eourfe he had with fome of the Minifters of the Allies, fays, * Monfieur Combruck, one of 
' the Emperor's Plenipotentiaries, kept alfo within the Terms of Decency, fave only that 
' he took it for granted, that one great End of all this Management on our part, was to 

* bring in the Pretender; which Apprehenfton one of the Minifters of tbe States lately 

* own d in private Difcourfe,to have been the fundamental Realo r^of a ll their Conduct of late, 
it cannot be forgot what great Strefs and Weight wjslaid upjfche Rcmovil of the Pre- 
tender outol the Dominions of France. This was what all the Nation with great Juft ice 
expected, and what the Queen declared was taken Care of, as an additional Security to the 
Proteftant Succeffion. 

But his removing out of Franct, and being permitted to refide in Lorrain, was not only 
a great Surprize to all the Nation, but was received with fuch juft Indignation, that the 
Parliament addrefs'd the Qieen upon this Occafion, * That fhe would infift upon his Re- 

* movalfrom Lorrain, that Refidence being equally or more dangerous to Great Britain, 
1 than his Abode in France'. Her Majefly s Anfwer, That fix would repeat her Jnfiances, 
occafwn'd in the Houfe of Lords a becoming Refentment, that the Duke of Lerratn ffiould 

Kefurae to receive and entertain the Pretender to ber Majefty's Crown, in Defiance to bee 
ajefty 's Application to tbe contrary. But it will now appear in what Manner the Re- 
moval of the Pretender out of France was tranfacted and fettled, and that his refiding in 
Lerrain was not only with tbe Approbation, but even by the Direction and Appointment 
of the EngUjb Miniftry. Mr. St. John, in his Letter to Mr. de Torcy, of the of May, 
1 712. OS. when he fent him over tbe Conditions upon which her Majefly would make 
thofe Important and Decifive Declarations to Parliament, concludes that Letter with fay- 
ing, « He hopes, that, with the general Repofe we fhall fee reviv'd in a few Weeks, a good 

* Underftanding between two Nationsj which may become to each other the molt 

* ufeful Friends, for the fame Reafons they have been the molt formidable Enemies. The 

* Queen commands me to tell yon, that (be hopes when you fend an Anfwer to this Letter, 

5 we ffiall have an Account that the Chevalier had begun his Journey. I« 
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In Anfwer to this,Monficr it Torey fays to my Lord Bolingbroke,(*y You may af- 
' fure the<^ucen that the Chevalier is ready to depart at a Moments Warning, if 
4 he did but know where he was to go, and in what Place he might be in Safety. 

* I own to you, that I know no Prince who is witling to receive him, for Fear of 
4 difpleafing the Queen, or other Powers; ic will be abfolutely neceflary, thafc 

, • there mould be fome Explanation upon this Subject, which I dclire you to make 

* to me by the Abbot Gualtitr, if you do not judge it proper to do it your felf. 

Mr. St. Jobn on the 6th of June, 171 a. O. S. writes a publick Letter (0) in an- 
fwcr to the feveral Points contain'd in Monfieur it Tory's laft Letter j but in that 
Letter takes no Notice at all of the Chevalier. 

But the Day after, June the 7th, 1712. he writes a private Letter, as he calls 
it himfelf, to Monfieur it Torey, and concludes it with faying, 4 The Abbot GuaL 
4 tier will write to you upon the Subject of the Chevalier(£). 

The Committee obferve, there are two Copies of this private Letter, One de- 
livered by my Lord Bolingbroke, the Other entred in Lord Strafford's Book : And 
in the Copy of this Letter given in by Lord Bolingbroke, this Paflage, That 
Abbot Gualtier ftial! write about the Chevalier, is omitted by his Lordfliip. 

On the 22d of J***, 171 W. S. Monf. it Tarcy writes Two Letters (c)to my 
Lord Bolingbroke. In the Publick Letter nothing is faid of the Pretender ; the Pri- 
vate Letter concludes with faying, * I have the Honour to fend you a Letter un- 
4 der the King's Hand, for Her Britamick Majefty ; and I refer you to what the 
4 Abbot Gualtier mail fay to you, about the Departure of the Chevalier. 

On the 21ft of Augud, 17"- Lord Bolingbroke being then in France to give the 
hnifhing Stroke to all Matters of Confequence that were undetermin'd, (i) in his 
Difpatch to the Earl of Dartmouth, giving an Account of his Proceedings at the 
Coutt of France, fays, The Chevalier has fix'd his Departure for the Firft of next 
Month, N. S. They propofe that he (hall retire to Bar, and they intend to 
write to the Duke of Lorain to ask of the Emperor, and other Princes, a Security 
for his Perfon, during his Refidence in that Place. 

But on the 28th of December, 171 2. N. S. it appears, (e) that the Chevalier was 
ftill in Frtnce, upon which Account Mr. Prior writes thus to my Lord Bolingbroke. 
4 Another Point upon which this Court is very folicitous, is, That the Chevalier 
4 remaining in any Town of France obltru&s the Signing the Peace j yet he can- 
4 not go to Lorain till the Emperor's PalTports will fecure him there. Your Lord- 
4 (hip, by the Perufal of the Papers, will fee the State of that Cafe ; and I have 
4 only to add upon this SubjeA, that the Court of fV«»eeexprefies an Impoffibili- 
4 ty on their Side, to do more than they have done, and hopes we mould have 
' Intereft enough with the Emperor, to obtain fuch PalTports from Him, as may 
4 fecure, as well the Perfon who is to go into Lorain, as the Duke of Lorain, who 

* is to receive him. 

Mr. Prwr on the 29th, writes to the fame EfFe& (/) to my Lori-Trtafurer, and 
fays, * The Monarch is a good deal troubled upon this Head , left the Young 
4 Man mould fall into the Hands of the Hufars or Barbarians. And Monf. D'Au- 
'mont has, I prefume, Orders to fpeak to our Miniftry upon it. 

4 As to the Dowry, I fhall not only be dunn'd to Death, but hang'd ; for the 
'Dowager fends Meflengers to me, which you in Englani do not think it ex- 
4 tremely lawful to receive : But if it is to be paid, pray let it be done in an 
4 handfome Manner, that may (hew the Charity of the Queen, and the Genero- 
4 fity of Her Lori-Treafurer. 

» The Papers referr'd to in Mr. Frier's Letter, contain an Account of what the 

Duke of Lorain had done at the Defire of the King of France, to obtain from the 

, Allies the neceflary Safeguards for the Chevalier. He fays, (e) that undcrftanding 

that the Queen of Great-Britain had already granted Her Safeguard or Protc&ion 
to the Chevalier it St. George , He believ'd they had no more to do, but to apply 
to the Emperor, and to the States-General. 

By this Account it is evident, that Abbot Gualtier was the Perfon entrufted to 
Manage the Affairs of the Pretender, with whom fuch Practices were Verbally 
to be tranfaded as our Miniftry did not think proper to commit to Writing. Ic 
appears, that the Place to which he was to go, becaufe no body would receive 
him at the hazard of the Queen's Difpleafure, and where he might remain in 
Safety, was to be prefcrib'd from England. That this was not fix'd and determin'd 
t till Lord Bolingbrookt went into France. And if his Lordlhip's Inftru&ions are 

coniider'd, it will be hard to find in them any thing of that Importance and Se-

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crccy, as to require his going in Peribn to fettle if. His Lordfhip gives an Ac- , 
count from thence, that rhe Pretender was to go to Bar, and this is acquiefe'd irt 
here without the leaft Objection made. The Miniftry are told by Mr. Prior, 
that the Court of Frame hopes by our Intereft fuch Palsporcs would be pro- 
cured as might fecurc his Perfon : And in the Paper fentto Frtnet from the Duke 
of Lorrain, it isaiferted, that the Queen of Great- Britain had already granted Her 
Protedion to the Pretender. 

But Nov. the 6th, 171 ?. Lord Bolingbrokt writes to Mr. Trior, and fays, (*) f Her 
' Majefty having repeated to the Duke of Lorrain the Inftances which you know 
' have been fo often made to the Moft Chriftian King, for removing of the Pre- 

* tender 'to Her Crown out of his Dominions , I am directed to acquaint You 
' therewith, that You may fpeak to the Minifter of Lorrain, and to any other 
' Minifter whom you (hall think proper, and let them know it is abfolutely in- 
' confident with the Amity and good Correfpondence that is between the Queen 
' and their Mafters, to receive into their Dominions, or to protect a Perfon, who 

* difputes Her Majcfty's moft undoubted Title, and thereby endeavours to difturb 
' the Peace and Quiet of Her Kingdoms. That you may be able to fhew them 
' that this is the Collective Senfe of the whole Nation, as well as the Queen's 
' Command to you, I herewith fend you the AddrefTcs of both Houfcs of Par- 
' liament. 

This can be underftood as no more than a bare Compliance with the Ad- 
dreffes of Parliament. And to fhew how little Rcfemment and Indignation was 
conceiv'd againft the Duke of Lorrain for this Indignity ofFer'd to Her Majefty, 
the Committee have thought fit to Tranfcribe a Letrer that was wrote by Lord 
Bolingbrokt to Mr. Trior within Four Days after hislaft mention'd Letter upon the 
Subjedl of the Pretender. 

* This Lettcr,fays Lord Bolingbrokt to Mr. Trior, (b) will be delivered ro you by the 
' Baron it For/lner,who has been twice at our Court with the Charn&er of Envoy 
' from the Duke of Lorrain, and who is extremely well with your Friends on this 
' fide of the Watcr,that I make no doubt but that he will be a welcome Acquain- 
' tance to you. I muft at thetfame time recommend the Intereft of the Duke of 
' Lorra'm his Maftcr to your Care. You know, Sir, how little that Prince has yee 
' felt the good Effects of what was ftipnlared for him at Ryfwick. You know. Sir, 
' how juftly he pretends to an Equivalent from this Emperor for the Montferrat, 
' which was given away from him to the King of Sicily. In a word, jou are , 

* enough apprized of bis Wants, of bis Expectations, and of Her Majtfi/s earnejl Dtfirt, 

* if by any means flit can, to contribute to the Eaft, and to tbe Advantage of a Prince, 

* who dtftrves much bttter Ufage than ht has on many Occafisns met with. 

There are feveral other Letters that were wrote after the Addrefs of Parlia- 
ment to prefs the removing of the Pretender from Lorrain ; but after what has 
been faid, 'tis needlefs to obferve what little Effect was to be expeded from fuch 
Reprefentations made in the feveral Courts of Europe, which were known to be 
Contrary to the Senfe and Intention of the Court of Great- Britain. And if any 
further demonftration was wanting to fhew their true Spirit and Inclination, 
it maybe obferv'd that the Addrelfes in Parliament were made in July, 171?. 
And the firft Letter that Lord Bolingbrokt wrote in purfuance of thole Addrelfes 
was the 6th of November, which was Four Months after the Addrelfes were pre- 
fented to the Queen. 

The Committee think it not improper to infert here an Ex trad of a Memo- 
rial touching the Demolition of the . Sluices of Dunkirk, deliver'd by Monfieur 
Jt Torcy to Lord Bolingbrokt at Par if, in A»gn(l l?n. 

' It is not our Bufinefs now to examine whether the Queen of England, and 
' the Englijh Nation, were in the right to demand the Demolition of the Fortifi- 
' cations, and the filling up the -Harbour of Dunkirk. That is a Thing refolv'd 
c and agreed upon. It may perhaps come to pafs in the Ccrurfe of this Affair, 
' fof Reafons eafily to be forefeen, That England fhall repent having demanded 
' the Demolition of a Place, and the Deftrnction of an Harbour, which might 
' be of great Ufe in Conjunctures which perhaps are not very remote. 

Your Committee do not take upon them ro explain what Conjuncture France 
had in View, and which they thought not very remote, when Dunkirk might be 
of particular Service ; but think it proper to conclude this part of the Report with 
obferving, That the Pretender did immediately upon the Demife of the late

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Que^n publilh a Declaration, which the Duke of Lorain has acknowlcdg'd in his

' Death of the Princcfs Our Sifter ( of whfe good Intentions towards Us fVe 

* could not for fame Time faft vnU doubt ; and tbts waf the Resfon we then fat 

* (till , exfeBing the good Effctfs thereof , which were unfortunately prevented 
' by Her Deplorable Death ) We found that Our People, inftead of taking this fa- 
' vourable Opportunity of retrieving the Honour and true Intcrcft of their Coun- 
' try, by doing Us and Themfelves jfuftice, had immediately Proclaim'd for their 

* King a Foreign Prince, to Our Prejudice, contrary to the Fundamental and In- 
' conteftable Laws of Hereditary Right, which their pretended Acts of Scttle- 

* ment can never Abrogate. 

The Committee obferving in the Eleventh Volume referr'd to them, a Letter 
from the Earl of Oxford and Mortimer, then Lord High-Trea Purer of Great- Britain, 
to the Queen, dated June the 9th, 1714 ; together with an Account of Publick 
Affairs from A»g»ft the 8th, 1710, to June the 8th, 1714, all written with his 
own Hand, and fent to the Queen with the Letter ; and finding therein many 
Paflaget, in their Opinion, highly deferving the Confideration of this Houfe, 
have thought it neceffary to infert the fame here at large, and are as fol- 
low. ; 

Lord Oxford's Letter to the Queen, June the 9th, 1714. 

May it fleafe Tour Majtjtj, 

IPrefume, in Obedience to Your Royal Commands, to lay before Your Ma- 
jefty a State of Your Affairs. Though I have very much contracted it from the 
Draught I made, and the Vouchers from whence it is taken ; yet I find it fwell 
under my Pen in Tranfcribing, being willing to put every Thing before Your 
Majcfty in the Cleared Light my poor Underftanding can attain to. It was ne- 
ceffary to lay it before Your Majefty in the Series of Time, from the beginning 
to this prefent Time ; and when that is compleatly laid before You, it remains 
only for Me to beg God to direA Your Majefty.

* The State of Affairs at Home and Abroad are frclh in every ones Memory. • 
' The Condition of the Tre^fury at that Time was laid before Her Majefty in a 

' large Reptcfentation- , 

* I beg leave to touch fome few Heads, The Army was in the Field ; no Money 

* in the Trcafury ; none of <he Remitters would Contract again ; the Bank had re- 
' fus'd to lend a'llundred Tboufand Pounds to Lord Gzdtlplin on very good Sepu*- 
c rity; the Navy, and other Branches of Service, Eleven Millions in Debt, which 
'enhane'd thep.icc of every Thing proportionally ; the Civil Lift in Debta- 
1 bout Six Hundred Thoufand Pounds, and the Yearly Income too little for the 
' Currant certain Expense, by the loweft Computation, One Hundred Twenty 
' Four Thoufand, Four Hundred Nine<y Five Pounds, Two Shillings and Four

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c In a few days this new Commiffion made Provision for paying the Army by 
' the greateft Remittance that had ever been known: Though the Oppofuion from 
'every Office, which was full of Perfons who were Enemies to the Change made 
'by the Queen, was very ftrong, and very troublefome and vexatious j and fuch 
'was the Situation of Affairs, that nothing but great Patience could ever have 
'overcome thefe Difficulties ; it being impofiible as well as unavoidable to make 
'Removes, but by degrees. 

' As foon as it was poflible, (and notwithftanding the Clamours then rais'd, it 
'was the only proper Time) a' new Parliament is call'd. 

' Its firft meeting was November the 27th, 1710. Robert Harley had prepar'd the 
'Funds ready (before the Parliament met, as he has done every Seflion to this 

* Day) not only for the Current Service of the Year, both by Sea and Land, but 
'alfo for eafing the Nation of above Nine Millions of Debt. This was thought fo

'dicule, until he fliow'd how practicable it was. It is true, this gave great Reputa- 
'tion Abroad, and enabled to treat advantageoufly of a Peace: It rais'd finking 

* Credit at heme, but at the fame time as it drew Envy upon HarUy from fome, 
'and rhe Rage of others, fo it gave Offence to fome of his Fellow Servants, who 
'told him plainly that he ought to have told his Secret, and if he would not get 
'Money himfelf, he ought to have let his Friends lhare a Hundred Thoufand 
' Pounds, which would not have been felt or found out in fo vail a Sum as Nine 
'or Ten Millions. 

' To this Principle was owing the fetting on Foot at this time the unhappy 
Voyage to Canada : To all which Meetings Harlty avoided coming, and gave Lord 
' Roeheptr his Reafons, and after hedefird his Lord (hip to be a Means to the 
'Queen to hinder that Expedition ; but it happen'd to be too late. But Lady 
' Mtjhtm knows how much Harley was concern'd at it, tho' he did not know the 
'true Spring of that Voyage, which will appear after in this Paper. 

' The beginning of February 1710-1 i,there began to be a Divifion amongft thefe 
'call'd Tories in the Houfei and Mr. Secretary St. John thought it convenient to 
'be Lifting a feparate Party for himfelf. 

' To prevent this, Lord Roebefier and Harley defir'd to have a Meeting, and to 
t cool fuch Rafti Attempts ; and it was contriv'd Mr. Secretary St. John fliould in- 
vite Us to Dinner, (which was the laft time he ever invited Robert HarUy y being 
t now above Three Years) where was Duke of Shrewsbury, Earl Poulet, Lord Ro- 
c cbejter, and others ; and Lord Roebefier took the pains to calm the Spirit of Divifi- 
. on and Ambition. 

' Harley was at this time feiz'd by a violent Fever,and on his firft comingAbroad, 
\hUrcb 8. met with a Misfortune which confin'd him many Weeks. TheTranfadi- 
^ons during that Time are too publick, as well as too black, for Harley to remem- 
ber or to mention. 

£ ' In the end of May 171 1. the Queen, out of her abounded Goodnefs, was 
pleas'd to confer undeferv'd Honours on Robert Harley ; and on the 29th of the 
feme Month, was pleas'd to put the Treafurer's Staff into his Hands : A Poll fo 
'much above HarUy's Abilities to ftruggle with, that he had nothing but Integrity 
t and Duty to recommend him to Her Majefty's Choice ; Co he muft have recourfe 
c to Her Majefty's Tranfcendent Goodnefs and Mercy to Pardon all his Faults and 
f Failings, both of Ooiiffion and Commiffion, during the whole Courfe of his 
. Service. 

c But to return and refume the Thread of this Difcourfe. (a) The 4th of June 
171 1. Three Days after the Treafurer was Sworn, he was furpriz'd with a Demand 
c of Twent/Eight Thoufand Thirty Six Pounds and Five Shillings, for Arms and 
t Merchandize, faid to be fent to Canada. When the Treafurer fcrupled this, 
Mr. Secretary St. Jobt»> and Mr. Moor came to him with much Patfion upon this 
'Affair j and about a Fortnight after, the Secretary of State lignified the Queen's 
'pofitive Pleafure to have that Money paid ; and accordingly Her Majefty fign'd a 
' Warrant June 21. and the Treafurer not being able then, with ail his Precauti- 
'on, to dilcover further Light, the Money was paid July the 4th 171 1. 

• Since the Return from that Expedition, the Secret is difcovered, and the 
'Treafurer's Sufpicion juftified: For the Publick was cheated of above Twenty 
'Thoufand Pounds. 

* There is Reafon to be more particular upon this Head, becaufe it is one of 
'the Things never to be forgiven the Treafurer ; and Lord Chancellor told 

2 * him 
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him more to that Purpofe ; that they told him no Government was worth fef- 
ving, that would let them make thofe Advantages, and get fuch Jobbs. 

' One thing more is crav'd leave to be ad Jed , That the Treafurer was fore'd 
« to ufe all his Skill and Credit to keep the Houfe of Commons from examining 
' this Affair laft Parliament. 

' June the 1 2th. 1712. The firft Sefllon of laft Parliament ended. 

* From this time, to the beginning of the next Seflion, the Treafurer s Hands wtrt 
'full of Negotiating tbe Teace in all Ccurtt abroad ; and befides the ordinary and ne- 
'ceffary Duty of his Office at home, he had frequent Occafion of Calming the 
' Quarrels and Grudges Mr. Secretary had fometimes againft, Lord Dartmouth, Fome- 
' times againft Lady Mafham, and fometimes againft the Treafurer himfclf. 

' The Second Seflion of the laft Parliament began December the 7th, 171 1. 

4 This was attended with great Difficulties and Dangers, as well from the PraAi- 

* ces of the Difcontented here, as the Defigns carry'd on by Mr. Buys, Prince Eu- 

* gent and Botbmar ; in which Defigns concurr'd the Emperor, and other States and 
'Princes who gain'd bv the War. 

' This put Her Majefty under a fort of Neceflity to preferve the Whole, and to 
'take a Method which had been us'd before to Create feme New Peers. 

' So many having been brought formerly out of the Houfe of Commons of thofe 
« who us'd to manage Publick Affairs , it was propos'd to Mr. Secretary, That if he 
« would be Contented to ftay in the Houfe of Commons thatSeflions, Her Majefty 

* would have the Goodnefs to Create him a Peer, and that he fhould not lofc his 
'Rank. 

'The Second Seflion ended the 21ft of June, 1-12 ; and notwithftanding Botb- 
'mat's Memorial, and all other Attacks both from Abroad and at Home, Supplies 
'were provided, and every Thing relating to the Publick put upon a good Foot, 
'and the Malecontents began to defpiir, as appear'd by the Duke of Marlborough 
' 'retiring Abroad, and other Particulars. 

' After the Seflion was ended, the Queen, as She had promis'd, Ordered a War- 
'rant for Mr. Secretary St. John to be a Vifcount ; this happen'd to put him in the 
'utmoft Rage againft the Treafurer, Lady Mafiam , and without fpariog the 
'G reared. 

' (a) It did avail very little to tell him how much he had got in Place ; for had he 
'been Created with the other Lords, it would have fallen to his fhare to have come 
' next after Lord Trevor • but the Treafurtr with great Patience bore all the Storm,* 
'of which Lord Mafham was often a Wirnefs of the Outragious Speeches ; and 
'Mr. Moor very lately told the Treafurer , that Lord Bolingbrok* faid very lately to 
'him, that he ow'd him a Revenge upon that Head. 

'ThisDifcontent continued, until there happen'd an Opportunity of fending him 
«to France ; of which there was not much Occafion ; but it was hop'd, that thi9 
(would have put him in good Humour ; which it did, until in Oclober 171 2, there- 
< were Knights of the Garter made. This created a new Difturbance, which is 
<too wed remembred, and breaks out now very often in Outrageous Expreflions 
<publickly againft all then made. > 

' In November ,on the Death of Duke HamiIton,hc was much againft Duke Sbrewf- 
tbury's going, for Reafons very plain, which then were in Negotiation ; for before 
«thelaft Seflion of that Parliament began, a new Model was fram'd, or a Scheme 
«of Miniftry • which how they afterwards came to fall out, will appear in its due 
« Place. 

' The Third and Laft Seflion began April the 9th, 171; j which was as foon as 
'the Peace was Concluded, and could be Proclaim'd. 

' It is not decent to take Notice, That during tbis whole Negotiation, tbe Treafurer 
t was obliged by bis own Hand, and bis own Charge, to Correffond in all tbe Courts eon- 
( cernd in tbe Negotiation • and very often be bad the good Luck to fet Right ftveral Mi- 
t flakes, and to obtain fame Things very little expeBed ; but tbe only Merit of tbis belongs to 

* Her Majefty, tbe Credit of wbofe Favour brought it about , and gave Power to tbe Treafurer 
tto act with Succefs. 

* During this Seflion, the Lords of the Cabinet, and Others, met every Satttr- 
tday at the Trcafurer's, in Order to carry on the Queen's Bulinefs, as they had done 
« the Year before on Thurfdays. (b) Many Offers were made, and repeated by the 

* Treafurer, in order to attack former Offenders, and quiet the Minds of the Gen- 
tlemen, and of the Church- Party ; and the only Reafon for this Failing, was, be-

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r caufe of the Proje A laid for their New Scheme, and putting themfelves at the 
'Head, as they call'd it, of the Church- Party. 

* This being the lad Seffion of Parliament, and fome Gentlemen fearing their 
'Ele&ions, and fome for other Rcafons, dropt the Bill of Commerce. 

' The Treafurer faw this Opportunity, and immediately took it, and prevail'd 
'wich SicTbomaf Hanmer, and Others, to come into the Payment of the Civil Lift 
'Debts, incurr'd before the Change of the Treafury, tho* the prefent Treafurer 
1 was rail'd at, and malign'd ; which he chofe to bear patiently, rather than own 
1 the true Reafon, that there was no Money to do it with, which would have ruin'd 

* all at once. 

' This Step of paying the Debts, put the Malccontented into the utmoft Rage, 
which they did very publickly exprefs in both Houfes. 
' ' This laft Seffion of that Parliament, and the Third fince the Change of the 
1 Miniftry, ended July the i6th, 171;. 

' The Peace with frame being over, and it growing neceflary to put Her Mije- 
' fly's Affairs into a further and more fettled Regulation, and to eafe the Treafurer 
' of the Burthen, as well as Envy, of fuch a Bulk of Bufinefs ; Her Majefty was 
' pleas'd to approve of the Scheme of the Duke of Qrmond\ flaying here to attend 
'the Army Affairs, which was neceflary at the time of Disbanding ; Duke Sbrewf- 

* burjxo go to Ireland, upon his Return from France ; Lord FtniUttr to be Chancel- 
'lor of Scotland ; Lord Mar Third Secretary; Lord Djrtmnutb Privy Seal, and 
'Mr. Bromley Secretary of State, and Sir William Wyndbam Chancellor of the Ex- 
'chequer. I am fure the Queen very well remembers the Rage thiscaus'd, as per-, 
'fe&ly Defeating their Scheme, and (hewing that Her Majefty would put hec 
' Affairs upon a folid Foot; the I ord Chancellor faid it wasagainft Law, and to 
'this Day will nor treat Lord FinJl.itrr with Decency ; and Lord Mar has met wich 
'rmny ill Treatments as well as Mr. Secretary BromUj. 

' Bur that the Treafurer might leave them without Excufe, and make Her Maje- 
' fly's Affairs, if poffible, eafy with and to thofe in Her Service ; as foon as he wa* 
' recover'd enough to write, he wrote a large Letter to Lord BMn^brokt, con* 
'taintng his Scheme of the Queen's Affairs, and what was neceflary for Lord 
1 Bolingbroke to do, as belonging only to his Province. This Letter was dated Jul/ 
'the icth, 171;, and was Anfwer'd July the 27th, by Lord Bolingbroke ; the Copy 
'was (hown to I ady Mafiam, who came to Vifit the Treafurer then Confin'd to his 
'Chamber ; and (he then thought it was a very good One, and what was proper 
' for the Occafion. I believe the Whole would be of U(c to give Li^ht to Her Ma- 
'iefty into the Ground and Foundation of the Follies and Madneft which have 
'fince appear'd ; the Whole is ready for Her Majefty's Perufal when She pteafes. 

' In this Letter die Treafurer gives an Account to Lord Bolingbroke of the Occafi- 
'ons, or rarher the Pretences for giving Difturbance to the Queen's Servants. He 
'propofes the Remedy, and what was requifire to be done by him as Secretary in 
' his own Province, and alfo AlTurance of the Treafurer's Aflmance to the utmoft, 
' and of his Defire to confult with him (Lord Bolingbroke) how to Unite the reft of 
' our Friends. 

* Being then Sick, the Treafurer took the Liberty to put Lord Bolingbroke in mind 
r of the feveral Particulars which then requir'd Difpatch, and were folely belong- 
'ing to his Province, without any other Interpoficion than that of taking Your Ma- 
' jetty's Direction. 

' Amongft others, that of a Circular Letter upon the Addreftes of both Houfes 
'relating to the Pretender. 

'This was not done in Three Months. His Lordfliip wrote Word it was done 
'July the 27. 

'In the fame Letter the Treafurer propos'd, that (according to the Treaty of 
'Peace) Care mould he taken of the following Particulars, viz. Newfoundland, 
' H*Jfon\. Bay, /icidia, St. Cbriihfbtrs, Jfiento, and other Things concain'd in the 
'Treaties of Commerce. 

'Thefe Particulars the Treafurer thought to have been executed, until within a 
'few Weeks he heard the contrary by Accident, and that the Time in the feveral 
'Treaties was elaps'd. Upon this, the Treafurer on IVtJntfduy, June the 2<1, told 
'Mr. M*or of this, and that every Body would be liable ro blame who are jn the 
'Queen's Service. Tburfday, June the ;d, 17x4.. Lord Bilingbr.le writes lo the 
' Treafurer a Letter which begins thus. 

' Mr. Moor has been this Morning with me, and has put into my Hands a Pa- 
'per, which he calls, I think noc improperly, a Charge upon me.

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* This Paper conn ins the Neglect above raention'd in the Treafurer's Letter of 
'July the 2fth, 171 ?> Eleven Months before, and yet thefe Faults are now 
• charg'd upon the Treafurer.

The Committee cannot but obferve, that his Lordftiip has here taken to him- 
clf the Credit of correfponding by his own Hand, and his own Charge, in all 
! ie Courts concern 'd in the prefenr Negotiations, and that very often he has had 
he good Luck to fct right feveral Mi flakes, and to obtain feme things very little 
xpe&ed. That he boafted of his laying hold of a feafonable Opportunity in 
'arliamenr upon rejecting the Bill of Commerce, to prevail with Members of 
hat Houfe of Commons to come into the Payment of die Civil Lift Debts ; and 
i?s alfo charg'd feveral Perfons, then in High Stations in Her Majcfty's Service, 
vith Corruption and Imbezzlcment of the Publick Money ; and prefum'd to re- 
:ommend himfelf to Her Majcfty, by having us'd all his Skill and Credit tc keep 
he Houfe of Commons from examining into the fame. And your Committee ha- 
ing receiv'd Information, that large Sums of Money had been directed for fpt- 
ial Services relating to the War, by Signs Manual, and Warrants upon the fame, 
."ot'nterfigned by his Lordfhip, which Sums were afterwards paid to his Lord- 
Ttip's Order ; Your Committee thought it incumbent upon them to lay before 
'he Houfe Copies of the (aid Signs Manual, and Warrants, and Orders thereupon, 
♦ogether with Extracts from the Rcgifter of the Exchequer; whereby it will ap- 
pear, that thefc large Sums, iflued for the Service of the War, were received 
nd applv'd to bis Lordflrips Private Ufe. 

Your Committee in drawing up and forming this Report, having obferv'd fe- 
eral Tranfaetions, Orders, and Directions given by the Mi ni iters in the Queen's 
Name, which are in no manner agreeable to Her Majefty's Sentiments and In- 
encions, as expreired fn Her feveral Mefftges to Parliament, and Speeches from 
he Throne, concerning the Terms of Peace which She was pleafed to com- 
municate to both Houfes ; thought it their Duty to enter into a particular Exa- 
nination of this matter, and to compare Her Majefty's Declarations with the 
Meafures that Her Minifters prefum'd to take in carrying on thefe important Ne- 
gotiations. , 

The firft time that the Queen made any mention of the Peace to the Parlia- 
ment, was on December 11. 171 1. at which time nothing had been concluded 
between England and France, but the fpecial Preliminaries that were Sign'd by the 
Earl of Dartmouth, and Mr. Sr. John, on the part of England, and Monfieur Mef- 
nagtr on the part of France, Sept. 27. 171 1. and the general Preliminaries Sign'd 
by Monfieur Mefnager only, which were fent over by the Earl of Strafford as the 
Foundation of a General Peace. After thefe Preliminaries were Sign d, Mr. St. 
John had prefs'd Monfieur de Tory, that the King of France would explain him- 
felf with regard to the Allies ; begs that the Queen may have fome Explication 
of his Inrentions in refpeft to the particular Intereft of the Allies, and concludes 
"with faying, If the Sieur Gualtier returns with thefe Marks of Confidence, you 
will fee our Parliament as much inclin'd to Peace as ever it was to War. 

Such Explications as the King of France thought fit to make, are contain 'd in 
the Anfwcr to the Memorial brought by Monfieur Gualtier, November 18. 171 1. 
infertcd in the Appendix. Upon which Her Majefly, at the opening of that 
Seflion, in laying before the Parliament the State of the Treaty then on Foot, 
according to the Advice and Representation made to Her by Her Minifters, fa id, 
That notwithftanding the Arts of tbofe who Delight in War , both Place and Ttme 
are appointed for opening the Treaty of a General Peace. Our Allies , efpeci- 
a'Jy the States-General , wbofe Inttreft I look upon as inseparable from my own , 
have , by their ready Concurrence , exprefsd their Confidence in me. The 
Queen thought the States had readily concurr'd with Her, but it muft be remem- 
brcd, that the States had in the ftrongeft manner Reprefented againft the Propo- 
litions Signed by Mr. Mefnager, as too General and Uncertain, not being a fufB- 
cienr Foundation upon which a Negotiation might be hazarded; they dreaded 
the fatal Confcquences of opening the General Conferences, before the Arti- 
cles offer'd by France were made Specifick, and before they knew what they were 
to truft to for their own Barrier and their Commerce. Thefe Reprefcntatioas 
were made in Hulland to the Earl of Strafford ; and Mr. Buys was fent over into 
England to enforce them here. 
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But inftead oF acquainting the Queen with thefe Reprefentations, or acHng 
according to her Majefty's Sentiments , Mr. St. John , October 9. declares , 
' Certain it is, that Her Majefty is fo far determin'd in her Meafures, that 
' thofe will deceive thcmfelves who may imagine by delay to break them. And 
OElobcr the 29th, ' The Queen remains firm in Her firft Resolution, of Caufing the 
' Conferences to be open'd upon the Articles Sign'd by Monfieur Mefnager. And 
November the 2d, * The Queen will not finally concert a Plan for the Profecution 
' of the War with the States, until they join with her in agreeing to open the Con- 
' ferences of Peace. And November 1 ^. Lord Strafford fays, ' He had now told them 
' her Majefty's Order to him was to Declare, that fhe fliould look upon any delay 
' as a Refufal to comply with Her Propofitions. By thefe Threats and extraordi- 
nary Meafures, the States are compell'd by the Queen's Miniftcrs, to confent to 
open the Conferences ; when at the fame time Her Majefty was perfwaded, that 
they readily concurr'd in what had been propos'd to them. Her Majefty De- 
clares, * She looks upon the Intereft of the Srates-General to be infeperable from 
' her own. Mr. St. John declares, * That Britain had gone fo much too far in 
* weaving her Intereft into that of the Continent, that it would prove no eafy Task 
' to difcntangle them without Tearing and Rending. 

The Queen fays further, The Princes and States wbicb Ltve bttn engag'd with Us^ 
in tbu War, being bj Treaties entitled to have tbeir feveral Interests fecur'd at a Peace, I 
•will not only do my utmofl to procure every one cf them all reasonable Satisfaction, but I 
fhall alfo unite •with tbtm in the ftriBtft Engagements for continuing the Alliance, in order 
to render the General Peace fecure and la/ling. And in Her Meflage of the 17th of 
January following, Her Majefty again exprclTcs the Care .She intended to take of all 
Her Allies, and the ft rift Union in which She propos'd to jein with thtm. 

By thefe Declarations it apDears, Her Majefty's own Refolution was to unite 
with the Allies in the ftricteft Engagements. But Her Miniftcrs had taken upon 
them, in the private Propofitions lent over by Mr.Pr/V, to infert an Article, ' That 
'the Secret mould be inviolably kept between England and France, till allow'd to be 
'divulg'd by the Confent of Both Parties. And although France in the firft Propo- 
rtions lent over by Monf. de Tcrcy, had offer'd to treat with England and Holland, 
either feparately, or jointly, with the reft of the Allies, at the Choice of England, 
the Queen's Miniftcrs excluded the Allies, and in the Conference held with Mon- 
fieur Mefnager, ' they are much furpriz'd to find that he had Orders to infift, that 
'the Queen mould enter into particular Engagements, upon divers Articles, which 
'depend not upon Her, and which regard the Intereft of the Allies : And they 
' infifted that it was abfolutely neceflary to remit the Difcuflton of the particular 
' Interefts of the Allies to General Conferences. And when Mr. St. John was prek 
fing Monfieur de Torcy to give them fome Explications of what was defign'd for 
the Allies, he allures him, 4 If the King would offer a Plan of Specifick Prelimina- 
'ries, the Queen will never communicate it to Her Allies.' And upon another 
Occafion, he declares ' this Negociation was begun and carried on upon a Suppo- 
' firion, that the Queen muft defift from many Conditions, which in Rigor She 
' was oblig'd to procure for Her Allies. 

In the Meflage of the 17th of January the Queen declares, Her Plenipo- 
tentiaries bad be^un , in Purfuance of their In fir uci ions , to concert the moft proper 
Ways of procuring « juft Satisfaction to all in Alliance with Her , according to 
their Treaties , and particularly with Relation to Spain and the Indies. And Her 
Majefty had faid before, in Anfwer to an Addrefs from the Houfe of Lords, 
prefented the nth of December, 171 1, / fhould be forry any cne could think I 
would not do my utmofl to recover Spain and the Indies from the Htufe of 
Bourbon. 

Your Committee cannot make the leaft doubt but Her Majefty was determin'd 
to recover Spam from the Houfe of Bourbon. But that Her Minilters had no luch. 
Thoughts, and did not in the leaft endeavour it, appears in every part of the Ne- 
gotiation. In the firft Propofitions fenc over by Mr. Prior, Demands arc made of 
the King of France, to be perform 'd by the King of Spain, which the King of 
France was to engage for. And as appears by an Entry in Lord Strafford's Book, 
Mr. Prior had Orders to fee if they had full Powers from Spain. In the fpecial Pre- 
liminaries , an Acceptation whereof was Sign'd by the Earl of Dartmouth, and 
Mr. St. Join, September the 27th 1711. it is faid exprefiy, The King promifes in 
the Name of the King of Spain his Grandfon, and according to the Powers 

which 
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which His Majefty has recdv'd from that Prince, That Port Muhon and Gibral- 
tar fhall remain te the Englifh. Thefe Steps had been taken by the Queen's Mini- 
fters, even before Her Majefty had made thefe Declarations ; which the Com- 
mittee cannot therefore but conclude Her Majefty was not inform'd of. And al- 
tho* the Queen's Plenipotentiaries were oblig'd by their Inftru&ions to infift, 
That Spain and the Weft-Indies fliould not be allotted to any Branch of the Houfe 
of Bourbon j when the Plenipotentiaries of France, on the nth of February, 
1711-12, gave in their Specifick Explanation of the General Preliminaries, Sign'd 
by Mr. Mefnager j the King of France made his flrft Offers in the Name , and 
by Virtue of Powers from his Grandfon King Philip, as King of Spain. On the 
4th of March, 171 1- 12, at a Meeting of the Minifters of the Allies at Utrecht, 
where they were to Communicate to each other their rcfpective Demands; 
Count SinzjcvJorf infilled, That the Reftitution of the whole Spanifb Monarchy 
fhould be exprefly mention'd ; upon which Occafion it appears, by a Letter from 
the Englijb Minifters of the 6th of March, That they were the only Minifters 
rhat did not make any mention at all of Spain, and that thev were fenfiblc of the 
difadvantageous Confluence* of being fb ; but being defirous to take off this 
Odium, they make a General Declaration concerning the juft and reafonable Sa- 
tisfaction for the Queen's Allies, in Conformity to their Alliances ; and humbly 
hope what was faid will not be found contrary to what has been hitherto de- 
clar'd. 

All the Attempt that the Queen's Minifters ever made towards obtaining thh 
great Point , which Her Majefty declares, She fhould be ferry any one could 
think She did not do Her utmoft to procure, was to demand Aflurances that the 
Crowns of France and Spain fhould never be united. The Method of preventing 
this Union was never mentioned by the Queen's Minifters in order to be treated 
of, nor the Senfe of France and Spain ever ask'd upon it till the latter End of 
March, 171a. 

In this McfTage her Majefty further adds, The World will now fee bow groundUfs 
tbofe Reports are which have been fpread abroad by Men of evil Intentions to fcrt>e the worft 
Vtfyns, as if a Separate Peace had beat treated, for which there has not been the lea ft Co- 
lour given. 

In this Declaration, Her Majefty is advisd by Her Minifters, in order to clear 
them from the juft iuipicions which all the World had conceiv'd of the feparare 
Meafures they were engag'd in , not only to declare there had noc been the 
leaft Colour given for fuch Jealoufies, but to Brand all that entertain fuch Appre- 
henfions, with the Character of Men of evil Intentions, that had the worft De- 
ligns to ferve. But that tnoft juft Caufe had been given for thefe Reports, is fuffi- 
ciently Evident from what was juft now obferv'd. The Miniftry had infiftcd that 
the Secret fhould be inviolably kept between England and France, exclufive of all 
the Allies. A Separate Negotiation between England and France had been carry'd 
on by Papers fent backward and forward, and much Time fpent therein, as is 
faid in Lord Strafford's Inftru&ions. Mr. Prior had been fent into France, and 
Mr. Mtfnager had been in England, and not the leaft Communication was given 
for Five Months together to any of the Allies of thefe Traofa&tons, which were 
depending from April 171 1, to September following, from the Time that the firtt 
Propofals Sign'd by Monficur de Torcy were fent to the States, till the Seven Ge- 
neral Preliminaries Sign'd by Mr. Mtfnager, were communicated to them. When 
thefe General Preliminaries were Sign'd, which were fent over as a Foundation 
to open the General Conferences, a Set of Special Preliminaries between En*- 
land and France was Sign'd on both Parts , which were conceal'd , publickly dif- 
own'd, and never appear'd till this Enquiry ; and all thefe Tranfactions had pafs'd, 
however dilguis'd to Her Majefty, before the Time that Her Minifters advu'd tire 
Queen to impofc fb grofly upon the Nation^s to declare in Parliamenr,thcre had 
not been the leaft Colour given for thefe Surmifcs. 

Her Majefty is advis'd here to declare, That to report that a Separate P*;ace 
had been treated, proceeds from evil Intentions, and to lervc the worft Defigns. 
But Your Committee oblerve, That after this Declaration of the Queen, Her 
Minifters propofe to France, agreed with France, and fent pofitivc and repeated 
Orders to the Queen's Plenipotentiaries, not only to treat, but to conclude a Se- 
parate Peace with France. On the aoth of June, 171a, Mr. St. John acquaints 

R. Mon- 
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Monfieur it Torcy, The Queen will make no difficulty to conclude immediately a 
Separate Peace with France, leaving the Allies a Time wherein they may have 
Liberty to fubmic to fuch Conditions as fhall be agreed upon between the Queen 
and the Moft Christian King. In Anfwer to this Monfieur ie Torcy tells Mr. St. 
John, Upon Condition the Queen does immediately make a Separate Peace, and 
keep no Meafures with Her Allies, the King has "determtn'd to fend his Orders 
to permit the Engliflt Troops to enter into Dunkirk. On the 12th of July, 171 2, 
Mr. St. John thinks the Queen in a Condition not to lofe a Moment's Time in 
concluding with the Minifters of France the Convention for a General Sufpenli- 
on of Arms both by Sea and Land, and even the Treaty of Peace between Bri- 
tain and France. And on the 4th of Auguji, 17 12, Monfieur ie Tore; acquaints 
Mr. 5/. John, That the King confentcd to the Duke of Savoy's having Sicily upon 
certain Conditions ; wherein one exprefs Condition is, That a Peace be conclu- 
ded between England, and France, Spain, and Savoy. And at laft, when the Treaty 
drew near to a Conclufion, and almoft all the Allies were ready to Sign, on the 
aoth of February, 1712-1;, pofitive Orders are fent to the Britifli Plenipotentia- 
ries to conclude and Sign with Frame ; and on the 28th Lord Bolingbroke repeats 
his Orders to the Britijh Plenipotentiaries 'to conclude and Sign with France : Ancl 
acquaints them, 'The Duke of Shrewsbury had dcclar'd,That their Lordlhips had 
• Orders, in cafe the French comply'd, as they now have actually done, to Sign Her 
' Majefty's Peace with France without further delay ; and that His Grace had alio 
' dcclar'd, That in this Cafe Her Majefty would open the Parliament by telling 
' them that She had made a Peace with Frame : Thefe two Confederations, his 
' Lordlhip feys, were perhaps the moft prevalent Inducements to the French Court 
' to come roundly into Her Majefty's Propofuions. 

Your Committee think they cannot dofe this Head better than with repeat- 
ing a Paftage from one of Lord Bolingbroke's Letters to Mr. Prior, wherein he 
fays, ' If fuch Overtures as thefe were not inftantly accepted, our Separate 
' Peace would, fitting this Parliament, be addrefs'd for, made, approv'd, and the 
' Caufe of France for once become Popular in Great' Britain. 

On the 6th of June, 171 2, the Queen fays , lam now come to let Tom know uf- 
on what Terms a General Peace may be made. 

On the fame Day, Lord Bolingbroke acquaints Monfieur ie Torcy, *That tho' the 
' King of France had not anfwer'd the Queen's Demands,according to expectation, 
' the Queen would not defer going that Day to Parliament, and making all the 
' Declarations that were ncceflary to render the Nation unanimoufly inclined to 
' the Peace. 

The Queen fays, the Difficulties bai been increased by other ObfiruBiont, 
'artfully confrivd to hinier this great ani good Work. Whereas it is notorious, 
that the Minifters had receiv'd but the Day before, the Account that King Philip 
had confented to make the Renunciation, upon which Account only the Queen's 
fpeaking to the Parliament had been deferred. 

The Queen fays, I have not omitted any Thing which might procure to all our ABset 
what is due to them by Treaties, and what is ntctjfary for their Security. 

Lord Bolingbroke, on the very fame Day, in his Letter to Monfieur de Torcy fays, 
'Lord Strafford \s going back to Uirrwif,and the Inftrudions he is to carry will put 
' the Queen's Plenipotentiaries in aCondition to keep no longer thofeMeafures to 
' which they have hitherto been oblig'd to fubmit ; but from henceforth they may 
' openly joyn with thofe of France, and give Law to them who will not fubmit to 
' juft and reafonable Conditions. 

The Queen fays, Nothing hat movd me from fleaiily furfuing in the firfi Place the 
true Jnterejf of my own Kingdoms. 

Lord Bol'sngbroke juft before, on the 24th of May, had propos'd to Monfieur 
de Torcy, 'That the Queen being much more Intent upon the General Peace,than 
'any particular Advantages, Commiifaries mould be appointed to fettle after the 
' Peace, fuch Points relating to Trade, as requir'da longer Difcuflion than the 
f prefent Crifis would admit. 
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The Qtieen fays, 7&»f f« prevent the Union of the Two Crowns, {be would 
not be content with what was Speculative , hut infixed upon fomething Solid : Al- 
tho'Monfieur <& Torcy had before declar'd to the Queen's Minifters, 'That to ac- 
' cepc of this Expedient which they propos'd would be to build upon a Sandy 

* Foundation. . . 

The Queen fays, The Nature of the fropofal for a Renunciation is fueb , that 
it executes it felf\ and that France and Spain are thereby more effeclnally divided 
than ever. ' But Monfieur de Torcy had before aifur'd the Queen's Minifters, That 
' this Renunciation would be null and void, by the fundamental Laws of France ; 
' and they would deceive themfelves who accepted of it as an Expedient to pre- 
' vent the Union of the Two Crowns.

to the Duke of Shrewsbury, That France refus'd to let our Trade Hand upon the 
Foot of Gens amiciffm* ; declar'd the Tariff of 1664, which was granted to the 
Dutch, except the Four Species, was too Beneficial for Us ; and refus'd to grant 
it until another Tariff ihould be made in Great- Britain exactly conformable to that 
of 1664. whereby our Duties would be reduced as theirs are in Franceby that Ta- 
riff. 

As to our Commerce with France, the Queen fays here, June the 6th 1712. 
It was in a Method of being fettled. And Mr. Prior fays of it in May following , 
near a Twelvemonth after, * We had like to have made an Atbanafan Bufinefs of 
' it at Utrecht, by that Explanation of our own Way of understanding our own 
' Commerce. Their Letters to you, full of Surmifes and Doubts, thar all was un- 
' hinged ; and their Letters to Us again/That Explanations, however made, were 
' only to fave Appearances, and fignified nothing : This Melange, I fay, and my 

* endeavouring to underiland it, had like to make me run mad, if the Duke of 
' Shrewsbury % extreme good Senfe, and Monf. de Torcy's not only Honeft but Right 
' Undemanding, had not redrefs'd Us. 

The Queen lays, The French eonfented to deliver up Newfoundland and Placeo- 
tia. But it muft be remembred, That in the Preliminaries fign'd in September pre- 
ceding, the French had referv'd to themfelves a Liberty of taking and drying Fifh 
in Newfoundland. 

The Queen fays, An abfolute CeJJUn was to be made of Nova Scotia, or Aca- 
dia. But Cape Breton, which was always underftood to be, and is fo declar'd by 
the Queen's Inftruaions to the Duke of Shrewsbury, to be Part.of Nova Scotia, is 
exprefly given up to France. 

The Queen fays, The Trade to Spain and the Weft-Indies may in general be 
fettled, at it was in the Time of the late King of Spain, Charles the Second. But 
when the Projeft of the Treaty of Commerce came from Madrid, Lord Baling- 
broke fays of it, f They had fent a Blind, Lame, Mifhapen, Indigefted Mon- 

* Iter, inftead of that fair Offspring which we had reafon to expe£ from our 
' Candour. 

If all the other Parts of this Speech be ftri&ly examin'd, it will be found that 
the Miniftry did fo grofly deceive the Queen, in order to impofe upon the Par- 
liament by her Authority, that there is fcarce a Paragraph that does not contain 
forne unfair, or at leaft equivocal Reprefentation of the State of the Negotiati- 
ons. And when the Queen was advis'd by her Minifters to make this Commu- 
nication to Parliament, as the Terms upon which a General Peace might be 
made, it is very evident, they had no Aflurances that France would make good 
what they prevaifd upon the Queen to declare in fo folemn and publick a Man- 
ner. For on June the nth, the Bifhop of Brifiol is dire&ed by Mr. St. John to 
Difcourfe with the Minifters of the Allies agreeably to the Plan contain'd inHec 
Majefty's Speech : But before his Lordfhip makes this Step, Mr. St. John tells him, 
' It will be proper that he fpeaks firft with the French Plenipotentiaries upon this 
' Subject ; whether they will be willing, and in what manner they will be willing, 

* to give this Communication to the Allies. In anfwer to which, the Bifhop of 
Brifiol writes word, June the 28th* that the French Plenipotentiaries declar'd 
they had no fuch Orders, and without them they could not do it : And in this 

Refufal 
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Refufal of owning the Queen's Speech, as containing their Matters Offers, and in 
abfolurely denying to Treat upon it, the French Plenipotehtiiries perfeverd, even 
after .' ?! n*ub had confentcd to Treat upon that Plan, and to accept the Queen's 
Speech fro Mtterii trtftandi. 

The Committee haying proceeded this for in the Terufal and

AS it is not to be doubted but tie King is in a Condition to maintain the 
War with Glory, foit cannot be elteem'd a Sign of Weaknefs, that bis 
Majefty breaks the Silence that he has kept lince the S.paration of the 
Conferences of Gettrujdinberg •» and that before the Opening of the Cam- 
paign, he frill gives new Proofs of the Delire that be has always prtferv'd to pro- 
cure the Re-eftabliftiment of the Repofe of Europe : But after the Experience he 
has made of the Sentiments of Thofe who now (sovern the Republick of Holland, 
and of Their Induftry to render the Negotiations fruitlels, he is willing, for the Pub- 
lick Good, to addrefs to the EngUJb Nation the Proportions that be thinks fit to 
make to end the War, and firmly to Secure the General Tranquillity of Chriften- 
dom. 

Tis wkh this View, that the King offers to Treat of Peace upon the Bafis of the 
following Conditions. 

That the Englijh (hall have real Securities to Exercife their Commerce hereaftei 
in Spain, to the Indui, and in the Ports of the AUditerranean.

Preliminary Articles on the Tart of Fraftce to come to a 
General Peace. 

I 

TH E King being willing to Conrribute all In his Power to the Re-eftabtifhment of 
the General Peace, his Majefty Declares, 

1. That he will acknowledge the Queen of Great Britain in that Quality as alfo 
the Succefljon to that Crown according to the prefent Eftahlifhment. 

2. That be will confent, Voluntarily and bond fide, to take all Jutt and Rcafon- 
able Meafures to hinder the Crowns of France and Spain from bVing ever Reunited 
upon the Head of One and the fame Prince, his Majelty being perfwadid th;it this 
Excefs of Power would be contrary to the good, and to the general Rtpofe of h'urope. 

%. The Kings Intention is, that all the Parties Engag'd in the prefent War 
without Excepting any, may fi.id their reafonable Satisfaction in the Treary of Peace 
to be made h That the Commerce be Ke-eftablifh'd, and be hereafter Supported to the 
Advantage of Great Britain, Holland, and other Nations, which have been accuftom'd 
to Exercife it. 

4. As the King is alfo willing to Maintain exaftly the Obfervation of the Peace 
when it (hall be Concluded, and that the view his Majefty propofes to himfelf ;s 
to fecure the Frontiers of his Kingdom, without troubling in any manner whatfo- 
ever the Neighbouring States, be promifes to agree by the future Treaty of Peace 
that the Dutch (hall have in their Hands the Fottified Places, which fhall be Specified* 
in the Lav Countrm, to Serve hereafter as a Barrier, which mav Secure the Repole 
of the Republkk of Holland againft any Attempt on the part of France. 

?. The King alfo Ounfcnts, that there be form'd for the Empire and for the 
Houfe of Auftria, a flare and convenient Barrier. 

6. Tbo' Dunkirk hath coft the King very great Sums of Money, as well to pur- 
chafe as to Fortifis it, and that a confiderable Expence will If ill he neceflary in or- 
der to Rafe the Works thereof, his Majefty is neverthelefs willing to Engage to caufe 
them immediately to be Demolilh'd after the Conclufion of the Peace, upon con- 
dition that there be given him foi the Fortifications of that Place, anEquivalent 
agreeable, and to his own content ; And as England cannot furnifh the fa id Equiva- 
lent, the Difcumon thereof fhall be referr'd to the Conferences to be held for the 
Negotiation of the Peace. 

7. When the Conferences for the Negotiation of the Peace fhall be form'd all 
the Pretenfions of the Princes and Stares Engaged in the prefent War fhall be'w 
jide and Amicably Difcuf/sd thereat, and nothing fhall be omitted to Regulate and 
to Conclude them to the Satisfaction of all the Parties.

You are in the fiift place, befides what is in tbefe your Inftru- 
ftions before D reeled, to Infinuate, that the Frettcfr might very probably have been 
brought to Explain themselves further, had they not perceived the Extraordinary 
Uneafinefe, Impatience, and Jealoufie, which, during their Tranfactioas with Us, 
difcover'd themfelves amonglt Our 'Allies. 

You are afterwards, in Our Name, to Declare to them, That if they are detlrous 
to carry on the War, and Determin'd to accept of no Terms of Peace inferior 
to thole which have been formerly Demanded, We are, on Our part, ready to con- 
cur with them, and to continue to Sacrifice the Blood and Trcafure of Our Sub- 
jects, as We have hitherto done, for their greater Advantage and Security } but that 
We are In Juftice bound, neither to deceive Our feives nor rhem and do therefore, 
by you Oar Ambafladot and Plenipotentiary, Solemnly Declare, That We can nq 
longer hear that difproportionable Burthen which has every Year been Encreas'd 
upon Us, nor that Deficiency which Our Allies in every part of the War are 
Guilry of That it is Evident that the common Effort muft be ftill greater againit 
the Enemy thin it is, or that there will remain no profpect of arriving at thofe 
Ends which are propos'd * That therefore it is incumbent on them, if the War he 
continued, to furnifh tor the future fuch Quota's of Ships and Forces, as they 
are at this time wanting in, and to encreafe their Expence, whilft We reduce Ours 
to fuch a Proportion as in reafbn and in Juftice both fhould be Settled ar. 

If on the part of the MinHters of Vienna, and of Holland ', their Inability to do 
more than they have hitherto done, be Urg'd in anfwer to you, Our Pleafure is, 
that you finifh by faying, That We think that We may Juftly infift that they mould 
comply with Us in War, or in Peace, fince in the former cafe We require nothing 
but what it belongs to them to perform, and what is Eflential to the Succeis 
of Ojr Arms 5 and fmce in the latter We have done, and to the laft (hall con- 
tinue to do, all that is in Our Power towards obtaining fuch a Peace as may be 
to the Satisfaction of all Our Allies.

ExtraB from the Regifter of the Refolutions of their High 
Mightiness the States General of the United Provinces, 
of Saturday the iqth of Oftober, 1711. 

IT having been deliberated upon what the Earl of Strafford, Ambaflador Extraor- 
dinary and Plenipotentiary of Her Maielty the Queen of Great Britain, has re- 
prefemed to the Counfcllor Penfionary Hebtjmt, in order to be communicated to 
their High Mightineffes, and on the Preliminary Articles deliver'd on the part 
of France, to come to a General Peace, alfo communicated to the Counfellor Penfi- 
onary Hehjius : It has been thought proper, and agreed upon, that the Anfwer to 
be given to the Earl of Straford, (hall be, That their High Mightineffes having 
Examin'd the faid Articles with all poffible Attention, have found them couch'd 
in Terms lb General and Obfcure, as to deterve great Confiderationj and that they 
have ftrong Apprehenfions, that by enrring upon them into a formal Negotiation, 
the Affairs of the Peace will be fubjett to many Delays, Incertainties, and other 
great Inconveniencies, which their High Mightineffes earneftly defire may be a- 
voided, that a Speedy, Good; and General Peace may be the fooner come at. That 
for this reafon their High Mightineffes have Order'd the Sieur B*yt y who is going 
to England in Quality of their Envoy Extraordinary, to communicate to Her Ma- 
ieity their Fears and Thoughts upon this Subject $ and thereupon to Reprefent to 
Her M3jefty, That they judge it neeeflary in fo important an Affair, in which ha- 
ving themfelves no other Aim but the Advancement of the Common Caufe, and 
the mutual Intcrefts of both Nations, they firmly rely upon the great Wifdom, 
and the fo much Renown'd Zeal of the Queen for the Common Good, that upon 
the Reprefentations to be made to Her on- this Subject, She will be pleas'd to make 
fuch Reflections, as the States believe an Affair of fo great Conftquence to the 
Safety ami the Publick Good deierves : The laid Earl of Strafford is alfbdefird, that 
he will be pleas'd to contribute to this purpofc by his good Offices.

A Memorial for Monfieur Gaultier. 

Hampton-Court, Ottobtr 79. 1711. 

*• . . . 

THE Queen has proposed by the Earl of Strafford the Opening of the Conferen- 
ces : The States General anfwet'd, they did not look on ihe Memorial Her 
Ma jelly had lent them as a fufficient Foundation on which they might venture up- 
on a Negotiation. Wherefore they had deferr'd proceeding any further in that 
Affair with the faid Minifter, until they knew what Effect the Rcmonlt ranees had 
which Mr. Bwp their Envoy Extraordinary was Order'd to make to the Queen 
thereupon. 

The faid Envoy has Reprefent ed to Her Ma jetty, That the States are ready to 
concur with Her to facilitate the Genrral Peace, but that they believe it is Hazjrd- 
ing too much to Open the Conferences, unlets the General Article offer'dby France 
be Explained and SpecifyU 

Her Majelty, who has always forefeen, and who (till forefees how impoflible a 
thing it would be to bring the Allies to Agree on a Plan of particular Prelimina- 
ries, and who remains firm in Her firft Refolution, to Open the (Conferences on the 
Articles Sign'd by Monfieur Mcfnager, has given Monfieur Bujs Her final Anfwer 
on that Head, That She looks on thofe Articles as containing in general all the 

* E Preten- 
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Pretenfions Her Allies can reafbnably form 5 That She ftill perfifts in the fame 
Opinion j She renews Her Orders to the Earl of Strafford, to repeat his Inftan- 
ces with the States General to induce them to choofc one of the Four Places 
rhar have heeu appointed for the Place of Congrefs ; and to oblige them like wife to 
difpatch Pafsports for his moft Chriftian Majefty 's Plenipotentiaries. 

Things being in this Scituation, Her Majefty thinks, in order to the fpecdjr 
Opening of the Conferences, and for the greater Difpatch of the Work of the 
Peace, it will be abtoluielj Requifite, the rjioft Chriftian King mould gfoe Her 
Majefty fuch Explanations of his Defigns, with refpecl to the particular lnteiefts 
of the Allies, as he fhall think fit, to induce them to Enter more willingly into a 
General Negotiation. 

The Dutch Aim at nothing but their Barrier, and their Commerce, and pro- 
vided the Queen can, without fear of being Dtfown'd, Specify, within a fmall 
matter, the Barrier which France is willing to Yield to them ; and that She 
may allure them of the Tariff of 1664, there's no room to doubt but the States 
General will enter, without any difficulty, into the Negotiation as it has been con- 
cerned. 

The Duke of Savoy 1 Mini tiers are allarm'd for their Barrier towards France. 
The Queen thinks it would not only, be for the Quiet and Security of Italy, that 
this I'rince fhould be made more Pbwerful on that fide : But Her Majefty would 
be likewife very glad if She could give him fome Affurances concerning a Barrier 
for his Country towards France 1 And Her Majefty looks on that Article to be fo 
EfTcm al, that She hopes the Anfwer will be as favourable, and as particular as is 
poflible. 

The Dutch and the Duke of Savoy being Agreed on thole Heads with Her Ma- 
jefty, the greateft Difficulties that may be rais'd to delay the General Peace, will 
prefently be remov'd. and the Conferences forthwith Open'd. 

1 here are feveral Pretentions of the other Allies included in the general Promife 
of a reafonable Satis faction, that mutt be Examin'd and Settled in thecourfeof 
a Negotiation * as thofe of the King of Prnfa, and thofe of the Electorate of the 
Duke of Hammer, on which, if the Queen was Authoriz'd to give Affu ranees on 
the part of j France, it would be attended with this good FhVeft, That thole Powers 
would prefently come into Her MajeftVs Views and Meafures. 

There is no room to doubt, after all the Steps Her Majefty has already made, 
but She has a fincere Defire to procure the general Quiet of Europe; and if Her 
Majtfty defires that the moft Chriftian King would give an Explanation to the 
afbrefaid Demands, and to fuch others as might happen concerning the particu- 
lar Interefts of other Confederated Princes, bis moft Chriftian Majefty may be 
Aflir'd, the Queen will make no other ufe. of the Confidence the King will have 
in Her, but to forward the Negotiation, in ieeking the (horteft and moft effe&ual 
Means to attain a Peace fo much wifti'dfor, that will be Honourable to his moft 
Chtiftian Majefty, and Secure and Equitable to the Confederates.

Jnfvoer to the Memorial brought by Monfieur Gaultier, 
November 18. 171 1. 

THe King fees with Pleafure, that the Queen of Great Britain perfifts with that 
Firmnefs worthy of Her, in the defire She has exprefs'd of ufing tfce mott 
fpeedy and effectual Means for attaining an Honourable Peace to France and Great 
Britain, and which may be at the fame time both Safe and Equitable, with re- 
t pt l 1 : to the other Powers engaged in the prefent War. His Majefty intending al- 
fo to Confirm by Deeds, the Aflurances he has given of the Confidence he has in 
that Princefi, His Majelty thinks he cannot better exprefs his Sentiments, than 
by explaining himfelf on the Points of this Memorial, with as much Frank nets 
as if the Peace was made, and as if there was already a ftritt Alliance between 
htm and the Queen of Great Britain. 

So 
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So without confidermg tbat there has been no Mention made hitherto but of 
Preliminary Articles, and that the Queen of Grtat Britain does now defire Ex- 
planations on the particular Conditions which are to form the Treaty of Peace, 
the King Is willing to entruft Her, as a Prince fs in Amity with him, with 
his Thoughts on the Detail of the chief Conditions of the Peace. 

He is willing, as he has already declar'd, that the Dutch fhould have 2 
Barrier fufficient to fecure the Tranquillity of their Republick. 

He U willing alfo that Trade be Reftored and Maintained for the future to 
their Advantage, provided they will concur bona fde to the Re-eftablifhrnent of 
the Peace. 

As to the Barrier, it would be neceffary, before it be Settled, to agree up- 
on the Deftinarion of the Low Countries , as the King cf Spin has yielded 
tbem to the Eieftor of Bavaria, and that the King has Sign'd the Treaty 
thereof ; if it mould not be fulfilPd, the Elector would have his recourfe to 
his Majefty to be Indemnified. He will therefore deftre, that the Dutch (hould 
put into the Hands of the Elector of Bavaria, the Towns and Provinces pof- 
iefled by them, or their Allies, in the Spanijb Netherlands^ fo as that Prince may 
poflefs the fame in Sovereignty after the Peace, in lrke manner as he now pof- 
fcfles the Towns and Provinces of Luxemburg and Namur, and the Places of 
Cbarleroy and Nieuport \ the King will promife, That on condition of this Cef- 
fion, the Dutch (hall put Garrifons into the Strong Places of the Lav Countries, 
which (hall he Paid and Maintain'd at the Expence of the Country, fo that 
thofe Provinces being Poflefs'd by ao independent Prince, and Garrifon'd by 
Dutch Troops, will form a Ba> rier, which alone would be fufficient to fecure 
the Republick of HoUand againft any reafonable Apprehcnfion of the Defigns 
of France. 

But the better to fecure the States General againft thofe valri Fears, the 
King is willing to engage his Word to the Queen of Great Britain, ftili to 
itrengthen that Barrier, by quirting and yielding to the Dutch the Town of 
Meniu, with its Verge, in giving them Ipret and its Cbafteflenie v but it muft be 
obferv'd tbat Cajfel, Poperingve, and Bailleml do not make part thereof, and 
therefore his Majefty referVes them ro himfelf. 

In fhort, by yielding further, with the fame regard to the Barrier, Ftmtex and 
the Furn Amhach % thefeare the CefTions the King is willing to make for the good 
of the Peace, but then theft are the only ones his Majefty can Grant, unlefs he 
would leave Open the Frontier of his Kingdom. 

As his Majefty is perfwaded, that neither the Intention nor the Intereft of 
the Queen of Great Britain are, that France fhould remain Naked, and always 
Fxpofed to the Defigns of her Enemies j his Majefty expcOs to be ft rongly 
Supported by England, in the Demand he makes of the Rcltitut'mn of the Towns 
of Aire, Btlbune, St. Venant, Douay, Boucbain, and their Dependencies, which he 
pretends to Obtain by way of Compenfition for the Places he Yields, to form the 
Barrier demanded by the Dutch. 

He ftill renews the promife of Demolifhing, immediately after the Condufion 
of the Peace, all the Fortifications of Dunkirk, as well towards the Land, as to- 
wards the Sea, without any Exception •, and as it was Settled between the King 
and the Queen of Great Britain, that a fitting Equivalent fhould be gfvetr for this 
Demolition, his Majefty demands Lijle inATournay, with 1 all their Dependencies 
and Ch a Hellenic 9, to form the promifed Equivalent. 

Tour/toy is the ancient Domain of the Kingdom, It forms the Frontier of it, 
and it muft be look't upon as a Place of Safety to France, rather than an Inlet 
into the Neighbouring Country \ the King cannot receive a more pubiick Obli J 
gat ion from the Queen of Great Britain, than if She will contribute to the Re- 
ttitution of a Place fo neceffary for Securing the Frontier of his Kingdom. . On the 
other hand, it is indifferent to England, whether this Place returns, ^as formerly, 
under the King's Dominion^ or whether it remains in the Hands of a Foreign 
Power 5 and the Interpphtion of the Queen of Great Britain, bv Her good Offices 
on this occafion, will cement, for the future, a molt ftrift Union between the 
Crowns of France and England. 

However, if Her Majefty 's good Offices fhould prove Fruitless, rtotwithftandmi 
Her beft Endeavours for procuring to his Majefty the Reftitution of Lljle and 
Tountaj, as an Equivalent for the Fortifications of Dnnkirk, his Majefty Declares 
1 from 
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from this piefent tin! 5, but only to the Queen of Great Britain, That for the 
good of the Peace, he will be Satisfied with the Rdtituiion of the Town and 
Cittadel of Ufa with the Chaftelleny and Dependencies, without infilling on 
Tournay, being willing to content himfelf with this laft Equivalent, .rather than 
to retard, by more cxtenfive, tho' juft Prcteofions, the Re-eftablifhmem of the 
Tranquillity of Europe. 

The Ceflion of the Catholick Low Countries was made by the King of Spain 
to the Elector of Bavaria, only with a defign to indemnifie him, for the Lofles 
he fuffer'd during the Court of this prefcnt War 5 but his Majefty, and the 
King his Grandfon, are further engagd by Treaties with that Elector, 10 reftore 
him, by the Peace, to the Poffeflion of his Dominions, of his Rank, and of 
his Dignities, whereof he was deprived by the War, fo his Majefty will De- 
mand, that this Prince refume in the Electoral College the firft Rank, which 
was transferred to the Elector Palatine > that the Upper Palatinate given to the 
laid Elector Palatine, be reftored to the Elector of Bavaria, and in mort that the 
Difmemberments made from the Chief Parts of the fame Electorate, be Annulled, 
and things reftored to their former order. 

Even tbefe Demands are not repugnant to the Intereft of the Dutch, fuppo- 
fing that they will Confent to leave the Lorn Gauntries to the Elector of Bavaria 
for it is confiftent with their Maxims, that tbefe Provinces mould be Pcflefc'd by 
a Prince, whofe Power fecures their Battier. 

However, if they have different Thoughts with refpett to the Elector of Bava- 
ria, and that forgetting the rlrft Engagements of that Prince with the Houfe of 
Aujhia, they are perfwaded that his Ties with France will never be weakened, 
if upon this Foundation, they think that his Power might at any time be 
Djngerous to their State, and that therefore it is neceflary to Diminifli the 
fame ; regard may be had to this fear, altho' ill grounded, bv propofing for the 
good of the Peace, to engage the Elector of Bavaria, to yield Bavaria, and the 
Electoral Dignity to the Prince his hldeft Son \ whereof it would be neceffaxy 
to conclude at the lame time the Marriage with the Arch-Dutchefs; Eldeft Daugh- 
ter of the late Emperor Jofepb. In this cafe it mould be Stipulated, that the 
Elector would be fatisfwd to Poflefi the Low Countries inftead of Bavaria, wirh 
the condition that has been mentioned, of putting Dutch Garrifons into the Places, 
to be paid, and maiotain'd at the Charge of the Country. 

If theft Propofals fhould be rejected, the King being engaged by his Treaties, 
to take care of the Inrerefts of a Prince his Ally, demands that at leaft, the 
Ele&or of Bavaria may keep the Provinces of Luxemburg and Namur, and that 
his Electorate, his Dignity, and his Rank may be Rtftored to him § but it 
would not be Juft, that being redue'd to Two Strong Places in the Low Coun- 
tries, he mould be obliged to receive a Dutch Garrtfon therein, which the 
Revenue of thofe Two Provinces would not be able to Maintain. This Con- 
dition mult be (truck out j which the King only propofes in cafe all the Low 
Countries be intirely given to the Elector of Bavaria. 

As the King doubts not; but the Queen of Great Britain thinks it Juft, that 
the Elector Palatine mould reftore the Upper Palatinate, bis Majefty thinks, 
that the Dutchy of Umbourg might be Separated from the Low Countries, 
and given to the Elector Palatine, to Indemnify him for the Upper Palatinate, 
which he mould reftore ; this his Majefty leaves to the Prudence and Juftice 
of the Queen of Great Britain. However it be, it might be Agreed, rhat 
the Elector Palatine mould enjoy, during his Life, the Upper Palatinate, and 
the Furft Rank in the Electoral College, and that after his Death, both mould 
return to the Elector of Bavaria, and his Succeffor. 

This Second Propofal, with refpett to the Elector of Bavaria, would bring 
no Alteration to the offer already made, of yielding to the Dutch for a Barrier, 
Menin, Ipret, Furn, and Furn Ambacb, on the Conditions beforementioned. 

Bat the manner in which they will ufe this Prince, will decide the Advantages 
the King will grant with refpect to Trade. 

If one of the preceding Propofals is accepted, the King's Intention is, to Re- 
eftablifli, in Favour of the Dutch, the Tariff of 1664. with the Exemption of 
the Duty of 70 per Tun, his Majefty will particularize only fome Exceptions 
to this Tariff, whereof the Detail is contain'd in a Memorial by it fell * he

If it fhall be thought proper to begin by the Difpofition of the M 
chy, you are to infifr, .That the Security and realonable Satfsfaftion i^hich the 
Allies i ttpet\ and which his moft Chriftian M.jefty has fmAk^ m^^ 
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obtain' J, if Spain and the weft-Indie* be ahocted to any Branch of the Houfe of 
Bourbon : And in cafe the Enemy mould oblefr, as the Imperial Minilters have 
done, That the Second Article of the Seven," Sign'd by the Sieur Mefiag*, im- 
plies, that the Duke of J/ijou mall continue on the Throne of Spain, you are . 
to infift that thofe Articles, as fat as they extend, are indeed binding xoFrmce 
but that they lay neither Us, rlor Our Allies under any pofirive Obligation V 
that they were receiv'd only as Inducements for Opening of Conferences; and 
that an Agteement to take Meaftres for preventing the Crowns of France and 
Spain from being ever United upon One Head, cannot be corrftrued by any* 
means to imply, that the latter (hould remain to the prefent Poffeflion, finer 
by the Sixth Article of the Preliminaries made in 1709, this very Point wai T 

infilled 

of Arjou mould Abandon the Throne ot bpani. In treating therefore upon this 
Head, You are toconfMer, and Se tie, in c injunction with Our Allies; the rrjolt 
effectual" Mea&tes for preventing the Crowns of Franca and Spain from beings 
ever tfnrred upon One Head, and the Conditions which mall be agreed as ne- 
c"eflary to this Effe£t, you are peremptorily to Infift upon. 

Whether the great Article of the bpanifh Monarchy (hall be in the rlrft place 
Adiufted, or whether it Hull be thought expedient to defer the Confideration 
thereof; you are, in behalf of Our Allies, .0 demand ot France the following 
Terms; with fuch Extent ions and Aluranons, as the feveral Parties concern'd 
may be defirous of, and as (hall appear ju ft and reaf .nab'e. And for your better 
Information and Guidance, as well in refpeit to thefe Articles, as to others, the 
feveral Memorials and Reprefenrations ivaich We have reeciv'd from divers Prln : 
ces and States, concerning their Interelts in the Treaty of Peace, are herewith 
deHw'd to you. I H 

In the tlrft place, with refpe€t to the Intercfts of Our good Brother the En> 
fleto/' and of the Empire, you are to infilt, That the Twn and Citadel of Stow 
bourg be reftor'd to them in the fame Condition thyy are at prefent, together with 
' the Fort of Kuhl, and the Dependencies thereof, Scituated on both tides of the 
Rhine, without the Repayment of any Demand of Charges under any Pretext 
whatloever, with One hundred Pieces of Brafs Cannon, of different Sizes, and 
Ammunition In proportion. That the faid Town of Strasbourg b* likewife reftor'd 
to the Rank, Prerogatives, and Privileges of an Imperial City, and do Enjoy 
the fame In fuch manner as they were Enioy'd before it was brought under the 
Dominion of bis molt Chrittian Majeftv, both in Ecclefialiical and Civil RigJHS; 
and you are to demand, that the faid Town and Forts be effectually Evacuated 
in filch time and fuch marmeT, as (hall be Agreed upon by you in Concert with Our 
Allies. 

You are ftrrther to Infift, That the Town of Brifac, w'rh its Territory, be Re- 
ftor'd to his Imperial Majefty, and the H>ufe ot A*ft>'u y with all the Cannon, 
Artiflety, and Ammunition that are therein, to be Held and Enjoy'd by his faid 
Imperial Ma)efty in fuch manner as he ought to have Held and EnjoyM the fame, 
purfuant ro the Treaty of Ryfvrick. 

You are to endeavouT to procure, that his moft Chrittian Majefty may hereafter 
have the Pofleffion of Mfatia, in fuch wife only as appears to be according to the 
Literal Senfe of the Treaty of TVeJfybalia, and hy Virtue thereof, that he be 
contented with the Right of Prefecture over the Ten Imperial Cities, lying in 
the (aid County of Jlfma,. wirhout extending the faid Right to the Prejudice 
of the Prerogatives, Rights, and Privileges which belong to tberr^ as to other 
Free Cities of the Empire; bur that his ftid moft Chriitian Majelty may erf 
joy the aforefatd Right, together with the Prerogatives, Revenues and De» 
mains, In like manner as he ought to have enjir'd them at the thne of the Con* 
clufion of the Treaty abovemenuon'd. 

You are to demand, Thar the Fortifications of the : faid Ten Towns be put in 
the fame Condition they were in at the time aforefaid, except the Town of 
Landau i the Poflemon and Propriety whereof you are to procure to ffe 
Emperor and the Empire, with Liberty to DemotMh the Fortifications of that 
Place, if they fhaTl rhink fit. 

You are likewife to infift, That his molt Chr'iftun Majeftv, in purfuanop of 
the faid Treaty of Weftpbalia, do caufe to be Dem -limed In fuch time as mall 
be agreed on, and at his own Experce, the Fortrefles, which he has at pre- 
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lent on the Rhine, from ib/b to Pbiliptbnrg, namely, Hwmwgtn, New Brijic> 
and Fort Louie, with the Works belonging to the laid Fort, on both Sides the' 
Rhine, without ever Rebuilding the fame. 

You are further; to demand, That the Town and Fortrefs of Rbinfelt, with' 
Its Dependencies, be put into the Hands of Our good Coufm the Landgrave 
of Helje CafHe v until that Matter be otherwife Settled, 
i The Chute inferted in the Fourth Article of the Treaty of Ryfvick, relating 
to Religion, being contrary to the Honour of the Treaty of WeftpbaU* ■, you 
are accordingly to infilt, That the fame be Revoked and Annulled, ami that 
the State oi Religion in Germany be Restored to the Tenoux, ,f£ the Xxeair of 
Weftphalia aforefaid. . ' \ * • 

You atelikcwife to infift, That his moft Cbriftian Majefty do acknowledge 
our good Brother the King of PruJ/ia in that Quality) and- that he btooromifc 
not to give to his faid Ptnfian Majeftjr, any Difturbance in the PjoDeflioni of the 
Principality of Neufcbatel, and of the County of VaUngin } apt that ^ ^ M - 
ftore the Principality of Orange, to thole to whom it I hall appear by Lav/ to' 
Appertain, and fuch other Eltates as did belong to our lire dear Brother King 
William the Thkd, which are now in the hands of France. t 

You are alfo to demand the acknowledging of the Electorate, which,, has been 
Erected in favtrafcof the Duke of Hanover, now Bettor of Bniafwick and Lunen- 
bnrg> ■,' •' ' 

And if. any difficulty mall arife, concerning the time of acknowledging his Prvf- 
fian Majefty, and the Elector of Hanover, the Minifters of Franc* infixing not to 
do it until the Peace be Sign'd $ and the Minifters of thefe Princes, inhuing to 
be received as the Minifter of a Crowned Head, and of an Elector, at the Firft 
Opening of the Congreis, you are in fuch Caft, to endeavour by fome Expe- 
dient to Reconcile the Difpute. You may in the Firft Place, Propoie, that 
the Several Mjnifters mould Confer, and Treat together, without Exchanging, 
or Producing their full Powers, until they come to Conclude and Sign ; you may 
in the next Place offer, that the full Powers of the PruJ/uv, and Hanover Mini- 
fters be accepted with a Declaration, that this (hall be of no Confequencir, Unlets 
the General Peace enfue. Thirdly, you may Endeavour to Terminate the Dif- 
ference, by Preffing to have the full Powers of all the Minifters put intd the 
Hands of fuch Plenipotentiaries, as fhall be Agreed upon by the Parties pre- 
fent. . I 

As to Out good Brother the King of Portugal, you are to infill that he have 
and enjoy all the Benefits and Advantages granted to him by the Treaties made 
between Us, Our Allies, and his laid Majcfty. 

As to what relates to the Particular Interefts of our good Friends, and Allies 
the States General, you are to Infift, that the moft Chrlftian King do Yield to- 
wards Forming a fufficient Barrier to them, Fumes, Fort Knock, Menin, Ipres, 
Lip, Tournay, Gmde, Valenciennes, and Maubeuge, as likewife Douay, Betbune, 
Aire, St. Venanti, and Boucha'm, with their feveral Dependencies, and the Can- 
noo, and Artillery, and Ammunition now being in fuch of the abovefaid Towns 
as are ftili in the Hands of the French, to be Garrifoned in fuch manner as is 
or (hall be Agreed on between Us, and the faid States General, or others Con- 
cerned. You are further to Infift on that Head, that his moft Chriftian Ma- 
jefty, do reftore all the Towns, Forts, and Places belonging to Spain, which 
he at prefent Poflefles, or has been in PofTemon of, during the Courfe of this 
War in the Spanijb Low Countries, together with the Cannon, Artillery, and Am- 
munition, now being and remaining therein, to the End, that fuch Part of 
t^em that have been, or (hall be- thought Fit, may alfc> be Allotted for a, Bar- 
rier to the States General. 

You are to uf« your utmoft Endeavours, that the Tariff pf 1664, be grant- 
ed hy France to the U A States General, with the Suppreflion of all other 
Tariffs made fince that time ; Revoking and Annulling all Edicts", .ELecla- 
rations, and Decrees contrary thereunto » that the Advantages of the Trea- 
ty of Ryjvick be likewife given to the States ^ and that the Exemption of 
Fifty Pence per Tun be allowed ro all Dutch Veffels, Trading to the Ports of

You are however to take efpecial Care nor ro fuffer there Articles in favour 
of the States-General to be concluded, until the Treaty of Succeflion and Bar- 
rier be lb explained, as to remove thofe apprehenfions which We have as to the 
Confluence of ic in fome Points, concerning which you arc already Intruded 
and (hall hereafter be more fully inform'd of Our Pleafure. 

As to Our good Brother the Duke of Savoy, you are to Demand that he be 
put again into Pofleffion of the Durchy of Savoy, County of Nice, and all his 
Hereditary Countries and Places yielded to him by the Treaties made with the 
tmpcror and others ot the Allies; And that His Moft Chriltun Majcfty do like- 
wife yield to ihe laid Duke of S«voy, the Towns of Exiltes, Fcmftrelles, and CW 
mont, together with the Valley of Pr^ge!.*, and all the Trad of Land lying be- 
tween Y'udwont and Mount Genevre, lo that the faid Mountain may ferve here* 
after as a Barrier between the Kingdom of France and the Principality of Pied- 

wont. / 

When the Barrier of Our good Friends and Allies the Srares-General fhall be 
Under Confidcration, or at any other time which in the courfe of this Negotia- 
tion fhall to you appear moft proper, you are to prefs the explaining, extend- 
ing and fettling the Sixth Article fign'd by the Sieur Mcfagtr, which relates to* 
the Demolition of Dunkirk. 

As to Our own Interefts, you are to be particularly attentive to them in the 
whole courfe of this Negotiation, to make ufe of every Accident which may* 
happen, and of every occafion which the feveral Allies may have of Our Alu*-> 
fiance, in order to promote and fecure the fame with each of them. 

Whereas by the Treaty of Barrier the Commerce of rhefe Our Kingdoms to 
the Spanijh Netherlands, and tofuch Places a9 by virtue of the faid Treaty accrue? 
to the States-General, is expofitd to be loft, or at leaft to become precarious • 
And whereas the Sieur Buys their Envoy extraordinary to tJs, has himfelf ac^ 
knowledge the reafonablcncis of Our Apprehenfions, and the Juftice there is* 
that We mould be fecur'd againft any Prejudice which We have reafbn to fear 
may arife to Us from thofe great Acceflions which they have, at the eXDencc of 
the Blood and Treafure of Our Subject, acquir'd : P 

You are therefore at the fame time as you ufe your Endeavours with the E- 
tiemy, and fuch of the Allies as may be concerned therein co procure to the 
States-General the effect of the aforefaid Treaty, to infill thac Nieuport, Dender- 
maude, the Cafte of Ghent, and fuch other Places as may rather appear 'to be z 
Barrier againft Us than againft France, be either not put into the Hands of the 
Dutch, nr that fuch Expedients be found for the doing thereof, as may fecure 
the ingrefs and egrefs of Ouf subjects in all the Low-Countriet, as fully and ef- 
fectually as if the laid Barrier had not been granted to the States-General. ' 

The Seventh Article of the Barrier Treaty giving a Power to the States-Ge- 
neral, in cafe of an apparent Attack, or of War, to put fo many Troops as 
they fhall judge necefiary into all the Towns, Places and Forts of the Lm>- 
CoMHtriti, you are to endeavour to have this Article fo explain'd, as to be ondcr- 
ftood for the future only of an Attack from, or of a War with France, fince no- 
thing can be more unreafonable, than to leave it in the Power of the States- 
General to make ufe of the Ten Provinces againft thofe to whom the Sove- 
reignty of thefe Provinces may belong, or againft the Sritift Nation. 

It mull be your further Care, that a fpecial Provifion be made that Our Sub- 
lets may not fuffer in their Commerce by any omiflion in the Fifteenth Article 
of the faid Barrier Treaty, and that it be exprefly ftipulated that the Subjects of 
thefe Our Kingdoms fhall Trade as free, with the fime Advantages and Privi- 
leges, and under the fame Impofitions and no other, as they us'd to do when 
thofe Places were in the Hands of France or Spain, or as the Subjects of the States- 
General themfelves have done, or fhall at any time hereafter do. 

Purfuant to what is beforementioned you are ro make thefe inftances and 
inch o.hcrs as fhall be hereafter directed upon thefe Heads, wherein the 'inte- 
refts of Our Kingdoms, and of the Dominions of the States-General may inter- 
fere, at fuch time and in fuch manner, that Our Satisfaction any go Hand in 
Hand with the Settlement of their Barrier. 
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You are to infift that the Moft Chriftian King do not only in the platneft 
and ftrongeft Terms, acknowledge the Succellion to the Crown of thefe Our 
Kingdoms, as the fame is limited by Law to the Houfe of Hmvver, but alfo the 
Perfon pretending a Right thereunto fhall be immediately ob.ig'd to retire out 
of the Dominions of France, and that His Moft Chriftian Majefty fhall further 
Promife and Engage for himfeif, His Heirs and Succeflbrs, never to acknow- 
ledge any Pcrfon to be King or Queen of thefe Realms befides Ourfelf, and 
fuch as mall fucceed to Us by virtue of the Acts of Settlement now in force. 

You are to Demand that a Treaty of Commerce may be as foon as poffible 
commene'd between Us and France ; and that in the mean time fuch Points 
may be fettled as fhall appear neceflary to prevent the Doubts and Difficulties 
which may otherwife arile in the future Negotiation of this Matter. 

The joint Pofleflion of the IQand of St. Cbriftopber hiving been the occafion 
of frequent Difputes between Our Subje&s and thofe of the Moft Chriftian 
King, as well as of the effufion of much Blood, you are to demand and infift, 
that the Right to and Pofleflion of the faid lfland do for the future remain to 
Vs, and that the Moft Chriftian King do Renounce all Right, Title, Claim or 
Intereft which he or any of his Subjects may have or pretend to have to or in 
the faid lfland, or any part thereof. 

As to our Interefts in the North Parts of Amnio*, you are to be particularly 
careful, and to Demand in the firft place the Reftitution of the Bay and Straights 
of Hud [on, together wi;h fuch further Security for the Trade, and recompencc 
for the Loflcs of this Company, as you fhall be able to obtain. 

You are in the next place to infift, that PUctntia and the whole lfland of 
Newfoundland be yielded to Us by the French. 

Thirdly, You are to Demand that His Moft Chriftian Majefty (hall quit all 
Claim or Title by Virtue of any former Treaty or otherwife, to the Country 
call'd Nova Scotia, and exprefly co Port-Royal, otherwife AnapoUt Royal, which is 
now in our Pofleflion. 

You are, in the fourth place, to endeavour in the beft manner you poffibly 
can, to defcribe and fix the Bounds of the Bririjh and French Settlements in 
thefe Parts. 

Befides thofe Advantages and Privileges which by virtue of any former 
Treaty or Agreement Our SubjeAs are entitled to in any part of the Domini- 
ons ot the Spanijh Monarchy, you arc to infift in the future Treaty upon tho 
following Articles. 

Firft, That Gibraltar and Port-Mahon, with the lfland of Minorca, be for the 
future annex'd to the Crown of thefe Realms. 

Secondly, That the Contract call'd the AJpento for fumiihing Slaves to the 
Spanifh IVefi-hdies be made for the Term ot Thirty Years, with fuch of Our 
Subjtetsas fhall be by Us Nominated and Appointed, who fhall enjoy all the 
Prerogatives, Privileges and Advantages which were yielded to the French by 
a Contract made with them in the Year 1702, or which fhall appear neceflary 
and, reafonable ; particularly you are to inlift, trut fomc extent of Ground 
on the River of Plate may be aflignV, upon which Our Subjects may not only 
refrefh their Negroes, but keep them in security until they fhall be difpos'd of 
to the Spaniards. 

Thirdly, You are to take care that a general Article be inferted, by virtue 
whereof all Advantages, Rights and Privileges which have been granted, or 
which may hereafter be granted by Spain to the Subjects of any Nation what* 
(bever fhall be in like manner granted to the Subjects of Gnat-Britain, 

t 

Fourthly, In fettling the Trade of Our Subjects to the Spanifh Dominions, you 
are to endeavour to obtain fuch Exemptions of Duties upon all Goods and 
Merchandizes of the Product or Manufacture of thefe Kingdom*, as fhall a- 
mount to an advantage of at leaft 15 /. fir Cent t ■ 

You 
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You have herewith delivered to you fuch Propofals and Obfervations, relar-* 
ing to Our Interefts in Commerce, as have been prepared and made by Our 
Commiffioners for Trade and Plantations; together with the Petitions and Re- 
prefentations of Our Turhj and E*Jl India Companies, and of orher Our Sub- 
jects; of ail which, and or luch others as Ihall hereafter be tranfmitted to you, 
you are to make the belt ufe you mail be able, for the Relief of Our Subjects, . 
and for the Improvement of Commerce. 

And whereas We have directed a State to be prepar'd of fuch Demands 
as We may jultly make, not only on account of the Expences which We have 
Ken at for Our good Friends and Allies the States General, but alfo on account 
of thofe immenfe Summs which We have furnifh'd for the ufe of Our good 
Brother the Emperor, you are hereby requir'd, as foon as this State mall be 
tranfmitted to you, to inlift upon Satisfaction for as much as fhall thereby appear 
to be due to Us. 

And whereas we think Ourfclves oblig'd on all Occafions to exert Our Zeal 
in behalf of the Protcftant Religion and Intercft, We cannot conclude thefe 
Our Inftructions without directing you to concert with the Minifters of the 
States General and Our other Protectant Allies, the molt proper and effectual 
Methods for refti ring to their Religious and Civil Rights the Proteftants of 
Fra nce, and particularly for the immediate Relief of fuch as may at this time 
be in the Gallics. / 

Our Will and Pleafure is, in the laft place, that you do from time to time ob» 
ferve and follow fuch farther lnftrudions and Directions as you (hall receive 
from Us or one of Our Principal Secretaries of State, with whom you are 
constantly to correfpond, and give Us, by him, an account of all your Pro- 
ccedings in thefe important Affairs, and of all other material Occurrences, 
which may come to your knowledge, during the Courfe of this your Employ- 
ment for Our Service Abroad " •

'A Specifick Explanation of the Offers of France for a General 
Peace, to the SatisfaSlion of all the Powers interefted in the 
frefent War. Delivered February the i\th 17 12. 



THE King will acknowledge, at the Signing the Peace, the Queen of 
Great Britain, in that Quality, as well as the Succeflion to that Crown, 
according to the prefent EOabliftiment, and in the Manaer the molt agreeable 
to Her Britannick Majefty. 

His Majefty will caufe all the Fortifications of Dunkirk to be demolUhed im- 
mediately after the Peace, having an Equivalent to his Satisfaction. 

The Illand of St.Chriftofbers, the Bay and Streights of HuJfen fhall be yielded 
entirely to Great Britain, in like manner Accadie, with its Fore and Fort Royal, 
ihall be entirely reftor'd to His Majefty, 

As to Newfoundland) the King offers to yield it again to Great Britain, referr- 
ing to himfelt. only the Fort of Platentia, and the Right of Fifhing and Drying 
of Cod-Fip, as before the War. 

He will agree to make a Treaty of Commerce before or after the Peace, at 
the choice of England, of which the Conditions between the two Nations mail 
be made as equal as poffible. 

The King will confent, at the Signing the Peace, that the Spanijh Low-Coun- 
tries yielded to the Elector of Bavaria by the King of Spain, (hall ferve as a 
Barrier to the united Provinces j and to enlarge it, he will add thereto Furnet 
and its Dutriet, Knocke, Ifrn aqd its Diitrid, Meoin and its Diftrict. In exchange 
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His Majefty demands, for forming the Barrier of Trance, Aire, Si. Volant', 
l>at Hevebam and their Dependencies. 

If the States General will keep Garifons in the ftrong Places of the Barrier 
thus formed from the Countries yielded to His Electoral Highnefs, and from 
wrut France fhall add thereto, His M ijefty confenrs that they may put therein 
their Troops it. as great Number as they pleaTe ; and further, that they he main- 
tained at the C harge of the Country. . 

For this Ccffion and Confent, the King on his part demands, for the Equi- 
valent of the Demolition of- Dunkirk, the Cities and Citadcis of Lille and Tum- 
n*y, with their Chaftcl enies and Dependencies. 

The Barrier thus regulated between Fr <nct and the States General, the King 
will agree to augment the Commerce of their Subjects, which i; ftipulated by 
the Treaty of Rffwich and the advantageous Ta;iff of 1664, excepting only- 
fix forts of Merchandize, of which k ftiall he agreed, and which fhall remain 
charged with the fame Duties as they now p y, together with the exemption 
c>f fifty Sols per Tun, upon the Dutch Ship* coming into France from the Unkcd 
Provinces, and from foreign Countries. 

As to the Commerce of Spain and the Indies t the King will promife, not only 
to the States General, but alfo' to Great Britain and to a'l the other Powers, by 
virtue of an Au.hority which he has for that purpofe, that the Commerce fhall 
te made exactly and entirely after the fame manner that it was made under the 
Jteignvnd un.il the Death of Charles the Second, arid will promife, that the 
Ftnct, fnal#be fvA'ytA, as well as ail other Nations, to the ancient Laws and Rules 
made by the kings, Predeceflbrs of His Cathohck Mayfly, in relation to the 
Commerce and Navig.i ion of the Sptnifli India. 

His Majefty further convenes, that all the Powers of Europe fhall enter into a 
Guaranty of this Promife. 

His Majefty promifes, that the King his Grandfon (hall renounce, for the 
good of the Peace, all his Pretenfion to the Kingdoms of N< fits and Sardinia, 
as weir as to the Dutchy of Milan, which he will confent in the fame Name, 
thst the part yie'dfd to tb* Duke of S»wy do remain to His Royal Highmfr; 
provided that tor this Ccffion the Houfe of Auj!ria fhall likewif: defift from all 
Ptaenfion upon the o ner parts of the Monarchy of Sftin, from whence it 
fca 1 dtaw its Troi ps immediately after the Peace. 

The lronturs of ! oth fuL$ upon the Rhine, fhall be put in the fame State as 
they were bcf« re the prefent War. 

• l or a'l rhefe Condi.ions abovementioned. the King demands, that the Ele- 
ctors of Cohgn and Bavaria be Re-eftabtifhed in the full and entire Poftefuon of 
thci. titates, Dignities, Prerogatives, Goods movable and immovable, which 
they enjoyed before the prefent War j and His Majefty will reciprocally acknow- 
ledge in (jo>,anj and in Pmp, all the Tides which to this time he has not ac- 
knowledged. 

The King (hall reftore to the Duke of Savoy what he hath taken from him du- 
ring this ar j in like manner His Royal Highnefs fhall reftore to him wha: he 
hath taken from Fr.ncc, fo that the Bounds on both fides mail be the fame as they 
were before the Declaration of War. 

Ail things in Portugal (hall be re-eftablifhed and remain upon the fame foot in 
Eunpe as they were before the prefent War, as well in regard to France as Spain-: 
And as to the Dominions which are in America, if there be any difference to 
regulate, Endeavours will be ufed to agree it amicably. 

The King will voluntarily and bond fide confent, to concert with the Allies 
the mod juft Meafures whatever to hinder the Crowns of France and Spain from 
being ever reunited upon one and the fame Head j that is to lay, that one 
Prii ce be at the fame time King of both. 

A'l the precedent Treaties, that is to fay, thofe of Munfter and the following 
ones fhall be Ratified and Confirmed, to remain in their Force and Vigour, ex- 
cepting only thofe Articles from which the Treaty of Peace now t o btnute, 
tfull have derogated or changed any thing.

TH E Conference in order to communicate our feveral Demands, was held 
Yefterday ; and all produc'd theirs, except the Imperial Minifters, who 
having bur then recetv'd their Courier from Vienna, delir'd time to prepare theirs. 
At this latter Meeting Count Simundorff infifted with great Earneftnefs that each' 
Ally fhould in their feveral Demands, majte exprefs mention of, and infift upon 
the Reftitution of the whole Monarchy of Spain, that having been the great Ob- 
jc£t of the War; the Minifter of Portugal join'd in this Requifition : After 1 
long Silence Count Sinzendorf prefs'd Us and the Dutch to explain Ourfelves: 
We faid, Her Majefty had thought it mod proper each Ally mould make their 
own Demands, and a general Claufe to fupport each other in obtaining a juft 
and reafonable Satisfaction was fufficienr, efpecially fine* the Words, en Confer- 
mitede Ses Alliances, were in it : This We remain'd by. 

The Dutch being again prefs'd in like manner, retir'd ; and, after a long De- 
bate among t hern/elves, being return'd, fpoke to the fame Purpofe : We had 
done, adding that Spain and the Indies ought to be demanded by thofe it imme- 
diately concern'd j and Mr. Buys reafon'd very much at larjge, that the Method 
We had put things in, could not fuffer it to be otherwife. Count Siuundorff and 
his Collcpue parted with great Difcontent, the former faying with much Con- 
cern, This would be a fatal Day for the Grand Alliance, &c. Here We thought 
this Difpute had ended, but this Morning the Dutch Plenipotentiaries deilr'd We 
would come to the Town-Houfe a little before the time of Meeting ; thofe of 
France being come, they prefs*d Us with the neceflity of giving Count Sinzendorf 
fome Content, and at laft declar'd they were refolv'd to do k: accordingly eofft- 
ing into the Room where the Allies Minifters meet, they faid, That fince they 
perceiv'd the Arguments they us'd laft Night had not given Content, they had 
now thought fit to go further, and accordingly declar'd the States General were 
refolv'd to make good all their Treaties made on occafion of this War, as Well 
thofe that related to Spain and the India, as thofe made with Portugal, Prufu, 
Savoy and others. 

l/pon this We immediately went to the Conference with the French, t6 deli- 
ver Our feveral Demands; while We were there We confidered the difadvanta- 
geous Confequences of being the only Minifters that did not make any mention 
at all of Spain and the Indies, even at Our Conferences among Ourlelves, and 
thought it might be proper to fay fomething to take off that Odium; where- 
fore, being return'd to the Apartment of the Allies, Lord Privy Seal faid, We 
are unwilling to fpeak more than We had done, till after We had given in Our 
Demands to France, becaufc We could not fee but the mentioning any one fpe- 
cially In Our Demands, would naturally have drawn on the mention of more; 
but at prefent, to give the Sarisfa&ion fo earfteftly defired, We own'd, that 
as Her Majefty infifts for a Juft and reafonable Satisfaction for all Her Allies in 
conformity to Her Alliances, thofe Alliances that may concern Spain and the 
Indies, are underftood thereby as others that concern the Interefts of the reft of 
the Allies. We humbly hope what was faid by Lord Privy Seal on this Occafion 
Will not be found contrary to what has hitherto been declared, and that as if 
goes no further than to juft and reafonable, it does not import any new Obi*-* 
garion.

riiHL lad Arricle of the Memorial certainly requires much DifcufEon, and 
X to be maturely examined ; the Matter is Co important that one ought to 
depend upon the'firit Views and Conceptions of it; the more fpecious they are, 
the more dangerous it is to be milled by a Pcrfwafion of their being eafily 
executed. 

France can never confent to become a Province of S/u/w, and Spain will like- 
wife think the fame in refpect to France ; it is therefore our Bufineh to take folid 
Mcafures to hinder the Union of the two Monarchies; but we fhould abfolurely 
depart from the End propofed, and mould fall into infinite Misfortunes, worfe, 
if it be pollible, than what we would unanimously avoid, if we ad contrary 
to the fundamental Laws of the Kingdom. 

According to thefc Laws the molt near Prince to the Crown is of ncccflSty 
the Heir thereto, 'tis an Inheritance that he receives neither from the King his 
Prcdecclfor, nor from the People, but from the Benefit of the 1 aw : So that 
when one King dies, the other fucceeds him forthwith, without asking the 
Confent of any Perfon whatfoever. He fucceeds not as Heir, but as the 
Matter of the Kingdom, the Seignory whereof belongs unto him, not by Choice, 
but by Right of Birth only. 

He is not beholden for his Crown, either to the Will of his Predeceflbr, or 
to any Edict, nor to any Decree, nor to the Liberality of any Perfon, but to 
the Law. This Law is looked upon as the Work of him who hath cftablifhed 
all Monarchies, and we arc perfwaded in France, that God only can aboli/h it*

I Was anfweiing your Letter of the 20th of this Month N. S. the Day before 
Yeftcrday, when a Courier brought me tliat of the 28th, with a Memorial 
of the fame Date. 

The Queen believes Mr. Gsuhier will have given you Satisfaction upon the 
Points contained in the fir ft, and He Majcftv has commanded me, without loft 
of Time, to communicate to you Her sentiments, in regard to the Arricle of 
the Union of the Two Monarchies, upon which your lad Difpatch generally run. 

The Facilities which have been receiv d from hence, for the Conclufion of a 
General Peace, have been expected from the Queen, or than any other Power 
could have contributed. The firft Motive that Her Mijefty had to mako all 
thefe Steps, has been a firm Truft, founded upon the fo often repeated Affij- 
rances, on the Part of His Moft Chrifthn Majelly, that he would content ro 
take all the Meafures nccefTary to hinder for ever, that Union of fo ill Conic- 
quence to all Europe. 

The Expedient' that Mr. Gaultkr has been inftructcd to propofe, is the only 
one which fcems to the Queen capable of giving the lead hop.: of preventing 
this Inconvcniency, and Her M:'j«fty obferve*, that the Prcpolition contain'd 
in your Memorial, does but confirm and make the Queen and Her Allies Parties 
ro a Plan which has been, and which is now more than ever the Object of their 
Tears. 

.It is not necertary that I (hould enter into the Particulars of the Objections * 
ipon which we might inlift. You are, Sir, of too clear a Genius not to fee them 
1 their whole Excent and Force. The Queen relics too much upon the Equity 

of 
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of the King ybur Matter, and the fincere defire he has alw.iys fhewn for a Ge 
neral Peace, to be capable of imagining, that he will require her to contcrni! 
herfelf with a Surety of fo little Solidity as that propofc J in the Memorial ; of 
that fhe mould fuflfer that the Cafe might happen, that he that mail be in pof- 
feffion of the Crown of S/um, mould have the Right to fucceed to the Crown 
of France i Who would then allure us that this Prince would not make ufe of his 
Power to keep, the one, and to acquire the other, ra:her than (how a Moderation 
without Example ? 

We ate ready to believe that you are perfwaded in F,:vcs, that God* alone 
can abolilb that Law upon which your Right of SucceHion is founded ; but 
you will give Us leave to be perfwaded in Great Britain, that a Prince may de- 
part from his Right by a voluntary Ceffion, and that he in favour of whom that 
Renunciation is made, may be juftly fupported in his Pretenfions, by the 
Powers which become Guaranties of the Treaty. 

In fhort, Sir, the Queen commanded me to tell you, that this Article is of 
fo great Confequence, as well for Herfelf as for the rclt of Eunpt, for this pre- 
fer* Age, as for Pofterity, that She will never agree to continue the Ncgocia- 
tionS of Peace, unlefs the Expedient She has propofed be accepted, or fome 
other equally fblid. 

I difpatch, however, a Courier to the Tords Plenipotentiaries, to commu- 
nicate to them the Queen's Orders upon this Subject, and 1 muft tell you they 
cannot accept of any Plan for a General Peace, as reilbnable as it may be in 
pther Refpects, if they don't receive satisfadion upon the means to hinder this 
Union. 

It would be in effect, Building upon the Sand, taking unneceflfarily many 
Precautions to make a Peace, and not have prevented a Danger fo great and fo 
probable as this. 

We fee with a great deal of Satisfaction, that you wifh this new Propofuion 
Ihould be look'd on only as a firft Thought ; let us do what we can on each 
fide, that our fecond Thoughts may nearer meet, and let us not leave imperfe& 
a Work which hath been fo advane'd, fpight of that vigorous and general Op- 
pofition. 

I am rejoie'd that the King has been pleas'd to recompehce the Services of 
Mr. Gaultier, by giving him an Abbey. He will not fail ro be ufeful at Utrecht, 
and what is certain, he will find the Queen's Minitters in the Difpofidon to 
fhorten the Negotiation. 1 beg you would be perfwaded that I am, &~e.

Mr. Torcy to Mr. St. John. Zth April 1 7 1 i. 

T Rcceiv'd by the Courier, return'd from Jj>n<hn s the Letters you honour'd 
J[ me with of the 2; d and 24 th of March, O.S. and obferv'd with a great deal 
of Pleafure in the lalt, that you thought the Conditions of the Treaty of Peace 
would be foon adjufted to common Satisfaction, if the means of preventing the 
Reunion of the Monarchies of France and S».;in could be fettled and agreed on. " 

I believe, Sir, that it cannot be impollible to find out an expedient which all 
Europe is equally concern'd ro fettle ; and fince you do not altogether (tick at 
that which Mr. Gauiticr propos'd to me on your parr, I hope fecond Thoughts 
upon this Matter may prove more fuccefsful than the firft. If it is not y et en- 
tirely to your Satisfaction, be pleas'd to communicate to me what may be added 
to it, or rather taken from it. In fhorr, let us labour earneftly and without 
prevention for the conclusion of a Work of fo great Importance as that of the 
Peace 

As the principal Difficulty which ftill oppofes the conclufion of it, is the trou- 
ble to find fufficient Security to prevent the dangerous Reunion of the Mo- 
narchies of France and Sp the King propofes to confent by the Trea:y of 
Peace, of which all the Powers of Eunp> (hall be Guaranrees, that if erer rhe 
King of Spiin, Philip V. or the Prince his Son, or any of their Children who 
fhall fucceed them to the Kingdom of Sp.in, becomes either the next and pre- 
fumptive Heir, or the Succtllbr of the Crown of Fwcu and prefers it to the 
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Crown of S faint That of Spain (hall belong of full Right l o the Prince whotn 
they fliall fix upon by the fame Treaty to poffefs it ; That not only King Philip 
fhall Sign and Ratify this Condition of the Treaty, bat moreover that all the- 
Powers of Europt fhnll enter into an Engagement with France to maintain this 
Article j fo that if the Prince of the Houfe of France, that fhall Reign in Spain. 
has a mind to aflert his Right to the Crown of France in the manner I juft now 
obferv'd, he fhall be oblig'd to Renounce his own Right, and that of his De- 
fendants to the Crown of Spain, to Depart from thence and to go to Frawcs 
frith all his Children, Princes and PrincefTes. 

That if he prefers the Crown of Spain to that of France, or the Quality of 
Heir and immediate SuccefTor to the Crown of Frame, he (hall be obliged to 
Renounce in favour of the Line which fliall follow neareft his own, and which 
ihall remain in France, his own Right and that of his Children to the (aid 
Crown of France ; fo that in this cafe, the Catholick King, or he that fhould 
Reign in his ftead, fhould have the Choice as being eldeft j but he cannot pof- 
fefs the Two Monarchies together, or inherit that of France and leave Spain to 
one of his Children. 

If you fhould ask, Sir, what Precaution mull be taken to fettle fuch a Re- 
nunciation as I have laid before you, as being-contrary to the Order eftablifh- 
ed in France for the Succeffion to the Crown, I anfwer firft, that there Is no 
room to luppofe that the King of Spain would prefer the Crown of Spain to 
that of his Forefathers, for a thoufand Reafons eafy fo comprehend, and too 
tedious to lay down. 

Secondly, That if he was fo ill advis'd to make fuch a Choice, the fecurefl 
Precaution would be what you infinuate in one of the Letters yon honoured 
me with, viz. a folemn Engagement which all the Powers of Europe fhould 
enter into by the Treaty of Peace, to maintain a difpofition made .with the 
View of preserving the general Liberty and Repofe of Europe. 

Since the Claufe of the Will of the late King of Spain, Charles II. which ap* 
points the Duke of Berry, appears rather a new Obstacle to the Peace, than aa 
Expedient capable of preventing the Union of the Two Monarchies, it feenu 
neceflary to confent that the King of Portugal poflefs himfelf of tjie Crown of 
Spain, as foon as the King of Spain fhould be call'd to the Succeffion of Frame, 
and fhould prefer it to the Crown of Spain. 

The Marriage of the King of Portugal with a Princefs of the Houfe of Auftri* 
would countenance the difpofition to be made in favour of this Prince; but if 
it be not convenient to think of him to be King of Spain, they may on the fame 
Foundation choofe that Prince who would marry one of the Arch-Duchefles, 
Daughters of the Emperor Jefeph. 

In fhort, the Duke of Savoy being nominated by the Wills of the late Kings 
of Spain, in default of the Houfe of Aujtria, he may likewife be chofen; but 
as a King of Spain, Matter both of Piedmont and Savoy, would be a dangerous 
Neighbour to France ; the King would find himfelf obliged to demand for a Bar- 
rier, not only the Reftitucion of Exillts and FeneftreMet, but even the Ceffion of 
Savoy and ?he County of Nice. 

To fettle more firmly the Tranquility of Europe, It may be agreed upon by 
the Treary of Peace, that the Meafurcs taken to prevent the Union of the Two 
Monarchies be received and confirmed by the Courts, or States of the King- 
doms of Spain. 

I wifh, i>ir, this Plan may be agreeable to the Intentions and Sentiments of 
the Queen of Great Britain, and I cannot but hope fo, fince it is your own 
Though? co guaranty the Renunciations by the Powers who fhall fign the 
Treary of Peace ; and no better Care can certainly be taken to confirm the 
validity of thefe AOs, than to Stipulate them by a folemn Treaty, of which all 
Europe is concerned to back the Exccurion. 

The King orders me to acquaint his Plenipotentiaries of what I have the 
Honour to write to you ; and 1 hope, Sir, that the good Underftanding and Cor- 
refpondence between His Majefty and the Queen of Great Britain, will daily 
encreafe in fuch a manner, that the Enemies to the Peace fhall have no room 
to triumph. You will have the pleafure to filence fuch as are foj and I defire * 
a© lefs the fatisfa&ion of finding opportunities to allure you how truly I am, &c.

IAnfwer now the Letter which you did me the Honour to write to me the 8th 
Inftant, N. S. and which I receiv'd by the fame Meffcnger who brought me 
your former. 

Be aflur'd, Sir, that we will go on vigoroufly, and without prevention, in ac- 
cornpliftiing the great. Work of the Peace, the Conditions, whereof will foon be 
fettled to the common Satisfaction, provided we agree on the Means to prevent 
the Union of the two Monarchies of France and Spain. You fee, Sir, I am ftill of 
the fame Opinion. 

Each of our Allies has his own private Ends •, they are not all perhaps limited 
within the Bounds of fleafon ; there are feveral befides, inconfiftent one with an- 
other. It is not neceflary thefe Points Ihould be fo ftri&ly taken notice of and re- 
ciprocal Condefcenfions will not fail reducing all thefe Differences to a juft and 
reafonable Medium. But the Article concerning the Union of the two Monarchies; 
is of that Nature and Importance, that the leaft falfe Step in it cannot but prove fa- 
tal j and all the Advantages that could poffibly be ftipulated, would be paid for too 
dearly, in accepting of an Expedient too weak to obviate fo real a Danger. 

I muft confefs, Sir, that fecond Notions prove better than the firft; and that 
they clear up many Difficulties, at the fame time that they ditHpate moft of our 
Apprehenuons. To avoid all Equivocation, and to prevent the leaft Mifunder- 
ftanding on fo nice a Subject, you'll give me leave to explain in what Senfe her Ma- 
jefty takes the Words you make ufc of, and the Scheme you offer by the King's Or- 
der. You propofethen, that the Prince, who 'at prefent reigns in Spain, fliall not 
wait, according to your former Plan, till the Crown of France falls to him, fot 
to chufe which of the two he likes beft ; but that as foon as he becomes either im- 
mediate SuccefTor of the Crown of France, or preemptive Heir, he will be oblig'd 
to declare his Choice, and you fettle the fame Rule for his Iflue. 

Now, Sir, the Queen thinks the Objection which has been made to your former 
Propofition, may in fome meafure take place as concerning this : For in either of 
the two Cafes you lay down, bow will Europe be certain that fuch a Choice will be 
made ? All the Powers, you'll fay, will be Guarantees of that Convention. Such a 
Guaranty indeed may form a Grand Alliance, to wage War againft the Prince who 
will offer to break the Conditions of the Treaty j but wefeekthe Means rather to 
prevent than fupport new Wars. 

Finally, Sir, muft not one confefs that there appears no Expedient efFe&ually 
able to fecure Europe from the Dangers wherewith it is threaten'd, by the Union 
of the two Monarchies, unlcfs the Prince, who at prefent is in pofiefTion of Spain, 
makes his Choice at this very Inftant ; and unlcfs, according to that Choice, the 
Order of the two Succclfions be fettled in the General Treaty of Peace ? 

Her Majefty remarks with very great Pleafure, that this Plan does not much 
differ from that which his Moft Chriftian Majefty has causM to be communicated 
to Her. Let us, in the firft place, argue, if you pleafe, on the Suppolition* that 
theabove-mention'd Prince will chufe the Crown of his Anceftors preferably to 
that 6f Spain. 

Tlrtre is in nature but one Cafe alone, that may happen to render our Propofal 
lefs advantageous to him than yours. 

Pardon me, Sir, if I make two Suppofitions, very difagreeable, but neceflary 
for the better underftanding the Queftion we are examining. If the young Dau- 
phin Ihould chance to die, the Prince we arc talking of would be immediate Suc- 
ccflbr of the Crown of France ', in this Cafe then he can lofe nothing in chufing 
the Crown of France now a forehand. 

His Moft Chriftian Majefty (whom God preferve for many Years) happening to 
die, the fame Prince would be prefumptive Heir of the Crown of France. In this 
Cafe how Ihould he be i Lofcr, in making his Choice as the Queen defires ? Can it 
be faid he runs the hazard to quit Spain, without gaining France f You fee, Sir, he 
would be cxpos'd to the fame Inconveniency by your own Scheme. From all that 
I have faid, the Queen's Opinion is, Sir, that it follows, It will equally be advan- 
tageous to the Prince now in queftion, to chufe the Crown of France at prefent, or 
to do it in any of the two Circumftances fet down in your Letter : and you will be 

* 1 doubtlcfs 
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doubtlefsconvinc'd, that the Security of Europe will be cftabiifli'd infinitely better 
one way than the other. 

if we argue on the Suppofition, that this Prince will chufe the Crown of Spain, 
it is beyond difpute, in the Fir ft Place, That it is much better for him and for 
us, that this Declaration (hould be made during the Congreis at Utrecht, than at 
any other time. Secondly, That the Guarantee of the Powers of Europe will be 
much abler to prevent his Return to France, contrary to the formal Renunciation 
that he (hall have made of this Right, than to force him to quit a Crown, where- 
of he will be in pofleflSon, and to depart from a Pretention which he has not re- 
noune'd. 

1 have, as clearly as poflible, laid before your Eyes, Sir, the Queen's Thoughts 
en the Contents of your laft Letter ; her Majefty fteks but the common Safety, the 
Moft Chriftlan King has the fame Views. In God's Name, to be over-nice in the 
Negotiation* let us npt lofe thofe Benefits which we arc ready to reap. Let the 
King your Matter, and the Queen my Miftrefs, (hare in the Glory of giving Peace 
to Europe ; and let thofe, who are defirous to break the Conferences by the Events 
of the Campaign, find their Projeds overturn'd, by the fpeedy Conclufion of the 
Treaty. 

On one hand, his Moft Chriftian Majefty may fecure the peaceable PofTefTion of 
the Crown of Spain to hisGrandfon on the other hand, he may ftrengthen the 
Succcflion of the Crown of France, for ever prevent the Union of the Empire 
with Spain, and procure to his Kingdom very confiderable Advantages : on both 
fides he may fet Europe free from Apprehenfions and Fears, and perfect a Work as 
glorious as that of a definitive, fecure, and lading Peace. 

By the Letters of Mcflieursthe Plenipotentiaries, dated the mhinftant, N. S. 
I qnderftand we are to expect, within a few days, the Arrival of MonGeur G nut- 
tier y and that he is to bring with him a Plan of the General Peace Which was form'd 
at Vtrtcht- We hope bis Molt Chriftian Majefty will explain himfeif on that Sub- 
ject, after fuch a manner, as the Qjieen may make the necefiary Declarations to fe- 
cure the Succefs of our Negotiations. I'll tell you, as a Man who moft fincercly 
wimes for Peace, that the Condefceniions that maybe expected from the Queen, 
depend on the Refolution which will be taken concerning the Grand Article of the 
Union of the two Monarchies. I am, &c.

Monfieur Torcy to Mr. St. John, April 16. 1711. 

THEY eafily agree, Sir, where Intentions are fincere, and Defires equal on 
both fides to arrive to the fame Eud. I obferv'd with a great deal of Satif- 
faction, by the Letter you honour'd me with of the 6th lnftaut, O. S. that the 
Plan I propos'd toyou, hasclcar'd feveral Difficulties, and diffipated many Objec- 
tions. I hope likewife, that the Anfwer you return'd in it, will perfect the Work 
begun. 

According, Sir, to what you writ me, the only Difference there is between 
the Propofition I made to you by the King's Command, and the Project of the 
Queen, depends entirely on the Time when the King of Spain fhall declare the 
Choice he intends to make, either to maintain his Right to the Crown of France, or 
keep that of Spain. 

In my Propofition, the making bis Choice was refer'd to the Time, when this 
Prince fhould become either immediate Succcfibr, or prefumptive Heir of the 
Crown of France; -and the fame Condition was obferv'd inrefpect of his Progeny. 

You obferve, Sir, that in deferring till then, a Choice fo eflential to the Tran- 
quillity of Europe* it cannot be certain that there will be one made, if ever fuch 
an unhappy occafi^n fhould happen, that the Guaranty of all the Powers, who 
Hull be concern'd in the Treaty, fhall form a fufficient Alliance to declare War to 
the Prince who fhould violate the Conditions of the Peace : but the End that 
ought at prefent to be propos'd, is, to hinder the renewing of the War, and not 
to feek Means to fupporc thofe which mould arife upou this occafion- 

You then conclude, that to prevent the Reunion of the Monarchies of France 
and Spam, it is ncceflary that the Catholick King mould now declare his Choice, 
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Without waiting the unhappy Event, which we hope will never happen-, but that 
it rouft, in the mean time, be fuppos'd, and Care taken, that this Choice may 
cftablifh the Order of the Succeffion, by the Treaty of the General Peace. 

Your Obfervations, Sir, and the Confequences which may be drawn from them, 
are equally juft ; the Catholick King muft calm the Uncafioefs of Europe, in de- 
claring at prefent what Part he will take, if ever the Succeffion of France is open 
in his Favour. Indeed it will be perhaps fome UneaCnefs to him, to declare at 
prefent to the Spaniards, that he would abandon them, and go to France, if one 
cf the two Cafes, which you fuppofe, (hould happen. A Nation, uncertain of 
the Matter flie fhall have, may prove lefs faithful to him that actually reigns ; but 
this lnconveniency ought to fubmit to the General Good. Thus, Sir, the King ap- 
proving your Proportion, difpatches a Courier to Stain, and writes to the King 
his Grandibn, to let him know the neceffity of revolving on the Choice he will 
make, and declare it, to the end it may be inferred in the Treaty of the General 
Peace, and that it may be made a Condition of it, whereof all Europe Ciall be 
Guarantee. 

I hope, Sir, the King of Spain will conform himfelf to the Council of the King ; 
but if itihould happen, what 1 cannot believe, that be will not fubmit to it, his 
Ma jelly will take all the Meafures the Queen of Great Britain (hall judg proper, to 
determine of Neceffity, and even by Force, the Choice of the King or Spain, and 
tofecure to Europe the Peace, which at prefect appears fo far advane'd. 

Iam confident there will no occalion be given of coming to fuchan Extremity; 
but the King is willing 1 mould inform you of his Refolution in this Matter, as 
being a new Mark of the fincere and true Dcfire of his Majefty, for the ready Gon- 
cluOon of a fafe and folid Peace. 1 look upon it at prefent very much advane'd, 
and that the principal Difficulty, which might ftill render it more acceptable, feems 
remov'di hut in the mean time, we muft expefit new Difficulties from thofewho 
wonld willingly break the Conferences. 1 believe the bed way to fubvert their 
DeGgns, would be for the Queen of Great Britain to propofe immediately a Sufpen- 
lionof Arms, for they ground their Hopes on the Event of the Campaign. And 
as I find, by your Letter, that her Britannick Majefty is difpos'd to make the ne« 
ccfTary Declarations for eftablifhing the Saccefs of the Negotiations, it is my Opi- 
nion, that the Propofition of a Sufpenfion might make part of thofe Declarations. 

I have detain'd Mr. Gaultier here fome days longer than he ought to have 
ftaid, in expectation of your Anfwers, thinking it necelTary he mould be inforra'd 
of your Sentiments before he fetsoutfor England', he will inform you, Sir, of 
the King's Intentions on the Demands of your Allies. I hope, that as the molt 
difficult Point is now regulated, you will have Refpctt only to the lufticeand So- 
lidity of the Peace ; and that the Queen of Great Britain, acting by thefe great 
Motives, will give the laft Marks of the Defire fhc has to cftablifh with the King 
a perfect good Corrcfpondence. 

1 receive!, Sir, by the fame Courier, the Letter you honour'd me with of the 
itth Inftant, O. S. I am very forry for the Indifpofition of my Lord Treafurer, 
and earneftly wifh his immediate Recovery. It is very reafonable that thofe who 
have had, like you and him, the principal Part in the Management of the Peace, 
fbould have the Honour to bring it to perfection. I hope we Ihall foon fee the Suc- 
cefs of it, and defire you will believe that, at all times whatfoever, no one fhall 
be with greater Truth than I am, Sir, &c.

TH E Plan you propos'd, in your Letter of the 8th of Aprils appear'd to us 
to remove many Difficulties, and diffipate divers Caufes of Fears •, but by 
reafon of having mifunderftood the Intentions of the King, and ill explained thofe 
of the Queen, we now find our felves farther than we bad hoped, from agreeing 
upon theGraud Article of the Peace. 

It is very true, that the only Difference there is between the Propofition you 
made me by the King's Order, in theSenfc we comprehended it, and that which 1 
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Tent you by Order of the Qaeen> relates only to the Time when the Prince in quef- 
tion (ball make his Choice, either to prefervc his Right to the Crown of France, by 
renouncing that of Spain ; or to keep that of Spain, by renouncing that of Frame. 
But you do not propofe therein, Sir, that the Execution ihall accompany the 
Choice, which is abfolutely neceflary to render this Peace definitive. 

_ The Abbot Caultier explains quite otherwife the King's Intentions ; and 1 ob- / 
ferve that you fay the Prince, who reigns in Spain, mud calm the Inquietude of 
Europe, by declaring now the Part he will take, if the Succeflion of France is ever 
open'd in his Favour. After this manner our great Work will not be much ad- 
vane'd by the laft Propofition. 

If we had understood it according to the Explication that you now give it, you 
fee, Sir, that we mould have fallen into a very great Abfurdityj finceiu rejecting 
your Project, we mould have drawn up another, againft which all the Objections 
we made, and which were found even in France juft and well founded, would have 
equally taken place. For tho the Prince who reigns in Spain, makes his Choice 
from this time, what greater Security Ihall Europe have, if the Execution of this 
Choice is refer'd to another time ? In offering that he Ihall be oblig'd to declare 
his Choice from this time, you are already agreed that neither the Stipulations 
of a Treaty, nor the Guarantee of the Powers engag'd in this War, can be ca- 
pable to fecure that the Choice (hall be made \ how then can we conclude that 
they can be capable to fecure that, when cither of the Cafes fhall happen that 
we are with Regret oblig'd to forefee, and to fuppofe, he will quit one Crown 
to hold another, according to the Choice that he (hall have made, and which (hall 
have been inferted in the Treaty of the General Peace ? 

The Queen has often declar'd that it would be impofliblc for her to be contented 
with any Expedient, which was not very folid, touching an Article of fo great 
Importance as that of the Re-union of the Two Monarchies. To do otherwife, 
would be to lofe the Fruits of all the Blood the Allies have fpilt in the Courfe of 
this War j it would be at laft to betray the Common Caofe of Europe, and to cx- 
pofc the prefent Age, as well as thofc which are to come, to one of thegreatcft 
Dangers that the Imagination can form. 

Her Majefty fincerely defrres the Peace, She defires it reafonable for France ; but 
to come to this Iflue, the Intereft of France muft not be rendcr'd inconfiftent with 
the General Security. 

It muft be done fo as the time can never happen, in which the fame Prince 
Ihall have both the Crown of Spain upon his Head, and his Succeflion open to 
that of France. 

If this Prince, of whom we fpeak, is not contented with Spain; or if France 
will not, in parting him by, too much weaken their Succeflion ; muft we for this 
Reafon, the Peace being made, take up Arms, and be in a continual Apprehen- 
fion of feeing the War renew'd ? The Queen can never confent thereto, and Her 
Majefty thinks there is not one of the Allies who will fubmit to fo hard a 
Condition. 

To (hew neverthelefs that fhe is ready to contribute all in her Power to fatisfy 
his moft Chriftian Majefty, without wounding her Honour, and without facrificiog 
her Intereftsand thofe of her Confederate?, theQjieen orders me, Sir, to propofe 
to you an Expedient, by which King Philip may preferve his Right to the Crown 
of his Anceftors, and find a Recompence for Spain, which in this cafe he (hall be 
oblig'd to abandon. 

Her Majefty therefore propofes, That this Prince do immediately retire with 
his Family out of Spain; That the Duke of Savoy do tranfport himfelf thither at 
the fame time with his, and take poffeflion of that Monarchy and the Indiet ; That 
King Philip may enjoy the Kingdom of Sicily, the Hereditary Countrys of his 
Royal Highnefs, with the Momftrrat, Mantuan; and in cafe he fuccceds to the 
Crown of France, That Sicily returns under the Obedience of the Houfe of Au~ 
ftria, but that the other Countrys may remain to him, and be hereafter looked 
upon as Provinces of France. The Queen would defire that this Propofition might 
appear to come from his moft Chrifti.m Majefty, to be an Effect of his Moderation, 
and a Sacrifice that he is willing to make, to draw Europe out of the Diforder it is 
now in, and to re-cftablifli the General Tranquillity. 

Her Majefty thinks (be has now given all the Facilities in her Power to con- 
clude the Peace, and hath asked nothing but what neceflary for accomplifhing 
that Promife which the moft Chiiltisn King made, wheu he declar'd himfelf rea- 
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dy to take all jolt and reafonable Meafares to hinder the Crowns of France and 
Spain from being ever re-united upon the Head of one and the fame Perfon. 

The Queen commands me to add, That (he hopes the Propofition I have made 
by her Order, will be accepted ; but however fhe inGfts that the Anfwer yon fend 
me be categorical and final. 

The Circomftances we now find oar felves io, as well as the Seafon of the 
Year, do not admit that we remain any longer in Uncertainty, whether we (hall 
have War or Peace. 

The Parliament, to whom her Majcfty hath promifcd the Communication of 
what Ihe would treat on the Subject of Peace, will become impatient, and the 
Queen cannot excufe her felf from communicating to them the Anfwer ihe (hall 
receive to this Letter. The Armies are in the Field, and the Brents of one day's 
time may entirely change the face of Affairs : how much foever difpofed the 
Queen is to facilitate the Negotiation of the Peace, and to five the Effufion of 
Blood, fhe cannot however declare for a Sufpenfion of Arms, before Ihe Knows 
the Refolution of the molt Chriftian King upon the Expedient propos'd to pre- 
vent the Re-union of the two Monarchies. 

If I tell you nothing, Sir, touching the Plan of the General Peace, which the 
Abbot Caultitr alfo brought us, 'tis becaufe the Queen does not look upon the 
Differences which it contains as too difficult to be adjafted, provided the Arti- 
cle of the Re-union be once palled ; and becaufe if we are not happy enough to 
fucceed in treating of this Expedient, it would be but a needlefs Trouble to ne- 
gotiate upon other Points. 1 am, &c .

SIR, 

I Have receiv'd the Letter you did me the favour to write to me of the 10th In- 
ftant, and am very forry to fee there was fb great difference, as yon tell me, 
between the Propofition you made me by order of the Qpeen, and the Anfwer 
the King commanded me to make to you : for want of underftandingone another, 
we have unhappily loft a time, of which every moment is precious ; and now we 
muft have a new Decifion from the King of Spain opon a Plan which had been pro- 
pofed to him in a different Senfe to what you underftood it. 

I confefs, Sir, I (hould fear that this Explication would produce new Difficulty* 
at the Court of Madrid, if the King had not refolved to furmount all the Ob- 
jeftions her Majefty can make upon an Article which is to be the Balis of the 
Peace, and likewife to facrifice the Interefts of his Houfe for the Rc-eftablilhment 
of the publick Tranquillity. 

'Tis therefore to remove thefe Difficulties, that the King now makes two Pro- 
pofitions to the King his Grandfon : Firft, To renounce by the Treaty of Peace, 
for himfelf and his Defcendants, all his Right to the Crown of France, and con- 
tent himfelf with Spain and the Indies. 

The Second, To prefer ve his Right 'to the Crown of France, but at the fame 
time to yield Spain and the Indies to the Duke of Savoy, and content himfelf in 
Exchange with the Countries the Duke of Savoy now poffefies j that is to fay, 
with the Principality of Piedmont, the Dutchtes of Savoy and Mont f err at, and 
County of Nice. Laftly, to keep the Kingdom of Sicily, whereof the Catholick 
King now is Matter. Provided always that if he mould one day come to the 
Crown of Prance, he (hould keep only the Countries now belonging to the Duke of 
Savoy, and that in this cafe the Kingdom of Sicily (ball belong to the Houfe of 
Jivftria. 

U. were to be wiihed that the King could at prefent know the Intentions of the 
King his Grandfon, upon one or the other of thefe two Alternatives ', but we 
mutt unavoidably wait for the Return of the Courier that his Majefty difpatches 
to Madrid. 

He has commanded me ncverthclefs to aflure you, that the Treaty of Peace 
fball be made upon the Balis of the one or the other of thefe two Propofitions ; 
«>*,. Either the King of Spain fball renounce his Right to the Crown of Prince, to 

* K keep 
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keep only Sfain and the India \ or that he (ball confeat to the Exchange of Sp*;» 
and the with the Eftates of the Duke of Sivy, on the Conditions I have 
now acquainted yoo with. You arc therefore, Sir, to look upon what I write to 
you by the King's Order, as the final Anfwcr that you defire, and whjchought to 
remove all Uncertainty upon the Peace, or upon the Continuation of the War* 

It is probable, Sir, that the Peace would ftill be more certain, if a Sufpenfion 
of Arms could be agreed upon on both fides, and might, fince at prefect each fide 
may well expect an happy Conclufion: but it muft be left to the Prudence of 
the Queen to examine what (be (hall think moft agreeable to the general Good, 
which ihc defires as much as any Pcrfon. 

It would be very Tad, if any Event Ihould happen during the Campaign to dif* 
turb the good Difpofitions which are now apparent for eftablifliing the publick 
Tranquillity. I hope, Sir, you will very foon give the laft Hand thereto ; and I 
pray you to believe, that no one can honour y ou more perfeaiy, nor be more truly 
than I am, Sir, &t.

•"jpO end all Difputes arifen about North America, the Queen propofes ; 

I. 

That his moft Chriftian Majefty mould yield to her the Iflaod of Newfound- 
land, with Tlacentia, and all the Fortifications, Artillery, and Ammunitions 
thereto belonging, the little adjacent lflands, and the neareft the Ifland of New- 
foundland', as alfo Nova Scotia, or Acadie, according to its antient Limits. 

II. 

That the Subjects of his moft Chriftian Majefty may continue to fifh, and dry 
their Fifh upon that part of Newfoundland which is call'd the Petit AW, but on 
no other part of the faid Iflaod. 

III. 

That his Majcfty's Subjects may enjoy, in common with the Ojiccn's, the Ifland 
of Cape Breton. 

IV. 

That the lflands in the Gulph of 5/. Laurence, and in the Mouth of the River 
of that Name, which are at prefect pollefled by the French, may remain to his 
moft Chriftian Majefty ; butexprcfly upon condition that his faid Majefty mall en- 
gage himfelf not to raife, or fufler to beraifed, any Fortifications in thefc lflands, 
or in that of Cape Breton. The Queen engages her felf likewife not to fortify, or 
fuffer any Fortifications to be rais'd in the adjacent lflands, and thofe next New 
foundland, nor in that of Cape Breton. 

V. 

The Queen infills to have the Cannon and Ammunitions of War, in all the 
Forts and Places of the Bay and Streights of Hudfon. 

• 

Relating to Commerce. 
As fome Difficulties are arifen, which hinder our giving the finifhing Stroke to 
the Treaty of Commerce between the two Nations of Great Britain and France, fo 
foon as could have been wiflied, by rcafon of many Prohibitions made, and many 
execflive Duties cftablifhed in the faid Kingdoms: And as it is neceffary for the 
Subjects of both fides, that the Commerce between the two Nations be open'd, 
and have its effedt as foon as pofiiblc - , the Queen would have many Proportions 
to make his moft ChriftWn Majtfty thereupon. Bat as thefe Points would require 
a longer time to be difcufs'd than the prefcut Criiis does permit, the Queen being 
more inclin'd to confirm the general TraixpiilHty, than private Advantages, con-, 
tents her felf with making two Demands, which fhc believes can meet with no 
difficulty, 

I. That 
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I. 

Tha^ in cafe we do not agree upon the Points in difpute, relating to Commerce,' 
Commiflaries be named on each fide, who {hall meet at London to examine aod re* 
gulate the Duties and Impofitions that (hall be paid in each Kingdom ; and that 
they be adjufted in fuch a manner, that by it the Commerce between the two Na- 
tions be encouraged and enlarged. 

II. 

That no Privilege or Advantage in regard to the French Trade, (hall be granted 
to any foreign Nation, which (hall not be granted at the fame time to the Queen 
of Great Britain's Subjects. In like manner, no Privilege or Advantage relating to 
the Trade of Great Britain, (hall be granted any foreign Nation, that (hall not at 
the lame time be granted to the Subjects of his molt Chriftian Majefty. 

Relating to the Sufpenfion of Armt. 
The Queen will confent to a Sufpenfion of Arms for the Term of two Months; 
upon condition, 

I. 

That in the faidTcrm, the Article which relates to the Reunion of the two 
Monarchys (hall be punctually and entirely executed. That is to fay, Either that 
King Philip (hall renounce in that Term, for himfelf and his Defendants, his 
Rights to the Crown of France) and (hall confent that his Renunciation be infer ted 
in the Treaty for a future Peace : or that in this Term he (hall leave Spain with his 
Family, yielding up that Kingdom and the Indies to the Duke of Savoy, on the 
Conditions mention'd in my Letter of the 29th of April, O. S. and accepted by 
that from M.dc Torcy of the 1 8th of this Month, N. S. 

II. 

That the French Garifon (hall go out of the Town, Citadel, and Forts of 
Dunkirk j and that the Queen** Troops (hall enter it the day the Sufpenfion of Arms 
(hall begin : and that that Place (hall remain in the Queen's hands till the States- 
General (hall have confented to give his moft Chriftian Majefty an Equivalent for 
the demolilbing of it, with which he lhall be contented. It being underftood, that 
in this cafe his moft Chriftian Majefty (hall be oblig'd to demolish all the Fortifi- 
cations of that Place, to fill up the Harbour, and deftroy the Sluices, in the manner 
the Queen's Plenipotentiaries have required. 

III. 

In cafe the States-General do confent to a Sufpenfion of Arms at the fame time 
with the Queen, it feems rcafonable to grant them the liberty of putting a Garifon 
in Camhray, on the Day the faid Sufpenfion (hall have its cfFcd.

ARTICLE I. 

HIS Majefty confents to yield to the Queen of Great Britain the Ifleof New- 
foundland, with the City of Placentia, as now fortify 'd ; but the Artillery 
and Ammunition with which that Place is provided, (hall be taken from thence, 
and mail not be comprehended in the Ce(fion which (hall be made of that Place, 
and of the Ifland, for they are not to be cfteem'd as belonging either to the one 
or the other : and to ufe a common Comparifon, one may look upon the Artil- 
lery and Ammunition of a Place, as Movables of an Hou(e, that a private Man 
carries away with him when he yields that fame Houfe by a voluntary Contract. 

The Ifles adjacent to that of Newfoundland next neither demanded nor promifed 
by the Articles fign'd at London in the Month of Ottobcr laft : As thefe Articles 
have ferv'd as a Rule in the Beginning and in the Progi efs of the prefent Nego- 
tiation, the King's Intention is to follow exactly the fa tnc Rule, as the moft furc 
one to come to the Conclufion of the Treaty •, and his Majefty is perfuaded that 
the Queen of Great Britain, faithful to her Word, will not infift upon a new De- 
mand, and which docs not appear in the Convention fign'd in the Name of that 
Prir.ccfs. 

The 
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The King is willing to add to that Convention the Ceffion of Acadit according to 
its anticnt Limits, as it is demanded by the Queen of Great Britain. 

II. 

The Articles fign'd at London referve to the Subjeds of the King the Power of 
Fi filing and Drying of Cod-Fifh opon the llle of Newfoundland. A Difpofition 
made and agreed to, can neither be reftrain'd, nor receive any Alterations but thofe 
which are reciprocally judg'd to be conformable to the common Advantage. 

Upon this Foundation the King offers to leave to EngUnd the Aitillery and 
Ammunition of Placentia, the Ifles adjacent to that of Newfoundland; to forbid 
the French the Liberty of Filhing or Drying of Cod- 1 ifh upon the Coaft of that 
Ifle, likewife upon that part call'd the Petit' Nord ; to add to thife Conditions the 
Ceffion of the of Ifles St. Martin and St. Bartholomew adjoi -ing to that of St. Chri- 
ftofbtr: if for this new Offer the Qjieen of Great Britain contents to icftore Acadie, 
of which the River of St. George (hall hereafter make the Boundaries, as the Eng. 
UJb heretofore pretended to it. 

It is therefore at the Choice of the Queen of Great Britain, either to keep to the 
Articles fign'd at London, or to accept the Exchange that his Majefty propofes. In 
this laft Cafe his Majefty will endeavour to facilitate all that lhall depend on him, to 
conclude the Affair of the Ranfom of the Ifland of Nevis to the fatisfa&ion of England. 

HI- 

As the perfefr good Undcrftanding that the King propofes to eftablifh between 
bis Subjects and thofe of the Queen of Great Britain, will, if it pleafc God, be one of 
the principal Advantages of the Peace, we muft remove all Ptopofition* capable of 
difturbing this happy Union: Experience has made it too vifible, that it wasimpofli- 
ble to preferve it in the Places poffefs'd in common by the French and English Nations ; 
fo this Reafon alone will fuffice.to hinder his Majefty ficm confmtii.g to the Propo- 
rtion of leaving the Englijb to poflefs the llle of Cape Breton in common with 
the French. But there is ltill a ftronger Reafon agaiuft this Propofitiou •, as 'tis 
but too often feeo that the moft amicable Nations many times become E'.ctnies, it 
is Prudence in the King to referve to himfelf the PolTtflion of the only Ifle which 
will hereafter open an Entrance into the River of St. Laurence; it would be abfo- 
lutely Ihut to the Ships of his Ma jelly, if the Englifh, Matters of Acadie and New 
foundland, ftill poffefs'd the Ifle of Cape Breton in common with the French, and 
Canady would be loft to France as foon as the War fhould be renew'd between the 
Two Nations, which God forbid * but the moft fecure means to prevent it, is often 
to think that it may come to pafs. 

IV. 

It will not be diffembled, but 'tis for the fame Reafon that the King is willing to 
referve to himfelf the natural and common Liberty as all Sovereigns have, to ere& 
in the Ifles of the Gulph, and in the Mouth of the River of St. Laurence, as well 
as in the Ifle of Cape Breton, fuch Fortifications as his Majefty ftull judge ncccftary : 
Thefe Works made only for the Security of the Country can never be of any De- 
triment to the neighbouring Ifles and Provinces. 

It is juft that the Queen of Great Britain ihould have the fame Liberty to ereft 
what Fortifications (hefliall think neceflary, whether in Acadie, or in the Ifle of 
Newfoundland: and upon this Article the King does not pretend to exaft any 
thing contrary to the Rights which the Propriety and Pofleffion naturally give to 
that Princefsi 

V. 

The King is willing, thro a particular Confideration of the Qjieen of Great 
Britain, to leave to her the Cannon and Ammunition which (hall be found in tho 
Forts and Places of the Bay and Streights of Hudfon, notwithftanding the ftrong 
Reafons that his Majefty may have to take them from thence, and tranfport them 
elfcwhere. 

Article of Commerce. 
As the King (incerely defires that all Caufc of Divifion between his Majefty and 
the Queen of Great Britain Ihould ceafe as foon as may be, it would be very agree- 
able to him to fee all Difputes relating to Commerce fettled at Utrecht between his 
Plenipotentiaries and thofe of England : But if it is impoflible to remove the Diffi- 
culties about this Matter before the ConcluOon of the Peace, rather than to delay it, 
his Majefty confents to the two Demands made in the Name of that Princefs.

"W* Received the 14*6 of this Month, O. S. by UVtgne your Difpatchcs of rxd 
of the fame Month, N. S. and 1 only waited for the Duke of Ormoad's Letters 
I to fend you my Anfwer. Thcfe Letters arc Arriv'd this Morning, and at the 
_JL fame time your Courier put into my Hands that which you did me the Honour 
to write to me the ijth of this Month. 

The Particulars which the Duke of Ormott ! gives of what has pafs'd, are intircly 
Conformable to what you obferv'd to me • and I have not fail'd reading all the Dif- 
patches to theQiieen. Her Majefty, Sir, commands me to tell you, that 'tis with the 
mod fcnfiblc Diiplcafure, (he fees that the Enemies to Peace find ftill the means to 
retard its Conclufion, in expoGng the Negociation (which muft lead us to it) to new 
Difficulties and new Dangers. But as Her Majefty has taken a firm and immoveable 
Rcfolution, not to give way in any manner to the Obftaclcs which fhall be raifed, 
and on the contrary, to continue to labour jointly with the King to Re-eftabli(b the 
general Tranquillity, (he doubts not but we fhall be in a Condition to make abortive 
this laft Effort of thofe, who would buy their Advantages, or fatisfy their particular 
Refentments, at the coft of prolonging the Miferics of the War. I believe when you 
fhall have read over my Letter, you will be convine'd of this Truth. 

I have this moment been fpeaking by the Queen's Order to all the Minifters who 
arc now here, whofe Princes Troops arc in the folc Pay of her Majefty, or in her 
joint Pay with the States. I have declared to them in the Name of the Queen, that fhe 
will look upon the Conduct of their Maftcrs Generals, at this junfture, as a Declaration 
of thofe Princes either for or againft her. Since nothing need be done to fecurc a 
Peace, but to follow the Plan which the Queen has made, or to follow that whick 
the Emperor and the States General have formed to break the Negotiations. That 
her Majefty could not perfwade her felf, that if they would once more Reflect on it, 

* M their 
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their Generals wonld (tick a Moment to obey the Orders of the Doke of Ornmd. 
But I declared to them that if they did, her Majefty would furoilh no more Pay to the 
Troops. 

1 have given them to underftanJ that the Courier which I difpatch this Night 
to the Army, will carry the Letters which they (ball think Proper to write to their 
General Officers, upon what I juft then told them, and that 'twas time they came 
to a Resolution, fince by the fame Courier the Doke of Ormotui would receive the 
Queen's Orders not only to make the fame Declarations ; but in Cafe they would 
Refufe to obey biro, to put tbefe Declarations in Execution. 

The Queen, Sir, perfwades her fclf that this proceeding will hardly fail of having 
its Effeft. But fbe commands me at the fame time to Communicate to you the Refo- 
lution file has taken in Cafe fome of the Foreign Troops peril ft to remain with Prince 
tugene'i Army. In this Cafe the Duke of Ormond will retire with the EngYtfh Forces, 
and all thofethat will march off with him, which will not be, I fuppofe, the leaft 
Part, and will declare that the Qjicen will not Aft any more againft France, nor 
Pay thofe that (hall. And her Majefty who till now has kept meafures with her 
Allies, driven by them tofuch Extremity as this, will think herfeli juftificd before 
God and Men, in continuing the Negotiations either at Vtrecbt or ellewhcre, 
Without troubling herfelf if they concur with it or not. Thus, Sir, you may A (Tare 
your felf, and I have Order to promife you in the Name of her Majefty, that if the 
mod Cbriftian King puts the Town, Cittadel, and Forts of Dunkirk into the Queen's 
Hands, notwithstanding all the Foreign Troops or part of them Refute to obey the 
Duke of Ormond' sOcders, and to retire with him, her Majefty will flick no longer 
to Conclude her own particular Peace, but leave to the other Powers a fett time to 
fubmit to the Conditions of the Plan which (hall be agreed on by the Queen and his 
mod Chriftian Majefty. 

See here, Sir, the Peace is in the Hands of the King if the Duke of Ormond'% 
whole Army confents to the SufpenGon of Arms, our firft Project, on which we arc 
agreed, has its Effect ; if they do not Content, the EngUfh Troops will draw them- 
feWes off from thofe of the Allies, and the Foreign Troops may addrefs them- 
felves to the States General for their Subfiltcnce, who very far from being able to 
fupply New Charges, are not capable to bear thofe they havcalieady upon their 
Hands. In a word, Great- Britain retires from the Stage of the War, leaving there 
none bat Powers in a weak Condition to make Head againft France, and the Peace 
between thefe two Kingdoms may be concluded in very few Weeks. Thefe are, Sir, 
the Propofals which the Queen has commanded me to make you: And (he believes 
that his molt Chriftian Majefty will have his end, as much in the laft as in the firft 
Plan. If the King accepts thefe Proportions, the Queen thinks it Convenient for 
the Intereft of both Nations, to labour incelfantly for a general Sufpenfion as well 
by Sea as Land, between Great- Britain and France, to follow that which (hall be 
eftablifh'd in the Low-Countries. 

I (hall wait with Impatience the return of this Courier, for. Sir, I muft agree 
with you that the Moments are precious in a Conjuncture like this. You II difpatch 
at the fame time, if you pleafe, an Exprefs to the Duke of Ormond that he may 
know what to Depend on, and how to behave himfelf. If you Signify to him that 
the King has given Orders to the Officer that Commands in Dunkirk to fuffer 
the Troops of the Queen of Great-Britain to enter the Place, the Duke of Ormond 
will immediately do what I have been telling you. And in this Cafe her Majefty 
will fend from hence fome Regiments to take Poffeflion of the Place, by which means 
we (hall avoid many Ohftacles that might be formed, if this fhould be done by a 
Detachment from the Duke of Ormonde Army, as we had defign'd it fhould. 

Since I have wrote this Letter, her Majefty has taken a Refolution to fend 
the Earl of Strafford diredty to the Army, and be will fet out to morrow in the 
Evening, or Sunday Morning at fartheft.

General) or a part of thefe Troops feparate from the EngUfl) to continue under 
the Command of Prince Eugene. My laft Letter, Sir, contained the jail Reafons 
the King had to Exped that all Foreign Troops in Englfh Pay mould follow the 
Orders and Motions of the Duke of Ormond, as a neceflary Condition for the 
performance of the Promifc bis Majefty made the Qjieeu of committing Dunkirk 
to her Cuftody ; bnt as it appears by your Letter that her Britannick Majefty in 
cafe of a Refufal on the part of her Allies, will no longer obfervc Mcafurcs with 
them, that (he thinks herfelf juftihed before God and Man, not to Temple any longer 
the Conclufion of a particular Peace, leaving to the other Powers intercfted in the 
War, a Term to fnbmit to the Conditions of the Plan {he (hall agree upon with the 
King, that this Peace may receive its Conclufion in a very few Weeks, and that 
Great-Britain enjoying a glorious Peace, will leave the whole Weight of the War 
to fuch Powers whom AnimoOty fhall engage to Act againft France, but who at the 
fame time will be in too poor Condition to make Head againft her. All thefe 
Reafons fo fully explained in your Letter, being agreeable to the Sentiments of 
his Majefty, have determined him to give his Orders for permitting the Queen's 
Troops to enter into Dunkirk. The Meffenger charged with thefe Orders is going 
to carry them to Marfhal ViUart as at the fame time I return la Vigne to you ; and 
you may be Certain the Duke of Orntond will receive Advice of them to morrow 
the cTth of this Inftant. I hope the Earl of Strafford will be with him at that time, and 
that the Conclufion of a good Peace, at lead between France and Great- Britain, will 
immediately follow his Arrival at Utrecht. 1 beg leave, Sir; to make my Com- 
pliments to yon on this Occafion, and do it with the greater Aflurancc in finding 
by your Letter that all Difficulties are furmounted. 

The King, Sir, very well approves of your Propofitioh io agreeing immediately 
upon a general Ceffation of all Hoftilities between the two Nations, as well by 
Sea as Land. Thofe People who have fuffer'd (o many Years the Burthen and 
Misfortunes of the War, cannot too foon tafte the Swcetnefs of the Peace. 'Tis 
my Opinion this Agreement ought to be figned at Vtrecbt, and I Suppofe yon 
will fend her Majefty'* Orders to her Plenipotentiaries, unlcfs you think fome other 
Method may fooner terminate this Affair. 

'Tis with greater Satisfaction than ever, that I affbre you bo one can be with 
greater Troth, than I am, &c.

The Treaty for a Sufpenfion of Arms between 
Great-Hritain and France. 

AiViVE by the Grace of God, Qiieen of Great-Britain, France, and Ireland, 
Defender of the Faith, &c. To all who fhall fee thefe Prefents, 
Greeting. Whereas out Right Trufty, and Well-beloved Coufin, 
Henry Vitcount Bolingbroke, Lord St. John, Baron of Lidiard tregatzx, of 
our Privy Council, and one of our Principal Secretary's of State, by Virtue of the 
foil Power which we have granted htm j andjofcw Baptifi Colbert, Knt Marquis of 

Torty 
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Iwty Crcijfy^ f.ible, Bo'u-Davphin and other places, Councel'cur of our moft Dear 
Broil er the n oft Cliriftian King, Minifier and Secretary of State, Commander, 
Chancellor, and Keeper cf ire Seals of the Knights of his Qi.der, Pcft-Maficr 
Gcieral of frame, by viuiie&lfoof the full Power given him, have I gned a Treaty of 
Sulpcniion of Arms, the 8th or this inftaut Jhtgufa 0. S. 1712, in the following 
Words. 

As there is Rcafon to expe& a happy Succefs of the Conferences held at Vtrtcbt, 
by' the Care of their Britannkk and moft Chriftian Majefties, for the reeftablifbing a 
general Peace, and as they thought it peeeflary to prevent all the Events of War 
which may diftutb The prcfent State of the Negotiations, their faid Majefly's carncftly 
defirins the Happincfs of ChriAendom, have agiced upon a Sufpenfion of Arms, as 
the moft ccuain means to Obtain that General Good which they Propofe to thera- 
felvc* •, and altho' her Britannick M3jefty has not hitherto been able to perfwade 
her Allies to enter into the fame Sentiments, the Rcfufal they make to follow theru 
rot being a fufficient Reafon for hindering his moft Chriftian Majefty, to (hew by 
cflcclral proofs tfedeftre he Iks to Reeftablifh as foon as pcflible,a perfect Fricndfhip 
and llrccre Correfpondencc between the Qjicen of Great -Britain and himfclf, and the 
Kingdoms, Dominions and Subjects of their Majefties, his faid moft Chriftian Ma- 
jefty after having traded the Englifh Troops with the keeping of the Town, Ctttadcl 
and Forts of Dunkirk as a Pledge of his finccrity, Cogfeots andPromifcs, astheQncca 
of Great- Britain Promilesalfo on her p3rt. 

1. That there flull be a general Ceflation of all Undertakings and military 
Actions, and generally of all Hoftilities between the Armie«,Troops,Fleets, Squadrons, 
»nd Ships of their Britacr.ick and moft - Chriftian Majefties, during the time of four 
Months, to Commence from the izd of this inftant A»$y$ % to the 2nd of December 
next. 

2. The fame S'jfpenfion fliall be eftablifhed between the GarrifoRs and Troops^ 
which their Majefties have for the Defence and keeping of their Towns in all ibe 
places where their Arms are AcTmg or may Aft, whether it be by land or by Sea, 
or other Waters, in fnch a manner as if it mould happen, that during the time or 
the Sofpenfion, the fame (hould be violated by any of the Parties, by thetakiagof 
ore or fcveral places either by attack, Surprize or private Intelligence in any part 
of the World whatfoever, that Prifoners mould be made, or any other Aftsof Hofti- 
lity committed by fome unexpected Accident, fuch as thole whieh cannot be pre- 
vented, contrary to the prcftnt Ceflation of Arms : This Contravention fbalf be 
faithfully made upt n cither fide without Delay or Difficulty, reftoring withont the 
haft DifVtmulation what fhall have been taken, and fctting at Liberty the Prifoners 
without asking any thing for their Ranfom or for their Expence. 

3. To prevent likewife all canfes of Complaints and Uifputes which might arife 
upon account of the Ships, Goods or other Effefis, which fhall be taken at Sea, during 
the time of the Sufpenfion, it is refpccVivcly agreed, that the faid Ships, Goods and 
Effects which fhall be taken in the Channel and in the Northern Seas after the fpaceof 
twcUc, Days to reckon from thelignirg of the faid SufpenOon, fhall reciprocally be 
reftored on both Sides. That the time fhall be of fix Weeks for the Prizes taken 
fiom trc Gunnel, the Britifh and Northern Seas to the Gape St. Vmcent. And like- 
wife of fix W eeks from and beyond that Cspe to the Line, either in the Ocean or in 
the Mediterranean. 

Finally of fix Months beyond the Line, and in all the other parts of the World, 
without any Exception or other more particular DiftincVioa of time or place. 

4. As the fsmeSupenfion fhall be obferved between the Kingdoms of Great- Britain 
andS/ww, her Biit3nnick Majefty Promifes, that none of her Men of War, or Mer- 
chants Ships, Sloops or other Vefl'els belonging to her Britannick Majefty or to her 
Subjects, fhall be hereafter employed to Tranfport or Convoy into Portugal^ Catatonia, 
or any of the places where they make War at prefent, any Troops, Horfes, Arms, 
Cloaths, and in general any Provifions and Ammunition. 

5. However her Britannick Majefty fbr.ll beat liberty to caufcTroops, Ammunitions, 
Provifions and other Neccffaries to be tranfported to the places of Gibraltar and 
port Mabon of which fhe is actually in PofTeffion, and which fhe is to keep by the 
Treaty of Peace to be made*, as alfo to withdraw from Spain the EngHJh Troops, 
and generally all the EfteAs belonging to her in that Kingdom, either to Tranfporc 
them to the Ifland of Minorca, or to bring them into Great. Brit ain % without the faid 
Tranfports being thought contrary to the Sufpenfion. 

6. Be 
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6. The Queen of Great 'Britain may alfo without violating the Sufpenfion, lead 
Her Ships to tranfport into Portugal, the Troops of that Nation which are at pre- 
fent in Catalonia, and to tranfport to Italy the German Troops, which are like- 
wife in the fame Province. 

7. Immediately after that this prefent Treaty of Sufpeniion (hall have been de- 
claied in Spam, the King engages himfelf to have the Blockade of Gibraltar railed, 
and that the Englifr Garrifon as well as the Merchants who (hall be in that place, 
may freely Lire, Act, and Trade with the Spaniards. 

The Ratifications of the prefent Treaty (hall be exchanged on both fides within 
the time of a Fortnight or fooner, if poflible. 

In Tefrimony whereof, and by Virtue of the Orders and Powers which we 
underwritten have received from the Queen of Great Britain and Hismoft Chriftian 
Majefty, our Miftrefs and Matter, have Sign'd thele Prcfents, and have caufed the 
Seals of our Arms to be affixed thereto. 

Given at Paris the 19th of Auguft, 171 z. 
LS. fBolingbroki. LS. Colbert de Torcy. 

We have fcen and confidcred the Treaty abovewritten, have approved, ratified, 
and confirmed, the fame in all and every one of its Articles -, as we do by thefe 
Prefcnts approve, ratify, and confirm it, promifing and engaging our Royal Word, 
that we will faithfully and inviolably perform and obferve all things contained 
therein, and that we will never directly or indirectly violate the fame • for the 
greater Teftimony and Validity whereof we have caufed our great Seal of Great 
Britain to be affixed to thefe Prefents; which we have Sign'd with our Royal 
Hand.

IN our laft of the 30th part, We gave your Lord (hip an Account of the Dif- 
pofitioo things were in hert to renew the General Conferences, and that the 
next Day we were to know of the Fremb when we were to begin j we have 
fince fpokc with them twice, the laft time this Morning, but without coming to any 
Conclufion, they linking it neccfTary to return fnch an anfwer to our Propofal, 
as appears to us to be contrary to the Honour of Her Majelty's Speech : The Caf« 
is this, 

In Her Majefly's Speech it is exprefTed, Th3t the Datcb are to have the entire 
Barrier as demanded in 1709, except two or three Places at mod. 

The French Miniftcrs infift, that they mufthavc ti/le, as an Equivalent for Drm- 
tyi, and that the fame is not to be undcrftood as one of the three Places menti- 
oned in the Speech, and confequently that they muft in all have four of the Places 
mentioned in the Demands of 1709. 

This to us appears to be altogether inconfiftent with what Her Majefty has de- 
clared, and we accordingly think it contrary to our Duty to briDg on a Confe- 
rence in which fuch an Explication is to be made.

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The French Minifters on the other Hand hare Ihew'd as their Orders, which 
pofitively require tbem to infill npon the Keftitution of T, wnay as well as Lifie, 
and that they by no means confcnt to the Ccflion of M*ubeuge or Condi. 

We have in vain prelled them to fpeak at firft in Terms, as genera! as our Pre- 
pofal is conceived in ; they think it necelTary to be particular and exprefs in thac 
Point above all" others, becaufe they flail otherwife have ty'd themfelves up, and 
given the Dttcbzn Advantage \ the Refult of a very long Debate was, that we re- 
folved not to proceed to a Conference 'till this Point be determined, and as the 
French Minifters profefs their Oidcrs are fo plain^ thac they neither need nor can 
admit any Explication : We alfo think the matter as plain on our fide, nor can 
conceive from whence the Expedient (ball come. 

We humbly hope our Zeal for Her Majefty's Honour will be gracioufly appro- 
ved, and that we (hall be directed what further we arc to do in this matter, 
which we apprehend may be of a decifive confeqoence ; for we find thofe among 
the Dutch who appear to be more cordially difpofed to fuch a Peace, as may Rc- 
eftablilh a good Harmony between Her Majefty and the States, which they take co 
be abfolutely necelTary for our mutual Prefervation j we find them fully refolved 
either to retain Tournay and have Condi yielded to them, (though we chink, if Ne- 
ceflity require, they may be perfwaded to let fall the latter,) or to take one of 
thefe two Courfes \ namely, either to come into apy Terms that France . pi cafes, 
or continuethe War at all Ha7.ards} the former may in our Opiriion,bc more pro- 
bable than the latter, the points of Commerce being fo very cafy to be accommo- 
dated, and other Equivalents not fo very difficult. And if they fhould by foch a 
motive of Defpair get the ftarc of us, it may happen to leflcn the confidcration 
France now fhews for Her Majefty's Friendfhip. 

We had wrote thus far when the French Plenipotentiaries defircd to come to us» 
and being come, acquainted us, that they had juuV receiv'd Orders by a Courier 
about the Affront done to Monfieux Mcfnagcr by Count Recbteren, which directed 
them to defire us to let the States General know, that His moft Chriftian Majefty 
etcpe&s the States (hall in a publick manner dffavow the faid Count, and then re- 
move him from the Congrefs-, they added, thac this Satisfaction is to precede any 
farther Negotiation.

For Tournay, rather -than infift* upon it ; but amongfl many other ill jconTeqocn,cer» 
Which the unaccountable Obftinacy of the Dutch has produced, and will I fear, con- 
tinue to produce, this is one, that the Frepcb are encouraged to refufe what they 
only endeavoured to fare. The Plan above-mentioned was underftood to be no- 
thing more than the Ultimatum of the Offers of France, and almoft. ( every Article 
in it might have been improved and built upon, if the Allies had then unanimoufly 
returned the Conferences ; but France has now gathered Strength by onr Divifions, 
and is grown Sanguine enough to Re-eftablifh the fame Plan as the Ultimatum of 
Her Conceflions. 1 fay thus much to your Lordlhips, upon a Subject which is trite 
enough, only to introduce this Propofition, that the Dutch have no Body to blame, 
but themfelves, as I believe your Lordlhips once very juftly told them, if their 
Terms of Peace ihpuld fall fhort even of thofe contained in Her Majefty 's Speech. 
Her Majefty, my Lords, is fenlible of the concern which you exprefs for Her Ho-, 
nour, and will not 4 you may be fure, fufFer Her felf to be a Party to any thing 
which may appear contradictory to what (he has once advanced ; bat there is more' 
in the prefeot Cafe* and although perhaps the yielding of Towrn*y might be recon- 
ciled to the Terms of Her Speech, yet mould the Queen confent to this Espofition 
of it, fuch confent would be aim oft a formal Acquiefcence to the Reftoration of, 
this place to France, and this, my Lords, is what Her Majefty will avoid ; (he 
will by no means fide with, France, to tye down Her Allies in any Inftance, and 
it is with the uttnoft Regrac that (he fees them perfevere in a Conduct, which muft 
oeceflatily give the Enemy an Advantage over them ; on the other hand, the 
Queen thinks that whilft they continue to refufe to come into Her Meafures, (he 
is under no Obligation of entering very far into Contention for them. I hope, 
the Solution of this Difficulty will come from France, and that when they have fo 
many other Qnarr els to decide, that Court will go back from a Meafure, which 
moll involve them in a difpute with the Queen. 1 bad almoft forgot to fay, that I 
have Reafon to think, that if the Dutch were come to fome Confiftency amongft 
themfelvcs, and it was certain what would bring them into the Peace, the French 
would be lefs Stiff on their Score.

I Was equally furprized and vexed to find, that by the uncouth way of ex^ 
plaining the Queen's Scnfe, you had been led to imagine, that it was intended 
my Lord Lexington -mould make any Difficulty of Seeing and Complimenting 
the King of Spain as foch. ,„ . , ; 

. We fpent above three Hours in penning Minutes yefterday upon this Head^ 
which was long ago adjufted. I fuppofe the I nit ructions will he at laft clear, but 
my Lord Lexington having been prefent at the Debate, his underftanding of the 
matter will make amends for any dark ambiguous Article which may be in them. . 

Dartmouth Is co communicate the Queen's Orders herein to you, that fo you 
may be able to fatisfy tik French Miniftera, and they to prepare the Spanijh MU 
ftifters v however, 1 will veotare to tell you in a few Words what I underftand it 
to be the meafure of Lord':Lrj«»f£t<»!'s Conduct. As fooe as he arrives at Madrid^ 
he will notify His ArriviVtb the Secretary of State, he will whea he fees this 
Minifler let him know, that the Queen has fent him thither to Compliment the 
King in her Nacrie, to be a Wttnefs of the feveral Renunciations, and other Ada, 
requifite to ccmpleat the Execution of the Article agreed upon as neccfliryto 
prevent the Union of the two Monarchies $ that after thi % be is to proceed to fet-

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If be defires it In this Conference he will further take Notice of the feveral Cef- 
fions made by the King of France, in behalf ot his Grand fon to the Qpeeo, and 
will fpeak of them as Points which he looks upon to be concluded. He will like- 
wife give a Memorial of them in Writing, fign'd by himfelf, to the Secretary, and 
expert from him an Afientin the King's Name in Writing alfo, and Sign'd by 
the Secretary. 

This feeois natural, civil, and unexceptionable ; but any other Scheme is abfurd 
and incontinent with all the reft of our Proceedings. 

For God fake, Dear Matt, hide the Nakednefs ofthy Country, and give the beft 
turn thy fertile Brain will fumifh thee with to the Blunders of thy Country Men, 
who are notfmocb better Politicians than the French are Poets. 

I have writ in great hafte a prodigious long Letter to Monfieor dtTtrcy, which, 
I believe, he will (bew you ; but for fear he mould not, I enclofe in this an Ex. 
tract of part of it, which relates to a matter that has given Lord Treafurer and 
. your humble Servant no fmall Trouble in Cabinet. The Copy of the Plenipoten- 
tiaries difpatch of the 2d of September, which 1 likewife fend yoo, will mew yoo 
how a difpute bow on Foot at Vtretcbt begun \ yoo wiM obferve that their Lord- 
fhips are very warm in it, and I can allure you we have thofe who are not a jot 
cooler. 

The Solution of this Difficulty mutt come from yon, it is matter of Management 
and Appearance, more than of Subftance • and the Court of Frjw moll be left 
Politick than 1 think them at any time, aad more unreafonablc than I think then* 
at this time, not to come into a Temperament upon a matter unnecelTarily ftarted. 
You muft begin, by making MonGeur de Torcy not only to underftand, hot own be 
underftands the Propofition which 1 am fure he remembers, 1 more than once re- 
pealed to him when I was in France, upon various Occafions, and which I have 
again ftated as clearly as I am able. The Queen can never do any thing, which 
mall look like a direct Reftraint on Her Allies from demanding what they jodge 
Decenary ; but as long as they ad the part, which they now do, (he can very joftly 
be Paflive and Neuter as to their Intereits, and if Her Peace be made before theirs* 
which file will not delay for them, Ihe can with the lame Juftice leave them to 
make their own Bargain. This is Advantage enough for France, and fuch an one, 
fairly fpcaking, as a Year ago they would have given more than Tommy to have 
been fure of j they muft not therefore prefs us to go further than this, nor do any 
thing which may feera contradictory to what the Queen delivered from the Throne. 
That Speech they have always owned as the Plan they fnbmitted to, and it varies 
bet little from that brought hither by Gauitier. 

In a word, the ofe which the French will make of the unaccountable Obftinacy 
of the Dutch and other Allies, may in feveral Rcfpefts, and particularly for ought 
I know in this Inftance of Tournay, give them an opportunity of faving and gain- 
ing more than they could have hoped for, and the Queen may in the prefent Cir- 
cumftances contribute palfively to this End, but actively flic never can in any Cir* 
cumftances. 

1 think in my own Opinion, and I believe fpeak the Queen's upon this Occafion, 
that it were better the French mould in the Coorfe of the Treaty declare, that 
whatever they intended to have given the Dutch, when the Queen fpoke from 
the Throne, their Conduct has been fuch, and the Situation of Affairs fo altered, 
that the King is rcfolved to have Tournay. reftored to bim ; I fay, I believe this 
were better, than to expect that we mould coafent to an Expofition of the Queen's 
Words, by which Her Majefty would yield the Town up. 

Let the Conferences begin as foon as they can, I dare. fay, bounefs will not be 
very fpeedily difpatched in them ; in the mean time we Jhall go on to ripen eve- 
ry thing for a Conclofion between Us and Savoy, France, and Spain, and this in 
the true point of View which the French ought to have before their Eyes. 

You will be very Ihortly particularly and folly inftrutted to fettle the Article 
of North America, and thofe points of Commerce ihU undetermined ; that done, 
the Mini Iters may fign at Vtretcbt, as foon as they can hear from Lord Lexington. 

My Lord Dartmouth writes to yon concerning a Clamoar which our Mer- 
chants have raifed, as if under pretence of not carrying to Li ibm or Barcelona 
act Provi/iont de Guerre ou 4e Bouche, they (hall be debarred from their ufaal 
Trafikk of Corn and Fifb, which at thofe Places there are great Demands 
for in time of Peace as well as in War, and without any coafidcratioh of 
the Armies ; the Difficulty as to Lisbon fecms to be removed by the Portn- 
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tortugwfc fubmittine to come into the Sulpenfion of Arms, and he propofe* to you 
an Expedient as to Barcelona - y but in truth that War mult be ended of courle now, 
fince the Queen fupports it no longer, and the Dutch are recalling their Fleet froin 
the Streights. The Duke of Argyle is going immediately now away, and the mo- 
ment be comes to Minorca he draws to him every thing belonging to the Queen out 
of Catatonia t the Imperial Troops muft in my opinion that moment fubmit, and 
compound for Transportation, and when the War is at an End, I think there can 
be no pretence of quarrelling with us for carrying our Goods to the People of the 
Countrey. 

It is now three a Clock in the Morning, I have been hard at Work all day, and 
am not yet enough recovered to bear much Fatigue $ eicufe therefore the confufed- 
nefs of this Scroll, which is only from Harry to Matt, and not from the Secretary to 
theMinifter. * 

Your Credentials of Minifter Plenipotentiary will be lent you, together with 
your full powers by the next Boat, and before Duke Hamilton goes I will move to 
have you removed to Utretcbt- which there will be a natural handle for, as foon as 
you ftiall fettle the points of Commerce, and in doing that, have given the laft 
ftroke to the fioilhing the Treaty with France.

You will remember 
Sir, 1 reprefented to you, that the Conduct of Her Majefty in refpect to the Inte- 
reft of Her Allies, was in fome meafure determined by their behaviour that the 
violent meafures which they have taken to Thwart the Negotiation had the effect 
of putting the Queen in a condition of making the Peace without waiting for their 
concurrence, that in this cafe, Her Majefty wou'd declare to them, that She had 
Sign'd the Treaty with France and Spain y and that She would propofe to them the 
Plan brought by the Abbot Gaultier, as that upon which they muft make the Peace, 
aod that tor the future She would have them know, She could aft no otherwise than 
by Her good Offices, as a common Friend to all Parties. You will alio remember 
Sir, that 1 had the Honour to tell you, that in cafe the Dutch particularly, or the 
other Allies mould take care of the part of entring before the conclufion of the 
Queens Peace, into concert with Her Majefty, we muft then keep the more mea- 
fures with them, the Compafiion of the People in England would be moved, and 
the Minifters of the Queen be obliged to make Steps, which in the other cafe they 
would abfolutely refufe to do. 

You lee Sir, what I advanc'd in France by order of Her Majefty, and what I 
this day repeat by the fame Order, and what you will find punctually performed.

Xou are to prefent to this Prince our Letter which is herewith delivered to yon, 
and to acquaint him that We obferve, with great Concern, that new Difficulties 
have arifen, and new Delays have been created in the Negotiation, which we thought 
on the Point of being concluded : That we have fent you over fully inltrufted m 
all Our Intentions, and fully authorized to treat and fettle every Thing neceflary to 
remove the Obftroctions which hinder the General Sufpenfion of Arms from taking 
place : That you are likcwife cmpowefd to concert with his Miniflers the moft 
proper Means of preventing fuch other Differences as can be now forefeen, and 
of lettling the Treaty of Peace in fuch a Courfe as may bring it to a happy and 
fpeedy Conduiion. 

You are to add the Aflurances of Our earncfT Defire to fee a perfect good Un- 
derstanding between the Two Nations reftored •, and to ufe all other Terms of Civi- 
lirv, which may be proper, in Our Name. 

When you proceed to treat with theMinllters at this Court, you will begin, by ac- 
quainting them, that YVc have directed and cmpowefd you to conclude and execute 



the Convention for a General Sufpenfion of Arms by Sea and Land, between Us and 
trance and Spam : And We do hereby Authorize you accordingly to agree to the fame 
for two, for three, or four Months, or to continue it till theConcluIionof the Peace.

As to the Barrier w hich hisRoyulHighnefs demands and judges neceflaiy for his Se- 
curity on the fide of France, you are not required to infill to have thefe Articles imme- 
diately granted which have been hitherto peremptorily reftsd by his moll Chriftian M> 
liftv •, nor, on the other hand, are you to agree to any thing which trwy fbreclofe the Duke 
of SaVy from Memorialing fbr himtllf. Thjs Point We chufe to leave to be fettled be-

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•ween the Two Powers concern'd. But you will oot fail to recommend to the trench 
Minifters to haften the Conclufion of it, infinuating to them, that tho' you can agree to 
the Sulpenfion of Arms without waiting to have this Bonier entirely fettled 5 yet that 
you do not imagine there will be any poffibilicy of prevailing on Us to fen the Peace 
with trance and Spain, unleftfull Satisfaction be given to his Royal Highnels, and

There feems to be little or no difference between what has been propos'd from 
hence, and what is agreed to on the part of France; concerning the Right to be elta- 
blifti'd in the Duke ot Savoy and his Childjell, iauriediately after Philip and his Chil- 
dren, to the Succeflion to the Crown tffpmhixA the Weft Indies. 

You are therefore to have this Article again explain'd, and to bring it as near as 
poffiWe to the Terms made ufe of in the Memorial drawn by the Count de Mafia upon 
thisSubjea 

Concerning the Ceffion of Sicify, you are to infill that it be made in the manner 
demanded by Us ; and that this Aft as well as thole neceflary on the precedent Head, 
be finifhed at the lame time as the Renunciations and Settlements of the Crowns of 
France and Spain lhall be made. 

You are to refufe to confent to defer the actual Surrender of this Ifland to his Royal 
Highnels till the General Peace: But you are at liberty to agree that he (hall not cake 
Pofleflkm thereof, until his and Our Peace be made with France and Spain. Li other 
refpefcts, you will bring this Article likewile as near as poflible to the Terms made 
ufe of by the Count de Maffei in his Memorial. 

, It leems too indifferent to either fide, whether a formal Sufpenfion of Arms be 
agreed to between France and Savvy, ot not to have this Matter much infilled on j and 
there may be lbme.Realbns why in Prudence the Duke of Savoy's Accommodation 
fhould be yet a whHe conceal 'd. You will therefore have the lefs regard to this Point, 
and treat for his Royal Highnels, upon the Suppofition and Condition of his coming 
into the Peace when We (hall do lb. And whereas it has been furmized that his Royal 
Highnels might think ofexchangingS/Y//y for fome other Territories contiguous to his 
own, which would by no means be agreeable to Our Defign, or to the Interefts ©f 
Our Kingdoms * you may therefore confent to an Article to prevent the Exchange or 
Alienation of this Kingdom from the Houle of Savoy. 

As to the fecond Point which you are to adjuft, as far forth as is poflible, We have 
directed what has been prepar'd by the Civilians upon this Subject, to be put into your 
Hands of which you will make the beft ufe you are able, and you will endeavour to 
agree the feveral Forms in fuch manner, and to concert fiich Meal ures for the dilpatch 
of them, that when the Peribn-. whom We (hall think tit to appoint to be Witnelies of 
theft Renunciations and Senlcments, (hall arrive in France and Spain, there may be 
as little room as poflible left for Difpute or Delay. 

The moft Chriftian King being very earned to obtain fome Advantageous Condi- 
tions for the late Elector of Bavaria \ you are to inform the French Miniftcrs, that We 
fhall readily agree to have this Prince reftor'd to all which he enjoy 'd in the Empire 
except his Rank of Firft Elector, and except the Upper Palatinate, borh which : re* 
to remain and belong to the Elector Palatine. We think this a fufficient Conccfiion 
on our part in favour of the Prince abovemention'd, who being in PofTcfT.onof Kamur, 
Luxemburg, Charkroy, and Newport, ufe may be nude thereof in the General 
Treaty of Peace * and he may have an Opportunity there, in Exchange for thefe Places 
and Countries, to obtain fomething farther for himfclf 

You may however, if you fhall find it for Our Service, confent on Our part, that 
he have the Kingdom of Sardinia yielded to him * for the obtaining whereof) the 
Poflcfiion jult now mention'd feems to be an adequate Security. 

In treating of the feveral Matters entrufied to your Management, you are to have 
efpecial Care to avoid entangling Us in any new Engagements - y and lor that Purpofe, 
you are to lay and to repeat, that We fhall willingly enter into the Common Guaranty 
for lupporting that Settlement of Europe which fhall be eitabliixvd by the General 
Peace i but that We will not be tied down to any Stipulation which may oblige 
Us to make War, and efpeciaily with Our old Allies, in order to procure this 
Settlement. It is Advantage enough to France that the Conduct of Our Allies has 
made it reafonable, jull, and even neceflary for us to withdraw Our (elves out of 
the prefent War. 

After you fhall have receiv'd fufficient Satisfaction in all the Points before men- 
tion'd, you may proceed to fpeak to fuch Articles as relate particularly to the Interefts 
of Great Britain, and endeavour to have fuch of them, as there may appear to be any 
doubt concerning, explain'd in the moft Advantageous manner. 

You 
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You will likewife do your belt to difcovcr upon the ftvcral parts of the General 
Plan of Peace, what tht Real Ultimatum ot Fnn.ce may be, and upon this Head you 
are to fay, that when we fiiall conclude our Irtaty, it may be expedient to fix a 
time for the Allies to tome in. During which, our good Offices lhall betmploy'd 
to reconcile the Difputcs which may arifc, and to render the Peace General. But 
we lb ill not do any thing like impofing the Scheme offer'd by France upon our 
Allies, or debarring them from the liberty of endeavouring to obtain ftiU better 
Terms for themfelvcs. 

When you lhall have concluded the Convention for the fufpenfion of Arms, 
you may difpatch to Our Trufty and Well-beloved Sir John Jennings Knight, Our 
Admiral, and Commander in Chief of Our Fleet in the Mediterranean^ to Our 
Trufty and Well-beloved William Chetwynd Efquire, Our Envoy Extraordinary to 
the Republick of Genoa^aad to the Commander in Chief of OurTroops iaCatalonia i 
Our Orders which are herewith put into your Hands ; and at the fame time you 
are to Concert with the Minifters of France^not only the fare Retreat of the Empe- 
ror's Forces out of Catalonia, if his Imperial Majefty (hall think fit to withdraw 
them, but alfo the March of the Portuguefe Troops, which arc now fcrving there, 
bjtk into their own Country. 

We have likewife Ordered fifty PalTcs Sign'd by Us in Blank, to be putintd 
your Hands, which you will exchange againfl: the like Number, as foon as the Su- 
lpenfion lhall be agreed : And you may acquaint the French Minifters that more 
will be fent from hence by every Opportunity.

Madam, 

AFter all the Proofs which Your Majefty has given during the courfe of Your 
Glorious Reign, of Your great Zeal for the Publick Good, and of Your 
Adherence to the Common Caufe of the High Allies ; after fo many Marks You 
have, had the goodnefs to give us of Your tender Affection, and of Your Friendftup 
to our Repoblick; and after the repeated Aflurances You have given us, and that 
very lately too, of Your Intentions, that your Troops fhould aft againfl: the Com- 
mon Enemy, until the War was concluded by a General Peace j it is impoflible 
we mould not be Suprized and Afflicted by two Declarations we have lately re- 
ceived one after another, in the Name of Your Majefty j the firft by the Duke of 
Ormond, Your General, That he could undertake nothing without new Orders 
from you ; The other by the Bilhop of Brijiol, your Plenipotentiary to the Con- 
grefs at Utrecht 5 That Your Majefty perceiving that We did not anfwer as we 
ought, the Propoial which you had made us,and that We would not act in Concert 
with your Minifters, on the Subject of Peace, you would take your Meafures apart; 
and that you did not look upon your felf to be now under any Obligation whate- 
ver with Refpect to Us. 

As foon as We had Notice of thofe Declarations, We lent Orders to Our Mini- 
fter, who has the Honour to refidc at your Majefty's Court, to reprefent to you 
the Reafons of our Surprize, and the Confequences of thofe Declarations, and to 
requeft you with that Refpect which we always had, and which we lhall for ever 
entertain for your Royal Pcrfon,That you would give other Orders to the Duke of 
Ormondjhat he may Ad with all poflible Vigour, according to the exigency of the 
War;" And that yourMa jelly would have the goodnefs to entertain other Sentiments 
of Us, than thofe which the Bilhop of Brifiel has declar'd to our Plenipotentiaries at 
Vtrecht. 

But the more we confider thofe Declarations, the more important we find 
them, and the more we apprehend the Confequences : Therefore we could not for-

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We protcft before all things, That as wc ever had a true Fricndfliip, as well as 
the higheft Refpeft for your Majefty, and a fincerc Affection to all your Intcrcfts, 
with an earneft defire to live in a perfect good Underftanding and Uniou with 
you , We have A ill the fame Sentiments, and fhall always prefevvc them, wifhing 
for nothing more, than to be able to give your Majcfty the moft convincing Proots 
of it. 

After this, wc pray your Majefty to confider, according to your great Penetra- 
tion, whether we have not juft ground to be Surprized, when we fee a flop put, 
by an Order in your Majcfty's Name, without our Knowledge, to the Operations 
of the Confederate Army, the Fineft and Strongeft which perhaps has been in 
the Field during the whole courfc of the War, and provided with all NecefTaries 
to Aft with Vigour j and this after they had March'd according to the Rcfolution 
taken in Concert with your Majcfty's General, almoft up to the Enemy, with a 
great Superiority both as to the Number and Goodncft of Troops, and animated 
with a noble Courage and Zeal to acquit themfelves bravely i fo that in all 
Human Appearance, and with the Divine Affiftance, which we have experiene'd 
fo vifibly on fo many other Occafions, we mould have been able, either by Battle 
or Sieges, to gain great Advantages over the Enemy, to have bctter'd the Affairs 
of the Allies, and to facilitate the Negotiations of Peace. 

We flatter our fclves indeed with the Hopes which the Duke of Ormond has gi- 
ven us, That in a few Days he expects other Orders ; But in the mean time We 
are forry to fee one of the fineft Opportunities loft, being uncertain whether we 
Ihall have another fo favourable, fince the Enemy have time given them to Fortify 
themfelves, and take their Precautions, while the Army of the Allies lies ftill 
without Aftion, and confuming the Forage all round, deprive themfelves of the 
means of fubfifting for time to come, inthofc Places, where by Concert,thc Opera- 
tions of the Campaign were defign'd \ which may make fuch Enterprises impoffible 
hereafter, as were practicable now, and confequently render the whole Campaign 
unfuccefsful, to the incftimable Prejudice of the Common Caufe of the High Allies: 

Certainly when we confider the Army, as it really is, compos d of the Troops 
of your Majefties and the other Allies, join'd together by Common Concert, to aft 
for the greateft Advantage and furtherance of the Common Caufe, and the Affii- 
rances which your Majefty had given us by your Letters, by your Minifters, and 
laft of all, by your General the Duke of Ormond^ of your Intentions, that your 
Troops mould be ordered « to aft with their ufual Vigour, as well as the En- 
gagements into which your Majefty is entcr'd, not only with refpeft to us, but al» 
fo ftparately and jointly with us, in refpeft to the other Allies, it's very difficult 
for us to conjefture and conceive, how an Order lb prejudicial to the Common 
Caufe,given fofuddenly without our Knowledge, and undoubtedly too without the 
Knowledge of the other Allies, can agree and confift with the Nature of an Alli- 
ance, and with thole Aflurances and Engagements juft now mention'd. For tho' 
according to the Declaration of the Bifhop of Briftol y your Majefty holds your 
ielf to be difengag'd from every Obligation with regard to Us, 'tis plain that the 
Matter now in Queftion, is not our particular Intereft or Advantage, but that of 
all the Allies, who will fuffer by the prejudice which an Order, fo little expected, 
muft needs bring to the Common Caufe. 

But, M«d*m y Wc cannot forbear telling your Majefty, That the Declaration 
made by the Bifliop of Briftolat Vtrtckt^ has no lefs Surpriz'd us, than that of the 
Duke of Ormond in the Army. It appears to Us fo extraordinary, that we know- 
not how to reconcile it with the great Goodncfs and Kindnefs which your Ma- 
jefty has always honour'd us with \ and not being able conceive how fuch a fud- 
den Change could happen with refpeft to us j Wc are not only Surpriz'd, but 
Afflicted at it. We have carefully examin'd our Conduft, and find nothing in 
it that can have given Ground to that Diffatisfaftion which your Majefty exprefles 
with us by this Declaration. 

From the very firft Day that your Majefty afcended the Throne, we teftificd 
all the Deference that you could defire from a State in Fricndfliip and Alliance 
with you. We carefully fought after your Amity and Affection, and conftdering 
the happy Effects, which a good Intelligence, Harmony and Union, betwixt your 
Majefty and us, and the two Nations, might produce, and have really produe'd, 
and the Advantage which rcfulted from thcace to both, as well as to the Common, 
Caufe of all the Allies, we made it our Bufinefs heartily to Cultivate 'em, and 
more and more to gain your Majefty's Confidence, and conform our felves to your 
Sentiments as much as poflibly we could. 

We 
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We think that we gave a fignal Proof of this* particularly with regard to the 
Negotiations of Peace, lincc not only after we were infbrm'd of the Conferences 
formerly held in England upon this Subject, we did expect that your Majefty would 
give us an Account of them, having this firm Confidence in your Friendfhip for our 
Kepublick, and in your Zeal for the Good of the common Caufe, that nothing 
would be done to prejudice us nor the other Allies ; but alio when your Majefty 
communicated to us the preliminary Articles fign'd by M. Mefn*gtr in England, 
and when you propos'd to us the calling and holding a Congrefs for a general 
Peace, and requir'd of us to grant for this End neceffary Pafsports for the Enemy's 
Minifters, we confentcd to it, tho' we had many Reafons, which to us feem'd very 
well grounded, not to enter into fuch a Treaty without a better Foundation, or at 
lead without the Concurrence of the other Allies; but we preferred your Majefty's 
Sentiments to our own, in order to give you a new Proof of our Deference. 

We did no lefs with refpect to the Difficulties which were ftarted on the Sub- 
ject of the Treaty of mutual Guaranty for the Succeffion of the Proteftant Line to 
your Majefty's Kingdoms, and for our Barrier ; a Treaty of fuch Importance to 
the Two Nations, that we look upon it as the ftrongeft Tie that could be thought 
on, to unite for ever the Hearts and Intercfts of both, concluded after the matured: 
Deliberation, and ratified on both fides in the molt authentick Form ; for tho' we 
might have flood to the Treaty as it was, yet we enter'd into a -> - ■- Negotiati- 
on upon thofe Difficulties, and particularly on the Point of the Affitnto, concern- 
ing which we gave our Plenipotentiaries fuch I nft ructions, that we no longer 
doubted but all the Difficulties would have been adjuftcd to mutual Content, and 
that we fhould thereby have entirely regain'd your Majefty's Confidence; and the 
rather, becaufc in the firft place, when the meeting of a Congrefs for a general 
Peace was in hand, your Majefty dedar'd to us by your Ambaflador, that you 
defir'd no more than our Concurrence in tlwt fingle Point, and this only Mark of 
our Confidence, and that then you would give us ftrong and real Proofs of your 
Affection towards us, and of your upright Intentions wkh refpect to the common 
Caufe of all the Allies ; and that afterwards, when the Difficulties about the Suc- 
ceffion and the Barrier were rais'd, your Majefty did likewife afiure us, that if wc 
would remit fomcthing upon the rnoft efTential Points, and particularly about the 
Affair of the Afiitntt, it would be the true way to re-eftablifh a mutual Confidence, 
which being once reftor'd, your Majefty would take particularly to Heart the In- 
tercfts of this State, and aft in Conjunftion with us in the whole Negotiation to 
obtain an honourable, good, and furc Peace. 

But we find our fclves very much out in our Expectation, fince at the very fame 
time, when we made the greateft Advances towards, your Majefty, and that we 
did verily believe we fhould come to an Agreement about the Points in Difference, 
we fee the Earl of Strafford gone without finifhing that Affair, we fee the Army 
flopt in the beginning of its Career, and we hear a Declaration, by which your 
Majefty looks upon your felf to be difengag'd from all Obligations with us ; for 
which the Reafons alledg'd are, That we have not anfwer'd as wc ought the Ad- 
vances your Majefty made towards us, and that wc would not ad in Concert with 
your Minifters about the Peace. 

If your Majefty will be pleas'd to look with a favourable and equitable Eye upon 
our Conduct, we flatter our fclves, and have a firm Confidence that you will find 
nothing in it, which can give you fuch difadvantagcous Idea's and Thoughts of us; 
but that you will rather find that we have performed, and do ftill perform all that 
we are bound to, as good and faithful Allies, and particularly to your Majefty. 

What we have (aid already might perhaps be fufficient to perfuade you of it, but 
we muft add, that having always eftcenrd your Majefty's Affection, and a good 
Harmony betwixt the Two Nations, as one of the ftrongeft Supports of our State, 
and of the Proteftant Religion, and as one of the moft effectual Methods to main- 
tain and advance our common Interefts, and thofe of the whole Confederacy, and 
this fincerc Opinion being firmly imprinted on our Hearts, we were never back- 
ward to communicate and confult in all Confidence with your Majefty and your 
Minifters upon the Affairs of the Peace, according to the Foundations laid down 
in the Grand Alliance and other Treaties ; we declare that we have always been 
inclinable and ready to do it, and are fb ftill, as far as we can, without Prejudice 
to the other Allies, and without departing from or acting againft the Engagements, 
Treaties and Alliances which we have enter'd into. 

But, Madam, all the Propofals hitherto made to us upon that Subject, were 
couch'd in very general Terms, without communicating to us the Refult of the 

Ncgo- 
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tCcgotiations betwixt your Maiefty's Minifters and thofc of France^ nor even your 
Majefty's Thoughts about the Subject, which we ought to have concerted toge- 
ther \ 'tis true that in fome of the laft Conferences your Majefty's Minifters de- 
manded to know whether ours were furnifh'd with a full Power, and authoriz'd to 
draw up a Plan for the Peace*, but it had been juft, before fuch a thing was de- 
manded of us, that they fhould have communicated the Refult of the Negotiations, 
fo long treated of betwixt your Majefty's Minifters and thofc of tfie Enemy's, or 
at Iealt they lhould have told us your Majefty's Thoughts. 

Had that Plan related only to your Majefty's Interefts and ours, we mould per- 
haps have been in the wrong not to have forthwith come into it, tho' even in that 
Cafe the Affair would not have been without its Difficulties, fincc the leaft Notice 
of it which mould have come to the Enemy muft have been very prejudicial : But 
as the Plan in queilion concern'd the Intereft of all the Allies, and almoft all £«- 
rope, we had very ftrong Apprehenfions, that as the particular Negotiations be- 
twixt your Majefty's Minifters and thofc of Frunce, and the Readincls with which 
we confented to the Congrcfs at Vtreeht^ and to the giving of Pafsports to the Ene- 
my's Minifters, had already occafion'd abundance of Sufpicions and much Uncafi - 
neis to his Imperial Majefty and the other Allies*, we lay, we apprehend that his 
Imperial Majefty and the other Allies coming to know (which would have been 
very difficult to conceal from them) the Concert betwixt your Majefty's Minifters 
and ours for a Plan of Peace, and that before the Minifters of Tr*nct had given « 
fpeeffick Anfwcr to the Demands of the Allies, their Sufpicions and UneaGnefs 
would have increas'd, and that way of proceeding might have given them Ground 
to entertain prejudicial Thoughts, as if it bad been the Intention of your Majefty 
and us to abandon the Grand Alliance and the common Caufe, or at leaft that we 
alone took upon us to determine the Fate of all the other Allies, by which his Im- 
perial Majefty and the other Confederates might have been pufti'd on to feparate 
Meafures, and to take.fuch Steps as would be no ways agreeable to ycur Majefty's 
Intereft nor ours. 

We thought thefc Reafons ftrong enough to jollify our Conduct to your Majefty 
on this Head, and if we did not enter with all the Readme^ which you might have 
wifh'd for into the Concert propos'd, we hope that at moft your Majefty will look 
upon onr Backwardnefs only as an Exccfs of Prudence or of Scruple, and not in the 
leaft as a want of Confidence in jour Majefty, while the Allies might have conli- 
der'd it as a departing from thcTteaties,and particularly from the Eighth Article 
of the Grand Alliance ; we alio hope that your Majefty (for the Reafons here al- 
ledg'd) will lay afide thofe hard Thoughts of us, as if we had not anfwcr'd as we 
ought the Advances which your Majefty made towards us, and that We would not 
aft in Concert with your Minifters upon the Subject of the Peace. But, Madam, 
tho* your Majefty mould not acquicfcc in our Reafons (of which however we can- 
not doubt) we pray your Majefty to con fid cr whether that be fufficient for your 
Majefty to think that you are difengag'd from all Obligations with refpect to us. 

Had we acted againft and contraven'd the Engagements and Treaties which we 
had the Honour to conclude with your Majefty, we might have expected from your 
Goodnefs and Juftice that you would have reprefentcd thofc Contraventions to us, 
and not have look'd upon your felt to be difengag'd,till fuch time as we had refus'd 
to give all necclTary Rcdrefs \ but as we did no ways engage to enter with your 
Majefty into a Concert to draw up a Plan of Peace without the Participation of 
the other Members of the Grand Alliance, the Backwardnefs we have fhewn upon 
that Head cannot be look'd upon as a Contravention of our Engagements, and 
therefore cannot fcrve to difengage your Majefty from yours, with refpect to us, 
fine* we are verily pcrfuaded that we have fully anfwer'd all our Treaties, and all 
our Alliances, both with your Majefty and with the High Allies in general, and 
that we have done more in this prefent War than could in Juftice and Equity have 
been expected from us ; all the Difference betwixt your Majefty and us in this 
Point is no more, if rightly confider'd, than a Difparity of Sentiments. 

In Truth, Madam, if for fuch a Caufc betwixt Potentates allied and united to- 
gether by the ftrongeft and ftricteft Ties of Alliance, Intereft and Religion, any one 
of thofe Potentates could quit all their Engagements, and dtfengage themfelves 
from all theif Obligations, there's no Tie lb ftrong which may not be broke at any 
time, and wc know of no Engagements that could be relied on in Time to come. 

We a/fijre our felvcs that, when your Majefty confiders the Confequences, you 
will not pcrfift in the Declaration which the Bifhop of firifid has made, we be- 
feecn you with all the Refpect,and all the Earncftncfs of which we are cipablcthat 

you 
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you would riot; and alfo that y6u would be picas'd to revoke the Order given" td 
-the Duke of Ormond, if it be not revok'd already, and that you would authorize 
hun to act according to Occurrences, and is the Exigency of the War and the Ad- 
vancement of the common Caufe (hall require. 

We alfo requeft you, Madam, to communicate to us the Reftiltof the Conferen- 
ces betwixt your Miniftcrs and thofeof the Enemy, or at lcaft your Thoughts upoii 
, the Peace, and wc will endeavour to give your Majefty all imaginable Proofs of our 

Deference for your Sentiments, and dt our flnccre Defire to prcferve your valuable 
Friendfriip as much as wc can, without afting contrary to the Faith of the Engage- 
ments into which we have enter'd by Treaties and Alliances with your Majefty 
and other Potentates. 

We are firmly pcifuaded, that it is not your Majefty's Intention in any manner 
to break them, fince you have always been of the fame Opinion with us and the 
» other Allies, that a good Union betwixt the Allies, not only during theprefent 

War, but alfo after the Peace fhall be concluded, is, and always will be the naoft 
folid, and even the only Method to preferve the Liberty and Independency of all 
together, and of every one in particular, againft the great Power of Fr*nct. 

We expect alfo, that after having given fuch great and fignal Proofs of your 
Wiftlom, of your Firmnefs, and of your Zeal for the Support of the common Caufe, 
your Majefty will not now take fuch Rcfolutions as may be prejudicial to us and 
the other Allies, but that, in order to obtain an honourable, furc, and general 
Peace, you will purfue the fame Methods and keep to the lame Maxims which yotf 
formerly held, and which Almighty God hath blefs'd in fo remarkable a manner by 
Victories and great Events, which will render the Glory of your Majefty's Reign 
immortal. 

We again renew to your Majefty the Afliirances of our high and perfect Efteem 
for your Perfbn and Friendftiip, as alfo of our Intentions and fincere Defires to en- 
tertain with your Majefty the fame good Correfpondencc, Harmony and Union as 
before, and to cultivate the fame betwixt the Two Nations, as far as it (hall lye in 
our Power j and we pray your Majefty to preferve likewife for us and our Repub- 
lick your former Affection. We refer for the reft to what the Sieur fan Borfele, 
our Envoy Extraordinary, has further to fay to your Majefty on this Subject. And 
pray the Almighty, &c.

_ My LORD, 

T Left Calais on Monday, according to what I writ to your LordJhip from that 
X Place, and proceeded on my Journey to Paris, where 1 arriv'd about 6 a Clock; 
Wedntfday in the Evening. On the Road I took all poflible Precautions to conceal 
my Name, and to avoid all fort of Ceremony, by (topping to refrelh my felf as lit- 
tle as poffible, and when I did (top, by chufing to do it out of the great Towns. 
My Care was however in a great meafure fruitlefs, and they did their utmoft in the 
Places thro' w*ich 1 pafs'd to fhew their Refpefis to the Queen, fo that I arriv'd at 
leaft as much fatigu'd with Compliment as tir'd with my Journey. 

Soon after I got out of my Chaife, a Gentleman came to me from Madame de 
Cliffy, brought her Coach, invited me to Supper, and told me that Monfieur de 
Torcy was coming Poft from Fontainbleaa to meet me. In effect 1 had not been long 
at the Hotel de Croiffl before he arriv'd. There was no refilling his Importunities 
as well as bis Mother's, and 1 was fore'd to continue with them during my Stay at 
Paris. In thefe Two Days I loft no Time, but purfu'd her Majefty's Inftrudions 
with all the Application I am Mafter of, and I humbly hope that I have been fo 
happy as to anfwer the Purpofes for which (he fent me hither. 

We began with the Interefts of the Duke of Savoy, from whence the principal 
Obftaclc to the Conclufion of the Sufpenfion of Arms by Sea and Land arofe and 
after fome Conteftatien have adjufted them in this manner. 

The Right of this Prince and of his Family to the Crown of Spain and the Indies 
after Philip and his Dependents, is to be fubftituted in the fame AGs and at the 
fame Time as the feveral Renunciations and Settlements are made, declar'd and 
confirm'd, which areneceffary to accomplifti the Article for preventing the Union 
of the Two Monarchies. 

Monficur de Torcy endeavour'd to leave this Point more loofe, and either to de- 
fer fecuring the Succeffion of the Houfeof Savoy, or at leaft not to eftablifh it in the 
lame Acts as are to pafs on the other Occafion ; But as I judg'd this to be the fafeft 
and moftautbentick manner, Unftftcd, and he yielded. 

* T On 
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On the Ceflion of Sicily he would have adher'd to the Terms of his laft Difpatctij 
and nrg'd the Abfurdityof giving this Kingdom away till they were fore of ma- 
king Peace with Savoy. It was not difficult to (hew that he had already departed 
from this Argument, and that there could be no reasonable Objection to Philip's 
nuking a Ceffion of Sicily to the Duke of Savoy, at the fame time as he confented to 
fecure to him the Succeffion of Spain and the Indies ; that if a Peace did not follow, 
every thing which had been done would of Courfe be void and that if it did follow, 
the Confideration for winch this tfland was yielded would be obtain'd. This Point 
being over, there was little Difpute about the Time when his Royal Highnefs (hall 
be put into the actual Pofleflion of this Kingdom ; we have fettled it to be oh tbe 
Ratification of a general Peace, or of a Peace between the Queen, France, Spain, 
and Savoy. 

The Count de Maffei may not perhaps be fatisfied with this Agreement, and I 
remember in his Memorial he deGred his Matter might be at Liberty at aBy time 
to take Pofleflion •, but tbe Duke of Savoy ought to look upon it as a very good 
Bargain, and to be contented to have the Advantages which are to accrue to hini 
put into his Hands,wbcn tbofe which her Ma jetty ftipulates for herfelf are put in* 

I wi(h I could have prevailed on the Head of the Barrier as far as I did on the 
other Two, but it was impoffiblc, at leaft it was fo for me. Monfieur de Torcy re- 
prefented that ExiRet, FeneftrcUes, and the Valley of Prarelas, befides the Reftku- 
tion of all which France is in Pofleflion of, was the otmoft which the King would 
ever confent or had ever confented to give : That when the Mioifters of Smvoy 
made in Holland the fame ulterior Demands which they now make, the PeaGonary 
laugh'd at them, and even at that time did not pulh him to comply with them: 
That, under Pretence of Security, his Highnefs really fought an Aggrandifement 
at the Expence of France and out of the ancient Domaine of this Crown : That 
tho' a King of Franc e was a more powerful Prince than a Duke of Savoy, yet that 
the latter, backed by a Confederacy^which is the only Cafe wherein he will attempt 
any thing, is a dreadful Enemy to tbe former : That they have here a Minority to 
expeci, and therefore ought to be the more careful not to leave the Frontiers of 
their Kingdom expos'd : In fhort, that Sicily was an ample Recompenfe to his Roy- 
al Highnefs for all the Services he has done the Queen, and that if her Majefty was 
«afy, he was fure the Duke of 5.. 'oy would fubmit : He concluded, by repeating 
very earneftly, that the King never would grant him a larger Barrier, and that 
his Majcity in lifted to put this Negative now, fince he was refolv'd to do it at laft, 
leaft the Duke mould, by continuing in Hopes, fpin out the Treaty, and delay 
concluding his Peace, for which reafon he likewife inOfted that the Queen Ihould. 
concur in this Negative* 

It is needlefs to lengthen my Difpatch by telling your Lordfhip what Anfwers I 
made to thefe Reprefentacions :~ I replied in the belt manner 1 was able, and ended 
as I am inftrufted, by letting this Miniftcr know that the Queen would confent to 
nothing which mould foreclofe his Royal Highnefs from obtaining what, for ought 
me knew, might be neceflary j that this Point therefore muft not be now looked up- 
on as deter min'd, but muft be left open for the Minifters of Savoy to debate ; that f 
did not under Hand her Majefty's Intentions to be to enlarge the Duke of Savoy 1 * 
Dominions out of thofe of France, but that I was fure (he would not fign a Peace, 
unlefs this Prince's Security was really and effectually provided for, which Franct 
having promis'd in general Terms to all the Allies, could not refufe in any Parti- 
cular to the Duke of Savoy. 

The next Head to which we proceeded,was that of the Renunciations and Settle- 
ments neceflary to prevent the Union of the Two Crowns, and in treating of this 
I cannot fay that I met with any Difficulty } I gave no Hopes that any Expedient 
would be accepted to Cgo the Peace before this Article was entirely accomplilh'd, 
tho' Monfieur de T trey propofed that tbe Peace mould not be delay'd for it, but the 
Ratifications mould. He has fince confolted Monfieur Berghtyk, and they are of 
Opinion that a Month's, or at fartheft Six Weeks Time, will luffice to pars all the 
Forms, fo that 1 am deGred to recommend tbe Difpatch of my Lord Lexington, or 
whoever elfe the Qpeeo fhall think fit to fend into Spain ; and I crave Leave to fay, 
that it would be extremely out of Courfe if in France and Spain they mould be ready 
to finifh this important Article, and we mould on our par,ts not be ready to witnefs 
the Execution of it, especially when we pulh the concluding of tbe Peace, and refufe 
to Ggn until all thefe Forms are perfected. 

The Draught of Philip's AS of Renunciation, and the Minutes taken by Monfieur 
de Torcy and me, both which I tranfmit to your Lordfoip, will, I fuppofe, be a fuffi- 
cient Ground-work of Initructions to thofe whom her Majefty mail chofc to fend 
hither and to Madrid. The 
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The la£t Point, and that on which we had the warmed Debates, was concerning 
the Elector of Bavaria. As (bon as I arriv'd at Paris I heard that he was come to 
CiaiRot in the Neighbourhood, and Mod lieu r de Tercy either was, or affe&ed to be, 
under fome Uneafinefs at the Reproaches which this Priace would, he faid, with 
reafon give them, unlefs they provided better for bim than the Queen had hither- 
to feemd inclin'd to allow. 

He turn'd this Matter feveral ways, and made variety of Propofitions, which it 
was plain enough were not extempore, tho' he appear'd defirous I ihould look upon 
them as Hidden Thoughts which ocenr'd to bim in treating. At laft be retted on 
this, that the Queen Ihould engage to procure for the Elector the Dutchy and Ele- 
ctorate of Bdvaria, exclufive of the Upper Palatinate, and the Rank in the Electoral 
College, which I had from the firft peremptorily rejected ; and that (he Ihould fur- 
ther promifc to maintain him in the Pofleffion of the Dutchies and Towns of Lux- 
emburg and Namur, and in the PofTelEon of Charlerty and Nieuport, until fucb an 
Equivalent for thefe Countries and Places was given him as he Ihould be fatisfied 
with. This Proportion I pofitively refus'd to aflent to, and told Monficur de Ttrcy 
very plainly, that leaving thefe Towus and Places in the Elector's PofTelfion till he 
had fuch an Equivalent as he mould be fatisfied with, was really giving them abfo- 
lutely to him, which I knew her Ma jelly neither could or would admit} further, 
that her Ma jetty would enter into no Engagements to procure anything for the 
Elector, or even to ufe her Offices in his Behalf j that the Towns and Places which 
this Prince is in Pofleflioji of, would very probably be an Inducement to the Allies 
to give him fomching in Lieu of them \ that her Majefty would not oppofe his ha- 
ving Sardinia which Equivalent had been propos'd firft from hence. This 1 let 
him know was the Sum of all he was to expect from the Queen, and your Lordfhip 
will find the Minutes drawn accordingly. 

. Having on precedent Occafions as well as this, pcrceiv'd, that MonlTeur Jt 
Torcy affectod to hint every Exprefllon in fuch manner as to engage the Queen 
joyntly with the King his Matter, I thought proper, very explicitly, and in the 
ilrongeft Terms I could ulc, to fay that the Queen would enter readily into the 
common Guarantry for fupporting that Settlement of Europe, which Ihould by the 
Peace be made *, but that She would on no account whatfoevcr be concerned in a- 
ny Stipulation to procure this Settlement \ That it would be Advantage fufficient 
for France, if the Conduct of Her Majefty's Allies made it juft and neceflary for 
her to withdraw her fclf out of the War before them ; and that afterwards her 
good Offices would be employ'd as became the common Friend of all Parties. 

I take occafion frequently to repeat this to the French Minitters 9 and I believe 
they will look upon it as the Rule which her Majefty has laid down, and which 
they fhall not be able to prevail on her to depart from. 

On Saturday in the Evening I came to FontaincHcau, where an Apartment was 
provided for me, and my reception was particularly Civil. On Sunday at Nine in 
the Morning 1 had Audience or the King, to whom I prefented her Majefty's Letter. 

He received me in a very Gracious manner, he talk'd a confiderable time with 
me, and the Subftance of what he faid, as near as I can remember, for his Speech 
was extremely quick , was , That he ever had the higheft Efteem for the 
Queen : That (he had proceeded ia fuch a manner as to turn that Efteem into the 
linccrcft Friendfhip ; that he hop'd (he was fatisfied he bad done every thing on his 
part which might facilitate the Peace: That he was pleas'd to find we were fo 
near concluding : that there were fome who us'd all endeavours td obftrud it, but 
that God be prais'd, they would not be long able to do fo : That God would hin- 
der them from giving the Law which they pretended to: That the fuccefsofhis 
Arms would make no Alteration in him : And that he would make good all he 
had offer'd.

AFTER I had had my Audience Yeftcrday of the KIN G, I return'd 
with MonGeur de TORCT, to view the Minutes we had taken, 
and the Draught of the Convention for the Sufpenfion of Arms, which we Sign'd 
in the Evening : Your Lordlhip will obferve, that it is dated on Friday Laft, 
at which time the firft Brouillon was prepar'd, and I thought that every Day 
which the Commencement of it was put backward, was fome degree of Advan- 
tage to us j the Term is of four Months, which Monfieur de Tarcy deuVd,as more 
likely to bave its Effect on the Dutch than a (horter Term, which might have fnf- 
fer'd them to entertain Hopes (till of breaking our Meafures, and bringing the 
Queen into Action again. I did not much weigh the force of this Argument, tho' 
1 think it has fomewhat dctermin'd me to agree to four Months, according to the

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Latitude left in my Inftruftions, was firft what I rcmcmbct'd to have been tlie 
Scnfe of feveral Merchants whom I fpoke with before 1 left London, who all feem'ft 
defiious of the longeft Term, and thought that two Months would not encourage 
many People to venture upon fome Voyages. Secondly, that a Term of twb 
Months would as effectually cut off all profpect of Acting by Land this Campaign, 
as a Term of four, and that therefore the Sea-Service would be chiefly affected by 
this Sufpenfion, where we have more to apprehend than to hope. 

Monfienr de Torcy had infer ted in the Draught thefe Words, — les Mers qui 
enteurent Its Jjlts Britanniques, and cited the Teaty of Breda as a Precedent. I 
Ihew'd him, that before that Treaty, the expreffion had always run Afaribus Rri- 
tamiicti, particularly in the Treaty with Cromwell ; and that the Error committed 
in that of Breda, had been rectified in that of Ry/mick. He infilled more than I 
expected on retaining his Words, and entred a little into the difpute of Dominion. 
This made me the more tenacious, and your Lordfhip will find thefe Words, let

The Sufpeulion being now Sign'd, I fhall, purfuant to my Inftruftions, difpatch 
Her Majefty's Orders to Sir John Jennings to Mr. Chtmynd, and to tbe Officer who 
Commands the Queen's Troops in Catalonia. 

Monfieur de Torcy is likcwife very earncft that the Duke of jirgyll\x Difpatchcd, 
judging his Prefence necefiary upon this new tnrn of Affairs for the Common ln- 
terefc •, I cannot help thinking it is fo, particularly for Her Majefty's Service. 

Juft now the Duke of Orleans told me, that the King had this Morning, at his 
Levee, detlar'd, that the Sufpenfion of Arms was Signd ; and Monfieur deTorcy 
informs mei t nat tncv »n«nd to Morrow to Publifli it at Parts. I will therefore 
loofe no time indifpatcbing this Courier, as foon as I receive, (which I expe&e- 
very Moment^ the Copy of the Aft of Renunciation, which has been prepar'd in 
Spain, and wherein the Spdmards feem to have neglected no Expreffion which could 
add to the Strength, and no Form which could add to the Validity of if, Philip's 
con fen t to the Cancelling the Entry of 1700, mention'd in tbe Convention for the 
Sufpenfion of Arms in Flanders, and the lnferting the Subftitution of the Duke of 
Sa wy, will be the Subjects of additional Claufes. I fhall be extremely concern'd, 
if tbe Queen does not receive this Account before the News comes any other way ; 
but I lofe no time, and 1 hope the Meflenger will lofe none. 

The fifty PaiTes In Blank I have not yet receiv'd* but hope to have them time 
enough to accompany this Difpatch. 

The Chevalier has fix'd his Departure on the firft of next Month N. S. The^ 
propofe that he fhall retire to Bar ; and they intend to write to the Duke of Lor- 
nun, to ask of the Emperor, and other Princes, a Security for his Perfon during hfe 
refidence in that Place* 

1 mult not conclude this Letter without asking your Lordfhip's Pardon for a 
piece of falfe News, which I fent you from Calais, concerning an Action at Pent 
a Rache ; the Story was told us with fb many Circumftances, that I made no doubt 
of the Truth of it, efpecially when the Mayor of the Place quoted a Letter which 
he faid he receiv'd from his Son in-law, who was at that time in the Army.

THe Underwritten Minifterof the King of Great Britain moft humbly repre- 
fcnts to his Catholick Majefty, that he finds himfclf obliged by the Commands 
and Inftrudions he has received from the King His Mafter, to Demand in his Ma- 
jefty s Name, 

That all the Privileges and ConcelTions the Kings of Spain have ever Granted 
to the Britifh Merchants by their Royal Schcdulas or Ordinances, and by the Ar- 
ticles of the Treaty of Peace and Friendfhip made at Madrid in the Year l66y, 
may be fully confirmed, as they are in effect by the eighth Article of the Treaty of 
Peace, and Friendfhip concluded at Utrecht, the 13th day of Jvly, N. S. 1713, 
between the Crowns or Gre at Britain and Spain. That the Trade or the Britifli Mer- 
chants in all the Ports of the Kingdom of Spain, maybe eftabliihed and remain 
upon the fame Foot as it flood in the time ot King Gbarlet the Second, and before 
the Declaration of the laft War. 

- 1 hat the Britifh Merchants may not for the prefent or future be obliged to Pay 
any other Duties and Cuftoms on the Goods they import into the feveral Ports 
of this Kingdom, or export out of them, than thofe which they paid on the fame 
Goods in the Reign of KmgCW/f j the Second. 

That the fame Method as was then practifed in the Manner of Collecting 
thofe Cuftoms, may be now and for the time to come obferved, and that in the 
Payment of them, the Britilh Merchants may be Allowed the fame Gratias, Fa- : 
voors, Abatements, and Deductions, as were allow'd them at any time during the 
Reign of King Charles the Second, by the Farmers of the Cuftoms or the Admi- 
nisters ot the King.

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Tfcxt all the Articles contained in the Treaty of Navigation and Commerce con- 
cluded at Utrecht, between the Crowns of Great Britain and Spain, on the 9th day 
qf December N. S. 171?, fo far as they are detrimental and derogatory to the Privi^ 
leges and ConceUions of the Royal Schedolasand Ordinances, granted at any time 
by the Kings of Spain to the Britilh Merchants, and to the Articles of the Treaty 
at Madrid, in the Year 1 667, may be declared null and void. 

And particularly the three feparate Articles called the Three Explanatory Ai - 
iiclei , contained only in the Ratification of the faid Treaty of Naviga- 
tion and Commerce, concluded at Utrecht, as having been inferted and obtained 
in a very extraordinary manner, without having been firft fettled or fignedby any 
of the Minifters of both Crowns, that were impowered to conclude the faid Treaty. 

That His Catholick Majefty will be pleafed to Grant to the Britiih Merchants, 
that they may have the Privilege of having a Judge Conlervator in all the Parts 
of Spain, where the Judges Conlervators have been formerly allow'd, rill the Death 
of King Charles the Second : And that the (aid Judges ConfervatoFS may be Veil- 
ed with the lame Power and Authority for the defend* and Protection of His Bri- 
t an nick Majeftie's Subjects, and their Exemptions in Trade, as was formerly grant- 
ed them, and conftantly enjoyed by Virtue of the Royal Schedulas or Ordinances 
Dated the 19th day of March, the 26th of Jvne, and 9th of November, in the 
Year 1645, and confirmed by tU Ninth Article of the Treaty made at Madrid to 
the Year 1661. 

As to the firft Point contained in this Memorial, which is - y That the Trade of 
the Britifti Merchants in Stabt may be eftablilhed upon the fame Foot as it was in 
the time of King diaries tne Second, the Minifter of the King of Great Britain 
hopes it will appear to his Catholick Majefty to be founded on Juftice and Reaforr, 
when His Majefty will be pleafed to confider, 

That the French Nation, which drives a confiderable Trade to this Kingdom, has 
always Traded, and does now continue to do fo wholly upon the lame Foot-, there 
being no other Treaties of Commerce between the Crowns of Spain and France, Cub- 
lifting, but thofe which have been made either before the time of King Charles the 
Second, or during the Reigvi of that Prince. 

As alio in the 17 th Article of the Treaty of Peace and Commerce concluded at 
Utrecht the 26th of June 17 14, between His Catholick Majefty and the States Gene- 
ral, it isftipulated in Favour of the States, That their Subje&s lhall enjoy the lame 
Privileges, Franchiles, and Exemptions in their Navigation and Commerce, with- 
out any Exception or Referve, as they did enjoy before the late War. 

From whence it follows, that the King of Great Britain s Subjects having by all 
the Treaties between both Crowns an undoubted Right to all the Privileges, Liber- 
ties, and Immunities in Trade, which have been, or may be granted to any other 
Nation whatfoever, they cannot be with Juftice refufed the fame Privileges and Ei-^ 
emjptions in their Trade, as are granted or continued to other Nations, and were 
enjoyed by them before the late War, during the Reign of King Charles the Second. 
As to the laft Point, which relates to the Judges Conlervators, befides thejuft Right, 
the Sujefts of the King of Great Britain have to that Privilege, the lame which is 
now Demanded for them, being already granted in exprefs Words to thofe of the 
States General, by the 29th Article of the above-mentioned Treaty, between Hja 
Catholick Majefty and the States-, The Minifter of the King of Great Britain hopes 
His Majefty will make no Difficulty in granting it alfo to the Subjects of die King 
HisMaftcr. , 

• And it is certain that if thefe Judges Confervators had been eftablilhed, as they 
fhould have been, immediately after the CefTation of Arms and Conclufion of the 
Peace, it would have hinder 'd moft of the Dilputes which, have happen'd betweer> 
the King's Officers, and the Subjects of the King of Great Britain, fince th/>fc Differ 
rences might have been ended in the Places where they begun -, which would have 
prevented the many Oppreflions the King of Great Britain s Subjects have laboured 
under, the great Number of Law-Suits how ( depending before the Council ot War at 
Madrid, and the entire Ruin of feveral poor People and their Families for ever, 
fome of which have been here near two Years foliching for Juftice, without having 
been yet able to obtain any DecUion of t>.eir Caufes.

liged to raife, and in what Time : What Provifionsof all Sorts they can Supply 
for Our Fleet and Army and at what Time they will expect the Aififfance of Our 
Troops, and where the Forces (hall meet, and in what Manner they may beft co- 
operate. You (hall, as often as conveniently You can, give an Account to the Earl 
of GaBvay of the Progrefs you make in this Negotiation, in Order to the better con-

You will have likewile a Copy of a Letter from the Deputation at Barcelona to 
Our High-Trcafurer of Great Britain, and an Eftimate of the Value of the 
aforefaid Stores attefted by the faid Tbeofbilm Bljke.

We have alfo directed that a Copy of the Convention maffe at Utrecht, for 
the Evacuation of Caultnia, and for preferving the Neutrality of Italj, mould 
be put into your Hands. We eafily forefee that many Complaints will be 
made, and that many Difputes will arife concerning the Performance or In- 
fraction of that Convention, whereof We made our Selves Contractor and 
Guarantee in fo very particular a Manner. Wherefore We think fit to require 
and Command you to Endeavour upon all Occafions to redrefs any thing that 
may be done contrary to it, and to enforce a ftria Obfervance of it in all its 
Parts. 

Upon your repairing to Barcelona, you are likewife to give Notice of your 
Arrival to Our Right, &e. Rtbert Lord Bmgly, whom we have appointed to 
be Our Ambaffador Extraordinary at the Court of Sfa'm, and to fend him an 
Account of your Proceedings j and in this and all other Matters relating to 
Our Service, you will take Care to Correfpond with our faid Ambaffador;

It was carry'd 
on feven Years, during which time we have always feen moft Valiant Englijb 
Troops, that have diftinguifhed themfdves not only in the Sieges of Places, but 
alfo in their Defence ; particularly in that of Cardona, which as it was the hft 
Action, fo it is frelher in our Memory. In all t r bis time Catalonia endeavour'd to 
ferve the Englijh Nation to the -tatmoft of therr'power, by contributing Troops, 
and confida able Sums of Mony without Intereft. And tho we had pleafed our 
felvcs with the thoughts of the Happinefs to be always Subjq&s-of Charles the Third, 
feeing him fo powerfully fupportcd ; yet by the ordinary Change to which hu- 
man Affairs are liable, we now fee the Troops, of the DufccH>f Anjou, aflifted by 
the French^ Mafters of all the Principality, except Barcelona and Cardona : commit- 
ting through the whole, the moft execrable Hoftilities, Burnings, and Plunder- 
jngs, without /paring the EfTufion of innocent Blood, and without diftmctiort of 
Age"oj;S£x.
